The  materials  of  these  volnmea  are  taken  from  Whig 
and  Tory  newspapers,  published  during  the  AmericMi 
Revolution,  private  diaries,  and  other  cotemporaneoos 
writings.  They  present  to  the  student  of  this  day  the 
same  view  the  readers  of  the  revolutionary  period  en- 
joyed— the  manners  and  customs  of  the  people,  and 
the  moral  and  reh^ons,  as  well  as  political  features  of 
the  tima 

As  far  as  practicable,  the  language  of  the  writers 
has  been  preserved.  For  every  assertion  presented  the 
reader  will  find  an  authority  which  must  be  his  guide 
in  ascertaining  its  value  in  an  historical  point  of  view ; ' 
while,  at  the  same  time,  he  must  keep  in  mind  the  truth 
that  the  errors  and  lampoons  of  a  period  belong  as 
much  to  its  history  as  the  facts  and  flatteries. 

Among  the  newspapers  from  which  the  editor  has 
drawn  his  material,  no  one  requires  an  especial  notice 
in  this  place ;  a  history  of  the  periodical  writers  of

CIIAFTEU    I. 


Jaxtakt  1. — ^TnE  chief  troubles  of  our  Israel''  are  tlic  Phil- 
antrops,  tlio  Hazlerods,  the  Sir  Froths,  tho  Tinia,  the  Bens, 
iiiid  the  Bohs.  Tlicse  are  men,  who,  for  I'^rgep^jj^j^jj^^jij^ 
isliares  in  tlie  Aincrican  plunder,  liave  Bold  them-  '"  ''"'"°- 
sulvps  to  do  wickedly.  Tlie  barbarians  who  have  been  aiding 
mid  assisting  bad  governors  and  abandoned  ministers,  in  all 
their  attempts  to  Biibjiigatc  and  enslave  these  once  happy  col- 
onies: tbe  hireling  prostitntes  who  have  been  constantly 
representing  to  ministry  that  the  friends  of  liberty  were  a 
(^niall,  insignificant,  divided  faction ;  that  tlie  people  had  not 
virtue  to  saeritiec  any  parts  of  the  profits  of  their  trade,  or  tho 
hixiiry  of  their  living  for  the  siiko  of  their  country  ;  or  spirit 
to  withstand  tbe  least  exertion  of  power.  Tliese  ai'c  traitors 
who  were  for  none  but  licensed  town-meetings,"  and  gave  ad- 
luiiiistration  the  oiitbnesof  the  execrable  Boston  Port  Bill  and 
the  other  dete.staiile  bills  for  destroying  tbe  cbarter,"  and  those 
MK-red  eontpacts  wbii'h  Americans  once  tbongiit  were  of  i-omc 
value,  tbe  failb  of  kings  being  the  security.  ITiese  are  tbe 
uiibliisbing  advocates  for  jiensioned  governors,  dependent 
judges,  hired  attorneys,  and  eherilf  created  jui-ors,  that  tho 
people  might,  under  color  of  law,  be  stript  of  tbeir  property, 
without  their  consent,  and  suitably  ]>uni(-hed  if  they  should 
dare  to  complain ;  tbe  odious  rebels,  who,  for  the  supj^wrt  of 
these  liatefnl  measures,  have  invited  tbe  troops  and  ships, 
tliat  arc  now  distressing  the  ii^habitauts  of  Boston,  and  alarm-

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ing  not  only  a  single  province,  bnt  a  whole  continent.  And 
when  almost  every  event  has  turned  out  contrary  to  tlieir  pre- 
dictions, and  when  it  might  be  reasonably  expected  that  the 
unioh  of  the  colonies,  the  resolutions  of  the  Contuiental  Con- 
gress, and  the  late  associations  and  preparations  to  withstand 
all  hostile  attempts  ujwn  our  persons  or  properties,  might  lead 
administration  to  suspect  at  least  tJie  policy  or  safety  of  push- 
ing this  people  to  extremities ;  we  find  this  infamous  cabal 
playing  over  the  old  game  of  ministerial  deception,  and  Tim- 
othy Ruggles*  with  a  gravity  peculiar  to  himself  and  an  owl, 
Timothy  Ruggies'  asscrtiug  in  thc  public  prints—"  that  though 
assertion.  many  of  the  people  had  for  some  time  past  been 
arming,  their  numbers  would  not  appear  in  the  field  so  large 
as  imagined,  before  it  was  known  that  independency  was  the 
object  in  contemplation  ;"'  and  further,  that  smce  that  time, 
many  associated  in  divers  parts  of  the  province,  to  support 
what  he  calls  "  Government." — But  the  views  and  desiirns  of 
these  pensioned  prostitutes  of  Massachusetts, — in  all  that  they 
say  or  write,  are  perfectly  kenned  by  the  most  short-sighted 
amongst  us.  In  vain  are  their  scare-crows,  raw-head  and 
bloody  bones,  held  up  to  deter  us  from  taking  the  most  eff'cct- 
ual   means  for  our  security.     Tlie  little  scribbling,  illiberal

esteem  ;  or  retard  tlie  muasures  they  have  recom- 
mended, notwithstanding  the  sums  paid  to  effect  it.  Tlicso 
writers,  and  their  attempts  to  encourage  or  mislead,  are 
treated  with  ineffable  contempt  by  thoir  coimtrymcn.  It  has, 
however,  been  unhappy  for  both  countries  that  the  represen- 
tations and  projects  of  such  men  as  these  have  been  heeded 
ai^d  adopted  on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic ;  men  whoso 
very  livings  have  depended  upon  the  continuation  of  those 
measnres  which  Americans  have  so  long  complained  of,  and 
Bought  to  have  redressed.  If  these  unnaturala  should  succeed 
in  their  present  misleading  attempts,  to  the  preventing  a 
speedy  close  to  our  differences,  we  shall  then  have  good  reason 
to  conclude  that  Hindness  lias  liappened  to  Britons,  that  the 
fulness  of  American  Liberty  might  come  in.' 

Jaxcaey  3. — ^Tiiis  morning,  Mr,  John  Case,  an  old  man  of 
near  sixty  years  of  age,  from  Long  Island,  was  entreated  by  an 
acquaintance  of  liiri  to  go  to  tlic  house  of  Jasper  Drake,  tavern- 
keeper  near  Beekman's    Slip,   wliere   he  was   told   Captain 

McD 1,'  Captain  S s,'  and  others  wanted  to  converse 

with  him  on  politics.     He  went,  and  soon  entered  into  conver- 
sation with  Captain  McD 1,  who  attempted  to  convince 

him  that  he  was  in  an  error,  but  not  being  able  to  effect  it, 

politely  left  him.     Captain  S s,  with  several  cipuinpm 

other  persons,  then  attacked  iiim  with  the  force  Juiinc»M. 
of  their  eloquence  and  noise,  but  Case  said  he  was  an  un- 
leanicd  man,  and  hut  of  few  wtirdK. — tiiat  he  could  not  rejily 
to  above  one.  Tlmt  he  judgeil,  however,  the  fairest  way  to 
come  at  the  tmtli  would  be  to  recur  to  the  origin  of  the  pres- 
ent contest  between  Great  Britain  and  the  Colonics,  and  to 
trace  from  tlie  time  of  the  stamp  act,  the  encroachments  of 
ministerial  power,  and  tiie  increasing  demands  for  provincial 

privileges.     Tliis  was  objected  to  by  Captain  S- s.  as  it 

would  require  too  much  time  and  attention  to  discuss.     He

death.     S ^s  then  demanded  of  Case  whether,  if  the  Bos- 

tonians  were  to  take  up  anns,  he  would  fight  for  the  king  ? 
Case  answered,  that  if  he  fought  on  either  side,  he  would  cer- 
tainly fight  for  no  one  else,  as  he  conceived  King  George  to 
be  his  lawful  sovereign,  for  the  minister  a  few  days  before 
prayed  for  our  rightful  sovereign  Lord  King  George  the  Third, 

on  which  S s  replied  he  was  sorry  that  he  had  turned 

churchman,  where  such  prayers  were  used ;  Case  replied, 
these  expressions  were  delivered  the  preceding  Sunday  by 
Dr.  Rodgers*  at  the  Presbyterian  meeting,  for  lie  himself  was 
a  Presbyterian.     After  a  few  more  queries  and  replies  of  a 

similar  nature,  S s  told  him  that  he  would  not  sufi'er  a 

Tory  to  sit  in  company  with  gentlemen,  placed  a  chair  in  the 
chimney  corner,  caught  Case  by  the  arm,  and  forced  him  into 
it.  lie  then  called  for  a  negro  boy,  who  belonged  to  the 
house,  and  ordered  him  to  sit  along  with  him ;  for  that  he 
(Case)  was  only  fit  to  sit  in  company  with  slaves ;  but  the 
negro  had  too  much  understanding  to  comply.  Mr.  Case  then 
called  for  some  wine,   and  offered  it  to  the  company,  luit 

S s  refused  to  accept  of  it,  pushed  him  down  in  the  chair 

where  he  before  had  placed  him,  and  ordered  the  rest  not  to 
drink  with  a  Tory  ;  and  further,  that  whoever  spoke  to  Case, 
should  forfeit  a  bowl  of  toddv,  which  was  exacted  bv  him 
from  two  persons  who  happened   to  disobey  his  mandates. 

S s  then  told  Case  tliat  his  age  protected  him,  for  if  he 

was  a  young  man,  he  would  have  placed  him  on  a  red-hot 
gridiron ;  and  after  he  had  detained  this  old  man  as  long  as 
he  thought  proper,  he  dismissed  him.'

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Jahdaky  5. — ^The  professoTsliip  lately  institnted  by  our 
most  gracious  sovereign,  at  King's  College  in  New  York,  is  to 
be  held  by  a  tutor  of  the  college,  at  the  same  time 
a  clergyman.  His  business,  besides  teaching,  will 
be  to  deliver  annual  lectures  in  defence  of  tlie  Christian,  and 
on  the  principles  of  natural  religion.  His  title,  the  Kegins 
Professor  of  Divinity,  with  a  salary  from  the  Crown.  An  in- 
contestable evidence  this,  of  his  Majesty's  desire  of  supporting 
the  Christian  religion  in  America,  as  it  is  in  England,  by 
annual  lectures  in  its  defence.'

with  the  colonies,  and  smiles  witli  contempt  upon  """"flfn- 
any  talcs  of  congresses  and  combinations  in  Ainerica,  Tlie 
Duke  of  Richmond  has  positively  declared  his^jj)„^j„fn,jb, 
opinion,  that  tlie  colonies  liavc  proceeded  to  snch  """"" "p"""'^ 
unjustifiable  lengths,  their  pretensions  cannot  any  longer  be 
supported  ;  and  that  the  constitutional  authority  of  Parliament 
over  them  must  be  maintained  ;  and  that  this  is  the  huiguage 
of  most  people  of  England.' 

Jascaky  9. — A  WHITER  in  England  gives  the  following  ad- 
vice to  administration  with  respect  to  America  :  '•  Let  ivutlior- 
ity  give  way  to  pnidence;  dignity  is  supported  aiIvw  imho 
best  hy  justice ;  tlie  bread  of  at  least  one  luindred  ""■i^"')'- 
thousand  manufacturers  is  of  more  importance  than  a  shadowy 
authority ;  the  lives  of  our  fellow-subjects,  descended  from 
ourselves,  and  though  bom  in  a  distant  climate,  are  dear  to 
us.  One  passionate  resolve  may  sacrifice  a  million  of  British 
subjects,  and  subject  this  nation  and  its  dependencies  to  ruin, 
and  tliose  who  framed  it  to  everlasting  infamy.  More  is  at 
stake  than  many  comprehend ;  those  who  say  otherwise  are 
ignorant,  or  foes  in  disguise," '

as  well  as  the  rights  and  liberties  of  all  America,  in  order 
thereto  it  is  necessary  that  they  should  be  properly  disci- 
plined and  instmcted  in  the  art  of  war  ;  they  also  ordered  that 
a  committee  of  fifteen  be  appointed  to  attend  to  the  conduct 
of  the  ministerial  tools  and  Jacobites  hi  that  town,  and  to  re- 
port their  names  to  the  town,  that  effectual  measures  may  be 
taken  to  silence  them  in  tlie  future,  or  expel  them  from  the 
community.* 

January  12. — ^Tnis  day,  his  Majesty's  frigate,  the  King- 
fisher, Captain  Montague,  went  up  to  Turtle  Bay  to  lay  there 
for  the  winter  season.* 

At  a  late  meeting  of  exotics,  styled  The  Sons  of  Liberty,  in 
New  York,  the  pamphlet  entitled  "  Farmer  A.  W.'s  View  of 
the  controversy  between  Great  Britain  and  the  Colonies,"  (fee, 
published  last  week  by  Mr.  Rivington,  was  introduced  l)y  one 
of  the  mushrooms,  and  after  a  few  pages  being  read  to  the 
company,  they  agreed  nein.  con.  to  commit  it  to  tlie  flames, 
without  the  benefit  of  clergy ;  though  many,  very  many  in- 
deed, could  neither  write  nor  read ;  however,  their  common 
executioner  immediately  threw  it  into  the  fire,  where  it  was 
consumed,  and  its  spiritual  part  ascended  in  vapor,  to  the

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tipper  TE^ODS ;  wliitber  not  one  of  the  compauy  durst  aspire, 
even  in  idea.' 

Jantiakt  17. — The  Provincial  CongrcsB  of  South  Carolina 
met  on  the  11th  instant,  and  have  continued  in  session,  Sun- 
days not  excepted,  until  to-day.  They  have  shut  up  the  courta 
of  law ;  no  process  is  to  issue  in  civil  cases,  and  all  proceed- 
ings had,  since  the  retnm  day,  September  20,  1774,  are  to  be 
staid.     Tliis  is  such  a  step  as  uo  other  province  has  yet  taken.^ 

A  coBSESPONDENT  says : — "  Tlie  violent  party  in  Pliiladel- 
phia  are  greatly  crest-fallen ;  they  see  with  inexpressible  cha- 
grin the  numbers  of  their  former  adlierente  wliich  tliey  lose 
every  day.  The  Pennsylvania  Farmer,  a  gentleman  of  great 
discernment,  and  possessed  of  a  very  large  estate,  has  deserted 
them,  greatly  alarmed  at  the  length  our  committee  are  carry- 
ing matters ;  he  lias  declared  he  will  not  meet  them  any  more, 
and  he  does  not  declare  alone." ' 

Akotiiee  writer  observes,  that  the  cause  of  the  enemies  of 
American  liberty  must  needs  be  in  a  most  desperate  condi- 
tion, since  tliey  have  recourse  to  tlie  most  infamous  acts  and 
falsehoods  to  carry  their  point.  Of  these  he  instances  a  long 
catalogue,  among  which  are  the  following : — ^Tliat  the  people 
in  several  colonies  are  deserting  the  cause  of  their  country  and 
joining  its  enemies  to  enslave  it.  Tliat  several  of  tlie  most 
eminent  patriots  had  deserted  the  cause,  particularly  the 
Philadelphia  farmer — who  remains  the  same  invariable  friend 
he  has  ever  been  to  his  country  and  mankind,  and  is  now  one 
of  the  delegates  for  the  province  of  Pennsylvania,  to  meet 
next  May  in  general  Congress." ' 

January  19. — ^The  Governor  of  Connecticut  called  his 
counsel  together  on  the  4t]i  instant ;  their  deliberations  are 
kept  very  secret ;   but  we  are  told  they  have  ordered  three

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hundred  bairela  of  gunpowder,  and  lead  in  proportion,  to  be 
purchased  at  the  public  expense.  The  militia  in  the  whole 
colony  is  mustered  every  week,  and  in  most  towns  they  have 
a  deserter  from  his  Majesty's  forces,  by  way  of  drill  sergeant. 
Nothing  but  a  spirit  of  independence  would  suffer  matters  to 
be  carried  to  such  extremities,  as  make  all  prudent  inhabitants 
fear  that  our  parchment  will  soon  totter.' 

Jahcart  20. — A  LmxE  after  ten  o'clock  this  evening,  two 
young  men  passing  down  Milk  street,  near  the  entrance  into 
iMiinrb«nce  mt  I^ng  Lane,  they  were  accosted  by  an  officer,  not 
'•°"°°-  in  the  English,  but  as  they  supposed  in  another 
language,  which  they  did  not  understand ;  tbey  asked  him 
what  be  meant ;  he  replied  he  meant  to  tell  them  to  go  about 
their  business.  They  had  not  gone  far  before  the  officer  called 
to  them  to  stop.  They  stopped  till  he  came  up  to  them,  and 
angry  words  ensued.  Tlie  young  men,  however,  parted  from 
him  the  second  time,  and  went  on  their  way  towards  their 
homes,  Tlie  officer  followed  and  overtook  tlicm  near  the  head 
of  the  lane,  and  stopped  them  again,  telling  tbem  he  supposed 
tbey  were  stiff  Americans ;  to  whicli  one  of  them  said  he 
gloried  in  the  character.  IlerG  again  words  ensued,  and  the 
officer  drew  liis  sword,  flourished  it  and  stnick  one  of  tlie 
young  men  on  the  arm,  who  immediately  seized  him.  At  this 
juncture,  three  or  four  of  the  town  watch,  who  were  upon  the 
patrol,  came  up  and  separatod  them,  advising  them  to  go 
home.  Tlie  two  yoimg  men  did  so,  but  the  officer  refused, 
saying  he  was  prisoner  of  the  watch  and  would  go  with  them ; 
tbey  told  him  he  was  not  their  prisoner,  but  might  go  whore 
lie  pleased,  and  if  he  desired  it,  they  would  see  him  safe  home : 
but  he  insisted  upon  it  that  he  was  their  prisoner.  Tlie  watch- 
men went  down  the  lane  towards  their  head-quarters  in  King 
street,  where  tliey  had  been  going  before,  and  tbe  officer  ac- 
companied tlicm.  In  tbe  way  they  met  with  several  persons, 
whom  tbey  took  to  be  Ber^■ant8  of  officers,  who,  supixising  the 
officer  to  be  in  custody  of  the  watch,  attempted  to  rescue  liim,

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bat  he  ineisted  upon  being  a  prisoner,  and  said  Uie  watchmen 
were  his  friends,  and  he  toould  go  with  them.  They  then 
went  forward,  and  in  Quaker  Lane,  whicli  leads  into  King 
street,  they  were  met  and  assaulted  by  more  than  twenty 
officers  of  the  army,  who  took  several  of  their  watch  poles 
from  them,  and  wounded  some  of  thent.* 

Janttaet  23. — ^This  morning  a  detachment  of  about  one 
hnndred  and  twenty  soldiers  from  the  army  in  Boston,  under 
the  command  of  Captain  Balfour,  were  embarked    ^^^^^^  ^^^^ 
in  armed  vessels  for  Marshfleld,  about  forty  miles     i**"'"'*'''- 
from  that  place.     We  arc  at  a  loss  for  the  occasion  of  this  ex- 
traordinary manceuvre,  as  all  of  our  accounts  from  Marshficld

Tbare  hare  been  five  field  officers  ou  a  court  of  inquire,  lo  inspect  into  (he  con- 
duct of  the  ofBcers  concerned  on  that  occasion.  It  oommeaccd  by  Lieutenant 
Utcfs,  38th  Regiment,  being,  without  tlie  smallest  cause,  insulted  bj  two  towns- 
people, who  not  only  called  him  a  Tor;-,  rascal,  scoundrel,  kr.,  but  damned  (he 
Idog,  governor,  nrmj,  and  every  friend  (o  government ;  the  former  he  put  up 
with,  the  latter  resented,  bj  knocking  the  person  down.  lie  was  immediately 
smroundcd  bj  the  watch;  and  though  he  immcdialclj  lurrcndered,  and  gave  his 
sword  to  a  Hr.  Winslow,  who  came  up  at  the  time,  (a  private  gentleman,)  and 
informed  them,  and  this  gentleman,  of  the  cause  of  the  quarrel,  thej  treated 
him  nith  every  indignitj  posuble ;  not  only  alloired  the  two  men  to  knock  him 
down  in  tbe  midst  of  tbcm,  but  the;  themselves  kicked  and  beat  him  all  the  wa; 
lo  the  watch-house,  a  little  short  of  a  quarter  of  a  mile.  The  noise  oliout  the 
watcb-honse  brought  together  a  few  officers,  whom  Mr.  Ujera  requested  not  lo 
interfere,  concealed  from  them  the  cruel  treatment  be  bad  met  with,  and  insisted 
on  remaining  in  custody.  The  insolence  of  the  watch  to  (hose  gentlemen  occa- 
moned  a  fresh  riot,  when  the  interposition  of  a  party  from  (he  main  guard  pre- 
vented any  bad  consequences.  Immediately  after,  Myers  was  released,  by  order 
from  tbe  governor.  Complaints  were  immediately  lodged  against  the  officers, 
and  bail  is  to  bo  given  to-morrow  for  their  appearance.  I  cannot  quit  this  sub- 
jecl  without  observing,  that  the  bigh-flyeri  are  much  disappointed  in  the  event 
of  this  riot ;  not  only  at  the  tittle  mischief  done,  but  at  the  ready  submission  of 
every  officer  concerned,  to  tbe  laws  of  the  country. 

The  flinrit  of  tbe  people  hero  seems  lo  subside  a  little ;  and  we  have  every 
reason  to  believe,  that,  in  order  to  keep  it  up,  the  vagabonds  of  the  (own  are 
employed  (o  insult  the  troops,  which  they  do  daily,  in  hopes  of  bringing  about 
another  massacre. 

•  The  pobUihera  dT  the  Boilos  Quclte  and  Connti;  JanrBil. 
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agree  that  tlie  people  in  that  vicinity  were  peaceable,  and  no 
injury  had  been  offered  any  of  the  Tories.  A  few  persons 
there,  it  is  said,  who  have  rendered  themselves  disagreeable 
and  contemptible  to  their  neighbors,  liave  taken  it  into  their 
heads  to  m^e  complaint  to  General  Gage  for  military  protec- 
tion. In  this  tliey  liave  engaged  a  number  of  idle  young  fel- 
lows, and  some  negroes  to  join  tliem.  Tlie  letters  from  tlienee 
state  tliat  the  numbers  and  quality  of  the  i)etitioncrs  are  des- 
picable.

Tiiis  day  his  remains  were  depositetl  in  tlie  family  vault  in 
Christ'  church  bnrying-groimd,  attended  by  a  verj-  largo 
number  of  respectable  citizens.  The  funeral  was  conducted 
agreeable  to  the  resolves  of  the  Continental  Congi-ess.'

and  a  particular  account  of  all  goods  so  returned,  stored,  or  sold,  to  be  inserted 
in  the  public  papers  ;  and  if  any  goods  or  merchandise  shalJ  be  imporled  after 
the  said  first  day  of  February,  the  same  ought  forthwith  to  be  sent  back  again, 
without  breaking  any  of  the  packages  thereof. — Joumala  of  Omgrtit. 
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he  seemed  rather  unwilling  to  comply,  and  was  encouraged  to 
hope  from  the  assurances  of  a  number  of  ministerial  tools,  who 
promised  to  support  him,  that  his  cargo  would  be  landed  ;  for 
wliich  purpose  they  employed  a  few  vagrants  to  go  on  board 
the  ship,  which  then  lay  in  tlie  harbor,  and  bring  the  colors 
on  shore,  with  a  view  of  raising  a  posse,  to  assist  in  landing 
the  goods ;  but  the  banditti  that  were  collected  for  this  pur- 
pose were  soon  suppressed  by  the  inliabitants,  who  are  for 
supporting  the  association,  and  who  began  to  assemble  in  great 
numbers ;  upon  which  the  captain,  conceiving  the  ship  to  be 
in  great  danger,  sent  the  mate  on  shore,  requesting  assistance 
to  get  her  under  sail,  as  the  seamen  refused  to  do  that  duty. 
Tliis  request  being  complied  with,  they  immediately  got  her 
under  weigh,  and  fell  down  about  four  miles  below  the  city, 
where  she  remained,  attended  by  a  boat,  with  a  member  of  the 
committee  and  some  of  the  townsmen  on  board,  till  last  Tlmrs- 
day  night  (9th),  when  she  was  again  brought  into  the  harbor, 
by  an  officer  and  a  number  of  men  belonging  to  his  Majesty's 
ship  King  Fisher ;  which  ship  it  is  supposed  came  down  from 
Turtle  Bay  expressly  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  her,  and 
intimidating  the  inhabitants. 

As  soon  as  it  was  known  that  the  ship  was  coming  up 
again,  the  people,  highly  exasperated,  began  to  assemble  to- 
gether in  great  numbers,  and  immediately  went  to  the  cap- 
tain's lodgings  ;  seized  him,  and  after  conducting  him  through 
many  of  the  principal  streets,  attended  by  a  prodigious  con- 
course of  people,  he  was,  without  suffering  the  least  hurt  or 
injury,  put  on  board  a  boat,  with  some  hands  to  row  him,  and 
sent  off.  His  ship  then  lying  at  anchor  ten  miles  below  the 
town,  he  went  on  board  the  man-of-war,  wliieh  lay  in  the  har- 
bor, where  his  own  ship  did  not  arrive  until  the  next  morning, 
when  she  came  to  anchor  under  the  cannon  of  the  King  Fislier. 
In  this  situation  matters  remained  until  Saturday,  when  they 
began  to  unmoor  the  ship,  intending  to  get  under  sail,  but 
were  prevented  by  the  lieutenant  of  the  man-of-war,  who 
hailed  the  ship,  and  demanded  if  they  had  a  clearance.  Being 
assured  in  the  negative  he  ordered  them  not  to  unmoor.  Tliis 
obstruction  greatly  exasperated  a  number  of  people  that  were 
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collected  to  see  her  get  under  sail,  who  went  in  qneet  of  the 
captain  of  the  King  Fisher,  to  know  by  what  authority  he 
detained  tlie  sliip,  but  they  could  not  meet  with  him ;  he  was, 
however,  soon  after  waited  upon,  by  one  of  the  gentlemen  to 
whom  the  ehip  was  consigned,  and  on  being  informed  of  the 
lieutenant's  conduct,  and  asked  his  reasons  for  detaining  her, 
he  replied  that  he  had  nothing  to  do  with  her,  and  imme- 
diately gave  orders  to  let  her  pass.  Accordingly  slie  got 
under  sail  the  next  morning  about  ten  o'clock,  accompanied 
by  a  boat,  with  two  of  the  committee  and  a  immber  of  inhabi- 
tants on  board  ;  which  boat,  after  taking  out  the  pilot,  left  her 
at  t^vo  o'clock  P.  M.,  about  a  league  to  the  southward  of  Sandy 
Ilook,  with  a  fresh  gale,  and  at  half-past  four  o'clock  she  was 
out  of  sight.

of  Poughkeepsie  only.  Many  Hsts  are  eeut  about  DutcheaB 
county,  on  which  also  many  hundreds  have  Bubseribed.' 

On  Friday  last,  at  Messrs.  Sharp  and  Curtenius's  furnace, 
in  New  York,  a  cylinder  was  cast  for  tlio  steam-engine  of  the 
watcnvorks  now  in  course  of  election  in  that  eity.  This  is 
the  lirst  performance  of  the  Icind  ever  attempted  in  America, 
and  allowed  by  judges  to  he  extremely  well  executed,' 

February  18, — A  few  days  ago  a  riot  occurred  at  Elisa- 
bethtown  in  Jersey.     The  scene  opened  between  twelve  and  one 
o'clock,  with  seizing  a  poor  Statcn  Islander,  for    jnui^iiio,, 
no  other  crime  than  because  some  people  of  that  '^'"■ 

ever  loyal  island  were  supposed  to  have  been  roaiiy  to  assist 
in  landing  some  goods  from  Captain  Watson's  Scotch  ship, 
which  lately  left  New  York,  and  is  departed  with  his  cargo 
for  Jamaica,  having  an-ivcd  at  New  York  after  the  lii-st  of 
Februaiy,  the  day  limited  by  the  Coiif^css  for  the  importation 
of  goods.  The  man's  boat  was  <lraggcd  ashore,  and  bis  oysters 
distributed  to  the  hungry  vagabonds,  who  were  visibly 
headed  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  by  Jonathan 
Hampton,  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  a  Judge  of  the 
county  court,  and  chairman  of  the  eommittee.  Hampton  was 
the  man  who  attempted  lately  to  obstnict  the  passage  of  his 
Majesty's  royal  regiment  of  Ireland,  over  the  ferries,  and  pre- 
vented _  wagons  from  carrying  their  baggage ;  this  same 
Hampton  was  the  man  who  raised  a  riot  lately  in  Sussex  cotmty, 
attacked  a  peddler,  and  destroyed  his  property.  About  four 
o'clock,  when  the  mob  discharged  the  poor  oyster  man,  they 
pro<;eeded  to  abuse  all  the  people  in  the  town  who  were 
known  to  be  well  affected  to  the  constitution  ;  they  erected  a 
gallows,  in  order  more  particularly  to  insult  them,  and  fixed 
up  a  liberty  jiole  in  the  middle  of  the  town.  It  must  be  ol)- 
servcd,  tliat  the  worshipful  Judge,  Jonathan  Hampton,  was,

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as  usnal,  completely  dnmk  when  tlie  riot  commenced.  For 
the  honor  of  the  police,  it  must  be  recorded,  that  two  of  the 
aldermen,  Messrs.  Blanchard  and  Dayton,  exerted  themselves 
greatly  to  suppress  those  violences,  but  they  were  only  able  to 
check  them.  Two  of  the  Delegates  contributed  towards  a  col- 
lection that  was  made  for  their  ever-staunch  friends  the  mob, 
Mr.  Alderman  Blanchard  ordered  the  gallows  to  be  demolished, 
after  it  had  existed  two  hours ;  and  their  deity,  the  liberty 
pole,  was  struck  by  an  order  from  the  committee,  without  the 
consent  of  that  exem])lary  and  able  guarantee  of  American 
freedom,  the  righteous  and  immaculate  Judge  Jonathan  Hamp- 
ton. 

This  was  a  glorious  day  to  the  sons  of  licentiousness ;  and 
it  was  also  a  glorious  day  to  the  sons  of  loyalty ;  for  it  has 
made  in  Elizabethtown  more  proselytes  to  the  side  of  order 
and  government,  than  all  the  otlier  endeavors  that  have  been 
exerted  to  abate  the  fever  of  the  times.* 

Last  night,  Mr.  John  Schoonmaker,  being  in  bed  at  his 
house  in  Ulster  county,  New  York,  ovcrlieard  the  foUow- 
NcjrroPiotin  "^S  Conversation  between  his  own  negro. York, 
Ulster  Co.  j^j^j  ^  negro  named  Joe,  belonging  to  Mr.  Jo- 
hannes Schoonmaker.  "  Yo7*1c,  How  many  ? — Joe.  A  great 
many. —  Yo7'l:.  Fromw^ere? — Joe.  From  Keyserick,  Hurley, 
and  Kingstown. —  Yorh.  How  much  powder  have  they  ? — Joe. 
Two  pounds. —  York.  Tliat  is  not  enough,  they  should  have 
more  to  get  through  with  it,  and  drums  enough  to  prevent 
hearing  the  cries.  Tliey  will  begin  two  at  your  Iiouse,  two  at 
John  De  Puis,  and  in  proportion,  more  at  other  houses.  It 
will  be  put  in  execution  between  this  and  Wednesday  night. 
"Wlien  once  begun  we  must  go  through  with  it.  We  are  to 
set  fire  to  the  houses,  and  stand  at  the  doors  and  the  windows 
to  receive  the  people  Us  they  come  out.'

'  Gaines*  Mercury,  March  6. — ^This  account  having  been  deposed  before  a 
magistrate,  the  two  negroes  were  committed  to  gaol,  and,  togetlier  with  scTeral 
other  negroej*,  examined  before  four  magistrates  who  met  for  that  purpose,  but 
no  further  discoveries  could  be  made. 

Another  account  names  Marbletown,  as  well  as  the  three  above  mentioned ; 
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February  20. — ^Tiie  Provincial  CongrcsB  of  Massaclinsetts 
Bay  has  resolved  :  tliat  the  great  law  of  self-preservation  calls 
upon  the  inliabitants  of  that  colony,  iuiniediately  MisMrhu»tt» 
to  prepare  against  every  attempt  tliat  iiiity  bo  K'^^iutio"- 
made  to  attack  tliein  by  surprise.  And,  njion  serious  delib- 
eration, most  earnestly  recommeuded  to  the  militia  in  general, 
as  well  as  the  detached  part  of  it  in  minute-men,  that  tliey 
spare  neither  time,  pains,  nor  expenses,  at  so  critical  a  junc- 
ture, in  perfecting  themselves  forthwith  in  military  discipline; 
and  that  skilful  instructorB  be  provided  for  those  companies 
which  are  not  already  provided  therewith.  It  also  recommends 
to  the  towns  and  districts  in  that  colony,  that  they  encourage 
such  persons  as  are  skilled  in  the  manufactory  of  firo-arms  and 
bayonets,  diligently  to  apply  themselves  there  for  supplying 
sneh  of  the  inhabitants  as  shall  be  deiicient. 

They  have  since  adjourned  to  the  twentj'-second  of  next 
month,  then  to  meet  at  Concord,  an  inland  town,  about  eigh- 
teen miles  from  Boston." 

Febbcary  23. — Some  time  ago  a  Presliyterian  minister,  not 
far  distant  from  North  Haven,  Connecticut,  ajiplied  to  a  lieu- 
tenant of  the  militia  to  step  into  the  market  and  ^  i>,tttniie 
give  him  the  words  of  coimnand,  in  onlcr  to  his  Mipistvr. 
performing  tlie  manual  exercise ;  the  officer  declined  it,  but 
being  repeatedly  pressed  to  a  compliance,  consented.  Tlie 
minister  declared  he  had  practised  the  military  exercises  with 
an  intention  of  going  to  Boston  against  tlie  King's  troops,  if 
there  shoidd  be  occasion  for  his  service.  Having  taken  post 
in  the  market,  he  shouldered,  faced,  marched,  and  performed 
all  the  motions  with  nuich  exactness,  to  the  great  delight  of  a 

uid  llmt  the  negroes  were  to  be  divided  into  purtioR,  (o  Gre  the  hounes,  cry  Jft  1 
and  kill  the  people  aa  tliey  came  out.  The  motive  for  this  conspiruej  was  tUo 
reeoTery  of  their  freedom.  A  largo  quantity  of  powder  and  ball  wna  found  with 
several  negroes ;  and  besides  ihiv,  there  nrc  Miiil  to  be  advices  in  town,  tlint  be- 
sides the  1^0  negroea  before  mentioned,  Bcvcntcen  or  eighteen  bavc  beeo  eoin- 
mitted  to  gaol. 

A  report  htu  likewlso  been  current,  that  these  negroes  were  lo  be  joined  by 
five  or  ail  hundred  Indinna;  but  it  doea  not  appear  that  (hero  is  any  good  foundu- 
doD  for  the  report. — Pcnruylvania  Journal,  Match  B.

this  part  of  the  world,*  and  on  all  occasions  insults  the  name  and 
government  of  our  most  gracious  sovereign,  and  bids  deiianee 
to  the  law.  This  republican  thanked  the  divine  for  his  fine 
pcrfonnance,  aj)plaudc»d  his  gallant  resolutions,  and  conducted 
him  to  enjoy  a  mug  of  flip,  at  his  own  house.  A  gentleman 
passing  by,  whilst  the  puritan  was  exhibiting  k  la  militaire, 
asked  him  if  he  had  quite  forsaken  his  sj)iritual  for  a  soldier's 
profession,  on  which  the  crowd  menaced  him  with  the  disci- 
pline of  tar  and  feathers,  but  the  former  secured  himself  by  a 
precipitate  retreat.'

Georgia.  maintain  their  riglits  and  liberties ;  while  the 
lower  House  declare,  "  they  should  be  inscMisilde  not  to  feel 
their  numerous  grievances  and  wish  tliem  redressed,  and  tliat 
thev  onlv  c(mtend  for  the  enjovment  of  their  constitutional 
riglits  and  liberties,  which  soften  every  care  of  life,  and  render 
existence  itself  desirable."  * 

Fkbruauy  27. — SoMK  time  ago,  Dr.  Clarke,  of  Eeading,  a 

gentleman  distinguished  l>y  a  firm  attachment  to  the  king  and 

Dr  chrkc  of   ^'*^  coustitutiou,  was  seized  in  tlie  townsliip  of 

lioadin;::  Hartford,  Connecticut,  and  to  the  indeli])le  dis- 
grace of  tlieir  police,  carried  upon  a  rail  about  the  parish, 
under  which  crueltv  he  several  times  fainted.  AVhen  dis- 
missed  bv  his  tormentors,  and  examined  bv  Dr.  Tidniarsh,  he 
was  found  to  be  injured  in  a  manner  unfit  for  descri])tion. 
Tlie  doctor  was  menaced  with  the  same  treatment  for  his  hu- 
manity to  the  sufferer,  whose  only  crime  was  speaking  in 
terms  of  respect  of  the  king,  and  of  his  government.*

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Febbcast  28. — Labt  Sunday  an  attempt  was  made  by  a 
regiment  of  the  king's  troops,  imder  Colonel  Leslie,  to  seize 
some  bra«8  cannon  which  General  Gage  had 
heard  was  deposited  at  or  near  Salem,  HuBsachn- 
Betts.  The  troops  were  sent  to  Marblehead  in  a  transport,  ap- 
parently manned  as  usual.  Between  two  and  three  o'eloek 
in  the  afternoon,  as  soon  as  the  people  had  gone  to  meeting, 
the  decks  were  covered  with  soldiers,  who  having  loaded,  and 
fixed  their  bayonets,  landed  with  great  despatch  ;  and  instantly 
marelicd  off.  Some  of  the  inhabitants  suspecting  they  were 
bound  to  Salem,  to  seize  some  materials  there  preparing  for  an 
artillery,  deapatebed  several  messi^ngers  to  give  information  of 
it.  Tliese  materials  were  on  tlie  north  side  of  the  North  River, 
and  to  come  at  them  it  was  necessary  to  cross  a  bridge,  one 
part  of  wliicb  was  made  to  draw  up  to  let  vessels  pass.  Tlie 
inhabitants  kept  a  look  out  for  the  appearance  of  the  troops. 
The  vanguai'd  arrived,  and  took  tlieir  route  down  town  as  far 
as  the  long  wharf;  perhaps  to  decoy  the  inhabitants  thither, 
away  from  the  place  to  which  the  main  body  was  destined. 
Tlic  main  body  arrived  soon  after  and  lialted  a  few  minutes  by 
the  town-bouao.  It  is  said  intjuiry  was  imme«liately  made  by 
some  of  the  officers,  for  a  liidf-brother  of  Colonel  Browne,'  the

and  difficult  times."  This  was  pronounced  a  most  contemptible  "  Torv  produc- 
tion," which  disgraced  the  public  prints.  Sargent  was  a  notorioun  Tory,  and  was 
proscribed  in  the  banishment  aet  of  1T78,  and  went  to  England. 

Colonel  William  nrownc  vns  one  of  the  nio^it  prominent  inhabitants  of  Salem, 
and  previous  to  the  troTiblca  which  led  to  the  Itcvolution,  enjoyed  great  popular- 
ity ;  but  by  espousinft  the  cause  of  the  mother  country,  he  forfeited  all  claim  to 
the  favorable  consideration  of  the  people.  IIo  was  one  of  the  "  iiifnniou<t  seven- 
teen "  refcinilere  in  1708, — signed  the  address  to  Governor  Hutchinson  in  1774,  ond 
accepted  office  under  Governor  G,-ige.  Upon  the  breaking  out  of  the  Revolution 
he  became  a  refugee,  and  was  included  in  the  act  of  banishment  of  17TR,  anJ  tho 
conspiracy  act  of  1779.  His  landed  estates,  which  were  numerous  and  valuable, 
were  oU  confiscated  lo  the  use  of  the  Government;  and  in  1779  his  homestead,  in 
8&lem,  was  sold  to  the  late  Glios  Uasket  Derby,  senior,  where,  in  1799,  he  erected 
bis  princely  mansion  al  aii-eipeasc  of  eighty  thousand  dollars,  nliich  was  taken 
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mandamus  counsellor.  Be  this  as  it  may,  he  was  soon  whis- 
pering in  the  Colonel's  ear,  in  the  front  of  the  regiment,  and 
wlien  he  parted  from  the  Colonel,  the  regiment  marched  with 
a  quick  pace  towards  the  north  bridge ;  just  before  tlieir  enter- 
ing upon  wliich  the  bridge  was  pulled  up.  The  regiment, 
however,  pushed  on  till  they  came  to  the  bridge,  not  obsen-ing 
(as  it  seemed)  that  it  was  drawn  up.  Tlie  Colonel  expressed 
some  surj)rise,  and  tumuig  about,  ordered  an  officer  to  face  his 
company  to  a  body  of  men  standing  on  the  wharf  on  the  other 
side  of  the  drawbridge,  and  to  fire.  One  of  the  townsmen* 
(who  had  kept  along  side  of  the  colonel  from  the  time  he 
marclied  from  his  own  house)  told  him  he  had  better  not  fire, 
tliat  he  had  no  right  to  fire,  without  further  orders,  and  if  you 
do  fire  (said  he)  you  will  all  be  dead  men.  The  company 
neither  faced  nor  fired. 

Tlie  Colonel  then  retired  to  the  centre  of  his  regiment,  as- 
sembled his  officers,  and  held  a  consultation ;  which  being 
ended,  he  advanced  a  little,  and  declared  lie  would  maintain 
his  ground,  and  go  over  the  bridge  if  it  was  a  month  first. 
The  same  townsman  replied,  he  might  stay  there  as  long  as  he 
pleased,  no  one  cared  for  that.  Tlie  half-brother  before  men- 
tioned (it  is  said)  made  towards  the  bridge,  but  seeing  the 
drawbridge  up,  he  said,  "  It  is  all  over  with  us."  He  has 
since  disappeared.  Meanwhile  two  large  gondolas  that  lay 
aground  (for  it  was  low  water)  were  scuttled,  lest  they  should 
cross  the  channel  in  them.  But  whilst  one  gentleman  with 
his  assistants  was  scuttling  his  own  gondola,  a  party  of  about 
twenty  soldiers  jumped  into  it,  and  with  their  bayonets 
charged  against  the  unarmed  townsmen  (some  of  whom  they 
pricked),  and  compelled  them  to  quit  it ;  but  before  this  a 
sufficient  hole  was  made  in  the  bottom.  Tliis  attack  of  the 
soldiers,  and  some  other  occurrences,  occasioned  a  little  bicker- 
down  in  1816,  and  near  its  site  now  stands  the  City  Market  House.  Colonel 
Browne,  after  leaving  the  country,  was  appointed  Governor  of  Bermuda,  and  died 
in  England  in  1802,  aged  sixty-five.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Harvard  College,  of 
the  class  of  1755. — EndicotCs  Account, 
*  Capt.  John  Felt. 
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ing,  but  hy  the  interposition  of  Bomc  of  the  iuliabitants,  the 
disputes  subsided. 

At  Icngtli  some  gentlemen  asked  the  Colonel  what  was  his 
design  in  making  this  movement,  and  why  he  would  eross  tlie 
bridge  ?  He  said  he  had  orders  to  cross  it,  and  he  would 
cross  it  if  he  lost  his  life  with  tlie  lives  of  all  his  men ;  and 
asked  why  the  king's  higliway  was  obstructed  ?  lie  was  told 
it  was  not  the  king's  road,  but  the  property  of  tlie  inhiibitants, 
who  had  a  right  to  do  what  tliey  pleased  M'itli  it.  Finally  the 
Colonel  said  he  must  go  over ;  and  if  the  bridge  was  let  down 
so  as  ho  might  pass,  he  pledged  his  honor  ho  would  not  inarch 
above  thirty  rods  beyond  it,  and  then  immediately  return. 

The  regiment  had  now  been  at  the  bridge  about  an  hour 
and  an  half,  and  every  thing  being  secured,  the  inhabitants 
directed  the  bridge  might  he  let  down.  TIic  regiment  imme- 
diately passed  over,  marched  a  few  rods,  returned,  and  with 
great  expedition  went  back  to  Marblehead,'  where  they  went 
on  board  the  transport  without  delay.' 

'  "Thore  were  eighty  military  com  panics  in  Mnrblehpacl  at  that  tirii",  com- 
prising nearly  Ihe  whole  male  population,  between  siiLteen  and  sixty  ycnra  uf  age. 
Tbcy  were  all  promptly  assembled  under  Colonel  Ornc,  and  ordered  to  ttnilioD 
themselves  behind  the  houses  anil  fenccB  along  tlie  road,  prepared  to  Tall  upon 
tbe  British  on  their  return  Trom  Salem,  if  it  should  be  Tound  that  hostile  measures 
had  been  used  by  them  ',  but  if  it  should  appear  that  no  conccrtt'd  act  of  liolenco 
upon  the  persons  or  property  of  the  people  had  been  committed,  they  wero 
charged  not  to  show  themselves,  but  to  allow  the  British  detachment  to  return 
immolestcd  to  their  iraneport. — John  //oimrtTi  AeeounI :  Upltam't  Addrcu.

But  great  indeed  was 
bis  chagrin,  when  he  read  that  his  errand  was  only  to  rob  a  private  enclosure  in 
the  North-Fields  of  that  village.  He  snddenly  returned  to  Caatellinum,  men- 
tioned lome  obBtmctioQ  of  ■  Fly-Bridge,  and  with  not  a  little  resentment  in  hia 
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It  is  regretted  tliat  an  oiBcer  of  Colonel  Leslie's  acknowl- 
edged worth  should  be  obliged,  in  obedience  to  his  orders,  to

were  spread  abroad  respecting  the  troops ;  the 
country  was  alarmed,  and  one  comi)any  arrived  in  arms  from 
Dan  vers,  just  as  the  troops  left  the  town.  Messengers  were 
immediately  despatched  to  the  neighboring  towns,  to  save  them 
the  trouble  of  coming  in ;  but  the  alann  flew  like  light- 
ning (and  fame,  doubtless,  magnified  the  first  simple  reports), 
so  tliat  great  numbrs  were  in  arms,  and  some  on  their  march, 
before  the  messengers  arrived/ 

A  correspondent  savs : — "  You  mav  be  assured  there  is  a 
most  amazing  change  of  sentiments  in  the  people  of  the 
province  of  Pennsylvania.  The  Quakers,  higli  and  low  Dutch, 
the  Baptists,  &c.,  are  wamdy  opposed  in  tlieir  opinions  to  tlie 
violent  and  independent  measures  lately  adopteil,  and  wish  for 
others  more  moderate,  prudent,  and  rational.

Your  iietitionera  beg 
leave  to  observe,  that,  having  already  done  all  possible  injury 
to  tlieir  nerves  and  Iiealth  witli  thiB  delectable  herb,  they  aliall 
think  it  extremely  hard  not  to  enjoy  it  for  the  remainder  of 
their  lives.  Your  petitioners  would  furtlier  represent,  that 
coffee  and  chocolate,  or  any  other  snbstitnte  hitherto  proposed, 
they  humbly  apprehend  from  their  licaviness,  nnlst  destroy 
that  brilliancy  of  fancy,  and  fluency  of  expression,  usually 
found  at  tea  tables,  when  they  are  liandling  the  conduct  or 
character  of  their  absent  ftcciiiaintancea.  Your  petitioners  are 
also  informed,  there  are  several  old  women  of  the  other  sex, 
laboring  under  the  like  difficulties,  who  apprehend  the  above 
restriction  will  be  wholly  insupportable ;  and  that  it  is  a  sacri- 
fice infinitely  too  great  to  be  made  to  save  the  lives,  liberties, 
and  privileges  of  any  country  whatever.  Your  petitioners, 
therefore,  himibly  pray  the  premises  may  be  taken  into  serious 
consideration,  and  that  they  may  be  excepted  from  tlie  resolu- 
tion a<lopted  by  the  late  Congress,  whcreiii  your  pctitionera 
conceive  they  were  not  represented ;  more  esi>eeially  as  your 
petitioners  only  pray  for  an  indulgence  to  those  spinstei-a, 
whom  age  or  ugliness  have  rendered  desperate  in  the  expecta- 
tion of  husbands ;  those  of  the  married,  where  infinnities  and 
ill  behavior  have  made  their  liusbands  long  since  tired  of 
them,  and  those  old  women  of  tlio  male  gfinder  who  will  most 
naturally  be  found  in  such  company.  And  yonr  petitioners 
88  in  duty  bound  eliall  ever  pray,  &c.' 

Habch  2. — ^It  ifl  said  that  some  people  in  Dutchess  connty. 
New  York,  and  others  on  the  opposite  side  of  Hudson  river, 
arc  engaged  in  a  scheme  for  establishing  a  port  i>,„j,b„,  ronmr 
in  that  part  of  the  countiy.  Tliey  have  a  place  ^"""^  ^-""'' 
in  contemplation,  where  they  say  a  few  hundred  ponnds, 
properly  bestowed,  in  bnilding  docks  and  quays,  will  accom- 
modate fif^  top-sail  vessels.     This  plan,  it  seems,  was  projected

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some  years  ago,  but  was  neither  prosecuted  nor  made  public. 
A  suspicion,  tliat  the  misconduct  of  the  city  merchants,  iinVlcr 
the  influence  of  the  Congress,  may  soon  cause  the  only  port  of 
the  province  to  be  shut  up,  has  now  revived  it.  Should  we 
bring  upon  ourselves  this  punishment,  it  is  imagined  there 
will  be  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  privilege  of  a  custom 
house  for  the  river ;  the  consecpience  of  which  will  be,  that  all 
the  country  beyond  it  will  be  much  benefited,  and  all  the 
estates  within  twenty  miles  of  it  will  be  vastly  increased  in 
their  value,  and  New  York  will  finally  and  irrecoverably 
lose  one-half  of  its  commerce.  A  large  majority  of  the  inhab- 
itants of  the  upper  counties  are  well  aifected  to  government, 
and  it  is  thought  that  the  above-mentioned  scheme  will  soon 
make  proselytes  of  all  the  rest.' 

XoTiiiNG  has  surprised  people  more  than  the  Virginians 
and  Marylanders  joining,  with  so  much  warmth,  with  the  Xew 

England  Republicans,  in  their  opposition  to  the 
ancient  constitution,  which  has  been  the  glory  of 
an  Englishman  in  every  part  of  the  world.  As  there  arc 
certainly  no  nations  under  the  heavens  more  opposite  to  each 
other  than  the  inhabitants  of  these  colonies,  it  would  be  very 
difficult  to  account  for  it  on  the  principles  of  religion  or 
sound  policy,  had  not  the  Virginians  plainly  discovered  their 
indifference  to  both;  so  highly  revered  by  their  illustrious 
ancestors.*

tor}"  cities  on  the  continent,  is  become  the  most  submissive  and 

obedient,  for  the  people  have  not  only  built  excel- 
lent barracks  for  the  army,  but  also  supply  the 
troops   with   every  necessary  of  life.      Lately  the  Assembly 
voted  money  for  the  current  year,  and,  notwithstanding  the 
passing  the  Stamp  Act,  and  duties  on  paper,  glass,  painters'

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colors,  and  on  tea,  and  tlieir  assembly  annihilated  by  tyranny, 
yet  that  very  assembly,  when  afterwards  siiffeiwl  to  meet,  im- 
mediately graiittxl  fifteen  huiidi-ed  jwHuds  to  be  invested  in  an 
equestrian  statue  of  liis  Majesty,  on  the  arrival  of  wLicli  it  was 
crectotl  on  a  square  near  tlie  fort.'  Yestfnlay  being  the  an- 
niversary day  of  its  erection,  Governor  C'olden,  witli  Iiia 
wi-eteiied  council  and  assembly,  the  mayor,  and  aldermen, 
with  tlie  military,  ivent  iu  i)i-occssion  to  the  spot,  whci-e,  after 
eurrounding  tlie  leaden  iiorsc  and  his  rider,  tlic  common  erier 
made  proclamation  for  tlie  whole  company  to  he  imeoverwi, 
when  an  oration  was  made  hy  the  town  clerk,  in  which  he 
recited  the  many  blessings  tlicy  enjoy  iin^ler  this  pious  reign, 
after  which  they  drank  liis  Majesty's  health,  and  returned  to 
their  respective  homes  amidst  the  hisses  of  the  people. 

Tlio  wretches  above  mentioned  met  in  council  and  assem- 
bly, have  by  a  majority  voted  not  to  obey  the  General  Con- 
gress resolution,  but  to  protest  against  and  o])posc  all  tlic  con- 
tinent of  America,  who  are  making  so  noble  a  stand  in  defence 
of  their  liberty,  while  the  people  wish  to  do  the  same.  But 
they  arc  unhappily  in  the  hands  of  dependent  jilaceiiicn,  con- 
tractors, infonncrs,  a  refugee  Homan  Catholic  family,  and 
others,  tlic  veriest  rejitilcs  on  eartli.  Now  York,  therefore,  is 
tlic  only  colony  on  which  the  Biitish  junto  must  rely  to  en- 
da  vc  America.' 

A  Fi^v  days  ago,  as  the  thirty-eighth  regiment  were  march- 
ing out  of  Boston,  by  way  of  exereisiiig  their  men,  a  country- 
man drove  his  horses  right  across  the  street  in  front  of  tlio 
ranks.  One  of  the  officers  (Lieutenant  House)  putting  his 
hand  to  the  horses'  heads  to  turn  them,  the  countrj-man  made 
a  blow  at  him,  missed  him,  and  stnick  one  of  the  soldiers. 
On  their  march  back,  tlic  soldier  seeing  the  saiiio  man,  re- 
tni-ncd  his  compliment  with  tlie  soft  end  of  his  fiiehtck,  upon 
which  the  fellow,  bleeding  like  a  pig,  roared  out,  "  Gentlemen, 
you  see  what  I  suffer  for  the  cause  of  liberty.'"

Loyalists,  j)^  ]j^  Montagiiic,  in  that  place,  and  after  choos- 
ing Mr.  John  Tliunnan  cliairman,  proposed  attempting  to  get

'  The  anniversary  of  the  Boston  Massacre  occurring  this  year  on  Sunday,  the 
commemoration  of  it  was  postponed  until  the  next  day,  the  6th. 
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followed  hy  a  servant,  ivitli  a  bundle,  in  which  were  the  Cice- 
ronian Toga,  &a.  Having  robed  himself,  he  proceeded  across 
tiic  street  to  the  meeting,  and  being  received  into  the  pulpit, 
was  announced  by  one  of  liis  fraternity  to  he  the  iicraon  ap- 
pointed to  declaim  on  tlic  occasion.  IIo  then,  putting  himself 
into  a  Demostlienian  posture,  with  a  white  handkerchief  in  his 
right  hand,  and  Itis  left  in  his  breeelies,  began  and  ended  with- 
out action.  He  was  applauded  by  the  mob,  but  groaned  at 
by  the  people  of  imderstanding.  One  of  tlie  pulpiteers 
(Adams)  then  got  iij>,  and  projioscd  the  nomination  of  another 
to  speak  next  year,  on  the  Bloody  Massacre,  (the  first  time 
that  cxpresaion  was  mentioned  to  the  audience,)  when  soino 
officers  cried.  Oh  fie,  fie,  fio!  Tlic  galleiians  appi-cliending 
fire,  fire,  bounced  out  of  the  windows,  and  swanned  down  tlio 
gutters,  like  i-atpi,  into  the  sti-ect.  Tlie  forty-third  regiment  re- 
turning accidentally  from  exenilsc,  witli  diiims  beating,  threw 
the  whole  body  into  the  utmost  consternation.  There  were 
neither  pageantry,  exhibitions,  processions,  or  bells  tolling  as 
usual,  and  to-niglit  is  remarked  for  being  the  quietest  these 
many  mouths  past.'

Some  time  after  tliey  had  arrived  at  the  Exchange,  camo 
also  anotlier  company  who  had  met  at  the  widow  De  la  Mon- 
tagnie's,  among  whom  were  some  oflicers  of  the  anny  and 
navy,  several  of  his  Majesty's  coimcil,  and  tliose  members  of

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the  HoiiBO  of  Representatives  wlio  liad  refused  taking  into 
consideration  the  proceedings  of  the  Congress ;  together  with 
tlie  officers  of  the  customs,  and  other  dependents  on  the  court. 
Soon  after  tlie  parties  met,  some  confusion  arose,  but  it  sub- 
Bided  witliout  any  bad  consequences.*  Tlie  chairaian  of  the 
committee  tlien  proceeded  to  exphiin  the  design  of  the  meet- 
ing ;  after  which  lie  pro]>osed  the  following  questions :  First, 
Whether  a  certain  number  of  persons  shall*  be  appointed  and 
authorized  to  meet  such  deputies  as  the  counties  may  elect, 
and  join  with  them  for  the  sole  purpose  of  appointing  out  of 
their  body  on  the  twentieth  of  April  next,  delegates  for  the 
next  Congress?  Second,  AVhether  this  meeting  will  authorize 
the  committee  to  nominate  eleven  deputies  for  their  approba- 
tion ?     Both  of  which  were  earned  in  the  affinnative.' 

Tlie  meeting  and  the  majority  which  determined  these 
questions  are  supposed  to  have  been  the  most  numerous  and 
Meetinjrattho  respcctablc  cvcr  known  in  New  York,  on  the  de- 
Exchange.  cisiou  of  any  public  ])rc)])osal.  Ilie  business  of 
the  day  being  finished,  the  fiiends  of  freedom  })araded 
through  one  of  the  principal  streets,  to  the  liberty  ])<)le,  and 
then  dispei-sed  in  the  most  quiet  and  orderly  manner.* 

This  afternoon,  at  New  York,  as  William  Cunningham  and

^'"*-  had  not  stood  long,  when  Cunningham  was  Etruck 
at  by  Smith  lliehards,  James  Vandyke,  and  several  others  j 
called  Tory,  and  usod  in  a  most  cruel  manner  by  a  mob  of 
above  two  hundred  men.  Mr.  Hill  coming  up  to  liia  assist- 
ance, was  beaten  and  abused  most  barbarously,  though  aei- 
tlier  of  them  gave  the  least  offence,  except  being  on  tlie  king's 
side  of  the  question  at  tlic  meeting  this  morning.  Tlie  leaders 
of  this  mob  brought  Cuimingham  under  the  liberty  pole,  and 
told  him  to  go  down  on  his  knees  and  damn  his  Popisli  king 
George,  and  they  would  then  set  him  free;  but  on  the  con- 
trary, he  exclaimed,  "God  bless  King  George."  Tliey  tlien 
dragged  him  through  the  green,  tore  the  clothes  off  his  back, 
and  robbed  liini  of  his  watcli.  Tliey  also  insisted  on  Hill's 
damning  the  king,  but  he  rcfneing,  :vas  used  in  tlic  same  man- 
ner, and  were  it  not  for  sonic  of  the  peace  officers,  viz.,  Cap- 
tain "Welsh,  John  Taylor,  AVilliani  Dey,  and  Joseph  Wilson, 

together  with (Joldstrean'i,  who  rescued  them  from  tho 

violence  of  this  banditti,  and  brouglit  them  to  the  jail,  for  tho 
security  of  tlieir  jiersons  from  further  injuries,  they  would 
inevitably  have  been  nuirdored.'

deprived  of  their  liberty,  abused  in  their  persons,  and  suffered 
such  barbarous  cruelties,  insults,  and  indignities,  besides  tho 
loss  of  their  property,  by  the  liands  of  lawless  mobs  and  riots,

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as  would  have  been  disgraceful  even  for  savages  to  have  com- 
mittcd.  Tlie  courts  of  justice  being  shut  up  in  most  parts 
of  the  province,  and  the  justices  of  those  courts  compelled  by 
armed  force,  headed  by  some  wlio  are  members  of  your  Con- 
gress, to  refrain  from  doing  their  duties,  at  present  it  is  ren- 
dered impracticable  for  those  sufterers  to  obtain  rcdi'ess,  unless 
it  be  by  your  interposition,  or  tlie  aid  of  militaiy  force,  which 
will  be  applied  for  in  case  this  application  fails.  A  particular 
enumeration  of  all  the  instances  referred  to,  is  apprehended 
unnecessary,  as  many  of  your  membei's  ai'c  personally  know- 
ing to  them,  and  for  the  information  of  any  of  you  who  may 
pretend  ignorance  of  them,  the  following  instances  are  here 
mentioned.  In  August  last,  a  mob  in  Berkshire  forced  the 
justices  of  the  court  of  Common  Pleas  from  their  seats,  and 
shut  up  the  court-house.  Tlicy  also  drove  David  IngersoU 
from  his  house,  and  damaged  the  same,  and  he  was  obliged  to 
leave  his  estate ;  after  which  his  enclosures  were  laid  waste. 
At  Taunton,  Daniel  Leonanl'  was  driven  from  his  house,  and 
bullets  fired  into  it  by  the  mob,  and  he  obliged  to  take  refuge  in 
Boston,  for  the  sui)posed  crime  of  obeying  his  ^lajesty's  requi- 
sition as  one  of  his  council  for  this  province.  Colonel  Gil- 
bert, of  Freetown,  a  finu  friend  to  government,  in  August  last 
being  at  Dartmouth,  was  attacked  at  midnight  by  a  mob  of 
about  an  hundred,  but  bv  his  braverv,  with  the  assistance  of 
the  familv  where  he  lodged,  thev  were  beaten  off.  The  same 
night  Brigadier  Kuggles  was  also  attacked  by  another  party, 
who  were  routed  after  having  pahited  and  cut  the  hair  off  of 
one  of  his  horse's  mane  and  tail.  Afterwards  he  had  his  arms 
taken  from  his  dwelling-house  in  llardwiek,  all  of  which  are 
not  vet  returned.  lie  had  at  another  time  a  verv  valuable 
English  horse,  which  was  kept  as  a  stallion,  jjoisoned,  his  fam- 
ily disturbed,  and  himself  obliged  to  take  refuge  in  Boston, 
after  having  been  insulted  in  his  own  house,  and  twice  on  his 
way,  by  a  mob.  Tlie  chief  justice  of  the  province  in  Middle- 
borough,  was  threatened  to  be  stopped  on  the  highway  in 
going  to  Boston  court,  but  his  firmness  and  known  resolution,

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Bupporting  goremmcnt  in  this  as  well  as  many  other  in- 
stances, intimidated  the  mob  from  laying  Lands  on  him ;  he 
was  also  threatened  witli  opposition  in  going  into  court,  but 
tlie  terror  of  the  troops  prevented.  Tlie  whole  bench  were 
hissed  by  a  mob  as  tliey  came  ont  of  court.  In  September, 
Mr.  Scwall,  his  Majesty's  Attorney-General  for  Massaelinsettg 
Bay,  was  obliged  to  repair  to  Boston  for  i-efnge.  His  liousc 
at  Cambridge  was  attacked  by  a  mob,  and  liis  windows  were 
broken,  but  tlio  mob  was  beaten  off  by  the  gallant  beliavior 
and  bravery  of  some  yonng  gentlomen  of  liis  family.  About  r 
the  same  time  the  Lieutenant-Governor  Oliver,  president  of 
his  Majesty's  conncil,  was  attacked  at  Cambridge,  by  a  mob 
of  abont  four  thousand,  and  was  compelled  to  resign  his  scat 
at  tlic  board,  since  wliicli,  upon  further  threats,  he  has  been 
obliged  to  leave  his  estate,  and  take  refngc  witli  his  family  in 
Boston.  At  "Worcester,  a  mob  of  about  five  thou- 
sand colIe<;ted,  prevented  the  court  of  Counuon  "''"'  o™""'- 
Picas  from  sitting,  (about  one  thousand  of  them  had  fire-armt!.) 
and  all  drawn  up  in  two  files,  compelled  tlic  judges,  sheriffs, 
and  gentlemen  of  the  bar,  to  pass  them  with  cap  in  hand,  and 
read  their  disavowal  of  holding  courts  under  the  ]icw  acts  of 
parliament,  not  less  tluin  tliirty  times  in  tlieir  procession. 
Daniel  Oliver,  Esip,  of  Ilardwick,  was  disarniwl  bj'  a  nmb, 
and  has  been  obliged  to  take  refuge  in  Boston,  lo  the  ti)tal  loss 
of  his  business.  Colonel  Phips,  tiie  very  reputable  and  highly 
cstet^med  slicriff  of  the  county  of  Middlesex,  by  a  largo  mi)b 
was  obliged  to  promise  n()t  to  ser^e  any  ]u-()cesses  of  eourts. 
and  to  retire  to  Boston  for  iirotection  from  further  insults. 
Colonel  Saltonstall,  the  very  humane  sheriff  of  the  county  of 
Essex,  has  been  obliged  to  take  i-efuge  in  Bi>wton,  to  screen  him- 
self from  the  violence  of  the  mob.  Tlie  court  of  Common  Pleas 
was  forbidden  to  sit  at  Tauntcm.  by  a  large  mob.  with  a  justice 
acting  as  one  of  their  eommittee.  At  .Middleboroiigh,  Peter 
Oliver,  Esq.,  was  obliged  to  sign  a  paper,  not  to  e.\c<?ntc  his 
office,  under  the  new  acts.  At  Springfield,  the  c™rt.cirw.ciu 
courts  of  Common  Pleas  and  General  Sessittns  of  siirmsB.-iii. 
tbe  jieaee,  were  ]>reveiitcd  sitting  by  a  large  mob,  who  kept  the 
justices  from  entering  tlic  court-house,  and  obliged  them,  the 
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Bheriff,  and  gentlemen  of  the  bar,  to  desist,  witli  their  hats  off, 
from  holding  any  courts.  Colonel  Edson,  one  of  his  Majesty^s 
council,  has  been  driven  from  his  house  in  Bridgewater,  and 
kept  fi^om  it  ever  since  last  August,  for  being  a  friend  to  gov- 
ernment, and  accepting  his  Majesty's  apjwintment  as  counsellor. 
"  Tlie  courts  of  General  Session  of  the  Peace  and  inferior 
courts  of  Connnon  Pleas  for  the  county  of  PlJ^nouth,  have  been 
shut  up.  In  August,  Colonel  Putnam  of  Worcester,  a  film 
friend  to  Government,  had  two  fat  cows  stolen  and  taken  from 
him,  and  a  very  valuable  grist-mill  bunit,  and  was  obliged 
to  leave  a  fair  estate  in  Worcester,  and  retire  to  Boston,  whero 
lie  has  been  ever  since,  for  his  protesting  against  riots,.  &c. 
Colonel  MuiTay,  of  Rutland,  one  of  his  Majesty's  council,  has 
been  obliged  to  leave  a  large  estate  in  the  country,  and  repair 
to  Boston  to  save  himself  from  being  handled  by  the  mob,  and 
compelled  to  resign  his  seat  at  council  board.  His  house  has 
been  attacked,  liis  family  put  in  fear.  Colonel  Vassall,  of 
^  Cambridge,  from  intolerable  threats,  and  insolent  treatment  by 
mobs  of  liis  friends  and  liimsclf,  has  left  liis  elegant  scat  there, 
and  retired  to  Boston,  with  his  amiable  family,  for  protection. 
John  Borland,  Esq.,  is  in  the  same  predicament  with  Colonel 
Vassall.  Honorable  John  Chandler,  Esq.,  judge  of  probate, 
&c.,  for  the  county  of  Worcester,  has  been  obliged  to  retreat 
to  Boston  for  j)rotection,  and  leave  his  business,  and  a  numer- 
ous family  of  hopeful  youths  behind  him,  with  great  reluc- 
tance, and  who,  before  he  came  away,  was  ordered  by  the 
mob  to  hold  his  office  till  further  orders. 

'*  Tlie  Plymouth  protesters,  addressers,  and  military  officers, 
wereconii)elled  by  a  mob  of  two  thousand,  collected  from  Ply- 
mouth and  Barnstable  counties,  to  recant  and  resign  their  mil- 
itary commissions.  Thomas  Foster,  Esq.,  an  ancient  gentle- 
man, was  obliged  to  run  into  the  woods,  and  had  like  to  have 
been  lost,  and  the  mob,  although  the  justices,  with  Mr.  Foster, 
were  sitting  in  the  town,  ransacked  his  house,  and  damaged 
his  furniture.  He  was  obnoxious  as  a  friend  to  government, 
and  for  that  reason  they  endeavored  to  deprive  him  of  his 
business,  and  to  prevent  even  his  taking  the  acknowledgment 
of  a  deed.     Richard  Clark,  Esq.,  a  consignee  of  the  tea,  was 
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obliged  to  retire  from  Saietn  to  Boston,  as  an  asylum ;  and 
his  eon  Isaac  went  to  Plymouth  to  collect  debts,  but  in  the 
night  was  assaultud  by  a  mob  and  obliged  to  get  out  of  town 
at  midnight.  Jesse  Dunbar,  of  Halifax,  in  Plymouth  county, 
bought  some  fat  cattle  of  Mr.  Thomas  the  counsellor,  and 
drove  them  to  Plymonth  for  Bale ;  one  of  the  oxen  being 
skinned  and  hung  up,  the  committee  came  to  him,  and  finding 
he  bought  it  of  Mr.  Tliomas,  they  put  tlic  ox  into  a  cart,  and 
fixing  Dunbar  in  his  belly,  carted  him  four  miles,  and  there 
made  him  pay  a  dollar,  after  taking  three  more  cattle  and  a 
horse  from  him.  Tlie  Plymouth  mob  delivered  him  to  the 
Kingston  mob,  which  carted  him  four  miles  furtlier,  and  forced 
from  him  another  dollar,  then  delivered  him  to  the  Duxbor- 
ongh  mob,  who  abused  him  by  tlirowing  the  tripe  in  his  face, 
and  endcavoiing  to  cover  him  with  it  to  the  endangering  Ida 
lifa  Tlicy  then  threw  dirt  at  him,  and  after  other  abuses 
carried  him  to  said  Tlioinas's  house,  and  made  him  pay  another 
sum  of  money,  and  he  not  taking  the  beef,  they  flung  it  in  the 
road  and  cjuitted  him.  Daniel  Dunbar,  of  Halifax,  an  ensign 
of  militia  there,  had  his  colors  demanded  by  the  mob,  some  of 
the  selectmen  being  the  chief  actors.  lie  i-efuecd ;  they  broke 
into  his  house,  took  him  out,  foreed  him  upon  a  rail,  and  after 
keeping  him  for  two  or  three  hours  in  such  abuses,  he  was 
forced  to  give  his  colors  up  to  save  his  life.  A  conBtatile  of 
llardwick,  for  refusing  to  pay  his  collections,  directly  contrary 
to  the  oath  of  his  office,  was  bound  and  eonlined  six  and  thirty 
hours,  and  threatened  with  being  sent  to  Simsbury  mines.' 
His  wife  being  tiangoi-ously  ill,  he  was  released  at^er  signing  a 
something  which  one  of  the  mob  had  prepared  for  him.  Ilie 
mob  conimittoe  of  the  county  of  York,  oi-dered  that  no  one 
should  hire  any  of  Sir  William  Peppercll's  estate?,  buy  no 
wood  of  him,  or  pay  any  debts  due  to  him.  In  Fcl»ruarv,  at 
Plymouth,  a  number  of  ladies  attempted  to  divert  themselves 
at  their  assembly  room,  but  the  mob  collected,  (the  committee 
having  met  previous  thereto,)  and  flung  stones  which  broke 
lie  shutters  and  windows,  and  endangered  their  lives.     They

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were  forced  to  get  out  of  tlio  hall,  and  were  pelted  and  abuscMl 
to  tlieir  own  homes.  After  this  the  ladies  diverted  themselves 
by  riding  out,  but  were  followed  by  a  mob,  ])elted  and  abused, 
with  the  most  indecent  Billingsgate  language.  Hiese  things 
happened  at  the  time  when  some  of  the  people  of  Plymouth, 
in  conjunction  with  the  committee  men  from  other  towns  in 
that  county,  aided  and  assisted  by  four  dissenting  clergymen, 
were  presenting  to  General  Gage,  by  tlieir  memorial,  the  peace- 
able state  they  were  in  before  the  arrival  of  a  party  of  soldiers' 
at  Marshfield,  in  that  county. 

*'  Tlie  Honorable  Ii?rael  TVilliams,  Esq.,  one  who  was  ap- 
pointed of  his  Majesty's  new  council,  but  had  declined  the 
office  through  infirmity  of  body,  was  taken  from  his  house  by 
the  mob  in  the  night,  carried  several  miles,  put  into  a  room 
with  a  fire,  the  chimney  at  the  top,  the  doors  of  the  room 
closed,  and  kept  there  for  many  hours  in  the  smoke,  till  his 
life  was  in  danger;  then  he  was  carried  home,  after  being 
forced  to  sign  what  they  ordered,  and  a  guard  placed  over 
him  to  prevent  his  leaving  the  house. 

''  To  recount  the  sutiering  of  all  from  mobs,  rioters,  and  tres- 
passers, would  take  more  time  and  paper  than  can  be  spared 
for  that  i)uriK)so.  It  is  hoped  the  foregoing  will  be  sufficient 
to  put  you  upon  the  use  of  ]>roper  means  and  measures  for 
giving  relief  to  all  that  have  been  injured  by  such  unlawful 
and  wicked  practices."' 

!^[AncH  9. — (\jLoxEL  Leslie's  ridiculous  expedition  to  Salem, 
Massachusetts,  on  the  twenty-sixth  of  last  month,  occasioned 
such  an  alarm,  that  the  people  of  all  the  neiglihoring  towns,  as 
well  as  those  of  thirtv  and  fortv  miles  distant,  were  musterin;:, 
and  great  numbcTs  actually  on  their  inarch  for  that  j>lace ;  so 
that  it  is  thought  that  not  less  than  twelve  or  fifteen  thousand 
men  would  have  been  assembled  in  that  town  within  twentv- 
four  hours  after  the  alarm,  had  not  the  preci])itate  retreat  of 
the  troops  from  the  drawbridge  prevented  it.*

A  LETTEa  in  Messrs.  Mill's  and  Ilick's  paper,'  si^cd,  "  A 
Son  of  Kew  England,"  appears  to  ho  the  produce  of  a  distem- 
pered brain,  whieli,  liko  iiianj  others  in  Boston 
and  tlie  neighboring  towns,  are  raving  after  lib- 
erty ;  a  word  they  have  got  by  rote  like  a  parrot,  witliont 
knowing  tlie  meaning  of  it ;  and  when  Massaehiisettensis,*  or 
any  other  nnprejudiced  writer,  endeavors  to  make  them  sensi- 
ble of  flieir  error,  and  clearly  prove  it  is  not  liberty  hut  licen- 
tiousness they  aro  mnning  ai^er,  they  immediately  fly  into 
sbiisc,  calling  them  tlie  enemies  of  their  country,  not  consid- 
ering that  they  tliemselvca,  the  imaginary  supporters  of  lib- 
erty, are  the  real  enemies  of  this  coimtrj',  by  spiriting  up  tlio 
people,  by  eveiy  delusive  method,  to  forfeit  every  thing  that 
is  dear  to  them  in  this  world,  and  to  merit  the  curses  of  their 
children  from  generation  to  generation. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  there  aro  verj'  few  wlio  think  that 
the  fate  of  Britain  dejicnds  on  tlie  liberties  of  America,  or  that 
the  mother  country  will  ever  suffer  the  colonies  to  dictate  to 
her.  She  has  been  long  tender  of  the  rod,  hut  be  assured  the 
time  approaches  when  she  will  exercise  it  with  severity,  and 
show  the  stubborn  sons  of  Xcw  England  that  she  will  not  any 
longer  bear  with  their  degenerate  behavior.  If  every  man 
had  thought  for  himself,  and  not  been  led  by  the  nose  by  a 
Cooper'  or  an  Adams,*  all  might  have  been  liapl>y ;  but  these 
inconsiderate  peoi)le  have  made  themselves  idols,  viz.,  Hlicrty 
■  trees,  newspapers,  and  congresses,  which  by  blindly  woi'sliip- 
ping  have  so  engrossed  their  minds,  that  they  give  ii'it  the 
least  attention  to  their  severnl  oecuputions,  but  attend  at 
taverns,  where  they  talk  ]H)litics,  get  drunk,  damn  kiiij:,  min- 
isters, and  taxes,  and  vow  they  will  follow  any  meusurcri  pro- 
posed to  them  by  their  deinagf>giies,  however  repugnant  to 
religion,  reason,  and  common  sense. 

It  is  a  remark  that  the  high  sons  of  liberty  ronsist  but  uf 
two  sorts  of  men.     Tlie  first  are  those  who  by  their  deliauch-

tlie  unwary.  Yesterday,  iin  lumcst  ((Hintrynian  was  intpiiring 
for  u  firebjck,  when  a  soldier  hciiring  him,  said  he  had  one  he 
would  t-ell.  Away  g<x>8  the  igimranins,  and  after  paying  the 
soldier  very  Iioneslly  for  the  gun.  (_which  was  only  an  old  one 
withimt  a  lock.)  was  walking  otl'  when  half  a  dozen  seized  him 
and  hurried  the  poor  fellow  away  under  guard,  for  a  breach 
of  the  act  against  trading  with  the  soldici's.  AiU'r  keeping 
him  in  duress  all  night,  this  inoniiug,  Jn^^tead  of  carrying  him 
before  a  magistrate,  who  on  ciiiuphiint  would  have  fined  liim, 
{as  hiis  been  the  case  in  several  instances.)  the  ofiieers  con- 
demned him  without  a  Iicaring.  to  bo  tan-cd  and  feathered, 
which  sentence  has  been  executed.

descend  also  to  exploits  tdo  infamonsly  diily  for  any  but  the 
meanest  of  the  mobility  to  practice?  AVhat  a  \vret(rlied  figure 
willtbe  Boston  expedition  hereafter  make  in  the  liistoric  page!' 

March  10. — Ajiono  numerous  misrepresentations  in  Mr. 
Rivington's  Gazetteer  of  yesterday,  arc  many  notorious  ones, 
mixed  with  sundry  ahsolnte  falsehoods,  in  a  para-  Atraimnho 
graph  to  which  tlie  names  of  "William  Cnniting-  ui«''|j' i'"i»' 
ham  and  John  Tlill  are  aflixed  as  snbscriliers.  In  this  extra- 
ordinary paragi-aph,  above  two  Itnndred  men  of  Kew  Yoil;  arc 
represented  as  liaving  united  in  alinaing  those  two  inofleiisive 
gentlemen,  and  in  that  disorderly,  riotous  company,  two  iiiliab- 
itants  of  that  city'  arc  particularly  mentioned  by  name,  and 
positively  charged,  not  only  with  abusing  the  two  hannlcss 
innocents  before  mentioned,  bnt  with  robbery  and  high 
treason. 

On  reading  this  account  we  were  naturally  led,  by  several 
circnmstanecs,  to  inrjuire  into  the  characters  of  tlic  two  per- 
Bons  accused,  and  of  their  accusers,  Tlie  two  first  we  find  to 
be  citizens,  bred  if  not  bom  in  New  York,  peaceable,  inoffeiiB- 
ivc  men  of  pn>perty,  and  of  irreprnacliable  cliaractcrs.  Tlic 
two  last  strangers  here,  (especially  Cunningham,)  almost  en- 
tirely unknown,  except  by  tlic  little  specimens  they  liave 
lately  exhibited  of  their  characters,  which  arc  not  mucli  in 
their  favor.  Aa  to  Hill,  we  have  heard,  and  therefore  shall 
say  but  little  about  him.     He  has  brought  liimself  upon  the

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stage  as  a  companion,  an  associate  of  Cunningham,  and  a 
volunteer  witli  him  in  the  gh)riou8  expedition,  wherein  tlieir 
defojit  has  aiiorded  tliein  an  opportunity  of  making  conspic- 
uous figures  in  Rivingtoirs  Gazetteer.  As  to  Cunningham, 
liis  former  ehanicter  is  unknown  to  us,  but  we  may  reasonably 
suppose  it  was  not  inecmsistent  witli  the  specimen  he  has 
given  us  during  the  slioit  space  of  time  we  have  been  favored 
with  Iiis  comijany.  His  fii'st  exhibition  was  in  the  character 
of  a  iSon  of  Liberty ;  that  is,  a  frknd  and  asserter  of  the 
rUjhU  of  the  iKopU^  and  the  Englhh  Constitution^  a  wartn 
jyifrlot^  and  oppose r  of  the  tf/ra?inical  acts  and  pretensions  of 
the  liritinh  Padiainent.  But  in  a  few  days,  touched,  not  with 
Itliuriers  spear,  but  with  an  impulse  frrnn  a  spirit  of  a  qnito 
opjxisite  nature,  lie  starts  up  at  once  in  his  true  character,  a 
iinisluKl  emissarv  of  tyranny,  officiously  distinguishing  and 
tlirusting  himself  forward,  to  execute  tlie  orders  and  promote 
the  designs  of  the  enemies  of  his  country,  to  destroy  its  consti- 
tution, and  reduce  it  to  a  state  of  slaverv.

His  iirst  apj)earance  tliat  we  have  heard  of,  was  to  inter- 
pose in  preventing  the  departure  of  the  Scotch  ship,  and 
therebv  cause  a  violation  of  the  solemn  association  of  the  Brit- 
ish  American  colonies,  am'eed  on  last  vear  bv  the  delcfjates  in 
general  Congress  at  Phila(leli)hia.  But  in  this  being  unable 
to  effect  any  thing,  except  slu>wing  his  princi})les  and  disposi- 
tion, fuihi  had  little  to  say  of  him,  till  this  exploit  in  the 
fields,  except  that  he  has  often  been  heard  blustering  in  be- 
half of  the  ministrv,  and  that  his  behavior  had  recommended 
him  to  the  favor  of  several  men  of  eminence,  both  in  the  mil- 
itary and  civil  dci)artments — that  he  has  often  been  seen,  on 
a  footing  of  familiarity,  at  their  houses,  and  })arading  the 
streets  on  a  hoi*sc  belonging  to  one  of  the  gentlemen,  who, 
doubtless,  is  not  displeased  with  the  conduct  of  the  rider. 

AVe  did  not  know  until  we  saw  this  account  in  Riving- 
ton's  paper  that  these  same  gentlemen  helped  io  make  up  the 
group  of  woful  countenances  of  the  minor  party  at  the  Ex- 
change on  the  memorable  sixth  of  March ;  a  day  which  our 
heroes  doubtless  intended  to  make  as  famous  bv  their  achieve- 
ments  in  the  afternoon,  as  it  was  by  tlie  defeat  in  the  morning 
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of  tlic  party  under  whicli  tlioy  enlisted.  And  Uiia  may  reason- 
ably aceouDt  for  tlicir  cunduct  at  the  liberty-pole,  aa  well  us  ■ 
their  design  in  going  tliere,  wlieru  they  say  they  were  so  cruelly 
attacked  by  a  mob  of  about  two  linndrcd  men. 

Messrs.  Hill  and  Cunniugliam  appeared  and  made  part  of 
the  minority  at  the  Exehange  on  the  sixtli.  Tlieir  business 
was  to  prevent  the  execution  of  the  nieasiirea  reconmiended 
by  the  Continental  Congress  for  the  preservation  of  our  con- 
Btitutional  rights  and  liberties,  and  eonseqnciitly  to  prontoto 
the  designs  of  the  British  Ministry,  in  subjeetijig  America  and 
all  tlio  British  empire  to  a  deapotie  government.  And  thcso 
men  for  thus  appearing,  or  perliaps  bullying  a  little,  have  the 
modesty  to  pretend  that  tliey  appeared  on  the  king's  side, 
though  opposed  to  the  very  principles  on  which  he  holds  his 
crown.  As  a  further  proof  of  their  modesty  tliey  call  up- 
wards of  tivo  hundred  men,  assembled  at  tlie  libcrty-i)ole,  who 
were  probably  pui-t  of  the  respectable  majority  from  the  Ex- 
change, a  mob.' 

A  great  body  of  the  majority  from  the  Exchange  returned 
to  the  liberty-]»ole,  when  Cunningham  and  Ilill  came  among 
them.  Tlie  behavior  of  this  majority  at  the  Exchange  demon- 
strated their  peaceable  dispomtion ;  anil  having  succeeded  in 
all  they  intended,  tbey  were  in  high  good  humor,  and  less  dis- 
posed to  quarrel  than  before.  It  is  therefore  highly  improb- 
able that  they  sliould  have  been  the  aggressors  in  quarrelling 
with  Cunningham  and  Hill,  or  have  used  flicui  in  the  unfair, 
abusive  manner  they  have  represented.  Tliesc  two  men,  on 
the  contrary,  having  sbarefl  in  the  disappointment  of  their 
party,  were  probably  soured  in  tbeir  temper,  and  went  among 
tlie  other  party  witli  a  design  to  qnaiTol  and  raise  disturbance. 
When  upon  snch  an  occasion  and  in  such  a  company  they 
began  a  qnarrel,  it  is  no  wonder  tliey  were  roughly  treated, 
but  rather  that  they  escaped  so  well.  Tlicy  liave,  in  tlicir 
improbable,  inconsistent  account,  expressly  charged  two  of  the 
company  with  robbing  tliem  of  a  watch,  and  requiring  them

Mauco  11, — ^Tiiis  day  the  "  freeholders  of  Botetourt,"  in 
Virpiinia.  instnicted  their  n'presentatives'  as  follows :  "  We  to-

'"'""■  the  most  plateful  and  loyal  veneration  for  the 
race  of  Bninswiek.  for  ihoy  have  heen  tnily  our  fathers ;  and 
at  the  tame  time  the  mii,-t  dutiful  aliei-tion  for  onr  soveroigTj, 
of  whojp  Imnest  l.eart  wo  eiiiinot  entertain  any  ditlidenec,  hut 
sorry  we  are  to  aild,  tliat  in  his  <oiiiKiU  wo  ean  no  lonjier  eon- 
fide.  A  tet  of  niiseivanis  iinwoitliy  to  admiiiirter  the  laws  of 
IJritr.in's  empire,  have  been  permitted  inipioiisly  to  sway. 
IIow  mijiistly,  eriu-lly,  and  tyrannically  they  have  invaded 
our  ri^rlitrt  we  nettl  not  now  put  yon  in  mind.

Watch  over  it,  gentlemen,  lor 
to  liim  it  mnst  descend  miviolated,  if  my  arm  can  defend  it; 
hut  if  not,  if  wicked  power  is  permitted  to  prevail  against  me,

sition, wc  choose  that  tliia  be  published.  And  wo  have  one 
request  to  add,  that  is,  that  the  Son8  of  Woeth  and  Fbeedou, 
who  appeared  for  us  at  Philadelphia,  will  accept  our  most 
ardent  grateful  acknowledgments.  And  we  licreby  plight 
them  our  faith,  tliat  wo  will  religionsly  observe  their  resolu- 
tions, and  obey  their  instructions,  in  contempt  of  power  and 
temporary  interest ;  and  should  the  measures  they  have  wisely 
calculated  for  our  relief  fail,  we  will  etand  ^epared  for  every 
contiTtgency." ' 

A  TKUL  abont  a  disputed  horse  race  that  has  been  run  on 
Eye  flats,  came  on  to-day  before  Peter  Gnion,  Esq.,  at  Bcsley's 
tavern,  at  Kew  Kochelle.  One  of  the  parties  de- 
manded a  jury,  and  tlie  justice  accordingly  issued 
a  process.  A  nnmber  of  tho  inhabitants  were  summoned  and 
appeared,  but  unanimously  refused  to  be  sworn,  declaring  that 
as  liorse-racing  was  contrary  to  ttie  Association  of  the  Con- 
gress,' tliey  would  never  serve  as  jurors  in  any  sucli  cause, 
and  that  if  tho  judge  thought  proper  to  commit  them,  tliey 
would  go  to  jail.  In  short,  the  justice  was  obliged  to  try  the 
cause  himself.* 

Mabch  13. — A  FEW  days  ago,  a  certain  Byms,  a  young 
man  lately  from  England,  who  has  acted  in  the  capacity  of  a

tavern.     Stepping  in  there  to  get  a  drink,  he  presently  camo

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ont,  and  missing  the  wagons,  poahed  after,  soon  overtook  them, 
aiid  was  retummg,  whcu  BcA'cral  young  men  met  liiin,  knocked 
up  his  lieels,  and  then  took  ]iis  gun,  laid  it  in  tlie  road,  and 
made  tlie  wagons  drive  over  it  twice  or  thrice,  till  they  had 
rendered  it  entirely  useless.  Tliey  then  tied  a  grape  vine,  pro- 
vided for  that  puri»ose,  about  Itia  neck,  and  dragged  him  to  a 
mill,  not  far  diutant,  where  they  primed  him  over  a  little,  not 
Imving  8  Buffieieiit  quantity  of  varnish  to  givo  hint  a  complete 
gloss,  then  gently  sprinkling  the  feathers  of  an  old  pillow  over 
that,  they  led  him  into  Georgetown,  where  they  drenched  him 
with  Kenhcrry  rum  and  water,  taken  from  a  dnck-Iiole,  until 
it  began  to  work  unpleasantly.  They  then  led  him  like  a  vic- 
tim, unto  a  duck-hole,  where  they  launched  him  in  with  such 
swiftness,  that  the  other  shore  bnMight  him  up.  In  this  Bitua» 
tion  they  liad  him  sonic  time ;  at  last  they  made  him  fast  with 
a  grnjie  vine,  and  brought  him  to  a  confession.  lie  damned 
Bute,  Xorth,  and  all  their  brethren  and  folIewerB,  and  said 
that  the  Aniericnns  were  a  generous,  spirited,  and  much  in- 
jured pcDjile.  Tliey  then  gnve  him  a  terrestrial  absolution 
on  eimdition  that  he  would  immediately  transport  himself 
to  Eiin)pe,  and  there  speak  the  sentiments  now  delivered; 
wliicli  being  agreed  to,  he  set  out  the  same  evening  for 
Boston.' 

March  14. — Tksterdat  afternoon  several  riotous  and  dis- 
orderly i»ers(ins,  to  the  number  (if  between  eighty  and  ninety, 
wostmiiuiiT  assembled  at  AVestminsfer,  Cumberland  county, 
MMHictp.  jij  jji^  province  of  New  York.'  Tliey  took  pos- 
session of  the  court  house,  with  an  avowed  intent  of  prevent- 
ing the  court  from  being  held.  Many  of  them  had  anus,  and 
those  who  were  unprovideil  for,  eolleeted  arms  and  ammuni- 
tion with  all  possible  despatch.  Many  of  the  magistrates 
being  present,  it  was  thought  advisable  that  tlic  sheriif  should 
make  the  usual  proclamation  against  riotous  assemblies,  and 
demand  possession  of  the  court  house  and  jail,  which  being 
refused  several  times,  about  nine  o'clock  at  night  a  party  as-

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Bembled  in  order  to  disperse  the  rioters.  These  proceeded  with 
tJlie  sheriff  and  Bome  itiagiBtrates  to  tlie  court  Iioiise,  where 
proclamation  M'as  again  made  by  tlic  sheriff  for  the  rioters  to 
disperse,  and  sundry  attempts  were  made  to  get  in,  without 
using  fire-anne,  but  tJiie  proving  ineffectual,  tliree  guns  wero 
fired  over  tlie  door,  in  hopes  tlic  rioters  would  be  intimidated 
and  retire ;  but  so  detennined  were  they  iu  tlieir  undertaking, 
that  the  fire  was  immediately  returned  from  the  court  house, 
by  which  one  of  the  magistrates  was  slightly  wounded,  and 
anotlier  person  shot  through  his  clotlies.  The  magistrates 
seeing  the  imminiHit  danger  tliey  were  in,  so  well  exerted 
themselves  tliat  they  forced  the  front  door,  and  after  a  very 
smart  engagement,  wherein  one  of  the  rioters  was  killed,"  and 
many  persona  on  both  sides  wounded,  tlie  court  house  was 
cleared,  and  proper  measures  were  taken  to  preser\'e  the 
peace.  This  moniing  all  was  tumult  and  disorder ;  the  judges, 
however,  opened  the  court  at  tlie  usual  hour,  and  adjourned 
till  three  o'clock  this  afternoon ;  hut  by  that  time  the  body  of 
rioters  beginning  to  assemble  in  large  parties,  from  New 
Hampshire  and  places  adjacent,  and  particularly  from  Eeu- 
nington,  in  the  neighboring  county  of  Albany,  with  a  hostile 
appearance,  the  court,  foreseeing  no  i»robabi!ity  of  being  able 
to  proceed  to  business,  adjourned  till  next  June  tenn.  Tlie 
body  of  rioters,  which  soon  amounted  to  upwards  of  iivo 
hnndred,  surrounded  the  court  house,  took  the  judges,  the 
justices,  the  sheriffs,  the  clerk,  and  as  many  more  of  tlieir 
friends  as  they  could  find,  into  close  custody,  and  sent  parties

The  ro&ds 
and  passages  ace  gnarded  with  armed  men,  who  indiscrim- 
inately  laj  hold  of  all  passengere,  against  whom  any  of 
the  party  intimates  the  least  suspieion,  and  the  mob,  stima- 
latcd  by  their  chief  leaders  to  the  utmost  fiuy  and  rercnge, 
hreatlie  notliing  but  blood  and  slaughter  against  the  nnfortn- 
iiate  pcreona  in  their  power ;  the  only  thing  which  Buspcnds 
tlicir  fate,  is  a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  manner  of  de- 
Etroying  them.  And  from  the  violence  and  inhumanity  of  the 
disposition  apparent  in  the  rioters,  it  is  greatly  to  be  feared 
that  some  of  the  worthy  men  in  confinemrait  will  fall  a  sacri- 
fice to  tlie  brutal  fury  of  a  band  of  ruffians,  before  timely  aid 
can  bo  brought  to  tlieir  assistance.' 

Masch  16. — A  wKiTER  in  England  says:  "This  is  the 
important  crisis  which  will  determine  the  fate  of  America. 
Tlie  bold  resolves  of  your  Congress  have  puslied  matters  to  an 
extremity,  and  render  a  complete  decision  of  the  dispute  inev- 
itable. \\nicthcr  America  shall  be  imk'ixfndcnt  of,  or  subor^ 
diiiatc  to  Parliament,  is  now  the  question.  I  wisli  the  pros- 
pect was  clearer  of  an  amicable  settlement.  Tlie  leaders  of 
government  were  licnrtily  disposed  to  fall  in  with  any  proposals 
of  accommodation  wliicli  might  have  socurod  your  liberties  and 
preserved  the  Bovcrcigiity  in  the  British  legislature,  which  is 
essential  to  the  welfare  of  the  empire ;  but  hot  men  among 
you  have  extended  your  claims  so  far  as  to  make  it  impossible 
for  Parliament  to  comply,  without  relinf|nishing  every  shadow 
of  its  authority.  Tlie  mcrclmnts  have  mot  on  the  subject. 
They  are  to  petition  Parliament  for  re<lrcss ;  but  arc  ucither 
to  find  fault  with  the  late  measures,  nor  to  jmipose  any  mode 
for  your  relief,  but  to  submit  it  entiii.'ly  to  Parliament.  Tliia 
intelligence  is  from  two  respectable  merchants,  who  are  of  the 
committee. 

What  particular  me-isures  will  be  adopted  by  Parliament,

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on  its  ensuing  meeting,  no  one  can  precisely  determine ;  but 
thiB  may  be  depended  on,  that  there  will  be  no  reUsation  with 
respect  to  Boston. 

The  strongest  hope  which  we  have  yet  left,  is,  that  the 
assembly  of  New  York  will  firmly  and  dutifully  state  their 
grievances,  unembarrassed  with  points  foreign  to  the  subject, 
and  free  from  an  nndistinguishing  approbation  of  the  measures 
of  others.  Such  a  petition  will  assuredly  be  honorably  re- 
ceived, and  in  all  probability  open  the  way  for  a  lasting  ac- 
commodation of  the  present  differences.  How  little  do  they 
seem  sensible  of  tbe  uncertainty  and  miseries  of  a  civil  war, 
which  would  plimge  headlong  into  violence  rather  than  sacri- 
fice a  punctilio  I' 

Ma£ch  19. — SracE  the  army  hare  found  the  season  has 
passed  for  nature's  forming  a  bridge  from  Boston,  they  become 
abusive  and  insulting.  Tliey  are  now  finishing 
tlieir  fortifications  on  the  Neck,  by  picketing  eaeb  "  ^  "■ 
side.  Thursday  last  being  recommended  by  the  Provincial 
Congress  to  be  a  day  of  fasting  and  prayer,  on  the  morning  of 
that  day  the  society  at  tlic  west  end  of  Boston  were  greatly 
disturbed  by  a  party  of  ofiicers  and  soldiers  of  the  fourth  or 
the  king's  own  regiment.  TVlien  the  people  were  assembling, 
they  brought  two  marquee  tents,  and  pitched  them  within  ten 
yards  of  the  meeting  house,  then  sent  for  throe  drums  and 
three  fifes,  and  kept  them  beating  and  playing  till  the  service 
was  over. 

In  the  evening  of  the  next  day.  Colonel  Hancock's  elegant 
seat,  situated  near  the  common,  was  attacked  by  a  number  of 
ofitcers,  who,  with  their  swords,  cut  and  hacked  tlie  fence  be- 
fore his  house  in  a  most  scandalous  manner,  and  behaved  very 
abusively,  by  breaking  people's  windows,  and  insulting  almost 
every  person  they  met. 

Yesterday  the  Neck  guard  seized  a  quantity  of  musket 
cartridges  with  ball,  (we  suppose  through  the  information  of 
some  dirty  scoundrel,  many  of  which  we  now  have  among  us,) 
and  about  three  thousand  pounds  of  ball,  which  were  being

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carried  into  the  country.  Tliis  was  private  property.  The 
o\mer  applied  to  the  General  firsts  but  he  absolutely  refused 
to  deliver  it.  Tliey  abused  the  teamster  very  much,  and  run 
a  bayonet  into  his  neck.  The  same  evening  a  number  of 
officers  heated  with  liquor,  (as  it  is  said,)  witli  drawn  swords 
ran  through  the  streets,  like  what  they  really  were,  madmen, 
cutting  every  one  they  met.  Tlie  stage  coach  just  arrived 
from  Providence,  passing  by,  they  attacked  it,  broke  the  glass, 
and  abused  the  passengers.  Tlie  driver  being  a  smart  fellow, 
jumped  off  his  seat,  caught  one  of  them.  Captain  G.,*  and  some 
blows  passed,  when  the  officer  retired  not  much  to  his  credit. 

To-day  Colonel  Hancock  was  again  much  insulted  by  a 
number  of  inferior  officers  and  privates,  who  entered  his  in- 
closures,  and  refused  to  retire  after  his  requesting  them  so  to 
do;  telling  him  that  his  liouse,  stables,  &c.,  would  soon  be 
theirs,  and  then  they  would  do  as  they  pleased.  However,  on 
his  ai)plieation  to  the  General,  lie  immediately  sent  one  of  his 
aide-de-canips  to  the  officer  of  the  guard  at  the  bottom  of  the 
common,  to  seize  any  officer  or  private  who  should  molest 
Colonel  Hancock,  or  any  inliabitant,  in  their  lawful  calling.' 

March  20. — ^It  is  said  that  General  Gage  has  four  hundred 
of  Kivington's  papers  regularly  sent  him  every  week  by  the 
Kivincton's  postj  wliicli  arc  distributed  among  the  anny, 
raiars.  navy,  and  such  others  as  are  thought  most  projKjr 
to  promote  the  infamous  plan  of  enslaving  this  country.  Tliese 
papers  are,  doubtless,  paid  for  out  of  the  American  revenue. 
Tlius,  Americans,  you  already  begin  to  see  your  own  money 
employed  for  enslaving  yourselves  and  your  children.' 

TVe  are  constantly  agitated  by  hearing  complaints  from  dif- 
ferent persons  of  the  more  than  savage  barbarity  of  the  soldiers 
in  Boston,  encouraged  and  often  joined  and  headed  by  the 
officei^s.  Tliev  are  now  become  so  insolent  that  it  is  hardh' 
safe  to  walk  the  streets  at  noonday,  and  there  seems  to  be  no

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check  or  control.  But  they  are  rather  countenanced  and  en- 
couraged bj  their  superiors,  in  their  lawless  outrages.  Tbcy 
appear  to  be  a  banditti  of  lawless  freebooters,  j  nst  let  loose  upon 
Ufl,  for  the  innocent  and  laudable  purposes  of  robberies,  rapes, 
and  murders ;  nor  can  we  at  present  see  any  prospect  of  avoid- 
ing these  calamities,  but  by  a  general  evacuation  of  the  town. 
The  late  news  seems  to  increase  tlicir  insolence,  which  was  bare- 
ly tolerable  before.  The  reason  is  obvious.  The  common  sol- 
diers and  their  wives  have  frequently  and  loudly  complained  of 
the  fallacy  and  injustice  of  the  officers,  who  promised  thorn 
fine  houses,  rich  plunder,  and  a  thousand  otlicr  gratifications, 
wliich  tliey  hoped  to  be  in  possession  of  long  before  tliis. 
These  expectations  have  undoubtedly  prevented  the  desertion 
of  hundreds.  But  they  grow  more  and  more  impatient,  so 
that  we  fear  violence  will,  sooner  or  later,  take  place,  let  what 
will  be  the  determinations  in  England,  unless  some  method 
can  be  adopted  to  prevent  or  restrain  them,  tantamount  to 
leaving  the  town,  as  the  people  in  general  do  not  seem  in- 
clined to  go  out." 

March  21. — A  few  friends  of  liberty  at  Poughkcepsie, 
New  York,  met  at  the  house  of  Mr.  John  Bailey,  about  three 
miles  out  of  that  town,  and  erected  a  pole  on  his  p,^  ^ 
land,  with  a  flag  on  it,  bearing  on  one  side,  TitE  P"''e''''<'"P»''^ 
Kino,  and  on  the  other,  Tke  Congress  and  Liberty  ;  but  tho 
sheriff  of  Dutchess  county,  attended  by  a  judge  of  tlie  inferior 
eonrt,  and  two  of  his  Majesty's  justices  of  the  peace,  and  a  con- 
stable, witli  some  otliors,  friends  to  constitutional  liberty  and 
good  order,  cut  the  same  dowu  as  a  public  nuisance.'

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drew  back  the  slide,  pasted  on  the  paper,  and  shutting  himself 
np  again,  the  man  took  the  proper  occasion  to  walk  off  to 
another  resting  place.* 

Mabch  28. — This  evening  was-  married,  at  the  White 
Plains,  Westchester  County,  New  York,  Mr.  (rabriel  Purdy, 
youngest  son  of  Mr.  Samuel  Purdy,  to  the  agreeable  Miss 
Charity  Purdy,  daughter  of  Mr.  Joseph  Purdy,  both  of  that 
loyal  town.  What  particularly  is  remarkable  in  the  affair,  is 
this,  the  guests  consisted  of  forty-seven  persons ;  thirty-seven 
of  whom  were  Purdys,  and  not  a  single  Whig  among  them.' 

Bt  the  late  proceedings  in  Boston,  it  seems  that  those  sent 
over  to  repeal,  or  make  null  and  void,  the  good  and  wholesome 
law  of  tarring  and  feathering,  and  to  establish  a  new-fangled 
form  of  government  in  the  Massachusetts  Bay,  strange  to  tell, 
have  adopted  the  very  laws  they  were  sent  to  abolish !  Is  it 
possible  that  the  omnipotent  King,  Lords,  and  Commons  of 
Great  Britain  should  send  a  powerful  fleet  and  anny,  three 
thousand  miles,  at  the  expense  of  millions  of  money,  only  for 
the  i>urpo8e  of  tarring  and  feathering  a  poor,  harmless  coun- 
tryman %  • 

On  the  report  of  a  design  to  form  an  army  in  Canada,  to 
join  the  king's  regular  forces  in  fighting  against,  and  enslav- 
ing the  other  British  colonics,  the  Canadians  were  greatly 
alanned,  and  took  the  best  method  in  their  power  to  secure 
themselves  from  the  service.  And  as,  by  the  laws  of  France, 
married  men  cannot  be  compelled  to  serv'c  in  the  militia,  the 
Canadians  considered  marriage  as  a  protection,  to  which,  since 
their  new  laws,  they  have  so  universally  had  recourse,  that,  it 
is  said,  there  is  hardly  an  unmarried  man  to  be  found  in  all 
the  country.* 

March  30. — ^Tms  morning  at  daylight,  the  troops  at  Bos-

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ton  beat  to -anna,  and  five  regiments  marched  ont,  with  Earl 
Percy  at  their  head.  It  was  supposed  they  were  e»iip««'» 
going  to  Concord,  where  the  Provincial  CongrcBa  ^""lon. 
IB  now  sitting.  A  quantity  of  proviaions  and  warlike  stores 
are  lodged  there.  Several  expresBCB  were  immediately  sent 
away  to  give  notice  of  their  marching.  Important  conse- 
qnences  were  apprehended ;  but,  happily,  they  only  went  a 
few  miles  out,  and  then  returned.  The  town  and  country 
were  alarmed,  and  many  of  them  got  equipped  for  a  march. 
It  has  given  such  uneasiness,  that  committees  from  twelve  of 
the  near  towns  have  met  upon  it ;  and  intend  sending  a  peti- 
tion to  the  Provincial  Congress,  representing  this  affair  to 
them,  and  desiring  they  will  take  np  the  matter,  and  remon- 
strate with  the  General  upon  it.  The  troops  went  out  of  the 
common  road,  marched  over  the  people's  land,  where  their 
grain  was  sown,  and  through  their  gardens ;  broke  down  their 
fences,  walls,  &c.,  and  did  other  injuries.  It  is  thought  such 
proceedings  will  bring  on  bad  consequences,  if  not  prevented. 
Tlie  late  conduct  of  the  regulars  in  Boston,  in  tarring  and 
feathering  a  countryman,  headed  by  one  of  their  colonels,  and 
other  officers,  and  the  spirited  remonstrance  it  occasioned  from 
the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Billeriea,  to  General  Gage,  has 
made  much  talk.'    The  military  spirit  and  resolution  prevail- 


'  Tbe  following  ia  tlic  remonstrance  prcsentoil  to  General  Gage : — Maj  it 
pleaac  jour  Eicellencj ; — We  the  Kclectmen  of  the  town  of  Billerioa,  beg  leave  to 
remoDBlnitc  to  jour  Eicellencj,  that  on  the  Eighth  of  Unreh  last,  one  ThomiB 
Ditson,  an  Inhabitant  of  said  (ovn  of  Billeriea,  iras  tarred  and  feathered  and 
Terj  much  abused  by  a  party  of  Hia  Majesty's  forty-aevcnth  regiment,  under  the 
MmmaDd  of  Lieut. -Col.  Xcsbitt.  As  gunriliaDB  for  said  town,  and  from  a  regard 
Ibr  the  liberties  aod  properties  of  itji  iahnbitantj,  we  cannot  but  resent  this  pro- 
cedure. Tour  Eicetleney  must  be  scnsiblo  that  this  act  is  a  high  infraction  on 
Ibat  penonal  security  which  every  Englishman  is  entitled  to;  and  without  nhich 
UtboastedconstitnlJonisbut  a  name.  It  \a  aufScientty  unhappy  for  us  that  we  find 
troops  quartered  among  ua  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  obedience  to  acts  of  Par- 
liaroenl,  in  the  highest  aenpo  iniquitous,  cruel,  and  unjust.  It  ia  still  more  unhappy, 
if  these  troops,  instead  of  preserving  the  character  which  Britijh  troops  once  hnd, 
■hould  pour  in  adclitionul  insult,  and  bo  guilty  oC  the  most  brutal  outrages.  •  *  • 
Lieatenan (-Colonel  Xcsbitt  is  an  officer  under  your  Exeellcncy's  command.  Of 
j«™,  therefore,  we  pemami  satisfaction  for  the  insult  committed  by  him.  We 
think  it  Ls  in  your  power.  We  bog  your  Excellency  that  the  breach  now  too  wide 
between  Great  Britain  and  this  rrovince,  may  not  by  such  brutality  still  be  in- 
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iDg  in  this  province,  in  support  of  their  liberties  and  constita- 
tion,  ia  astoiiialiing.  Wo  hope  we  sliall  soon  have  some  good 
ni!Wa  from  home,  to  prevent  anjr  breaking  out,  which  we  b^n 
to  fear,  oepcciallj  if  tlic  troops  continue  their  marchings  out. 
It  iri  said  tliat  forty  or  fifty  of  the  troops  were  so  fatigued  by 
tlieir  march,  that  they  could  not  keep  up  with  their  fellow- 
6ol(]i<;rs,  on  tlicir  return.  It  is  also  said  they  are  intending 
tu  go  out  again  soon.* 

It  has  been  intimated  to  some  considerable  mercfaantB  in 
England,  that  the  "  ministry  will  be  ready  to  meet  any  con- 
ciliatory mcasnrcs  that  may  be  proposed  with  respect  to 
Aiiieriea." — It  ia  nonsense  to  talk  of  proposing  conciliatory 
iiieiisurea.  Tlie  Aniericaiis  have  no  terms  to  propose,  nor  can 
they  hear  any.  Tliey  only  insist  upon  the  enjoyment  of  their 
iiiliurent  rights,  and  cannot  give  np  a  tittle  of  them,  witliout 
boiiig  aliHoliite  slaves,  which  they  arc  determined  never  to  bo, 
su  lung  as  they  hiive  hearts  to  fcul,  and  hands  to  fight.* 

The  sloop  Charming  Peggy,  Captain  Tilley,  sailed  for  Bris- 
tol. Ill  this  vessel  Avas  transmitted  by  the  Honorable  the 
General  Assembly  of  Kew  York,  an  liumble,  firm,  dutiful, 
and  loyal  petition  to  his  Majesty ;  as  also  a  memorial  to  the 
Lonln,  and  a  representation  and  remonstrance  to  the  Commons 
of  Givat  Britain,  re«[ue8ting  their  mutual  endeavoi-s  for  a  set- 
tlement of  the  present  di»i)Ute3  subsisting  between  the  mother 
country  and  the  eolonios.*

— Tms  day  the  committeo  at  New  York  received 
a  letter  from  the  general  committee  of  South  Carolina,  in 
■which  they  say :  "  Tie  present  stracele  seems  to 
US  most  glonons  and  critical.  Wo  eeem  to  our- 
eelvea  to  stand  upon  the  very  division  line  between  all  the 
blessings  of  freedom,  and  the  most  abject  vassalage.  Tlie 
very  idea  of  an  earthly  power,  which  shall  bind  the  present 
and  future  millions  of  America,  in  all  cases  wliatsocvcr ;  in  the 
direction  of  wliich  we  arc  to  have  no  more  voice  than  our  oxen, 
and  over  which  we  can  have  no  constitutional  control,  fills 
ns  with  horror.  To  hold  not  only  our  liberty  and  property  at 
will,  but  our  lives  also,  as  well  as  the  lives  of  all  our  poster- 
ity !  To  be  abBolutely  dependent  for  the  air  in  which  wo 
breathe,  and  tlie  water  which  wo  drink,  npon  a  set  of  men  at 
the  distance ;  who,  even  when  they  abuse  that  power,  are  out 
of  the  reach  of  our  vengeance,  is  a  proposal  which  this  colony 
hears  with  indignation,  and  can  only  submit  to  when  there  is 
no  possible  remedy.  By  the  late  detestable  acts  of  the  Brit- 
ish Parliament  respecting  America,  all  manliind  will  judge 
whether  that  body  may  be  safely  entrusted  with  such  a  power. 
We  have  now  appealed  to  the  remaining  jnstiee  of  the  nation ; 
we  have  endeavored  to  arouse  them  to  a  sense  of  their  o^vn 
dangers ;  we  have  appealed  to  their  mercantile  interests  for 
our  defence.  Our  liopcs  of  success  are  not  yet  damped  by 
any  thing  but  the  possibility  of  disunion  among  ourselves. 
"We  have  the  pleasure  to  infonu  you,  that  in  this  colony,  the 
association  takes  jilace  as  effectually  as  law  itself.  Sundry 
vessels  from  England  have  hccii  already  obliged  to  return

vritii  Uieir  merchandise,  or  have  thrown  it  overboard  as  com- 
mon ballast.* 

"  Wo  may  assure  you  of  our  fixed  determination  to  adhere 
to  the  resolutions  at  all  hazards,  and  that  ministerial  opposi- 
tion is  here  obliged  to  be  silent ;  we  wish  for  the  day  when  it 
Ehall  bo  Bilunced  aiiioug  you  likewise.  And  whatever  noise  is 
made  by  the  friends  of  arbitrary  rule,  about  the  design  of 
tliosc  proceedings  in  your  House  of  Assembly,  we  cannot,  and 
will  not  believe  that  you  intend  to  desert  the  cause.  We  feel 
ourselves  bound  to  you  by  the  closest  ties  of  interest  and  affec- 
tion. We  consider  this  season  as  big  with  American  glety,  or 
witli  American  infamy,  and,  therefore,  most  ardently  wish 
you  tlie  direction  and  aid  of  that  Almighty  Being,  who  pre- 
sides over  all. 

"  We  confidently  expect  to  meet  you  in  General  Congress 
at  Philadelphia,  with  hearts  full  of  zeal  in  our  countrj-'s  cause, 
and  full  of  mutual  eunfidence  in  the  integrity  of  each  other."

April  11. — ^Tms  morning  a  very  respectable  number  of

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Tlie  friends  to  order  and  government  met  at  the  house  of 
Captain  Hatfield.  Those  who  were  for  a  committee,  put  up 
at  another  public  house  in  the  to'sra.  About  twelve  o'clock, 
word  was  brought  to  the  gentlemen  at  Captain  Hatfield's,  that 
the  opiKjsite  party  had  ali-cady  entered  ujwn  the  business  of 
the  day ;  njion  which  they  immediately  walked  down  to  the 
court-house,  although  not  half  of  their  friends  who  were  ex- 
])e<!tod  had  yet  a]>pearcd ;  where  they  found  the  otlier  com- 
])any  collected  in  a  body.  Tlie  numbers  on  each  side  seemed 
to  be  nearly  equal,  and  both  together  might  amount  to  two 
hundred,  or,  at  most,  to  two  hundred  and  fifty.  Tlie  friends 
to  government  then  declared,  that  as  they  had  been  unlaw- 
fully called  together,  and  for  an  unlawful  luirposo,  they  did 
nf>t  intend  to  contest  the  matter  with  them  by  a  poll,  which 
Mould  be  tacitly  acknowledging  the  authority  that  had  sum- 
moned them,  but  that  they  came  only  with  a  design  to  protest 
against  all  such  disorderly  proceedings,  and  to  show  their 
detestation  of  all  unlawful  comniittees  and  congresses.

"  God  save  great  George  our  King, 
Long  live  our  noble  King,"  &c. 

At  thoir  return,  findinor  that  many  of  their  friends  had  arrived 
during  their  absence,  and  that  many  still  kept  coming  in,  they 
proceeded  to  draw  up,  and  sign  a  d<.davation^  which  they

April  12. — ^Tnis  afternoon  John  Sullivan  and  John  Lang- 
don,  Esqs.,  delegates  for  the  province  of  New  Hampshire, 
arrived  at  New  York.  Tliey  are  on  their  way  to  tlie  grand 
Continental  Congress,  to  be  held  at  Pliihidelphia  on  the  tenth 
of  next  month.  At  the  same  time,  tlie  Kingfisher  sloop-of-war 
weighed  anchor  and  proceeded  to  the  North  River,  in  order  to 
protect  two  transports,  which  lately  arrived  from  Boston,  to 
take  in  necessaries  for  carrying  on  the  siege  of  that  place.' 

April  18. — The  grenadiers  and  light  infantry  companies 
are  all  drafted  from  the  several  regiments  in  Boston,  and 
pnt  under  the  command  of  an  officer.  Most  of  the  trans- 
ports and  other  boats  are  put  together,  and  fitted  up  for 
immediate  service.  We  suspect  that  some  formidable  expe- 
dition is  intended  by  tlie  soldiery ;  but  what  or  where  we 
caimot  determine.  Tlie  town  watches  in  Boston,  Charlestown, 
Cambridge,  and  other  to\viis,  are  all  ordered  to  look  well  to 
the  landing  places.' 

April  19. — About  ten  o'clock  last  night,  the  troops  in 
Boston  were  discovered  to  be  in  motion  in  a  very  secret  man- 
ner, and  it  was  found  they  were  embarking  in  B«ttie 
boats  which  they  had  privately  brought  to  the  ^  ^»ngton. 
place  in  tlie  evening  at  the  lower  end  of  the  common.  Ex- 
presses set  off  immediately  to  alann  the  country,  that  they 
might  be  on  their  guard.  When  they  were  passing  about  a 
mile  beyond  Lexington,  they  were  stopped  by  a  party  of 
officers  who  came  out  of  Boston  in  the  afternoon  of  that  day, 
and  were  seen  lurking  in  bye-places  in  the  country  until  after 
dark.  One  of  the  expresses  immediately  fled,  and  was 
pursued  a  long  distance  by  an  officer,  who,  when  he  had  over- 
taken him,  presented  a  pistol  and  cried  out,  "  You're  a  dead 
man  if  you  don't  stop ! "  but  he  kept  on  until  he  gained  a

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house,  Tflion,  stopping  eiiddenly,  lie  was  thrown  from  hie  horse ; 
and  lia\ing  llio  presence  of  mind  to  call  out  to  the  people  of 
tilt;  Louse,  "  Tui'u  «nt  I  turn  out  I  V\c  got  one  of  theiu  ! "  the 
officer  immediately  retreated  as  fast  as  he  had  pursued.  Tha 
other  i>\prt;&s,'  ahcr  uiidcrgomg  a  strict  examination,  vw 
allo\Yvd  to  depart. 

Tlic  body  of  the  troops,  in  the  mean  time,  iinder  the  com- 
niiiiid  of  Lientcnant-Culotiel  Smith,  had  croescd  Uie  rircr  and 
liiadfl  at  Phipps'  farm.  They  proceeded  with  great  silence 
to  Lexington,  six  miles  helow  Concord.  A  company  of  militia, 
nuinlKtring  about  eighty  men,  had  mustered  near  the  inecting- 
Iiouse.  Just  before  sunrise  the  king's  troops  came  in  sight, 
when  the  mihtia  began  to  disperse.  Tlie  troops  then  set  ont 
upon  the  road,  hallooing  and  huzzaing,  and  coming  irithin  s 
few  rods  of  them,  the  commanding  officer  cried  out  in  words 
to  this  effect,  "Disperse,  yoii  damned  rebels!  damn  you,  dis- 
]ii:ri-iil"  upon  which  the  troops  again  huzzaetl,  and  at  the 
same  time  one  nr  two  officers  dUchargeil  their  pistols,  which 
were  instantaneously  followed  by  the  tiring  of  four  or  five  of 
the  soldiers,  and  then  there  seemed  to  be  a  general  discdiarge 
from  the  whole.  It  is  to  be  noticed,  they  iired  iipon  the 
militia  as  they  were  dis])ersing  agreeably  to  their  command, 
and  that  they  did  not  even  return  the  fire.  Eight  of  our  men 
were  killed,  and  nine  wounded.  Tlie  tro<:)ps  then  laughed, 
and  damned  the  Yankees,  and  said  they  could  not  bear  the 
smell  of  giinpuwder. 

So<jn  after  this  action,  the  troops  renewed  their  march  to 
Concord,  where  they  divided  into  jiarties,  and  went  directly 
til  the  several  places  where  the  pi-ovinee  stores  were  deposited, 
Each  party  was  supiiosed  to  have  a  Tory  pilot.'     One  body

livuB  in  BoHton,  llioiight  to  lie  one  Warden,  with  the  troops  "nd  that  he  hoanl 
Ihcni  say  lie  wm  one  of  their  pilots.  lie  likewise  saw  said  barber  fire  twice  upon 
our  people,  and  heard  Earl  Percy  order  the  troops  to  fire  the  houses.  IIo  aL'io 
•ays  that  several  British  officers  were  unoag  the  woundcil,  who  were  carried  Inio 
Boston,  where  our  iiiformuit  was  dismissed.  Iliey  took  two  of  our  men  prison- 
en,  and  tbey  are  now  confined  in  the  bamclu." — Mattachuietit  Spi/,  Uaj  3. 
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■went  into  tlio  jail  yard,  and  epilted  and  otlicrwise  damaged 
tlie  cannon  belonging  to  the  province,  and  broke  and  set  fire 
to  the  carriages.  They  then  entered  a  store  and  rolled  out 
about  a  hundred  barrela  of  flonr,  which  tbey  unheaded,  and 
emptied  about  forty  into  the  river.'  Some  took  possession  of 
the  town-house,  whieh  was  soon  after  discovered  to  be  on  fire, 
but  whicli  was  extingnished  without  much  damage.  Anotlier 
party  took  possession  of  the  North  Bridge.  About  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  of  tlie  militia,  who  had  mustered  upon  the 
alarm,  coming  towards  the  bridge,  were  fired  upon  by  the 
troops,  and  two  were  killed  upon  the  spot.  Thus  did  tlie 
trooj>3  of  Britain's  king  fire  first  at  two  several  times  upon 
bis  loyal  American  subjects,  and  put  a  period  to  ten  lives 
before  one  gun  was  fired  upon  tliem !  Our  people  them 
returned  tbo  fire,  and  obliged  the  troops  to  retreat,  who  were 
soon  joined  by  their  other  parties,  but  finding  they  were  still 
pursued,  the  whole '  body  moved  hack  to  Lexington,  botli 
troops  and  militia  firing  as  they  went. 

During  this  time  an  express  was  sent  to  General  Gage, 
who  despatclied  a  reinforcement  under  the  command  of  Earl 
Percy,  with  two  fioltl-picces.  Uiwn  the  arrival  of  this  rein- 
forcement at  Lexington,  just  as  the  retreating  party  had 
reached  there,  they  made  a  stand,  picking  up  tlieir  dead,  took 
all  the  carriages  tbey  could  find,  and  put  their  wounded 
thereon.  Others  of  them — to  tlieir  eternal  disgrace  he  it 
spoken — were  robbing  and  setting  houses  oil  fire,  and  dis- 
charging their  cannon  at  the  ineeting-liouse. 

'  "The  Bhrowd  and  flnccoMful  addrcsa  of  Cnpt,  Tlmotlir  Wheeler,  on  this  oc, 
cuion,  deserves  notice.  He  bad  (he  chnr;^  of  ■  largo  <]iiiintitj  of  provincial 
flonr,  which,  together  wllh  Some  casks  of  his  own,  was  slornrl  in  hU  hnrn,  A 
Briliih  olficcr  demanding  entrance,  lie  readil;  tooli  hi^  key  and  gave  litm  admid- 
doD.  The  officer  cipretacd  his  pleasure  at  the  di^ooTcrT,  but  Capt.  Wheeler, 
with  much  affected  simplicltj,  said  to  him,  puttin;;  his  liand  on  a  barrel,  '  Thin  is 
mj  Soar.  I  am  a  miller,  rir ;  j'ondcr  Etonds  mj  mill ;  I  get  m j  living  by  it.  In 
the  sinter  I  griod  a  great  deal  of  grain,  and  get  it  ready  for  market  in  tlie  spring. 
This,'  ]Minting  to  one  barrel,  '  is  the  Hour  of  wheat ;  thiii,'  pointing  to  another,  'is 
tbo  flour  of  com;  this  is  the  floor  of  rye;  this,'  putting  iiis  hand  on  lii:i  own 
CBsbs,  ' is  tnjF  flour ;  Ibis  in  my  wheat;  this  isntyrjc;  this  is  iiiin«.'

— One  Mansfield,  a  breeches  maker  in  Boston, 
who  went  out  with  the  troops  yesterday,  was  in  tlie  skinnish 
fired  at  by  tlic  regulars  through  mistake — they  taking  liim  to 
be  one  of  the  provincials,  Tlie  ball  entered  his  neck  and  came 
out  of  his  mouth.  Wretches  like  him  often  meet  their  just, 
reward. 

SoicE  officers  in  the  king's  army,  it  is  said,  have  sworn  that 
the  Americana  fired  first.  Tlicir  method  of  cheating  tlie 
devil,  we  are  told,  has  been  by  some  means  brought  about, 
"Hiey  procured  throe  or  four  traitors  to  their  God  and  eountr)', 
bom  among  us,  and  took  with  them ;  and  they  first  fired  upon 
their  countrymen,  which  was  luunediately  followed  by  the 
regulars.  It  is  said  also  tliat  these  wretches  were  dressed  in 
soldier's  clothing. 

Testerdat,  when  the  second  brigade,  under  Earl  Percy, 
marched  out  of  Boston,  to  reinforce  the  first,  nothing  was 
played  by  the  fifes  and  dniuiB  but  Yankee  Doodle,  (wliich  liad 
become  their  favorite  tune  ever  since  that  notable  exploit, 
which  did  so  much  honor  to  the  troops  of  Britain's  king,  of  tar- 
ring and  feathering  a  jioor  conntryman  in  Boston,  and  parad- 
ing with  him  through  the  jirincipal  streets,  under  anns,  with 
their  bayonets  fixed.)  U]>on  their  return  to  Boston,  one  asked 
his  brotlier  officer  how  he  liked  tlie  tune  now,  "  D — n  them ! " 
returned  he — "they  made  us  dance  it  till  we  were  tired  I" 
Since  wliich  Yankee  Doodle  sounds  less  sweet  in  their  cars,' 

A  DESEBTEB  from  Boston  says  that  Gen.  Gage  has  written

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Iioiiio  Bincc  the  battlo  of  Lexington,  tliat  tho  Americanfi  load 
tlicir  i-ifle-barrcl  guns  with  a  ball  elit  almost  in  four  quarters, 
wliicli  when  firing  out  of  those  wcajions,  breaks  into  four 
jiiuces  and  (jeneralli/  docs  great  execution.' 

The  first  stand  made  by  the  eountry  in  tlie  late  engage- 
ment was  with  only  two  liundrcd  men  at  Concord  Bridge, 

ii„ti»  which  tlic  BoUicre  were  endeavoring  to  pull  up. 
orL.iii.etoB.  ^j^.  g(,]jie^  ^^.^  ^1,^  first  fire,  and  killed  tluw 
or  fimr.  It  was  returned  with  vigor  by  the  eountr)'  people, 
and  tlic  regidars  began  soon  to  retire.  Tlie  eountrj-  people  im- 
mediately lined  the  roads,  -which  are  secured  with  stone  walls, 
and  their  numbers  hourly  inereasing,  they  annoyed  the  regu- 
lars exceedingly,  allowing  them  to  halt  but  two  or  three 
times,  and  then  in  open  plains  for  a  few  minntes. 

A  considernbic  body  of  provincials  fomied  an  ambuscade 
near  Cambridge  for  the  troo]w  on  their  return  ;  but  the  bridge 
having  been  destroyed  by  the  first  brigade  in  their  ninrcli  out, 
the  troojis  took  their  route  tlimugh  Charlestown,  and  by  that 
means  avoided  a  total  ()vc'rthri>\v.  Tlie  number  of  the  regulars 
wlicn  the  two  brigades  joined,  is  said  to  have  been  at  least 
eiglitet.'n  hundred.  It  does  not  appear  that  they  were  attacked 
by  more  than  six  hundred  jirovincials  until  they  got  near  to 
Charlestown,  when  a  ver\-  strong  reinforeeinent  from  the  tonnia 
of  Marblehead  and  Salem  fell  in  with  tlieni,  and  gave  them 
two  severe  fires.  Tliis  quickened  their  pace  to  liunker  llill, 
where  tlicy  took  n-fuge,  formed  in  ()rder,  and  remained  until 
reinfoi-eed  by  the  thinl  brigade  sent  o\er  from  Bo-ston  to  se- 
cure their  i-ctrcat,     Tliis  was  elloeted  without  further  loss. 

A  gi'ntleman,  who  mixed  with  the  soldiers  at  Oharlestown 
fony,  says  he  saw  at  least  two  ofllcers  and  soldiers  bi-onght 
over  -wounded  in  an  hour.  It  is  impossible  at  this  time  to  as- 
certain the  number  of  the  killed  and  wouiuhxl  on  either  side, 
A  young  gentleman  who  was  within  twelve  miles  of  tlic  field 
of  liattlo  infonns  us  that  the  eountry  had  buried  one  hundred 
and  ninety  soldici's,  and  it  is  giijiposcd  a  great  number  must 
have  been  carried  off  and  burnt  on  Bunker  Hill  by  their  com-

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radcs.  General  Haldiinftn  and  Lord  Percy  are  both  retnmed 
eafe,  having  been  enclosed  on  all  sides  by  their  soldiers,  dur- 
ing the  retreat.  Mr.  Paul  Revere,  who  left  Boston  to  acquaint 
Messrs.  Ilaucock  and  Adams  of  the  design  against  tlieni,  was 
taken  prisoner,  but  got  clear  again  by  a  stratagem.

A  OENTLRUAK  who  travelled  lately  through  Connecticut, 
informs  us  that  he  met  with  an  old  gentlewoman  who  told 
him  that  slie  had  fitted  out  and  sent  five  sons  and  eleven 
grandsons  to  Boston,  wJicn  she  heard  of  the  engagement  be- 
tween tlie  provincials  and  regulars.

Mat  6. — ^THia  afternoon,  arrived  at  Now  York  from  tlie 
eastward,  on  their  way  for  Philadelphia,  to  attend  tlie  Conti- 
nental Congress,  tlie  lion.  John  Hancock  and  Thomas  Ciisli- 
ing,  Esqa. ;  Samuel  Adams  and  Robert  Treat  Paine,  Esqs., 
delegates  for  the  pro\Tnce  of  Massachusetts  Bay ;  and  the  Hon, 
Eliphalct  Dyer,  Kogcr  Sherman,  Esq.,  and  Silas  Deane,  Esq., 
delegates  for  the  colony  of  Connecticnt.  Tliey  were  met  a  few 
miles  out  of  town  by  a  great  number  of  principal  gentlemen  of 
that  place,  in  earriagea  and  on  horseback,  and  escorted  into 
the  eity  by  near  a  thousand  men  under  arms.  The  roads  were 
lined  with  a  greater  number  of  people  than  were  ever  known 
on  any  occasion  before.  Tlieir  arrival  was  announced  by  the 
ringing  of  bells,  and  other  demonstrations  of  joy.  Tliey  have 
double  sentries  placed  at  the  doors  of  their  lodging.' 

Testeeday  there  was  a  meeting  at  Williamfiburg,  Virginia, 
of  the  committee  and  part  of  tlie  militia  of  King  IVilliam 
county ;  when  the  contents  of  the  second  express  from  the 
northward  was  communicated.  It  had  such  an  effect  on  the 
minds  of  the  people,  that  near  two  hundred  pounds  was  im- 
mediately subscribed  for  the  use  of  our  brethren  now  fighting 
in  the  common  cause.

of  tlieir  king  in  a  righteous  cause.  They  all  set  out  yesterday 
for  difierent  ton'ns.' 

To-DAT  the  eastern  delegates  arrived  at  Philadelphia.  They 
■were  met  about  six  miles  out  by  the  officers  of  all  the  compa- 
nies in  the  city,  and  by  many  other  gentlemen  on  horseback, 
in  all  amounting  to  five  hundred.  When  they  came  ^vitliin 
two  miles  of  the  city  they  iverc  met  by  the  company  of  rifle- 
men, and  a  company  of  infantrj',  with  a  band  of  music,  who 
conducted  them  tlirough  the  most  public  streets  of  the  city  to 
their  lodgings,  amidst  the  acclamations  of  near  fifteen  thousand 
spectators.'

All  that  is  attended  to,  besides 
ploughing  and  planting,  is  making  ready  for  fighting. 
The  non-importations  and  non-exportations  will  now  take  place 
from  necessity,  and  traflic  give  place  to  war.  We  have  a  fine 
spring,  prospects  of  great  plenty ;  there  was  seareo  ever  known 
each  a  good  fall  of  Iambs ;  we  are  in  no  danger  of  starving, 
through  the  cruel  acts  against  the  New  England  governments ; 
and  the  men  who  had  been  used  to  fishery,  a  hardy  generation 
of  people.  Lord  North  has  undesignedly  kept  in  tlie  countrj' 
to  give  strength  to  our  miHtary  operations,  an<l  to  assist  as 
occasion  may  require.  Tlianka  to  a  superior  wisdom  for  his 
blunders.  The  General  is  expecting  reinforcements,  but  few 
have  arrived  as  yet,  the  winds,  contrary  to  the  common  run 
this  season,  instead  of  being  easterly,  have  been  mostly  the 
reverse.

May  1". — ^Tnis  evening  arrived  at  Philadelphia,  John 
Brown,  Ew^.,  from  Ticonderoga,  cxpregH  to  the  General  Con- 
gresa,  from  whom  we  loam  that  on  the  besinninic 
01  tins  matant,  a  company  of  abont  nfty  men  irom 
Coimccticnt,  and  the  western  part  of  MassochuBctts,  joined 
by  upwards  of  one  lnindre<l  from  Bennington,  in  New  York 
gdvemment,  and  the  adjacent  towns,  proceeded  to  the  eastern 
side  of  Lake  Clianiplain,  and  on  the  night  before  the  tenth  car- 
rent,  cixisiied  the  hike  with  eighty-five  men,  not  being  able  to 
obtain  c-i-afl;  to  traujipi.rt  tlic  rest,  and  about  day-brejik  invested 
the  fort,  witoso  gate,  contrary  to  <'X[)uctutioii.  they  found  shnt, 
but  the  wifkcr  ojicii,  throngh  which,  witli  the  Indian  wai^ 
whoo]!,  all  that  could,  entered  one  by  one,  others  scaling  the 
wall  on  both  sirles  of  the  gate,  and  instantly  si'cured  and  dis- 
ariiie<l  the  i-eTitriei^,  and  prei^sed  into  the  }>[irade,  where  they 
formed  the  hollow  F.pians;  but  immediately  fpiitting  that 
onh-r,  they  mslK;il  into  the  several  ban'a(rks  on  three  sides  of 
the  fort,  and  seizetl  on  the  gaiTisoii,  consisting  of  two  otHcors, 
and  iipwafda  of  forty  privates."  whom  they  brought  out,  dis- 
armed,  put  under  guard,  and  have  since  sent  prisoners  to 
Hartford  in  Connecticut.  All  this  was  pcrfonned  in  about 
ten  minutes,  without  the  loss  of  life,  or  a  drop  of  blood  on  our 
side,  and  Ijut  very  little  on  tliat  of  the  king's  troops. 

In  the  fort  were  found  about  thirty  barrels  of  flour,  a  few 

barrels  of  pork,  seventy  odd  chests  of  leaden  ball,  computed  at 

three  hundred  tons,  about  ten  barrels  of  powder 

in  bad  condition,  near  two  hundred  pieces  of 

oi'diianees  of  all  sizes,  from  cighteen-pounders  downwards,  at

By  this  sudden  expedition,  planned  by  some  principal  per- 
sons in  the  four  ncigliboring  colonies,  tlmt  important  pass  is 
now  in  the  hands  of  the  Americans,  where,  we  tnist,  the  wis- 
dom of  the  grand  Continental  Congress  M'ill  take  effectual 
measures  to  secure  it,  ns  it  may  bo  depended  on,  tliat  adminis- 
tration means  to  fonn  an  anny  in  Canada,  composed  of  Britisli 
regulars,  French,  and  Indians,  to  attack  the  colonies  on  tliat 
side. 

Mr.  Brown  brought  interccpte<l  letters  from  Lieutenant 
Ifalcom  Fraser,  to  his  friends  in  New  England,  from  which 
it  appears  that  General  Carleton  has  almost  unlimited  powers, 
civil  and  military,  and  has  issued  orders  for  raising  a  Canadian 
regiTnent,  in  which,  Mr.  Fraser  obaer\'eB,  the  officers  find  diffi- 
culty, as  the  common  people  are  by  no  means  fond  of  the  scr- 
vico.  He  likewise  remarks,  that  all  the  king's  European  sub- 
jects are  disaffected  at  the  partial  preference  ^ven  to  tho  late 
converts  to  loyalty,  as  lie  phrases  it,  to  their  utter  exclusion 
from  all  confidence,  or  even  common  civility.  Matters  ai-c  in- 
deed in  such  a  situation,  tlmt  immy,  if  not  most  of  tJie  mer- 
chants, talk  of  leaving  the  province. 

Mr.  Brown  also  relates  that  two  regular  officers  of  the  2Cth 
reo^ment,  now  in  Canada,  applii-d  to  two  Indians,  one  a  liead 
warrior  of  the  Caughanuwaga  tribe,  to  go  out  with  them  on  a 
liunt  to  the  south  and  east  of  the  rivers  St.  Lawrence  and 
Sorel,  and  pressing  the  Lidians  farther  and  farther  on  said 
course,  they  at  length  aiTived  at  Coliass,'  where,  the  Indians 
say,  they  were  stopped  and  interrogated  by  the  inhabitants,  to 
whom  they  pretended  they  were  only  on  a  hunt,  wliich  flie 
inhabitants  (as  the  Indians  told  Mr,  Brown)  replied  mu.st  be 
false,  as  no  hunters  used  silver  (bright)  barrelled  guns.  How- 
ever, the  Cohass  people  dismissed  them  all,  and  when  they 
returned  into  the  woods,  the  Indian  warrior  insisted  on  know- 
ing what  their  real  intention  was,  and  they  told  liim  that  it 
was  to  reconnoitre  the  woods,  to  find  a  passage  for  an  army  to

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nijirch  to  the.  nssistaiit-e  of  the  kiiig'ts  friends  at  Boston.  Tlic 
Indian  n^kea,  wlieiv  they  would  get  the  anuy?  Tlier 
aiisweivd,  hi  Ciinadii,  and  thiil  tlie  Indians  in  the  upper  eastlcd 
wuidd  join  thuiu.  Tlie  chief  on  tliis  expressed  resentment 
that  he,  Iiuing  one  of  th«  head  men  of  the  Caughaiiawagn  tribe, 
sliould  never  liave  hoeu  consulted  in  the  affair.  But  Mr. 
I'l-own  presumes  tlie  averciion  of  this  honest  fellow  and  Ids 
frii.iuls  to  tlifir  schemes,  was  the  reason  of  their  heiug  kept 
from  their  knowk'dge. 

Tlie  eoii<hictoi-fi  of  this  grand  expedition  arc  to  be  Moneieur 
St.  Luke  le  Corne,  tlio  villain  who  let  loose  the  Indians  on  the 
prisoner  at  Fort  William  Henry,  and  one  of  his  associates.

— YKSTTHiDAY  ^  party  of  the  American  army  at 
Cambridpo,  tn  thu  nnnibcr  of  between  two  and  three  Imndrcd 
men,  had  oiiierri  to  drivo  off  the  live  stock  from  nmipof 
Hog  and  Nodiile'ri  ishnids.  In  attempting  to  cany  ""=  ''^^■ 
ont  tliesc  order.*,  thoy  were  attacked  by  the  king's  trooiw. 
nie  combat  began  on  Hog  ishuid  about  live  o'clock  in  the  iif- 
tomoon,  and  continued  almost  incessantly  till  midnight.  Tlio 
attack  was  made  with  cannon,  swivels,  and  small  arms,  from 
an  armed  schixincr,  wlfwp,  and  eight  or  ten  barges,  iijion  our 
pcoi)lo,  who  had  small  arms  only,  hut  were  vt.'ry  advimtar 
gcously  iKinted  by  Colonel  I'ntnani,  who  got  to  them  just  in 
s^eason  to  station  and  <:onimand  them  jji-operly.  He  jilaccd 
them  in  a  ditch  up  to  their  wastes  in  water,  and  covered  by 
the  bank,  to  tiieir-iieck,-;.  Tlie  schooner,  sloop,  and  boats  full 
of  men,  came  within  twelve  or  fifteen  rods  of  them,  and  gave 
our  ]>eoplc  a  fine  opjiortmiity  to  place  their  shot  well.  About

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May  30, — A  captain  who  was  lately  Bcizod  by  Admiral 
Greaves  and  taken  into  Boston,  has  just  come  out ;  lie  says  lie 
was  at  tlie  wliarf  at  Noddle's  island  when  the 
battle  began.  The  master  of  the  Diana  schooner 
told  him,  tliat  guns  were  never  better  served  tlian  tlie  Amer- 
icans' ;  tliat  not  a  shot  missed  him.*  One  man  was  carried 
on  board  for  dead,  but  tlie  next  morning  he  came  to,  and  had 
not  the  least  wound  about  him ;  others  were  frightened  almost 
to  death.  Tlicrc  is  an  amazing  difference  in  the  looks  and 
behavior  of  the  enemy  since  the  battle,  from  what  there  was 
before  ;  before  there  was  nothing  but  noise  and  confusion,  now 
all  is  still  and  quiet,  insomuch  that  one  can  liardly  perceive 
that  tliere  is  any  fleet  or  array  there.  From  tlie  general 
down  to  the  common  soldier,  they  seem  to  be  in  a  great  panic, 
and  are  afrnid  to  go  to  bed  for  fear  the  Yankees  will  kill  them 
before  morning.' 

Junk  1. — ^Tnu  synod  of  New  York  and  Philadelphia,  at 
tlieir  late  meeting  in  the  former  eity,  appointed  the  last  Tliurs- 
day  in  June  to  be  obsorvctl  by  all  the  congrega- 
tions under  tlteir  care,  as  a  day  of  fasting  and 
prayer,  on  account  of  the  alaniiing  state  of  our  public  affairs. 
Should  the  Continental  Congress  appoint  a  fast,  the  synod 
have  directed  that  to  be  observed  in  preference  to  the  day  ap- 
pointed by  themselves,  provided  that  it  is  not  more  than  four 
weeks  distant  from  the  last  Tltiii-sday  of  June  ;  if  at  a  greater 
distance,  tliey  have  ordered  both  days  to  he  kept.  They  also 
rccoinniend  to  all  the  congregations  in  their  charge,  to  spend

Tliey  arrived  about  sunset,  and  were  atteiidt'd  to  tbu  bon.  jj^'ii- 
tlcman'ii  lioui*e  by  tlie  whole  Iioily  of  cavjdry  and  infantry, 
wlioMi  very  inartia!  iipjiearancc  fravo  frrt'nt  satisfaction  to  tlio 
spfctatorii.  Tbe  Iiclls  l»egau  to  ring  iis  onr  worthy  ilelegato 
eutertd  the  city,  and  tlic  \nifoigneil  joy  uf  the  itdiabiluuts,  on 
this  occasion,  wan  visible  in  every  coiintcnanee  :  lliere  were  il- 
luminations in  tJic  evening,  and  the  viAnnteors,  witii  many 
other  respectable  gentlemen,  assembled  at  the  Iliilcigb,  spcut 
an  hour  or  two  in  liarniony  and  cliecrfiduesrf,  and  drank  several 
patriotic  toasts.'

ly tlirongli  if,  halt(«l  at  the  ferry,  where,  upon  a  si^'Jial  being 
given.  Major  lloiicrief  landed  from  the  Lively  mau-ot'-war  in 
oilier  to  receive  the  prisoners  and  sec  his  old  frioud  (leneral 
Putnam.'  Tlieir  meeling  was  truly  eonlial  and  atFe.lionate. 
Tlie  wounded  privates  were  soon  sent  on  board  the  Lively,  but 
Major  Moncricf  aud  the  other  olfleers  returned  with  General 
Putnam  and  Dr.  Wan-en  to  the  hon.se  of  Dr.  Foster,  ■where  an 
cutertaniment  was  provided  for  them.  About  three  o'clock 
a  signal  was  made  by  the  Lively,  that  they  -were  ready  to 
deliver  up  otir  i.ii.-oiK'is.  upon  which  (Jcnernl  Pnlnani  and 
Major  Jloucrief  went  to  tlie  terry,  where  ihey  received  Alossra.

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little  Buspicioas;  cei-tain  it  is,  that  there  is  not  a  Court  in 
Germany,  that  would  not  send  their  best  gencrala  to  the  aBsist^ 
ance  of  the  Americans.' 

Toe  following  paragraph  is  extracted  from  some  remarks 
on  Gag^a  account  of  the  battle  at  Lexington,  which  is  pub- 
lished in  tlio  London  Gazette  of  to-day.  The  Oiuns  Acwimt 
miserable  Gazotto  writer  concludes  his  narrative  "^  lo'Iib"'"- 
by  informing  the  j)ublic  tliat  General  Gage  says,  '■  that  too 
micfh  praise  cannot  he  given  to  Lord  Percy  for  his  remarkiilU 
activity  the  whole  day."  Tlie  public  will  tliink  tins  a  very 
singular  compliment!  Tlie  preceding  part  of  the  narrative 
has  told  us  a  story  about  the  troops  marching,  or  in  plainci* 
English,  retreating  from  Lexington.  Tliey  did  not  halt,  but 
continued  their  retreat  for  fifteen  miles.  What  then  are  we  to 
undcFBtand  by  the  remarkable  activity  of  Lord  Pei-cy  ?  His 
pcri>onal  braverj'  is  too  well  'known  to  leave  room  for  Buspicion 
that  he  would  bIiow  "  remarkable  activity  "  in  i-ctreating ;  yet 
the  account  in  the  Gazette  leaves  the  compliment  so  ambiguous, 
that  an  invidious  reader  might  supjiosc  Lord  Percy  made  it, 
like  tliD  swift-footed  Achilles,  with  a  light  pair  of  heeh.  It  is 
not  surprising  that  Gage  should  wish  to  pay  his  court  to 
Northumberland  house;  but  when  he  pays  anotlier  compli- 
ment, as  lie  cannot  write  himself,  he  should  entrust  a  better 
hand  than  the  pensioned  compiler  of  the  Gazette.'

Grenerol  Gage  by  his  late  con- 
dttct,  eeema  to  bo  greatly  alarmed.' 

JirsB  17. — Last  niglit  a  detachment  from  the  camp  at 
Oambridge,  marched  to  Charlcstown,  and  there  took  possession 
of  %eed'B  Hill,  about  half  a  mile  from  the  ferry.  Battiaor 
Tbar  intrenching  tools  not  coming  np  in  season,  ^"^'*  '"'^ 
it  vu  twelve  o'clock  before  they  began  their  work.  At  day- 
lij^t  this  morning  they  were  discovered  from  Boston,  when 
iba  men-of-war  at  the  ferry,  the  battery  from  Cop's  Hill,  and 
the  floating  batteries,  kept  np  a  continual  cannonading  and 
Iwmbardiiig,  which  fortunately  did  but  little  execution,  al- 
tliioogh  their  intrcnchinents  were  very  far  from  being  completed. 
Tbas  continued  till  about  two  o'clock,  when  a  large  army,  under 
the  command  of  General  Howe,  landed  in  Charlcstown,  and 
ftfter  plnndering  it  of  all  its  valuable  cfi'ccts,  set  fire  to  it  in  ten 
different  places.  Tlien,  dividing  the  army,  part  of  it  marched 
up  in  the  front  of  the  provincial  iiitrcnelimenta  and  began  au 
attack  at  long  shot ;  the  other  part  marched  round  the  town 
of  Charlcstown  under  cover  of  the  snioko  occasioned  by  the 
fire  of  the  town.  Tlie  provincial  sentries  discovered  the  regu- 
lars marching  upon  their  left  wing,  and  gave  notice  to  tlie 
Connecticut  forces  posted  there.  Captain  Knowlton,'  of  Asli- 
ford,  with  four  hundred  of  said  forces,  immediately  repaired 
to,  and  pulled  up,  a  post  and  rail  fence,  and  carrying  the  posts 
and  rails  to  another  fence,  put  them  together  for  a  breastwork. 
He  then  gave  orders  to  the  men  not  to  fire  until  the  enemy 
were  got  within  fifteen  rods,  and  then  not  till  the  word  was 
given.  The  word  being  given,  the  regulars  fell  surprisingly  ; 
it  was  thought  by  spectators  who  stood  at  a  distance  that  the 
provincials  did  great  execution. 

The  action  continued  about  two  hours,  wJien  the  regulars 
cm  the  right  wing  were  put  into  confusion  and  gave  way.     The

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Connccticnt  troops  closely  pursued  them,  and  were  on  the 
point  of  pusliing  their  hayoncts,  when  ordeiB  were  received 
from  General  Pomcroj,  for  those  who  had  been  in  action  for 
two  liours  to  fall  back,  and  their  places  to  he  supplied  by  fresh 
trodjis.  Tlicse  orders  being  inifitaken  for  a  direction  to  retreat, 
the  troops  on  the  right  wing  began  a  general  retreat,  which 
was  liiindcd  to  the  left,  the  principal  place  of  action,  where 
Captnius  Knowlton,  Chester,  Clark,  and  Putnam,  had  forced 
the  regulars  to  give  way,  and  being  warmly  pursuing  them, 
were,  with  difBculty,  persuaded  to  retire ;  but  the  right  wing 
by  )llii^taking  the  orders  Itaving  already  retreated,  the  left,  to 
avoid  being  encircled,  were  obliged  to  retreat  with  the  main 
body.  Tliey  retreated  with  precipitation  across  the  causeway  to 
Winter's  Hill,  in  which  retreat  they  were  exposed  to  the  fire 
of  tlio  enemy  from  their  shipping  and  floating  batteries. 

Tlie  provincials  sustained  their  principal  lose  in  passing  the 
causeway.  Tlie  regulars  pursued  tlie  provincials  to  "Winter's 
Hill,  where  the  latter  being  reJiiforcetl  by  General  Putnam, 
renewed  the  battle,  repulsed  the  rc^ulai's  with  great  slaughter, 
and  pttrsiied  them  till  tiiey  gfit  undei-  covei-  of  their  eiiiiuon  on 
tlie  slLijijiing.  Tlie  regulars  then  returned  to  Bunker's  Hill, 
and  the  i)r(ivintials  to  "\Vinter'd  Hill,  where  they  arc  now  in- 
treneliing  aiul  erect  in;;  luittcries. 

In  tliirt  action  fell  our  wtirtliy  and  much  lamented  friend, 
Doctor  WaiTcn,  with  as  much  glory  as  AVolfe,  after  performing 
many  feats  uf  bravery,  and  cKliiljitiug  a  cixilncss  and  conduct 
which  did  honor  to  tlie  judgnicTit  of  his  countrv'  in  appointing 
hiui  a  few  days  before  one  of  our  major  generals.' 

Tlie  minibcrofreguhirs  which  first  attacked  the  provincials, 
was  not  le;!f!  than  two  tliousaiid.  Tlie  number  of  the  provin- 
cials was  only  fifteen  hundred,  who,  it  is  tfupposed  would  eoon 
have  gained  a  complete  victory  had  it  not  been  for  the  unhappy 
mistake  already  mentioned.     Tlie  ix'gnlars  were  afterwards  re-

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inforeed  with  a  thoosand  men.  It  is  uncertain  how  great  a 
nnmber  of  them  were  killed  or  wonnded,  but  all  agree  that 
their  Iobs  is  more  than  one  thousand.  General  Howe  says, 
"you  may  talk  of  your  MIndene  and  Fontenoya,  hut  I  never 
aaw  nor  heard  of  such  a  carnage  in  so  short  a  time." ' 

JrwH  18. — Yestekdat  evening,  his  excellency  the  Itigbt 
Honorable  Lord  William  Campbell,  govcmor-in-chief  of  South 
Carolina,  with  his  lady  and  family,  arrived  at  Charleston  in 
the  Scorpion  man-of-war  from  England.  Hia  Lordship  waa 
sainted  on  hia  arrival  by  the  Tamar  man-of-war,  by  Fort  John- 
son, and  the  several  forts  in  to^vn  ;  and  about  one  o'clock  to-

nent,  vhicb  they  bad  made  some  progress  in.  At  eight  in  the  momlDg,  a  part; 
cf  regulars  landed  at  Chartestown,  and  fired  the  town  in  divers  places.  Under 
cover  of  the  smoke,  a  body  of  about  five  thousand  men  marched  np  to  our  in- 
trenchmenta,  and  made  it  furious  and  sodden  attack ;  they  were  driven  back  three 
timesi  and  when  Ihey  were  making  the  third  attack,  one  of  our  people  impru- 
dently spoke  aloud  that  their  powder  was  all  gone,  which  being  heard  by  some  of 
the  regular  officers,  they  encouraged  tbeir  men  to  march  up  to  the  trenches  with 
fixed  bayonets,  and  entered  them  ;  On  which  our  people  were  ordered  to  retreat, 
which  they  did  with  all  speed,  till  they  got  out  of  musket-shot.  They  then  formed, 
but  were  not  pursued.  In  the  mean  time  six  men-af-war  and  four  floaUng  bat- 
teries were  brought  up,  and  kept  up  a  continuai  fire  on  the  causeway  tbat  leads 
on  to  Charleatown.  Our  people  retreated  through  the  fire,  but  not  without  the 
loss  of  many  of  tlio  men.  The  brave  Doctor  Warren  is  among  the  killed,  and 
Colonel  Gardner  is  wounded.  Wo  left  six  field-pieces  on  the  hill.  Our  people 
are  DOW  intrenched  on  Pleasant  Hill,  within  cannon  shot  of  Bunker's  Hill.  The 
loBS  of  the  King's  troups  must  bo  very  consideroblo  ;  the  eiact  number  we  cannot 
tell.*  Among  the  slain  is  Major  Pitcalm.-j'  If  our  people  bad  been  supplied 
with  ammunition  they  would  have  held  possession  most  certainly.  Our  people 
are  in  high  spirila,  and  are  very  earnest  to  put  this  matter  On  another  trial." — 
Riviagton'i  Oauileer,  June  29.

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day  his  LordBhip  landed  at  Champiiey's  vhaif^  where  he  was 
received  hy  Beversl  gentiemeo,  and  also  bj  the  grenadiw  com- 
pany and  the  regiment  of  militia  under  arms.  From  the 
Trharf  his  Lordehip  walked  in  proceesion,  preceded  by  the 
grenadier  company,  to  ihe  state-house,  where  his  commission 
was  read  and  published  in  the  council  chamber,  in  the  presence 
of  some  of  the  members  of  his  majesty's  council  From  this 
place  he  returned  in  the  same  order  to  the  Exchange,  where 
his  commiseion  was  again  read ;  after  which  his  Lordship  and

Congress,  They  went  tliroiigli  the  mannal  exercise,  firings, 
and  manoeuvres  with  great  dexterity  and  exactness. 

This  evening  Thomas  Jefferson,  Esq.,  arrived  here  from 
Virginia,  to  attend  the  Congress,  agreeable  to  his  election,  in 
tlic  room  of  the  lion.  Peyton  Kandolph,  Esq.  He  is  attended 
by  Doctor  M'CIurg.' 

JrxE  22. — The  Provincial  Congress  of  South  Carolina  broke 
up,  after  three  weeks  of  unremitted  ai)plieation.  They  have 
requcste<l,  by  public  advertisement,  that  men  of  every  denomi- 
nation and  persuasion  will  carry  with  thciu  to  all  places  of 
divine  worship,  loaded  fire-arms.  Tliis,  on  Sunday  laet^  was 
almost  generally  complied  witli,' 

JrsE  23. — One  of  the  surgeons  attending  tlie  military  hos- 
pital at  Boston,  has  written  home,  that  the  provincials  in  the 
late  engagement,  "had  eitlier  exhausted  their  ball,  or  were

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determined  that  every  womid  should  prove  fatal.  Their  rntis- 
keta  were  charged  with  old  nails  and  angular  pieces  of  iron, 
and  from  most  of  the  men  being  wounded  in  the  Ic^,  I  am  in- 
clined to  believe  it  was  their  design,  not  wishing  to  kill  the 
men,  to  leave  them  as  burdens  on  ub,  to  exhauBt  the  pro- 
visions, as  well  as  to  intimidate  the  rest  of  the  soldiery." ' 

June  24. — ^Yebteedat  morning  General  Washington  and 
General  Lee  set  off  from  Philadelphia  to  take  command  of  the 
American  army  at  MassachuBetta  Bay.  They  were  accompanied 
a  few  miles  from  town  by  the  troop  of  lighthorae,  and  by  all 
the  officers  of  the  city  militia  on  Iiorseback.  They  parted 
with  our  celebrated  commanders,  expressing  the  most  ardent 
wishes  for  their  success  over  the  enemies  of  our  liberty  and 
country. 

Major  Thomas  Mifflin  is  appointed  aide-de-camp  to  General 
Washington,  and  accompanies  the  general  to  the  camp  near 
Boston.  The  active  and  successful  part  wliich  this  gentleman 
has  taken  in  the  civil  and  military  affairs  of  the  province  of 
Pennsylvania,  has  endeared  him  so  much  to  his  fellow-citizcna 
that  few  men  have  ever  left  ns  more  universally  beloved  or 
regretted." 

JciTE  25. — ^Tms  afternoon  at  four  o'clock.  General  Washing- 
ton, attended  by  Generals  Lee  and  Sehnyler,  and  the  light- 
horse  of  Philadelphia,  on  the  way  for  the  American  camp  at 
Cambridge,  landed  at  Colonel  Lispenard's  seat,  about  a  mile 
above  New  York,  from  whence  they  were  conducted  into  the 
city,  by  nine  companies  of  foot,  in  their  uniforms,  and  a 
greater  number  of  the  principal  inhabitants  of  that  city  than 
ever  appeared  on  any  occasion  before."

— 'Tax  Manaohusetta  oeeaaional  newapaper  of  to 
day,  givea  the  followiiig  aocoont  of  the  action  at  Boeton  tax  Ai 
BrttiA_A«aiMt of  Bgyenteantfi : — ^Thia  town  waa  alanned  at  bmi 
«f  btma  hol  of  day,  by  a  firing  from  tlie  lively  ahip-of-war 
and  a  report  waa  immediatdy  spread  that  the  provindala  hai 
broke  gronnd,  and  were  ntiaing  a  battery  on  the  beighta  of  fti 
'peninsnla  of  OHarlestown,  against  the  town  of  Boaton.  Ht^ 
were  plainly  seen,  and  in  a  few  hours  a  batteoy  of  six  goB 
played  apon  their  works.  Preparationa  were  instantly  madi 
for  the  landing  a  body  of  men ;  and  some  companies  <tf  groni 
diers  and  light  inf&ntiy,  with  some  battalions,  ,and  fifdd  aidl 
leiy,  amoonting  in  the  whole  to  abont  two  thonsand  men 
nnder  the  command  of  MajoivGeneral  Howe  and  Briga^a 
General  Pigot,  were  embarked  with  great  expedition,  ant 
landed  on  the  peninsula  \cithout  opposition,  under  cover  o! 
some  Bhips-of-war  and  armed  vessels. 

Tlie  troops  formed  as  eoon  as  landed ;  tlie  provincials  oi 
the  heights  were  perceived  to  be  in  great  force,  and  strongl; 
posted,  A  redoubt  thrown  up  on  tlie  16tli  at  night,  with  othe 
works  full  of  men,  defended  witli  cannon,  and  a  large  bod; 
posted  in  the  houses  of  Cliarlcstown,  covered  tlieir  right ;  ani 
their  left  was  covered  by  a  breastwork,  part  of  it  cannon  prool 
which  reached  from  tlie  left  of  the  redoubt  to  the  Mystic  rivei 

Besides  the  appearance  of  the  provincials'  strength,  larg 
columns  wcro  seen  pouring  in  to  their  assistanee ;  but  th 
king's  troops  advanced.  The  attack  began  by  a  cannonade,  an< 
notwithstanding  various  impediments  of  fences,  walls,  &c. 
and  the  heavy  fire  they  were  exposed  to,  from  the  vast  niur 
ber  of  provincials,  and  tlieir  left  galled  from  the  houses  o; 
Charlestown,  the  troops  made  their  way  to  the  redoubt,  mount 
ed  the  works  and  carried  it.  Tlie  provincials  were  then  force* 
from  other  strongholds,  and  pursued  till  they  were  driven  clea 
of  the  peninsula,  leading  five  pieces  of  cannon  behind  then 
Charlestown  was  set  on  fire  during  the  engagement,  and  moc

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part  of  it  consumed.  The  loss  they  sustained  must  have  been 
considerable,  from  the  vast  number  they  were  seen  to  carry  off 
during  tlie  action,  exclusive  of  what  they  suffered  from  the 
shipping.  About  a  hundred  were  buried  the  next  day  after, 
and  thirty  found  wounded  on  the  field,  some  of  whom  are  since 
dead.  About  one  hundred  and  seventy  of  the  king's  troops 
were  killed  and  since  dead  of  tlieir  wounds ;  and  a  great  many 
were  wounded. 

This  action  has  shown  the  bravery  of  the  king's  troops,  who 
under  every  disadvantage,  gained  a  complete  victory  over  three 
times  their  number,  strongly  .posted,  and  covered  by  breast- 
works.* 


'  Rirington^s  Gazetteer,  July  13: — ^Another  account  from  Boston  mentions, 
that  the  provincials  occupied  a  post  at  Charlestown  on  a  commanding  ground, 
which  overlooked  Boston,  at  1,500  yards  distance,  which  works  they  had  con- 
structed in  the  night.  It  consisted  of  a  redouht,  with  cannons  mounted,  and  a 
continued  intrenchment  to  a  drained  swamp  on  one  side  and  defended  by  the 
houses  in  Charlestown  on  the  other,  which  were  filled  with  provincial  troops.  On 
the  approach  of  day,  the  British  artillery  began  to  fire  on  the  provincials' 
works,  from  a  battery  of  six  24-pounder8,  and  a  howitzer  from  Gopp's  hill  to- 
wards the  north  end,  which  played  principally  upon  the  redoubt.  About  two 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  the  grenadiers  and  light  infantry,  consisting  of  twenty 
companies,  with  the  5th,  38th,  43d,  and  52d  regiments,  embarked,  and  were  landed 
on  Charlestown  point,  about  six  hundred  and  fifty  yards  from  the  provincials* 
works,  which,  being  formed,  the  boats  returned  for  the  C3d  and  47th  regiments,  the 
marines,  and  ten  pieces  of  artillery,  the  whole  under  the  command  of  Major-Gen- 
eral Howe,  who  had  a  low  swampy  land  to  pass,  and  to  surmount  a  higher  piece 
of  ground,  formed  by  nature  for  defence.  The  fire  of  six  field-pieces  and  a  heavy 
one  of  musketry  from  the  provincials  continued  without  intermission,  on  the 
British  troops,  and  they  still  poured  in  fresh  men  from  Cambridge,  from  the  mo- 
ment the  forces  marched  from  the  encampment;  signals  being  made  by  three 
guns  from  Roxbury  church,  and  smoke  from  hill  to  hill,  and  the  bells  ringing,  so 
that  before  the  action  was  over,  they  were  reinforced  with  a  large  body  of  men. 
At  last,  after  an  obstinate  attack  of  an  hour,  reaching  the  summit  very  gradually, 
the  British  troops  stormed  the  redoubt,  and  the  provincials  retired.  They  were 
cautiously  pursued  until  another  rising  ground  was  obtained,  which  entirely  com- 
mands the  whole  peninsula,  but  more  immediately  the  neck  of  land. 

The  loss  in  killed  and  wounded  of  the  provincials  cannot  be  accurately  ascer- 
tained. Five  field-pieces  and  four  hundred  intrenching  tools,  with  twenty-nine 
prisoners,  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  British  troops. 

One  armed  ship,  two  sloops,  and  five  floating  batteries  fired  on  the  neck,  but 
they  did  not  altogether  answer  the  end  intended,  as  they  neither  prevented  rein- 
forcing or  retreating. — Rivington^a  OazeiteeTj  July  13.

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Jmra  39, — Tebteedat  General  Wooster,  with  seven  com- 
panies of  his  regiment,  and  Colonel  Waterbuiy,  with  hie  regi- 
ment complete,  both  conBisting  of  about  eighteen  hundred 
men,  arrived  at  New  York  from  Connecticat.  They  appear 
to  be  a  healthy,  hearty  body  of  men,  and  are  now  encamped 
about  two  miles  out  of  town.' 

The  reports  from  the  northward  are  variouB ;  it  ia  thought 
from  the  best  aeconnts,  that  tho  Canadians  will  be  very  rclnc- 
tant  to  enter  into  the  service  against  the  colo- 
nies, and  it  is  pretty  certain  that  General  Carleton 
has  hanged  two  or  three  of  tliem  for  refusing,  and  speaking 
discouraging  to  others ;  so  that  it  ia  on  the  whole  believed  that 
through  all  tlie  stratagems  of  tyranny,  Carleton  will  dragoon  a 
number  of  the  Canadians  and  Indians  into  the  service.  It  is 
generally  believed  he  is  making  preparation  to  come  against 
us ;  but  some  think  otherwise,  and  that  he  is  only  fortif^ong 
.  at  St.  John's  to  prevent  any  incursion  from  us.  Doubtless  a 
short  time  will  discover  which  of  tliosc  is  the  truth.  We  have 
certain  intelligence  that  Guy  Johnson  is  making  all  the  interest 
possible  to  raise  the  Indians  about  the  Lakes  and  Oswegatcha 
against  as.'

Jdlt  9. — Yestebdat  morning,  about  half-past  two  o'clock, 
we  were  called  up  and  informed  that  the  regulars  had  attacked 
the  lines  at  Soxbury.  We  heard  distinctly  the  £riug  of  small 
anne  and  artillery  on  Koxbury  !Neck,  and  soon  discovered  a 
great  fire  in  that  quarter,  but  two  hours  elapsed  before  we 
knew  the  cause,  which  was  as  follows : 

Two  hondred  volunteers,  from  the  Rhode  Island  and  Mas- 
sachusetts forces,  undertook  to  bum  a  gnard-house  of  the  reg- 
ulars on  the  Neck,  within  tliree  hundred  yards  of  their 
principal  works.  They  detached  six  men,  about  skimieb  on 
ten  o'clock  in  the  evening,  with  orders  to  cross  on  ^*''"'  ^"*- 
a  marsh  up  to  the  rear  of  the  gnard-house,  and  there  to  watch 
an  opportunity  to  fire  it.  The  remainder  of  the  volunteers 
secreted  themselves  in  the  marsh  on  each  side  of  the  Neck, 
about  two  hundred  yards  from  the  house.  Two  pieces  of  brass 
artillery  were  drawn  softly  on  the  marsh  within  three  hundred 
yards,  and  npon  a  signal  from  the  advanced  party  of  six  men, 
two  rounds  of  cannon  shot  were  fired  through  the  guard-house. 
Immediately  the  regulars,  who  formed  a  guard  of  forty -five  or 
fiily  men,  quitted  the  honse  and  were  then  fired  on  by  the 
musketry,  who  drove  them  with  precipitation  into  their  lines. 
The  six  men  posted  near  the  house  set  fire  to  it,  and  burnt  it 
to  the  ground.  After  this  they  burnt  another  house  nearer 
the  lines,  without  losing  a  man,  Tliey  took  two  muskets  and 
accoutrements,  a  halbert,  &c.,  all  which  were  bloody,  and 
showed  evident  marks  of  loss  on  tlie  part  of  the  regulars.  The 
houses  have  been  a  long  while  made  uge  of  by  the  regulars  as 
an  advanced  post,  and  has  given  tlicm  an  opportunity  of  dis- 
covering our  operations  at  Koxbury.'

This  gentleman  also  says,  that  the  offloen  and  BoUiin 
triumph  very  much  at  ihe  death  of  Dr.  WazTCBi,  ailjing^  it  ii 
better  to  them  than  five  hundred  men.* 

TnE  following  instrnctions  for  the  officers  of  the  several 
r^ments  of  the  MassachiiBCtts  Bay  forces,  who  are  immediately 
uuwhnwto  to  go  npon  the  reemiting  service,  were  issued  this 
it«ruiu»g  orien.  j^on^ing  at  Cambridge,  by  General  Gates :— "  Too 
are  not  to  enlist  any  deecrter  from  the  ministerial  army,  nor 
any  stroller,  negro,  or  vagabond,  or  person  suspected  of  being 
an  cuemy  to  the  liberty  of  America,  nor  any  under  eighteen 
years  of  age. 

"  As  the  canse  is  the  beet  that  can  engage  men  of  courage 
and  principle  to  take  np  arms ;  so  it  is  expected  that  none  but 
such  will  accepted  by  the  recruiting  officer.  The  pay,  pro- 
vision, &c.,  being  so  ample,  it  is  not  donbtcd  but  that  the 
officers  sent  upon  this  service  will,  without  delay,  complete 
their  respective  corps,  and  march  the  men  forthwith  to  camp.

engage,  and  being  imwilling  to  give  offence  to  any,  thought 
of  the  following  expedient.  lie,  with  a  piece  of  chalk,  drew 
on  a  board  the  figure  of  a  nose  of  the  common  size,  which  ho 
placed  at  the  distance  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  yards,  declar- 
ing tliat  those  who  shotild  come  nearest  the  mark  should  be 
cnliBted.  Sixty  odd  hit  the  object. — General  Gage,  take  care 
of  y<mr  nose.' 

The  regnlars  are  sitaated  on  Banker's  and  Breed's  Hills, 
both  on  the  peninsula,  wliere  tlie  late  town  of  Charlestown 
stood,  and  within  reach  and  under  the  cover  of  The  Armies  at 
the  giitiB,  from  tlie  batteries  in  the  town  of  Boston,  J*"""- 
and  the  ships  in  tlic  harbor,  and  of  a  number  tif  floating  bat- 
teries, which  they  have  built,  tliat  caiTy  two  guns  in  their 
bows,  two  in  their  stems,  and  one  on  cacli  side.  Tlie  Amori- 
eans  are  situated  near  Charles  river,  about  two  himdred  rods 
below  IIar\-ard  College,  where  they  liavc  a  redoubt,  which 
begins  the  line ;  then  about  sixty  rods  from  that  another  re- 
doubt, and  lines  continued  near  one  Inmdrcd  roda.  At  Charles- 
town  road,  on  tlie  west  side  of  the  road,  at  the  foot  of  Prospect 
Hill,  another  redoubt,  and  strong  fortification.  On  Prospect 
Hill,  is  Putnam^B  post,  a  very  strong  fortificati<ilK(  and  be- 
tween that  and  Winter  Hill  a  redoubt.  On  "Winter  Hill,  a 
strong  citadel,  and  lines  over  Cliarlestown  road,  to  Mystic ; 
then  in  Mr.  Temple's  pasture,  a  strong  redoubt,  that  com- 
mands to  Mystic  river,  so  that  they  Imvc  a  complete  line  of  t-ir- 
eumvallation  from  Charles  river  to  Mystic  river.  Tlie  Ameri- 
cans' main  fortress  is  on  Prospect  IIIll;  the  regulars  on 
Banker's  Hill,  within  cannon  shot  of  each  other.  A  hill  be-

•t LakaOsoria.  fpjjQ  eartii  was  mnch  agitated,  with  amall  toBa^, 
agile  waves,  and  the  noise  tboreof  as  loud  as  thunder ;  and  it 
was  with  difficulty  tliat  some  people  that  were  building  a 
hooBO  could  fiit  on  the  timber.  At  fifty-one  minutes  after  ux, 
and  forty-one  minutes  after  seven,  were  two  small  shocks  with 
less  noise.* 

During  a  severe  cannonade  at  Boxbury,  last  week,  a  bomb, 
thirteen  inches  in  diameter,  fell  within  the  American  lines,  and 
burnt  furiously,  when  four  of  the  artillerymen  ran  np,  and  one 
kicked  out  the  fuse,  saved  the  bomb,  and  probably  some  lives 
— a  stroke  of  heroism  worthy  of  record.  Tlie  regulars  have  so 
hardened  the  provincials  by  tlieir  repeated  firing,  that  a  can- 
nonading is  just  as  much  minded  as  a  common  thunder  shower. 
All  things  look  well.  The  provincials  are  now  strongly  posted, 
as  are  the  regulars.  Neither  side  are  willing  to  attack  each 
other  in  their  lines.

evening  at  ten  o'clock  according  to  martial  law,  nor  can  any 
inhabitant  walk  the  streets  after  that  time  without  a  pass  from 
Gage  ;  that  Gage  has  ordered  all  the  molasses  to  he  distilled 
into  rum  for  the  soldiers ;  that  lie  has  taken  away  all  licenses 
for  selling  of  liquors,  and  given  them  to  liis  creatures  ;  that  he 
has  issued  an  order  that  no  one  else  shall  sell  under  a  penalty 
of  ten  pounds ;  that  the  sjjirit  which  prevails  among  the  sol- 
diers is  that  of  malice  and  revenge ;  tliat  tlicro  is  no  tnie 
courage  to  be  observed  among  tbem  ;  that  tlicir  duty  is  hard, 
always  holding  themselves  in  readiness  for  an  attack,  whicli 
they  are  in  continual  fear  of;  that  Doctor  Eliot"  was  not  on 
board  of  a  man-of-war  as  was  reported  ;  Mr.  Level,  witli  many 
others,  is  certainly  in  jail ;  tliat  last  week  a  poor  milch  cow 
was  killed  in  town  and  sold  for  a  shilling  sterling  a  pound ;

tested  habitation.  The  next  morning  two  or  three 
of  the  ferry  boats  which  pass  between  Newport  and  Co- 
iionicnt  were  firctl  upon  and  broiiglit  to,  an  event  80  singular 
tliat  two  respccfable  members  of  the  committee  waited  upon 
Captain  Ayecough  to  know  tlie  reason.  He  told  them  that 
two  of  his  men  the  night  before  were  sent  on  shore  upon  some 
errand,  and  hud  not  returned,  and  added,  tliat  he  was  confi- 
dent the  iiiliabitants  knew  where  tliey  were,  and  that  they 
were  detained  I»y  them  purjiosely.  Tlie  two  gentlemen  de- 
clared tlieraselvoa  ignorant  of  the  matter,  and  believed  the 
whole  to^\•n  to  bo.  IIoi\evcr,  to  pacify  Captain  Ayscongh, 
they  assured  him  tliat  they  wonld  Bnnimon  the  committee  to- 
getlier,  inquire  into  the  matter,  and,  at  the  same  time,  desired 
Captain  Ayseoiigh  to  \'iTite  a  lettei-  to  the  committee,  stating 
his  grievance.  Tliis  he  did,  and  they  promised  to  wait  on  him 
in  the  afternoon  with  an  answer.  As  the  captain's  letter  was 
rather  in  the  threatening  style,  the  committee  could  not  help 
inquiring  wliat  he  meant  thereliy,  and  assured  him  in  their 
reply,  that  they  were  not  to  be  intimidated,  and  did  not  thmk 
themselves  by  any  means  accountable  for  the  desertion  of  any 
of  his  men.  Captain  Ayscough  read  tlie  letter  with  considera- 
blo  composnrc,  folded  it  up  and  then  gave  it  to  Wallace,  eap- 
twn  of  the  Hose;  Ayscongh,  at  this  time,  being  on  board

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Wallace's  sliip.  Captain  Wallace  immediately  flew  into  a 
most  terrible  paeeion,  tlirew  the  letter  down  in  a  violent  fit  of 
rage,  damned  the  committea  and  tlie  Congress,  and  swore  at 
Ayseongh  for  writing  to  sneh  a  parcel  of  damned  rebels,  and 
declared  that  if  ho  knew  the  two  gentlemen  who  were  then 
present  to  bo  of  the  committee  they  never  shonld  go  on  shore 
again.  They  endeavored  to  pacify  liiin,  but  in  vain.  He 
swore,  repeatedly,  that  if  there  was  a  God  in  heaven,  the  town 
should  be  destroyed  before  morning ;  that  he  was  the  king's 
officer  and  would  not  be  insnltcd.  Hereupon  the  two  gentle- 
men left  the  ship.  A  signal  gun  was  instantly  discharged,  and 
the  three  pirates  in  tlic  harbor  and  their  tender  iminedintely 
weighed  anchor  and  came  close  in  with  the  town.  Tfieir  tom- 
kins  were  taken  out,  tlie  marines  on  .hoard  beat  to  arms, 
and  all  the  hostile  preparations  imaginable  going  forward 
against  a  defenceless  seaport,  consisting  (exclusive  of  the  men) 
of  not  less  than  six  thousand  women  and  children.  About 
half-past  uine  in  the  evening,  a  cannon  was  discharged  from 
the  Rose,  when  many  really  thought  the  firing  on  the  town 
was  begun.  Several  woineu  fainted  away ;  otliers  went  into 
fits,  and  a  few  absolutely  miscarried  by  the  friglit. 

Tliia  morning  about  one  or  two  o'clock,  one  of  the  Swan's 
men  returned,  and  in  order,  it  is  supposed,  to  save  himself 
from  a  flogging,  as  it  was  necessary  for  liini  to  give  some  account 
of  himself,  he  invented  tlie  following  lie,  and  swore  to  it  upon  the 
Holy  Evangelist,  namely ;  "  Tliat  the  Rhode  Island  rebels  had 
taken  him  and  his  companion,  and  wanted  that  they  sliould 
enlist  among  them  to  fight  against  the  king,  bnt  that  they  re- 
fused, and  because  tliey  did,  the  rebels  gagged  tliem  and  then 
carried  them  to  Pro^ndcnce  jail,  but  that  he  broke  away  and 
travelled  thirty  miles  to  get  on  board  again  ; "  with  much  of 
the  same  stufiT. 

Tlie  captains  of  the  pirates  cither  believed  this  gross  and 
inconsistent  falsehood,  or  fain  would  make  the  inhabitants 
think  so ;  accordingly  it  was  taken  down  in  writing,  sent  on 
shore,  and  satisfaction  demanded,  or  the  town  should  certainly 
be  laid  in  ashes  that  very  day.  Another  cannon  was  now 
discharged,  four  ferry  boats  and  two  wood  sloops  seized,  quanti-

ties  of  tar  and  other  mflamnutorr'  uid  combnslible  matter  pat 
into  the  same,  in  order  to  set  on  flre  and  aend  into  flie  wIuotqi^ 
as  a  more  eq>editioaB  -wmj  of  deatroying  the  town  than  by  canr 
non  only ;  the  cannon  at  the  same  thne  were  to  be  find  on 
every  part  of  the  town.  The  eonrt-honie,  Doctor  BtUei" 
meeting-honee,  and  the  printing  office  were  first  of  all  to  feet 
the  effects  of  this  horrid  plot  The  most  terrible  parade  was 
kept  up  by  these  low  ministerial  tools  till  near  two  o'dock 
this  afternoon,  when  two  persons  of  nndotibted  Teraotty  (&nn- 
crs  wiUiin  two  or  three  miles  of  the  town)  went  on  bond  the 
Swan.  One  of  these  gentlemen  asBored  the  captains  of  t2ie 
three  ships,  that  he  saw  die  Btragglers,  for  whose  desertion 
each  terrible  con^ion  had  ensned,  in  hia  com-fidd  yeater- 
day  morning,  and  described  them ;  the  otlier  gentleanan  de- 
clared that  he  saw  them  in  the  afternoon  near  where  he  was 
making  hay,  and  lUcewiee  described  them.  After  fully  proving 
that  they  knew  the  men,  by  pointing  out  the  one  who  had  re- 
turned, notwithstanding  four  othei-s  wore  first  produced  in 
order  to  deceive  them,  tliey  came  on  sliore ;  wlien,  all  at  once, 
the  boats  and  prisoners  were  dismissed,  the  sliiiis  weighed 
anchor  and  stood  up  the  river. 

Let  every  honest  American  rise  «p  in  opposition  to  sncli 
inhuman,  and  nnist  we  add,  irfien  apca'king  of  Briiong  too, 
worse  than  savage  cruelty.  To  prepare,  after  so  hostile  a 
manner,  to  destniy  thousands  of  lives  and  niin  vast  estates, 
merely  because  two  dnmkon  wretches  had  fled  from  a  sliip 
under  the  command  of  a  potty  tyrant,  is  what  will  make  a 
considerable  figure  in  some  future  page,  when  our  many  trials 
are  handed  down  to  posterity  by  some  able  historian.'

under  Captain  Dowdle,  as  they  were  lying  on  the  gnnmd  in. 
Hii  Indian  file.  The  regnlars  were  within  twenty  yards  <£  our 
men  before  they  bbw  them,  and  immediately  firod.  Hie  rifle- 
men returned  the  salute,  killed  Bevoral,  brought  off  two  prison- 
crs,  and  their  arms,  with  the  lose  of  Corporal  Crease,  who  is 
supposed  to  be  killed,  as  he  has  not  been  heard  of  since  the 
affair. 

In  return  for  this  the  regulars  alarmed  us  last  night  in  their 
turn.  At  one  o'clock  this  moniiiig,  a  heavy  firing  of  smalt 
arms  and  cannon  oceaBioucd  our  drums  to  be  beat  to  arms,  and 
the  corps  were  immediately  ordered  to  their  posts.  The  firing 
(continued  in  three  different  quarters,  Koxliury,  Sewell's  Point 
at  the  mouth  of  Canihridgo  river,  and  at  the  advanced  post  at 
Cbarlcstown  Keek.  Some  hours  elapsed  before  we  knew  the  de- 
sign of  the  enemy,  whicli  was  tliis :  We  Iiad  eurronnded  some 
of  tlieir  out-gtiard  tlio  night  before,  which  induced  them  to 
Bcrve  our  sentinels  in  like  manner. 

Tliay  sent  two  fiat-bottomed  boats  to  Sewell's  Point  to  at- 
tack our  redoubt  there.  Tlie  boats,  after  a  useless  fire  of  sev- 
eral hours,  retired.  The  pic<inet  guard  of  the  enemy  on 
Charlestown  Keek,  attacked  and  drove  in  our  advanced  guard, 
who,  being  reinforced  by  General  Lee's  orders,  recovered  their 
ground  and  beat  the  enemy,  killed  several,  and  brought  off  seven 
mnskets  without  losing  a  man,  altiiough  our  men  engaged 
them  under  their  guns,  within  point  blank  shot  of  their  lines.'

Tlicy  bear  in  their  bodies  visi- 
ble marks  of  their  prowess,  and  sliow  stars  and  wounds  which

Ono  of  these  Tairiois,  in  particular,  ihowB  &e  cdcatiicn  of 
I'lnir  bullet  holes  throngh  his  bodj.  These  mem  have  ben 
Iii'ihI  in  the  woods  to  hardBhips  and  dangeis from thor  m&n^. 
'I'licy  appear  as  if  they  were  entirely  nnacqnunted  with,  and 
hull  never  felt  the  passion  of  fear.  With  their  liflea  in  Uteir 
IiiiikIs,  tbcj  assume  a  kind  of  omnipotence  over  their  enemieft. 
Olio  cannot  mnch  wonder  at  diis,  when  we  mention  a  fltet 
wlii<!h  can  be  fnllj  attested  by  sereral  of  the  rerpntable  per* 
nuns  who  wcro  eye-witnesBcs  of  it.  Two  brothers  in  the  otnu' 
|)iiiiy  took  a  piece  of  board  fire  inches  broad  and  seren  imdM 
long,  with  a  bit  of  white  paper,  aboat  the  uze  of  a  dollar, 
nitilod  in  the  centre,  and  while  one  of  them  snpported  this 
lioftnl  j>eq>en(li<'iilar]_v  between  liia  knees,  the  other,  at  the  dis- 
tance of  iipwardd  of  sixty  yards,  and  without  nny  kind  of  rest, 
ehot  ciglit  bullets  tliroiigli  it  eneco^eivcly,  and  spared  a  brother'a 
tliigli !  Another  of  the  company  held  a  barrel  stave  perpen- 
dicularly in  his  hands  witli  one  edge  close  to  his  side,  while 
one  of  his  comrades,  nt  tlie  game  distaiiee,  and  in  the  manner 
before  mentioned,  shot  several  bullets  through  it,  without  any 
npproliunsion  of  danger  on  either  side.  Tlie  spectatore  aiii)ear- 
ing  to  he  amazed  at  these  feats,  were  told  that  there  were  np- 
waitla  of  fifty  jicrsons  in  the  same  eonipany  who  coidd  do  the 
Kaino  thing ;  that  there  was  not  one  who  eould  not  plug  nine- 
teen bullets  out  of  twenty,  as  they  tennod  it,  within  an  inch 
of  tile  head  of  a  tenpcnny  nail.  In  short,  to  evince  the  confi- 
dent!o  they  ixtssessed  in  their  dexterity  at  those  kind  of  arms, 
mtino  of  tl(cm  proposed  to  stand  with  ap}>les  on  their  heads, 
while,  others  at  the  same  distance,  undertook  to  shoot  them  off; 
hut  the  jicoplo  who  saw  the  otlitT  experiments  declined  to  he 
witnesses  of  this.  At  niglit  a  great  fire  was  kindled  around  a 
pole  plantetl  in  the  Court  House  Square,  wliore  the  company, 
witli  tlie  captain  at  tlieir  head,  all  naked  to  the  waist,  and 
painted  like  savages,  (except  tlie  captain,  who  was  in  an  Indian 
»liirt,)  indulged  a  vast  concourse  of  i>cople  with  a  perfect  exhi- 
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bition  of  a  war^ance,  and  all  the  manceuvrcs  of  Indians,  hold- 
ing council,  going  to  war,  circumventing  their  enemies  by  de- 
files, ambuscades,  attacking,  scalping,  &c.  It  is  said  by  tliose 
who  are  jndges,  that  no  representation  could  possibly  eomo 
nearer  the  original.  The  captain's  expertness  and  agility,  in 
particular,  in  these  experiments  astouishcd  every  beholder. 
This  morning  they  wi!!  set  out  on  their  march  for  Cambridge.' 

AcGcsT  8. — ^The  riflemen  on  their  way  from  the  soutljcrn 
colonies  through  tlie  country,  administer  the  new-fashioned 
discipline  of  tar  and  feathers  to  the  obstinate  and  refractorj' 
Tories  that  they  meet  on  their  road,  which  has  a  very  good 
effect.  Those  whose  crimes  arc  of  a  more  atrocious  nature, 
they  punish  by  sending  them  to  General  Gage.  They  took  a 
man  in  New  Milford,  Connecticut,  a  most  incorrigible  Tory, 
wlio  called  them  d — d  rebels,  &c.,  and  made  liira  walk  before 
them  to  Litelifield,  which  is  twenty  miles,  and  caiTy  one  of  liis 
own  geese  all  tlic  way  in  bis  band.  When  they  arrived  theiv, 
tlicy  tarred  him,  and  made  liim  pluck  his  goose,  and  then 
bestowed  the  feathers  on  him,  drummed  him  out  of  tlic  com- 
pany, and  obhged  him  to  kneel  down  and  thank  them  for  their 
lenity.' 

AcGusT  9. — This  morning  tlie  following  appeal  was  posted 
in  the  city  of  Philadelphia: — "To  the  SpisstrBS  in  this  city, 
the  suburbs,  and  country : — Your  sen-ices  are  now  ivanted  to 
promote  the  American  Manufactory,  at  tbc  comer  of  Market 
and  Ninth  streets,  where  cotton,  wool,  flax,  &c.,  are  delivered 
out ;  strangers,  wlio  apply,  arc  desired  to  bring  a  few  lines,  by 
way  of  recommendation,  from  some  respectable  person  in  tlieir 
neighborhood. 

One  distinguishing  characteristic  of  an  excellent  woman, 
as  given  by  the  wisest  of  men,  is,  "  That  she  seeketh  wool  and 
flax,  and  worketh  willingly  with  her  hands  to  the  spindle,  and 
her  hands  holdetli  the  distaff."     In  this  tunc  of  public  distress.

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you  have  now,  each  of  yon,  an  opportunity  not  only  to  help  to 
sustain  your  families,  but  likewise  to  cast  your  mite  into  tho 
trt'iienrj"  of  tlic  pul»lic  good.  Tlie  most  feeble  effort  to  liulp  to 
save  tlio  Bfate  from  niin,  when  it  is  bU  you  can  do,  is  as  tho 
willow's  mite,  eutitled  to  tho  same  reward  as  they  who,  of  their 
iiimndatit  abilities,  }iave  cast  in  much."' 

The  riflemen  from  York  Omnty'  have  annoyed  the  re-jri- 
lars  very  inncb.  By  a  gentleman  who  left  Boston  yesterday, 
wo  hear  that  Captaiite  Percival  and  Sabine,  of  the  marini^  Cap- 
t.aiii  Jolmson  of  the  royal  Irisli.  and  Captain  Le  Moine  of  the 
Triiiii,  were  killed  on  Monday,  t'aptain  Chijttt'yn,  Bon  of  Lord 
Clietwyn,  is  mortally  wounded.  The  number  of  privates  killed 
tliia  week  we  hn\o  not  heard.  Tho  regulars  have  thrown  np  a 
brt-astwr,rk  acro.-^  tin-  iiork  at  t]w  font  of  Bunker's  Ilill.  to  se- 
cure their  sentries  and  advanced  gaards.  Yeeterday  O^tuK 
Morgan  arrived  from  Virginia  with  his  company  of  riflemoi ; 
hut  they  are  grown  so  terrible  to  the  mereenaries,  that  nothing 
is  to  be  seen  from  their  breastworks  but  a  hat.  General  Gage 
lias  built  thirteen  boats,  wliieh  will  carry  sixty  men  each,  and 
they  have  been  several  days  practising  the  men  to  row  them 
about  in  Boston  harbor,  from  whicli  we  may  suppose  some 
party  is  to  be  made  by  water.' 

August  30. — Yeeteedat  the  Falcon  sloop-of-war,  nnder  tho 
command  of  Captain  Lindzee,  liove  iu  sight  of  Gloucester,  Cape 
Attack  nn  Ann,'  and  seemed  to  be  in  quest  of  two  schooners 
Otoocntcr.  ^^^  ^^^^  -^y^gj.  jj^jjgg^  bound  to  Salem,  one  of 
which  lie  soon  brought  too ;  tlie  other  taking  advantage  of  a  fair 
wind,  put  into  Gloucester  harbor ;  but  Lindzee  having  made  a 
prizeof  the  first,  pursued  the  second  into  the  harbor,  and  brought 
the  first  with  him.  lie  anchored,  and  sent  two  barges  with  fif- 
teen men  in  each,  armed  with  muskets  and  swivels.  These 
were  attended  hy  a  whale  boat,  iu  whieli  was  the  lieutenant  and 
six  privates,  witli  orders  to  seize  the  loaded  schooner,  and  carry

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her  under  the  Falcon's  bow.  The  militia  and  other  inhabit- 
ants were  alarmed  at  this  dangerous  attempt,  and  prepared  for 
a  TigorouB  opposition.  The  barge  men,  under  the  command  of 
the  lieutenant,  boarded  the  schooner  at  the  cabin  windows, 
which  provoked  a  smart  fire  from  the  people  on  tlic  shore,  hy 
which  three  of  the  enemy  were  killed,  and  the  lieutenant 
wounded  in  the  thigh,  who  thereupon  returned  to  the  man-of- 
war.  Upon  this  Lindzec  sent  the  otlier  scliooner  and  a  small 
cutter  he  had  to  attend  him,  well  armed,  with  orders  to  fire 
npon  the  damned  rebels,  wlierever  tliey  could  see  them,  and 
that  he  would  in  the  mean  time  cannonade.  lie  immediutely 
fired  a  broadside  upon  the  thickest  settlements,  and  stood 
with  a  diabolical  pleasure  to  seo  what  havoe  hia  cannon 
might  make.  "  Now,"  said  he,  "  my  boys,  we  will  aim  at  tlie 
damned  Presbyterian  church.  Well  t  my  bravo  fellows,  one 
shot  more  and  the  house  of  God  will  fall  before  you,"  AVhile 
he  was  thus  venting  hia  hellish  rage,  and  setting  himself  as  it 
were  against  Iieaven,  the  Almighty  was  on  our  side.  Xot  a 
hall  stnick  or  wounded  an  individual  person,  although  they 
went  through  our  houses  in  almost  every  direction  when  filled 
with  women  and  children.  Under  God  our  little  party  at  the 
water-side  performed  wonders,  for  they  soon  made  themselves 
masters  of  both  the  schooners,  the  cutter,  the  two  l>arg<s,  the 
boat,  and  every  man  in  them,  and  all  that  pertained  to  them. 
In  the  action,  which  lasted  several  hours,  we  liave  lost  but  one 
man,  two  others  wounded,  one  of  whom  is  since  dead,  the  other 
veiy  slightly  wounded.  AVe  took,  of  the  men-of-war's  men, 
thirty-five;  several  are  wounded,  and  one  since  dead  ;  twenty- 
four  arc  sent  to  head-quarters.  Tlic  remainder  being  im]iressed 
from  this  and  the  neighboring  towns,  arc  permitted  to  return  to 
their  friends.  Tliis  morning  Captain  Lindzce  warped  off  with 
but  one-half  of  his  men,  with  neither  a  prize  boat  nor  tender, 
except  a  small  skiff  the  wounded  lieutenant  retnmetl  in. 

Among  the  prisoners  taken,  is  one  Bndd,  gunner  of  the 
Falcon  sloop-of-war,  who  was  some  time  ago  at  JIachias  witli  a 
number  of  others,  and  carried  to  Worcester,  and  upon  being 
released  from  close  confinement,  took  an  opportunity  of  nm- 
ning  off  with  a  few  of  the  Tory  gentry,  and  got  on  board  tlie 
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>Vli>>n  again.    It  is  hoped  this  ftUov,  if  Tfrteken,  viD  be 
I'l'ttor  sceiircd.' 

La$t  evening,  retnmcd  to  Boston,  after  about  three  weeks' 
i-mise.  t\relve  transports,  having  on  board  about  a  thousand 
iiiiuisterial  butdicrs,  under  convoy  of  three  meiirof-var.  Dur- 
!!!ir  their  cruise  thcv  plundered  and  pillaged  about  two  thon- 
sitiul  elioep,  and  upvrards  of  one  hundred  head  of  cattle,  from 
t  idi>Uncrs'  and  Fishers'  Islands,  near  New  London,  Connecticut, 
lli<ni>;h  it  is  said,  after  thev  were  secured,  they  tendered  pay- 
luout.  Tlicj  also  took  and  earned  in  with  them,  an  outward 
iH'uud  vessel,  with  about  forty  head  of  cattle  and  thirty  sheep. 
With  this  trophy  of  victory,  on  their  arrival  at  BoBton*  the 
ln'IU  were  set  to  music,  to  tho  no  small  joy  and  r^cndng  of 
ilio  Tories  there.

A  speedy  entrance,  possession,  and  opening  of  the  town  of 
Boston.

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of  MaiyUnd,  that  Mr.  Eliha  Hall,  jr.,  a  young  gentleman  of 
family,  fortune,  and  character,  in  said  county,  last  Sabbath  had 
hJB  first-bom  aon  baptized  John  Hancock,  as  well  to  express 
Lis  esteem  of  the  New  England  bravery  in  general,  as  in  par- 
ticular honor  of  the  great  American  Patriot  of  that  name, 
who  now,  under  God,  presides  in  the  honorable  Continental 


Cattain  Hoss,  with  nia  company  of  riflemen  and  the  stores, 
arrived  at  Cambridge  on  Friday  last.  Tliere  has  not  a  random 
shot  of  a  riQeman  done  any  execution  lately,  worth  mention- 
ing. A  letter  from  a  selectman  in  Boston  to  bis  son  in  our 
camp,  advises  him  to  quit  it,  as  there  was  to  be  some  very  im- 
portant stroke  made  in  a  few  days ;  we  do  not  pay  mucli  re- 
gard to  it,  as  it  is  very  improbable  he  should  know  any  thing  of 
what  they  intend.  Our  lines  arc  so  strong  we  have  nothing  to 
fear  but  a  surprise.  Tlierc  have  been  letters  passing  between 
the  Generals  Washington  and  Gage,  on  his  treatment  of  our 
officers  who  are  in  jail  in  Boston.  Our  letter  was  in  vcrj'  mild 
terms,  carefully  avoiding  any  epithets  that  might  be  deemed 
nnpolite.  Gage's  answer  was  in  a  different  strain,  directed  to 
"George  "Washington,  Esq.,"  calling  us  rebels  and  usurpers, 
and  wliat  not,  affecting  great  clemency  in  having  forborne  to 
hang  our  prisoners.  General  Washington  gave  liim  a  suitable 
reply ;  and  so  it  stands  : — We  broke  a  Colonel  Gerisli  yester- 
day, for  cowardice  on  Ituuker's  Hill,  the  17th  of  June' 

ArccBT  28. — ^TiiE  Provineiiil  Congress  of  'N&fr  York  linv- 
ing  rcsolve<I  that  the  cannon  should  be  removed  from  the  bat- 
tery in  the  city,  a  number  of  the  citizens  collected  ^^^  -^^^  g^j 
for  that  purjjosc  last  Wednesday  evening;  and  "■*"■ 
part  of  the  provincial  artillery,  imder  the  command  of  Captain 
John  Lamb,  were  posted  on  the  battery  to  prevent  the  landing 
of  any  party  from  the  Asia  man-of-war,  to  annoy  them  while 
at  work.     Wlien  they  marched  down,  which  was  about  eleven

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o'clock,  they  observed  one  of  tlie  above  ehip's  b&rgcs  lying;  at 
Bwine  distance  from  iIjb  uliore,  where  siie  continued  npwarda  of 
an  lionr ;  then  she  got  under  eail.  and  fired  a  uiueket  at  tiie  men 
that  were  posted  on  the  Battery.  Tins  was  immediately  returned 
by  ft  ginart  fire  of  muslcctry  fi-ora  the  artillery,  and  a  few  of  the 
Independent  light  infantry  belonging  to  Coloutsl  LasIierV  bat- 
talion, that  were  likewise  posted  there  for  the  above  purpose.

When  tlicy  had 
atisembled  slie  began  a  heavy  and  smart  fire,  of  nine,  cigtitcun, 
and  twenty-four-ponnders,  and  some  grape  shot,  eucee«ded  by 
a  diecharge  of  musketry  from  the  marines,  but  without  doing 
any  other  mischief  than  damaging  tlie  upper  part  of  several 
honses  near  the  fort  and  Whitehall,  and  wounding  threo  mea. 
Notwithstanding  the  Are  from  the  Asia,  tlie  citizena  effected 
their  purpose,  and  carried  off  twenty-one  pieces  of  CMiaon, 
being  al!  tliat  wen;  ntountcil  on  carriages.  Since  this  disturb- 
ance the  women  and  children  have  been  continually  moving 
out  of  town,  with  their  most  valuable  effects.' 

This  evening  was  married,  at  the  seat  of  Thaddeus  Butt, 
Esq.,  at  Fairfield,  Connecticut,  by  the  Reverend  Mr.  Elliot, 
the  Hon.  John  Hancock,  Esq,  President  of  the  Continental 
Congress,  to  Miss  Dorothy  Quincy,  daughter  of  Edmund 
Quincy,  Esq.,  of  Boston.  Floras  informs  us,  that  "  in  the 
second  Punic  war,  when  Hannibal  besieged  Home  and  was 
very  near  making  himself  master  of  it,  a  field  upon  which  part 
of  his  army  lay,  was  offered  for  sale,  and  was  immediately  pur- 
chased by  a  Boman,  in  a  strong  assurance  that  the  Koman 
valor  and  courage  would  soon  raise  the  siege."  Equal  to  the 
conduct  of  that  illustrious  citizen  was  the  marriage  of  the 
Honorable  John  Hancock,  Esq.,  who,  with  his  amiable  lady, 
has  paid  as  great  a  compliment  to  Atnerican.  valor,  and  dis- 
covered equal  patriotism,  by  marrying  now  while  all  the 
colonies  are  as  much  convulsed  as  Bome  when  Hannibal  iraa 
at  her  gates.'

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Adgubt  31. — ^Testeedat  morning  a  tender  cliased  into 
Stonington  harbor  two  small  eloops,  which  had  a  nntnber  of 
people  on  board  hound  to  Block  Island.  They  had  hnt  just 
time  to  get  on  ehore  before  the  tender  came  m,  which  after 
making  a  tack  came  close  alongside  of  Captain  Denison's 
wharf,  discharged  a  full  broadside  into  the  stores  and  houses, 
and  sailing  out  again,  in  a  little  time  returned  with  the 
Eose  man-of-war  and  another  tender.  As  soon  as  the  Ilose 
could  get  her  broadside  to  bear  on  the  town,  she  began  a  very 
heavy  flre,  also  the  tenders,  who  were  under  sail,  and  continued 
.  firing  the  whole  day,  with  very  little  intcrmiesion.  During 
the  time  a  flag  was  sent  off  from  the  shore,  desiring  Captain 
"Wallace,  commander  of  the  Rose,  to  let  tlicm  know  what  he 
meant  by  firing  on  the  to%vn.  His  answer  was,  that  he  did  it 
in  his  own  defence.  We  have  one  man  mortally  wounded,  and 
the  houses,  stores,  Ac,  very  much  shattered.  This  morning 
they  sailed  out  and  anchored  at  the  north  side  of  the  west  end 
of  Fisher's  Island,  where  thoy  remain.  Tlicrc  were  five  or  six 
people  killed  on  board  the  tenders,  by  the  inhabitants,  who 
assembled,  and  were  under  arms  the  wliole  day.  Tliey  have 
carried  off  a  eehooncr  loaded  witli  molasses,  belonging  to 
Patuset,  near  Providence,  from  the  "West  Indies,  and  the  two 
small  sloops  that  landed  the  peoi»]e.'

Why,  then  the  fate  of  these  petty 
rogues  is,  in  some  respects,  like  that  of  the  little  fish  tliat  are 
occasionally  devoured  to  fatten  and  keep  alive  the  larger  ones. 
Besides,  administration  have  herein  verified  the  ancient  aphor- 
ism, viz. :  set  a  rogue  to  catch  a  rogue.  Well,  what  next  ? 
Wliy  the  next  thing  is,  a  short  but  ferv^ent  petition,  that  Jack 
Ketch,  Esq.,  might  go  forward  in  the  business  of  hanging  with 
despatch,  till  the  world  is  filled  with  great  thieves  as  well  as 
little  ones.*

pate  the  horror  of  blood  suedumg ;  and  although 
war  is  not  yet  proclaimed,  nor  any  hostilities  oi-dered  by  Pai^ 
liamcnt  against  the  colonies  in  general,  jet  confiding  in  their 
etrength,  they  daringly  assanlt  our  towns,  and  destroy  lives 
npon  the  least  provocation  whatever. 

When  Porto  Bello  was  restored  to  the  Spaniards,  it  was 
agreed  that  the  English  should  hare  a  free  trade  there ;  before 
some  of  the  people  of  the  town  destroyed  one  of  the  English 
vessels  there  in  the  night,  and  murdered  the  men  on  board  her. 
Wlien  this  was  known,  ships  were  sent  to  demand  satisfaction, 
which  was  refused.  Orders  were  then  given  to  beat  down  the 
town.  The  commander  in  tliat  service  sent  a  boat  on  shore  to 
inform  the  inhabitants  of  hie  business,  and  desire  the  women 
and  children  to  remove  out  of  the  city.  IIo  allowed  them  a 
whole  day  for  the  purpose — sent  ashore  again  to  see  if  it  was 
done,  and  then  battered  down  only  some  of  the  houses,  and  a 
church  or  two,  and  that  in  tlie  day  time.  Such  Avas  the  tnic 
old  British  sjjirit,  even  when  dealing  with  Si>anianls  and  execu- 
ting positivu  oi-ders  !  How  diflerent  from  this  is  the  conduct 
of  those  inhuman  commanders  now  upon  our  coasts !  How 
detestable  their  character !  A  Wallace  and  an  Ayscough  dis- 
graced humanity  and  brought  reproa<h upon  the  British  Navy 
by  wantonly  employing  it  to  terrify  women  and  children. 
But  the  conduct  of  a  Vandeput  is  more  surprising 
and  cruel  than  even  thcii-s.  They  only  threatened 
— ^lie  actually  fired  upon  a  defenceless  town,  and  his  previous 
preparations  showed  that  he  was  not  actuated  by  a  nensc  of 
duty,  but^  by  the  cold-blooded  bailjarity  of  an  assassin.  He 
acknowledges  in  his  first  letter  that  he  was  informed  of  the 
design  of  taking  away  the  cannon  from  the  battorj- ;  why  then 
did  he  not,  by  a  letter  to  the  magistrates,  let  the  city  know  he 
esteemed  it  hia  duty  to  defend  those  gimsi  In  that  case  the 
town,  a]HJrised  of  his  determination,  might  have  thouj^ht  it 
more  prudent  to  desist  than  to  provoke  him.  But  upcui  his  own 
principle  of  protecting  tlie  battery,  what  right  had  he  to 
elevate  his  guns,  and  fire  heavy  balls  at  random  upon  the  city, 
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a  great  part  of  whose  inliabilants  must  consist  of  oliildren  and 
women.  Sarely  the  blood  of  iiinoct?iite  will  rise  iii  jiidginwit 
againet  liim.  It  was  not  owing  to  his  wUhes  or  endeavore, 
but  only  to  the  goodness  of  Almighty  God,  tlial  hundreds  of 
men,  totally  ignorant  of  what  was  doing  at  the  battery,  were 
not  murdered.  O  !  bad  this  hap|>ened  in  the  days  of  good  old 
King  George,  that  father  of  his  people,  it  would  have  cost 
\  andoput  not  only  hU  character  and  his  ebip.  hut  his  head 
would  atone  for  hie  horrid  barbarity.' 

Sefteubcr  19. — Tms  morning  the  mayor, of  New  York 
informed  tlie  eommittee  of  safety,  tlmt  GoTeroor  Tryon  ac- 
quainted him  he  had  received  a  letter  from  Lord  Dartuioutli, 
informing  luni  that  orders  had  been  ^ven  to  the  cotumanders 
of  Ills  majesty's  ships  in  America,  that  in  case  any  more  troops 
should  be  raised,  or  any  fortifications  erected,  or  any  of  his 
majesty's  stores  taken,  the  commanders  of  the  sliips-of-war 
ehould  consider  such  cities  or  places  in  a  state  of  rebellion.* 

Last  Saturday  night,  in  Duchess  County,  Kew  Torft, 
James  Smitli,  Esq.,  a  judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for 

Affair  In  ''^"^^  county,  was  very  handsomely  tarred  and 
Dncbcu  cuiintr.  feathered,  for  acting  in  open  contempt  of  the  re- 
solves of  the  county  committee,  as  was  Cocn  Smith,  of  tlie  same 
place,  for  the  like  behavior.  They  were  carted  five  or  six  miles 
into  the  country.  The  judge  undertook  to  sue  for,  and  re- 
cover the  arms  taken  from  the  Tories  by  order  of  said  commit- 
tee, and  actually  committed  one  of  the  eommittee,  who  assisted 
at  disarming  the  Tories,  which  enraged  the  people  so  much, 
that  they  rose  and  rescued  the  prisoner,  and  poured  out  their 
resentment  on  this  viUanous  retailer  of  the  law.' 

The  besieged  army  in  Boston  have  pulled  down  a  nnmbor 
of  houses  between  the  Haymarket  and  tlie  old  fortification ;

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but  whether  from  the  want  of  fuel,  or  to  make  room  for  erect- 
ing any  new  defence,  or  digging  a  canal,  we  have  not  been 
able  to  learn.     One  of  the  impressed  seamen,  who

had  the  good  fortune  to  make  their  escape  from 
there  last  night,  says  that  the  sailors  on  board  the  men-of-war 
are  very  sickly,  and  almost  all  of  them  very  feeble  and  greatly 
emaciated,  owing  to  bad  provisions. 

Last  war,  thirteen  brothers,  sons  of  one  woman  in  the  colo- 
ny of  Connecticut,  each  of  them  six  feet  high,  all  went  into  the 
war  in  defence  of  their  country,  and  were  all  brave  men.  This 
perhaps  is  the  most  remarkable  instance  of  the  kind  any  coun- 
tr)*-  hath  produced.  The  name  of  this  prolific  and  heroic 
family  is  Huntly.* 

September  20. — ^A  system  of  justice  similar  to  that  adopted 
against  the  devoted  town  of  Boston,  is  likely  to  be  established 
in  Virginia,  by  the  renowned  commander'  of  the  ii^p^„„  g^,,pp,„^ 
fleet  tliere.  He  has  in  the  course  of  this  week,  as  fi^i^c± 
a  reprisal  for  the  loss  of  a  tender,  seized  every  vessel  belonging 
to  Hampton  that  came  within  his  reach,  and  thereby  rendered 
himself  the  terror  of  all  the  small  craft  and  fishing  boats  in 
this  river,  especially  the  latter,  having  brought  some  of  them 
under  his  stem,  by  a  discharge  of  his  cannon  at  them.  He 
has  likewise  seized  a  vessel  belonging  to  the  Eastern  shore,  and 
having  honored  the  passengers  so  far  with  his  notice,  as  to  re- 
ceive tliem  on  board  his  own  vessel,  took  the  liberty  of  send- 
ing one  of  their  horses  as  a  present  to  Lord  Dunmorc.  Tliis 
act  of  generosity,  we  doubt  not,  will  gain  him  considerable 
interest  with  his  lordship,  it  being  an  instance  of  his  industry 
in  distressing  a  people,  who  have  of  late  become  obnoxious  to 
bis  excellency  for  their  spirited  behavior.  We  hope  that  those 
who  have  lived  under  and  enjoyed  the  blessings  of  the  British 
Constitution,  will  not  continue  tame  spectators  of  such  flagrant 
violations  of  its  most  salutary  laws  in  defence  of  private  prop- 
erty. Tlie  crimes  daily  committed  by  this  plunderer,  we 
would  not  willingly  brand  with  the  odious  name  of  piracy,

go.     He  bas  prosecuted  everj^  one  of  tbem,  and  tbe  matter  bas

This  afternoon,  between  two  and  three  o'clock,  an  officer  at 
tlie  head  of  a  party  of  marines  and  sailors  landed  at  tlic  County 
Wliarf,  in  Xorfolk,  in  Virginia,  under  cover  of  the  nicn-of-wai^ 
who  made  every  appearance  of  tiring  on  the  town,  should  the 
party  be  molested,  and  marched  up  the  main  street  to  Mr. 
Holt's  printing-office,  from  wlicnce  they  carried  off  tlic  types, 
and  sundry  other  printing  implements,  witli  two  of  the  work- 
men, and,  after  getting  to  the  water-side  with  their  booty,  gave 
three  clieers,  in  which  tlicy  were  joined  by  a  crowd  of  rascally 
negroes.  A  few  spirited  gentlemen  in  Norfolk,  justly  incensed 
at  so  flagrant  a  breach  of  good  order  and  the  constitution,  and 
highly  resenting  the  conduct  of  Lord  Dimmore  and  the  navy

continent,  and  lu  be  kept  on  foot  in  peace  as  well  as  in  wa 
Fortresses  are  to  be  built  in  the  provinces  of  !Kew  Englani 
New  York,  Pennsylvania,  and  Virginia,  in  which  those  forcij 
mercenaries  are  to  be  stationed,  and  accoiiinioclatcd  with  ba 
racks,  firing,  etc.,  at  the  expense  of  the  several  colonies  i 
which  they  shall  happen  to  be  qnartcrcd.  Besides  this,  a,  flo 
of  five  ships  of  the  line  and  twenty  frigates  are  always  to  1 
stationed  in  that  6cr\-ice,  both  to  prevent  smuggling,  and,  i 
case  of  any  disturbance,  to  be  ready  to  co-operate  in  reducin 
the  rebellions  or  disaffected  to  obedience.  Every  Hanoveris 
soldier,  who  shall  have  served  seven  years  Avith  the  approb 
tion  of  his  superior  officer  or  officers,  shall  have  a  portion  < 
ground,  not  more  than  fifty  nor  less  than  twenty  acres,  rei 
free,  forever.  Tlic  expense  of  raising  a  proper  habitation,  fu 
nishing  same,  purchasing  implements  of  husbandry,  etc.,  to  1 
defrayed  by  the  colony  in  which  he  shall  be  then  residen 
The  whole  expense  of  recruiting  to  be  provided  for  in  Ijl 
manner— that  is  to  say,  fifty  pounds  for  every  soldier,  and  on 
hundred  for  every  trooper,  rating  his  horse  at  fifty  and  himsel 
at  as  much  more.  Tliis  mercenary  army  is  to  consist  of  thirt 
battalions  of  infantry,  of  five  hundred  men  each,  and  fon 
regiments  of  cavalry ;  twenty  battalions  and  two  regiment 
of  which  are  always  to  be  stationed  in  the  four  Kew  Englan

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provinces,  and  the  remaining  ten  battalions  and  two  regiments 
at  New  York,  Philadelphia,  and  Williamsburg  in  Virginia, 
and  their  neighborlioods.  On  the  whole,  as  the  Germans  are 
known  to  be  a  very  prolific  people,  it  is  supposed  tliat  by  the 
beginning  of  the  year  1800,  there  will  be  no  less  than  a  mil- 
lion of  that  nation,  including  their  offspring,  within  the  four

It  appears  that  yesterday  she 
was  in  company  with  the  Kaven  man-of-war, 
bound  to  the  same  place,  but  parted  with  her 
in  the  night.  Meeting  a  fisherman  at  the  eastward  of  Cape 
Ann,  the  captain  inquired  the  course  to  Boston.  The  honest 
fishennan,  pointing  towards  the  Piscataqua,  said,  "There  is 
Boston."  The  crew  shaped  tlieir  course  accordingly,  and  soon 
found  themselves  imdcr  the  gims  of  a  battery  lately  erected 
by  the  people  of  New  Hampshire.  Tlie  commander  of  tlie 
battery,  with  a  number  of  men,  very  humanely  went  on  board 
to  pilot  the  sliip  up  to  Portsmouth.  "  I  cannot  go  there,"  said 
the  captain  of  the  ship,  "  I  am  bound  to  Boston."  "  But  you 
must,"  replied  the  other.  Then  he  ordered  lier  to  get  under 
way,  and  soon  carried  her  safe  alongside  a  wharf,  where  she  is 
taken  proper  care  of.  She  has  been  out  eleven  weeks  from 
Bristol,  in  England,  and  has  on  board  eighteen  hundred  bar-

Some  letters  of  his  were  intercepted  in  a  vesael  bound  ttom 
here  to  London,  which  were  filled  with  Uie  most  rillaaons  in- 
vectives and  scandalous  misrepresentations  of  the  first  charac- 
ters in  this  country,  and  the  public  proceedings. 

This  so  enraged  the  people  in  general,  that  if  it  had  not 
lieen  for  the  humanity  of  sonic  gentlemen  who  conducted  him 
to  gaol,  he  would  po&sibly  have  been  very  rouglily  handled. 
He  is  as  sulky  as  when  exalted  on  the  cart,  glories  in  tlio  niia- 
chief  he  still  hopes  to  do  this  eountry,  and  refuses  to  give  any 
satisfaction.

October  8.— Yesteedat  afternoon  appeared  in  eight  of 
Bristol  liarbor '  a  very  formidable  fleet,  consisting  of  sixteen 
Brijtoi  ^'^>  ^''^' '  f^""'*  mennaf-war,  one  bomb  ketch,  and 
Bomiardwi.  QtJjer  armed  vessels,  all  of  which,  excepting  the 
Glasgow,  which  ran  ashore  at  Papaqnash  point,  drew  up  in  a 
line  of  battle  from  one  end  of  the  town  to  the  other.  Soon 
after  they  had  moored,  a  barge  came  from  the  Rose  to  the  head 
of  a  wharf,  with  the  lieutenant,  who  asked  if  there  were  any 
gentlemen  on  tho  wharf?  TrVilliam  Bradford  being  present, 
answered  yes ;  whereupon  the  lieutenant  informed  him  Captain 
Wallace  had  a  demand  to  make  on  tlie  town,  and  desired  that 
two  or  three  of  the  principal  men,  or  magistrates,  of  the  town, 
would  go  on  board  his  ship,  within  an  hour,  and  hear  his  pro- 
posals ;  otherwise  hostilities  would  be  commenced  against  the

added,  that  if  Captain  Wallace  would  come  to  the  head  of  the 
wharf  the  next  morning,  he  should  be  treated  as  a  gentleman, 
and  the  town  would  consider  of  his  demands.  With  this  an- 
swer the  lieutenant  returned  on  board  the  Eose.  The  inhabit- 
ants being  made  acquainted  with  the  above  association,  re- 
paired to  the  wharf  and  waited  with  the  utmost  impatience 
for  a  reply  from  Captain  Wallace,  till  an  hour  had  expired, 
when  the  whole  fleet  began  a  most  heavy  cannonading,  and 
the  bomb  vessel  to  bombard  and  heave  shells  and  carcases  into 
the  town ;  which  continued,  without  intermission  an  hour  and 
a  half. 

In  the  mean  time.  Colonel  Potter,  in  the  hottest  of  the  fire, 
went  upon  the  head  of  the  wharf,  hailed  the  Eose,  went  on 
board,  and  requested  a  cessation  of  hostilities,  till  the  inhabit- 
ants might  choose  a  committee  to  go  on  board  and  treat  with 
Captain  Wallace  ;  which  request  was  complied  with  ;  and  six 
hours  were  allowed  for  the  above  purpose.  Colonel  Potter  re- 
turned and  made  a  report  to  the  committee  of  inspection,  who 
chose  a  select  committee  to  hear  Captain  Wallace's  demands, 
which,  after  they- had  gone  on  board.  Captain  Wallace  in- 
formed them  were  a  supply  of  two  himdred  sheep  and  thirty 
fat  cattle.  This  demand,  the  committee  replied,  it  was  impos- 
sible to  comply  with  ;  for  the  country  people  had  been  in  and 
driven  off  their  stock,  saving  a  few  sheep  and  some  milch 
cows. 

After  some  hours  had  expired,  during  the  negotiation, 
witliout  coming  to  any  agreement.  Captain  Wallace  told  them : 
''  I  have  this  one  proposal  to  make :  if  you  will  promise  to  sup- 
ply me  with  forty  sheep,  at  or  before  twelve  o'clock,  I  will  as- 
sure you  that  another  gun  shall  not  be  discharged."  Tlie 
committee,  seeing  themselves  reduced  to  the  distressing  alter- 
native, either  to  supply  their  most  inveterate  enemy  with  pro- 
visions, or  to  devote  to  the  flames  the  town,  witli  all  the  goods, 
besides  near  one  himdred  sick  persons,  who  could  not  be  re- 
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moved  without  tlie  utmost  bazard  of  their  lives ;  I  e»y,  seeing 
tlierasi'lves  reduced  to  (lus  drwidful  (lik-itiniu  of  two  evils,  re- 
lactantlj  choac  tlie  lefwt,  liy  iigrwiug  tu  supply  tlicm  with 
forty  sheep  at  the  tinie  apptiinteU,  wliich  wite  punctntlly  pep- 
foruiwl. 

Tlie  Reverend  Mr,  John  Burt,  having  been  confined  to  his 
hon^e  by  the  camp  distempor.  when  the  cajinoiiading  began, 
left  his  hftbitation  to  seek  some  place  of  safety,  and  to-day  was 
found  dead  in  a  neighboring  field.'  It  is  conjectured  that,  be- 
ing ovcrpomc  with  fear  and  fatigue,  he  fell  down  luid  was  una- 
ble to  raise  liimself  up,  and  so  expired.  A  child  of  Captain 
Timothy  Ingroham,  having  been  removed  in  the  rain,  is  aW 
dead. 

'\MiBt  equally  challenges  our  admirfttion  and  gratttudo  to 
Go<l  is,  that  no  more  lives  were  lost,  or  persona  hurt,  by  sneh 
an  incessant  and  hot  fire ;  the  streets  being  full  uf  men.  women, 
anil  children,  the  whole  time.  Tlie  shrieks  of  the  women,  the 
cries  of  the  cliildrcn,  and  groans  of  the  sick,  would  have  ex- 
torted a  tear  from  evtjh  the  eye  of  a  Nero.' 

Lord  "William  Campbell,  Governor  of  South  Carolina,  lias 
fled  with  the  utmost  precipitation  on  hoard  the  man-of-war  in 
Lorf  wiiiiMn  *''"  harbor ;  the  committee  of  Charleston  having 
Ciuipboii.  y(,j,y  fortunately  discovered  tliat  his  excellency 
had  employed  one  Cameron,  an  Indian  commissary  in  tlie  in- 
terior parts  of  that  province,  to  engage  the  Indians  in  the 
ministerial  serince.  He  had  actually  enlisted  six  hundred  of 
them,  and  furnished  them  with  ever;-  necessary  in  order  to 
butcher  the  inhabitants  of  the  back  country.  Tliis  plan  was 
discovered  by  a  gentleman  who  seized  tlie  express  on  its  way 
from  said  Cameron  to  the  Governor,  whom  he  knew  to  be  dis- 
affected to  the  American  cause,  and  conveyed  the  despatches

October  12. — Last  Tuesday,  one  of  the  privateers  from 
Beverly,  Massachusetts,  having  been  on  a  cruise  in  the  bay, 
was  followed,  on  her  return  into  port,  by  the  Bereriy 
iTantilus  man-of-war.  The  privateer  ran  aground  Prfvatoew. 
in  a  cove  a  little  mthout  Beverly  harbor,  where  the  people 
speedily  assembled,  stripped  her,  and  carried  her  guns,  etc., 
ashore.  The  man-of-war  was  soon  within  gun-shot,  when  she 
also  got  aground ;  she,  however,  let  go  an  anchor,  and  bringing 
her  broadside  to  bear,  began  to  fire  upon  the  privateer.  The 
people  of  Salem  and  Beverly  soon  returned  the  compliment 
from  a  number  of  cannon  on  shore,  keeping  up  a  warm  and 
well-directed  fire  on  the  man-of-war  for  two  or  three  hours, 
and  it  is  supposed  did  her  considerable  damage,  and  probably 
killed  and  wounded  some  of  her  men ;  but  before  they  could 
board  her,  which  tliey  were  preparing  to  do,  the  tide  arose 
(about  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening),  when  she  cut  her  cable 
and  got  off.  Some  of  her  shot  struck  one  or  two  buildings  in 
Beverly ;  but  no  lives  were  lost,  and  the  privateer  damaged 
very  little,  if  any.* 

It  is  said  General  Gage  has  actually  sailed  from  Boston  for 
England : — General  Howe,  since  he  took  command  of  tlie 
butchering  ai*my^  in  order  to  sliow  his  skill  in  the  art  tnilitaire^ 
on  Friday  last  began  a  smart  cannonade,  when  ninety-three 
shot  were  fired  from  the  several  batteries  at  Boston  on  the 
anny  at  Roxbury,  without  doing  any  other  damage  than 
wounding  one  man  in  the  arm  and  killing  two  cows.* 

A  PARTY  of  young  men  in  London  lately  went  to  one  of 
the  temporary  cook-shops  in  Covent  Garden,  when  one  of  them

"^  ^  eighth  year  of  his  age.  JIc  was  captain  of  a  rifle 
t'om]'any  mnv  in  the  continental  anny  before  Boston.  He 
served  as  a  captain  under  the  command  of  Lord  Dunmore,  in 
the  late  expedition  against  the  Indians,  in  which  he  eminently 
distinguislied  liimself,  by  his  prudence,  finnn ess,  and  intrepidity, 
as  a  brave  officer;  and  in  the  present  contest  between  the  par- 
ent state  and  the  colonies,  gave  proofs  of  his  attachment  to  the 
rights  and  liberties  of  his  countrj'.  lie  has  left  a  widow  and 
four  cluldi-cn  to  deplore  the  loss  of  a  husband  and  a  father ;  and 
by  his  death  his  country  is  deprived  of  a  worthy  and  esteemed 
citizen.  To-d.iyhe  was  interred  at  Trinity  Church.  His  funeral 
was  attended  from  his  lodgings  by  the  independent  companies 
of  militia,  and  tlie  most  respectable  inhabitants,  through  the 
principal  streets  to  the  elinrch.  Tlie  grenadiers  of  the  first 
battalion  fired  three  volleys  over  his  grave.

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and  fifty  Canadians,  in  order  to  get  possession  of  Montreal. 
Colonel  Prescot,  hearing  of  bfs  coming,  engaged  a  number  of 
people  from  tlie  suburbs,  at  half  a  joe  per  man,  to  join  a  party 
of  regulars  from  the  garrison,  and  to  go  out  against  him. 
They  met  about  two  miles  from  the  town,  when  a  smart  en- 
gagement ensued,  which  lasted  upwards  of  two  hours.  The 
enemy  had  two  field-pieces.  After  a  long  engagement,  the 
Americans  were  obliged  to  retire.  Colonel  Allen  and  two  or 
three  of  his  men  were  taken  prisoners,  and  about  as  many  were 
wounded ;  the  rest  returned  to  their  friends.  By  the  best  ac- 
counts we  learn  that  a  considerable  number  of  the  regulars 
were  killed  and  wounded.* 

Tms  morning  news  came  in  from  Marblehead,  that  a  small 
vessel,  sent  from  Boston  to  New  Providence,  in  tlie  Bahamas, 
for  fruit  and  turtle,  and  having  one  hundred  and  twenty  of  the 
latter  on  board,  came  either  accidentally  or  designedly  to  Mar- 
blehead, where  they  were  all  seized,  and  arc  now  on  tlic  road 
to  Cambridge.

and  four  men  from  the  Viper  were  put  on  board, 
with  two  of  Captain  Barnes's  crew,  and  the  master  of  another 
vessel,  lately  taken  by  the  enemy,  was  shipped  as  a  pilot.  Their 
orders  were  to  carry  the  vessel  to  Boston,  but,  if  separated  from 
the  others,  to  take  her  into  Newport.  They  parted  the  first 
night,  and  the  night  following  made  Khode  Island.  The  pilot 
was  carrying  her  in  at  the  east  side,  and  on  the  midshipman's 
expressing  his  surprise  at  not  seeing  the  lighthouse,  he  was  in- 
formed that  the  sons  of  liberty  had  burned  it.  They  soon 
came  to  an  anchor  at  Howland's  ferry ;  the  midshipman  in- 
qidred  for  the  man-of-war,  when  the  pilot,  pointing  to  the  lights 
on  the  shore,  told  him  they  were  the  ships.  Early  next  morn- 
ing the  pilot,  assisted  by  Captain  Barnes,  nailed  up  the  com- 
panion door,  and  beckoned  a  number  of  people  on  board  from 
the  shore,  who  released  the  pirates  from  their  confinement,  and 
conducted  them  to  head-quarters  on  the  island  ;  from  whence 
they  were  carried  to  Providence  and  safely  lodged  in  gaol.* 

After  Lord  Dunmore,  with  his  troops  and  navy,  had  been 
for  several  weeks  seizing  the  persons  and  property  of  his  Maj- 
esty's peaceable  subjects  in  Virginia,  on  "Wednes-  Hampton,  va., 
day  night  last  (25th)  a  party.from  an  armed  tender  ^^'^^'^^"^^  ' 
landed  near  Hampton,  and  took  away  a  valuable  negro  man 
slave  and  a  sail  from  the  owner ;  next  morning  there  appeared 
off  the  mouth  of  Hampton  river  a  large  armed  schooner,  a  sloop, 
and  three  tenders,  with  soldiers  on  board,  and  a  message  was 
received  at  Hampton  from  Captain  Squires,  on  board  the 
schooner,  that  he  would  that  day  land  and  bum  the  town  ;  on 
which  a  company  of  regulars  and  a  company  of  minute  men, 
who  had  been  placed  tliere  in  consequence  of  former  threats 
denounced  against  that  place,  made  the  best  disposition  to  pre- 
vent their  landing,  aided  by  a  body  of  militia  wlio  were  sud- 
denly called  together  on  the  occasion.    The  enemy  accordingly

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attempted  to  land,  but  were  retarded  by  eomo  boats  Biink 
across  the  channel  for  that  purpose ;  upon  this  they  fired  sev- 
eral email  cannon  at  tlie  provincials,  without  any  effect,  who,  'm 
rtitnm,  discharged  their  small  arms  bo  effectually,  as  to  make 
the  euemy  move  off,  with  the  loss  of  several  men,  as  it  is  be- 
lieved; but  tiiey  had,  in  the  mean  time,  burnt  down  a  house 
belonging  to  a  Mr.  Cooper,  on  that  river. 

On  uitclligence  of  this  reaching  TrPilliarasburg,  about  nine 
nt  night,  a  company  of  riflemen  were  despatched  to  the  aid  of 
Uampton,  and  tlie  colonel  of  tlie  second  regiment  sent  to  take  the 
coiiutiand  of  the  whole ;  who  with  tlie  company,  arrived  about 
eight  o'clock  nest  morning.  Tlie  enemy  bad,  in  the  night,  cut 
through  the  sunken  boats  and  made  a  passage  for  their  Tcsfivle, 
which  were  drawn  up  close  to  the  town,  and  began  to  fire 
upon  it  Boon  after  the  arrival  of  the  party  from  WilliamBbnrg ; 
but  as  soon  as  our  men  were  so  disposed  as  to  give  them  a  few 
shot,  they  went  off  so  hastily  that  our  peiiplo  tuok  n  email 
tfiidiT  with  tivf  wliilf  iik'H,  a  wiiiii:in,  ami  two  s-laves,  six 
swivels,  seven  muskets,  some  small  anns  and  other  things,  a 
sword,  pistols,  and  several  papers  belonging  to  a  Lieutenant 
IVright,  who  made  his  escape  by  jumping  overboard  and 
swimming  away,  with  Mr.  King's  negro  man.  They  are 
on  shore,  and  a  pursuit,  it  is  hoped,  may  overtake  them. 
Tliere  were  in  the  vessel  two  men  mortally  wounded ;  one  is 
since  dead  and  the  other  near  his  end;  besides  which,  nine 
men  were  seen  to  be  thrown  overboard  from  one  of  the  vessels. 
Wc  Iiad  not  a  man  even  wounded.  The  vessels  went  over  to 
Norfolk,  and  the  wliole  force  from  thence  is  intending  to  visit 
Hampton  to-day.  If  they  come,  we  hope  our  brave  troops 
will  be  prepared  for  tliem," 

"Tho  memory  of  the  just  is  blessed." 

On  the  morning  of  the  twenty-fourth  instant,  departed 
this  life,  at  Philadelphia,  in  the  seventy-second  year  of  her  age, 
in  certain  hope  of  a  joyful  resurrection,  Sarah  Morris,  an  emi- 
nent minister  among  the  people  called  Quakers,

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Her  life  and  conversation  were  uniformly  consistent  with 
her  Christian  profession,  adorning  the  doctrine  she  preached. 
Clieerful  without  gaiety,  serious  without  austerity,  and  pious 
without  affectation,  she  was  an  ornament  to  society  and  the  de- 
light of  her  friends  and  acquaintance,  whose  affliction  for  their 
loss  can  only  be  alleviated  by  an  assurance  that  it  is  her  great 
gain.  A  long  and  painful  illness  she  bore  with  the  fortitude 
and  resignation  becoming  a  Christian,  whose  expectations  of 
enduring  happiness  were  fixed  on  that  foundation  which  stand- 
eth  sure.* 

A  SHORT  time  before  the  skirmish  at  Concord,  Massachu- 
setts, the  officers  of  the  army,  being  highly  incensed  by  the  in- 
habitants of  Boston,  from  the  many  insults  which  had  been 
offered  them,  and  exasperated  by  the  many  inflammatory 
preachings  and  orations  delivered  from  the  pulpit,  resolved 
privately  to  take  an  opportunity  to  seize  the  promoters  of  these 
discourses,  the  principals  of  which  were  Adams,  Hancock,  and 
Doctor  Warren.  Tlie  scheme  was  now  laid,  and  the  young 
man  fixed  upon  to  carry  it  into  execution  was  an  ensign  in  the 
army,  who  was  to  give  the  signal  to  the  rest,  distributed  about 
the  church,  by  throwing  an  egg  at  Doctor  Warren  in  the  pul- 
pit. However,  this  scheme  was  rendered  abortive,  in  the  most 
whimsical  manner,  for  he  who  was  deputed  to  throw  the  egg 
fell  in  going  to  the  church,  dislocated  his  knee,  and  broke  the 
egg,  by  which  means  the  scheme  failed,  and  the  skinnish  at 
Concord  happening  within  a  few  days,  these  worthy  patriots 
of  their  countrj"  retired  to  Roxbury.'

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NoTKHBKB  1. — Colonel  Allkn's  misfortune  bappened  by 
reason  of  Ids  not  being  joined  by  four  hundred  men,  wliicli, 
undoubtedly,  would  have  enabled  liim  to  have 
witliBtood  tile  party  that  attm-ked  liim,  they  being 
only  tliree  hundred  strong.  Culouel  Allen  withstood  them  an 
hiiiir  :tn(i  a  riniirtur,  with  only  ;il)iint  lurty  men.  i.'x<.-hisive  of 
eeventy  Canadians.  When  the  party  from  Montreal  was 
marching  down  to  give  Colonel  Allen  battle,  he  retreated  to  an 
advantageous  spot  of  ground,  where  he  made  a  stand,  and  soon 
saw  a  party  of  men  filing  off  to  surround  him,  whereupon  he 
sent  off  about  half  his  men,  under  the  eonimand  of  Captain 
Youngs,  to  annoy  them ;  but  neither  Youngs  nor  any  of  his 
party  ever  fired  a  gun,  for  reasons  best  known  to  themselves, 
and  Allen  was  left  with  about  thirty-five  men,  as  most  of  the 
Canadians  left  him  on  the  first  fire  from  the  enemy.  Allen 
had  but  one  man  killed  in  the  skirmish — seventeen  of  the  ene- 
my were  killed ;  among  whom  are  Major  Cardcn,  who  com- 
manded the  party,  and  several  principal  Tory  merchants  of 
Montreal.  Several  Canadians  were  taken  prisoners  with  Colo- 
nel Allen,  whom  the  regular  officers  said  they  would  put  to 
death ;  on  wliich  Allen  stepped  up,  opened  his  breast,  and  said 
the  Canadians  were  not  to  blame;  that  he  brought  them  there, 
and  if  anybody  must  be  murdered,  let  it  be  him.  This  got 
him  great  credit  with  all  the  officers  at  Montreal,  and  Carletoo 
himself  said  it  was  a  pity  a  man  of  Allen's  spirit  should  be 
engaged  in  so  bad  a  cause,  as  he  calls  it.  Colonel  Allen  is 
prisoner  on  board  the  Gaepee  brig,  before  Montreal.     General 
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Schuyler  has  offered  to  give  np  any  officer  he  haa,  in  exchange 
for  hun,  but  has  not  yet  .received  an  answer.' 

Nearly  all  the  people  belonging  to  Cape  Ann,  in  Massa- 
chusetts, have  evacuated  the  towji,  and  have  proceeded  so  far 
in  removing  their  effects,  aa  to  take  away  the 
glass  windows  from  tlie  meeting-house  and  many 
of  the  dwelling-houses.  Lieutenant-colonel  Mason,  of  the  artil- 
lery, has  been  down  from  Cambridge  to  give  directions  in  for- 
tifying the  harbor,  wliere  two  batteries  are  already  erected,  and 
other  measures  taken  for  giving  the  enemy  a  proper  reception. 

"We  hear  that  Mr.  Samuel  Ilodgdon,  within  a  month  past, 
had  a  child  baptized  in  Boston,  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mather,  by 
the  name  of  Sauuel  Adaus  ;  and  last  Sabbath  was  baptized, 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  French,  at  Andover,  a  child  of  Nathanacl 
Appleton,  Esq.,  by  the  name  of  George  Washington,' 

November  7. — Tim  province  of  New  Hampshire  has  asked 
advice  of  the  Congress  relative  to  assuming  government.  Tlie 
Congress  advised  the  Provincial  Convention  to  n^w  nimwijiM 
grant  warrants  for  a  free  and  full  election  of  rep-  "^  Ati»i«- 
tesontatives  of  the  colony,  who,  if  they  think  it  necessary,  are 
to  choose  such  a  form  of  government  as  they,  in  their  judg- 
ment, shall  think  will  best  promote  the  happiness  of  the  peo- 
ple, and  preserve  peace  and  good  order  during  the  present 
dispute  with  Great  Britain,  Tlie  same  advice  was  given  to 
South  Carolina,  and  in  a  few  months  we  hope  every  colony 
will  be  perfectly  free.' 

TmB  day  Lord  Dunmore'  issued  the  following  proclamation,

"  A  Proclaj(ation  : — As  I  have  ever  entertaineid  hopoB  that 
an  aocommodation  might  have  taken  plaee  between  Gb-eat 
Britain  and  this  colony,  withont  being  compelled,  by  my  duty, 
to  this  most  disagreeable,  l)ut  now  absoliilely  necessary  step ; 
rendered  so  by  a  lnnly  of  urnieil  men,  nnlawfiiDy  afiseinMed, 
firing  upon  his  Majesty's  tenders ;  and  the  formation  of  an 
army,  and  that  army  now  on  their  way  to  attack  his  Majesty's 
troops  and  destroy  the  well-disposed  subjects  of  this  country. 
To  defeat  sneh  treasonable  purposes,  and  that  all  such  trai- 
tors and  their  abettors  may  be  brought  to  justice,  and  that  the 
peace  and  good  order  of  this  colony  may  be  again  restored, 
which  the  ordinary  course  of  the  civil  law  is  unable  to  effect; 
I  liave  thought  fit  to  issue  this,  my  proclamation,  hereby  de- 
claring, that  until  the  aforesaid  good  purposes  can  be  obtained, 
I  do,  in  virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  to  me  given  by  hia 
Majesty,  determine  to  execute  martial  law,  and  cause  the  eame 
to  be  executed  throughout  this  colony ;  and  to  the  end  that 
peace  and  good  order  may  the  sooner  be  restored,  I  do  require 
every  person  capable  of  bearing  arms  to  resort  to  bis  Majesty's 
Standard,  or  be  looked  iipon  as  a  traitor  to  his  erown  and 
government,  and  thereby  become  liable  to  the  penalty  the  law 
inflicts  upon  such  offences,  such  as  forfeiture  of  life,  confisca- 
tion of  landfl,  etc.,  ete.  And  1  do  hereby  further  declare  all 
indentured  servants,  negroes,  or  others,  appertaining  to  rebels, 
FBEE,  that  are  willing  and  able  to  bear  arms ;  they  joining  his 
Majesty's  troops,  as  soon  as  may  be,  for  tiie  purpose  of  re- 
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ducing  this  colony  to  a  proper  Bense  of  tlicir  duty  to  his  Maj- 
esty's crown  and  dignity.  I  do  further  order  and  require,  all 
liiB  Majesty's  liege  siibjccta  to  retain  tlieir  (jiiit  rents,  or  any  other 
taxes  due,  or  that  may  become  due,  in  their  own  custody,  till 
Bueh  time  as  i>eafo  be  again  restored  to  this  at  present  most  un- 
happy country,  or  demanded  of  them,  for  their  former  salutary 
purposes,  by  officers  properly  aiithorized  to  receive  tlie  same." ' 
It  is  necessary,  for  the  welfare  of  two  sorts  of  people,  that 
the  appearance  of  this  proclamation  should  be  attended  with 
some  comment.  Such  as  have  mi.\ed  iiinch  in  so-  Ri™rk>i.n  L..rti 
ciety,  and  have  had  opportnnitics  of  hearing  the  lauiotiBn. 
subject  of  the  present  unnatural  contest  discussed,  will  be  but 
little  startled  at  the  appellation  of  rehel.,  because  they  will  know 
it  is  not  merited.  But  others  there  may  be,  whose  circ-um- 
Btanecs  may,  in  a  great  measure,  have  excluded  them  from  the 
knowledge  of  public  matters,  wlio  may  be  sincerely  attached 
to  the  interest  of  their  eoimtry,  and  wlio  may  yet  be  frightened 
to  act  against  it,  from  the  dread  of  incurring  a  guilt  which, 
by  all  good  men,  is  justly  abhorred.  To  these,  it  may  bo 
proper  to  address  afew  remarks  upon  this  proclamation;  and,  aa 
a  part  of  it  respects  the  negroes,  and  seems  to  offer  something 
very  flattering  and  desirable  to  them,  it  may  be  doing  them, 
as  well  as  the  country,  a  service,  to  give  them  a  just  view  of 
wliat  they  are  to  expect,  should  they  be  so  weak  and  wicked 
as  to  comply  with  what  Lord  Dunmore  requires.  Tlioso,  then,

the  readiest  way  to  gain  our  affections.  After  insulting  oar 
persons,  he  now  presumes  to  iustilt  our  undcrstoudings  also. 
Bo  not  believo  his  words,  when  liie  netious  so  directly  coutn»- 
diet  them.  If  he  wished  for  an  accommodation  ;  if  he  bad  a 
desire  to  restore  peace  and  order,  as  he  professes,  it  was  to  be 
upon  terms  Uiat  would  have  been  disgraceful,  and,  in  the  end, 
destructive  of  every  thing  dear  and  valuable. 

Consider,  again,  the  many  attempts  that  have  been  made 
to  enslave  ns.  Nature  gave  us  eiiual  privileges  with  the  peo- 
ple of  Great  Britain :  we  arc  equally,  with  tlicm,  entitled  to 
the  disposal  of  onr  own  property ;  and  we  have  never  resigned 
to  them  those  rights,  wliich  we  derived  from  nature.  But  they 
have  endeavored,  unjustly,  to  rob  us  of  tbem.  They  have 
made  acts  of  parliament,  in  which  we  in  no  manner  concurred, 
wliich  dispose  of  onr  propei'ty  ;  aets  which  abridge  us  of  lib- 
erties we  once  enjoyed,  and  which  iini>ose  burdens  and  i-estraints 
upon  us  too  heavy  to  be  borae.     Had  we  immediately  taken

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up  arms  to  assert  our  rights,  and  to  prevent  the  exercise  of  im- 
lawfiil  power,  tliongh  our  cause  would  have  been  just,  yet  our 
conduct  would  have  been  precipitate,  and,  so  far,  blauiable. 
"VTe  might  then,  with  some  shadow  of  justice,  have  been 
charged  with  releUion,  or  a  disposition  to  rebel.  But  this  was 
not  the  way  we  behaved.  We  petitioned  once  and  again,  in 
Hie  moat  dutiful  manner ;  we  hoped  the  rightconsness  of 
our  cause  would  appear,  that  our  conipluinta  would  be  heard 
and  attended  to;  we  wished  to  avoid  the  horrors  of  a  ctvii 
war,  and  so  long  proceeded  in  this  fruitless  tratrk,  tliat  our  not 
adopting  a  more  vigorous  opposition  seemed  rather  to  proceed 
fi-om  a  spirit  of  meanness  and  fear  tlian  of  peace  and  loyalty ; 
and  all  that  we  gained  was,  to  be  more  gricvonsly  oppi-cssed. 
At  length  we  resolved  to  witlihold  our  commerce  from  Great 
Britain,  and,  by  thus  affecting  her  interest,  oblige  her  to  ixt- 
diess  our  grievances.  But  in  this  also  we  have  been  disap- 
pointed. Our  assotriations  have  been  deemed  unlawful  combi- 
nations, and  opposition  to  government.  Wo  have  been  entirely 
deprived  of  our  trade  to  foreign  countries,  and  even  amount 
onrselves,  and  fleets  and  annics  have  been  sent  to  reduce  lis  to 
a  compliaiK-e  with  tlie  unjust  and  arbitrary  demands  of  the 
British  minister  and  corrupt  parliament.  RcducL'd  to  such 
circmnstances,  to  what  could  we  have  recourse  but  to  arms? 
Every  other  expedient  Iiaving  been  tried  and  found  ineffoetnal, 
this  alone  was  left,  and  this  we  have,  at  last,  unwillingly 
adopted.  If  it  ho  rehUion  to  take  up  anus  in  such  a  cause  as 
this,  rebellion,  tlien,  ia  not  only  justifiable,  but  an  honorable 
tiling. 

But  let  us  not  be  deceived  with  empty  sounds.  Tlicy  who 
call  us  rebels  cannot  make  ns  so.  Rebellion  is  open,  and 
avows  opposition  to  lawful  authority ;  but  it  is  usurped  and 
arbitrary  power  which  wo  liave  determined  to  oppose.  Societies 
are  formed  and  magistrates  appointed,  that  men  may  the  bet- 
ter enjoy  the  blessings  of  life.  Some  of  the  rights  which  they 
have  derived  from  nature  they  part  with,  that  tliey  may  the 
more  peaceably  and  safely  possess  tlie  rest.  To  preserve  the 
rights  they  have  reserved,  is  the  duty  of  every  member  of  so- 
ciety ;  and  to  deprive  a  people  of  tliese  is  treaton,  is  rebellion 
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ttgainst  the  state.  If  this  doctrine,  tlien,  be  right,  which  » 
one,  we  believe,  will  venture  to  deny,  we  arn  dutiful  iiiunibur 
of  society ;  and  tho  persons  who  endeavor  lo  rob  ns  of  od 
riglite,  th^y  are  the  rdiekt, — tv/znh  to  tfuttr  cmtntrt/  and  to  th 
rights  of  human  nature.  We  are  acting  the  part  of  loyal  sot 
jectB,  of  faitliful  members  of  the  community,  when  we  stun 
furtJi  ill  opposition  to  tho  arbitrary  and  oppressive  aet6  of  a&d 
man,  or  set  of  men.  Resort,  not,  then,  to  the  standard  whiel 
r^rd  Dnnnioro  baa  Ret  np ;  and,  if  any  of  you  have  been  » 
Tnietaken  in  yonr  dnty  as  to  join  him,  fly  from  liie  camp  as  ai 
infected  place,  and  speedily  rejoin  your  virtnous.  Biiiferiitj 
countrj-men ;  for  be  yoii  well  assured,  that  the  time  will  coin 
when  these  iovaders  of  the  riglite  of  bnmau  kind  will  Buffo 
the  punishment  dne  to  their  vrimes ;  luid  when  Uie  insulta 
and  oppressed  Americans  ^vill.  if  they  preserve  their  virtue 
trinmpli  over  all  their  enemies, 

Tlic  seiL-oiid  clas^  tif  pcopk',  for  whose  sake  a  few  remark 
Upon  this  proclamation  seem  necessary,  is  the  negroes.  Tlie; 
have  been  flattered  with  their  freedom,  if  they  b 
abletobcararms,  and  will  speedily  join  Lord  I>nr 
more's  troops.  To  none,  then,  is  freedom  promised,  but  to  bdcI 
as  are  able  to  do  Lord  Dunmore  scr^'ice.  Tlie  aged,  the  inflmi 
the  women  and  children,  are  still  to  i-emain  the  property  o: 
their  masters ;  masters  who  will  he  provoked  to  severity,  shonli 
part  of  their  slaves  desert  tbem.  Lord  Dnnmore's  declaration 
therefore,  is  a  cruet  declaration  to  the  negroes.  He  does  no 
even  pretend  to  make  it  out  of  any  tenderness  for  them,  bu 
solely  on  his  own  account ;  and,  should  it  meet  with  succeed 
it  leaves  by  far  the  greater  number  at  the  nien*y  of  an  enrago 
and  injured  people.  But  should  there  be  any  among  the  n< 
groes  weak  enough  to  believe  that  Dumnore  intends  to  4 
tlieni  a  kindness,  and  wicked  enough  to  provoke  the  fury  a 
the  Americans  against  their  defenceless  fathers  and  mothen 
their  wives,  their  women  and  children,  let  them  only  conside 
tlie  difficulties  of  effecting  their  escape,  and  what  they  mus 
expect  to  suffer  if  they  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  Americaiu 
Let  them  farther  consider  what  must  be  their  fate,  should  th 
EngliBh  prove  coDqnerors  in  this  dispute.    If  we  can  judge  o:

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the  fntare  from  the  past,  it  will  not  be  mnch  mended.  Long 
have  the  Americana,  moved  by  coinpasBion,  and  actuated  by 
sound  policy,  endeavored  to  stop  the  progress  of  slavery.  Our 
assemblies  have  repeatedly  passed  acts  laying  lieavy  duties  upon 
imported  negroes,  by  which  they  meant  altogether  to  prevent 
the  horrid  traHic  ;  but  their  liumane  intentions  have  been  aa 
often  frustrated  by  the  cnielty  and  covetousnesB  of  a  set  of 
English  merchants,  wlio  prevailed  upon  the  king  to  repeal  our 
kind  and  mci-ciful  acts,  little  indeed  to  tlie  credit  of  liis  human- 
ity. Can  it  tlien  bo  supposed  that  the  ncgi-oes  will  be  better 
used  by  the  English,  who  have  always  encouraged  and  upheld 
this  slavery,  than  by  their  present  mastci's,  who  ])ity  their  con- 
dition, who  wish,  in  general,  to  make  it  as  easy  and  comfort- 
able as  possible,  and  who  would  willingly,  were  it  in  their 
power,  or  were  they  permitted,  not  only  prevent  any  more  ne- 
groes from  losing  their  freedom,  but  restore  it  to  such  as  have 
already  unliapi»ily  lost  it  i 

No ;  these  ends  of  Lord  Dunmore  and  his  party  being  an- 
swered, they  will  either  give  up  the  oftending  negroes  to  the 
rigor  of  the  laws  tliey  have  broken,  or  sell  them  in  the  West 
Indies,  where  every  year  tlioy  sell  many  thousands  of  their 
miserable  brethren,  to  pcrisli  either  by  the  inclemency  of  the 
weather,  or  the  cruelty  of  barbarous  masters.  Be  not  then,  yc 
negrot;B,  tempted  by  this  proclamation  to  niin  yourselves. 
We  have  given  you  a  faithful  view  of  what  you  are  to  expect ; 
and  declare,  before  God,  in  doing  it,  we  have  considered  your 
welfare  as  well  as  that  of  the  country.  Whether  you  will  profit 
by  the  adviec,  we  cannot  toll ;  but  this  we  know,  that  whether 
we  suffer  or  not,  if  you  desert  us,  you  most  certainly  will.'

Nn  provisions  allowed  the 
king's  ships.  Two  ftcliootiere  fitted  out,  moniiting  fourtcHn  Aud 
twelve  gnns,  and  full  manned  as  crruiscPB.  Tliv  tliryc  forta  in 
CliarlfiAton  and  the  first  Itafitioii,  fortitiud  with  uiumoD.  Alt 
intronchment,  about  four  mih«  from  town,  laid  out;  tools 
made  and  men  ready  to  begin  the  intrenchraent  whwi  the  tx- 
•pvi-m  uatnu  nwnr.  Women  and  children  a]nioi>t  all  moved  out 
of  town,  and  barracks  built  for  tlicm  in  the  countty.  Tliisy 
have  twenty  tona  of  powder,  and  the  (luaiility  daily  increnuing. 
Two  tUoiiBaiid  men  in  imifonnK,  Muu  faCMl  witli  red.  Light 
lioreu,  five  hundred,  blue  faced  with  wliite,  and  well  fnrQLah(<<d. 
Tlie  militia  in  the  country  in  fine  order ;  drill  wa^ieants  having  . 
been  sent  among  them  many  months  past.  Tho  Tegtdat«n  in 
tlio  back  fountiy,  who  were  under  oath,  have  entered  intw  a 
treaty  to  rcimiin  neuter ;  TliumaS  Fletcher  and  Patrick  Cun- 
ningham, their  chiefB,  are  now  in  Charleston.  Tlie  people  are 
under  no  apprehensions  from  their  negroes.  Tlie  Honorable 
William  Ilenry  Drayton,  the  worthy  judge  of  the  superior 
court,  has  made  a  treaty  with  the  Cherokees  to  assist  the  in- 
habitants in  case  of  necessity.' 

XovKMBER  10. — Yesterday  a  ]mrty  of  regulars  from  Boston, 
amounting  to  fonr  or  five  luindrcil  men,  embarked  in  a  num- 

FiKhion  ^"^''  '^^  barges  from  Charlcstown  Point,  about  one 
Lecbmorfs  I'oint  o'(.],)(.];,  r.  M.,  when  the  tide  was  at  a  high  flood, 
and  landed  ui>on  Leehmere's  Point,  under  cover  of  a  man-of- 
war  and  a  floating  battery,  where  tlioy  seizc<l  a  sentinel  who 
was  drunk  aud  asleep  upon  his  post.  Tlie  other  sentiTiels  fired 
upon  them,  and  tlien  gave  the  alarm  to  the  camp  upon  Pros- 
pect Ilitl.  Leehmere's  Point  is  a  piece  of  high  land  sur- 
rounded by  mai'sh,  and  when  the  tide  is  up  is  entii-ely  an  island. 
Tliis  circnm.stance  the  regulars  knew,  and  intended  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  it.  Tlieir  purpose  was  to  steal  tho  sheep  and  cattle 
that  were  feeding  there.     Tliey  efiected  a  landing  without  op-

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position  (as  indeed  there  were  none  at  that  time  on  the  ground 
to  oppose  thorn),  and  began  to  drive  tlie  cattle  to  their  boats. 
His  excellency '  ordered  Colonel  Tlionipson  and  his  regiment 
of  Pennsylvania  riflemen  to  turn  out  immediately,  and  they 
obeyed  with  cliecrfulness.  Colonel  Thomiisou  and  Colonel 
Mifflin'  headed  tliem,  and  passed  the  morass  up  to  tlieir 
breasts  in  water.  Wlien  they  were  all  over  and  formed  under 
cover  of  a  hill,  they  marched  forward.  Colonel  Tlioinpson 
gave  the  Indian  yell,  which  was  re-echoed  back  from  the 
whole  regiment,  who  immediately  rushed  out  from  tlieir  am- 
buscade, and  poured  in  whole  volleys  upon  the  re^ilars,  who 
returned  the  fire  in  groat  confusion,  and  retreated  with  the 
greatest  precipitation  on  board  tlieir  boats,  firing  at  random 
npon  our  men,  who  kept  up  a  heavy  fire  ui>on  thcni,  notwith- 
Btandbig  the  constant  blaze  from  tlie  man-of-war,  floating  bat- 
tery, and  boats,  whicli  latter  mounted  six  patterarocs,  or  swiv- 
els, each.  Tlie  event  of  the  skirmish  is  yet  uncertain :  doubt- 
less they  must  have  lost  a  number  of  men,  as  our  shot  were 
well  planted.  We  fired  a  few  shot  at  tliein  from  Pi-onpect  Hill, 
and  a  field-pieee,  we  had  planted  for  the  purjuise,  in  tlie  valley 
below.  Some  of  onr  men  are  badly  wounded,  but  wc  hear  of 
none  of  them  who  were  killed.  When  the  enemy  saw  they 
were  likely  to  be  prevented  in  accomplishing  tlieir  purjiose, 
with  a  villaiiona  malice,  cliaractei-istie  of  the  tools  of  despot- 
ism, they  stabbed  the  poor  dumb  cattle.  During  the  engage- 
ment twenty-two  large  ships  hove  in  sight,  witli  troops  from 
England  and  Ireland.' 

Tliis  day  three  dead  bodies  liavc  floated  along  shore,  sup- 
posed to  be  drowned  by  the  sinking  of  a  barge,  which  our 
field-pieces  stoi-e.  Tlie  enemy  bad  cannon  iihiccd  at  Uie 
water's  edge,  along  Cliarlestown  Point,  which,  together  with 
the  large  artillery  from  Bunker  Hill,  made  an  ineesfiant  raar, 
with  grape-shot,  cliain-sliot,  tfec,  but  to  no  purjtosc.  Tlie  lifle- 
inen  drove, them  like  a  herd  of  swine  down  a  steep  jiiaec, 
wliere  some  of  tliem  were  killed,  drowned,  or  scared  to  death.

After  tho  commencement  of  iho  war, 
be  Sed  to  New  York  city,  where  he  remained  until  tho  declaration  of  peace.  In 
KoTember,  1781,  he  was  conBeerated  as  bishop  of  the  Episcopal  Churth  of  Con- 
necticut, and  for  man]'  jears  after  discharged  the  duties  of  the  office  at  New 
London,  in  ConnecticaL    Ho  died  in  1786.

December  0. — At  Quibbletown,  Now  Ji.-retjy,  Thomaa  Ran- 
dolpli,  cooper,  wlio  had  puliliply  proved  Iiinisolf  an  cnemj  to 

A(&ir«t  '''*  fOTintry,  by  reviling  Hiid  using  his  Bhnost 
QLiibijicio«n.  gndcavors  to  opjMiso  the  ]irocceding9  of  llie  coiiti- 
noiiUil  aTnl  jiroviiK-ial  conventions,  in  defem-e  uf  their  rights 
and  liberties  ;  and  being  judged  a  person  not  of  consequence 
enough  for  a  severer  pnnislnnciit,  was  ordered  to  be  stripped 
naked,  well  coated  witli  tar  and  featliers,  and  carried  in  a 
wagon  publicly  around  the  town — wliicli  punishment  was  ac- 
cordingly inflicted.  As  soon  as  he  became  duly  sensible  of 
his  offence,  for  wbieli  he  eiimestly  begged  pardon,  and  prom- 
ised to  atone,  as  far  as  he  was  able,  by  a  contrary-  behavior  for 
the  future,  lie  was  released  and  suffered  to  return  to  his  honse, 
in  less  than  half  an  honr.  Tlie  whole  was  conducted  with 
that  regularity  and  decorum  that  ought  to  be  observed  in  all 
public  punishments.' 

Some  time  ago  some  boys  in  the  Queen's  County,  Long  Isl- 
and, having  caught  several  catu,  went  to  the  plain,  with  their 
Tii«  Qu»n>  "^og^i  'o  havo  the  pleasure  of  hunting  them.

*  As  (lie  socne  of  utlion  [s  but  little  known  to  tlie  gnnernlity  of  people,  it  maj 
be  ncccasttry  to  give  Rome  descriplion  of  it,  that  tlie  reUlion  mny  bo  more  clear 
and  futiBfaclory.  Tlie  Grvat  Britlgc  is  built  over  what  ia  culled  tbn  Eouthem 
branch  of  Elimbcili  River,  twclrc  niilcB  above  Norfolk.  Tbe  land  on  each  side  is 
marshy  to  a  coneidvrablc  itistancc  from  the  river,  cicept  at  the  two  extremities  of 
the  bridge,  nherc  are  two  pieces  of  firm  land,  which  may  not  improperly  be  called 
islandii,  being  surroanded  entirely  by  water  and  mnrsh,  and  joined  to  the  main- 
land by  caiisewnyB.  On  the  Utile  piece  of  firm  ground  on  (he  farther  or  Norfolk 
side,  Lord  Dunmore  had  erected  his  fort  in  such  a  manner  that  his  cannon  eotn- 
manded  the  causeway  on  his  own  udc,  and  (he  bridge  betiveen  liini  and  us,  vith 
the  marshes  around  him.  The  island  on  this  side  of  the  river  eontaincd  sii  or 
ecTcn  houacB,  tome  of  which  trere  burnt  down  (the  nearest  to  tlie  bridge)  by  the 
enemy,  nder  the  arriral  of  our  troops ;  in  the  others,  adjoining  (he  causcwny  on 
each  side,  were  atalioned  a  guard  every  night  by  Colonel  Woodford,  but  widi- 
drawn  before  day,  as  Ihey  might  not  bo  c^iposed  to  the  fire  of  the  enemy's  fori  in 
recriMsing  the  causeway  (o  our  camp,  this  causeway  being  aliio  commanded  by 
their  cannon.  Tlic  causeway  on  our  wde  was  in  length,  about  one  hundred  and 
sixty  yards,  and  on  the  hither  extremity  our  breastwork  was  thrown  np.  From 
the  breastwork  ran  a  street,  gradually  ascending,  about  (he  length  of  four  hun- 
dred yiird.i,  to  a  churcli,  where  our  main  body  was  encamped. — Pintiifi/'i  I'tryinio 
Oatettt,  December  20.

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the  mean  time  the  enemy  had  crossed  tlic  l)ridgc,  fiird  the  re- 
maining honscfi  on  the  ielund,  ami  wmie  large  [lili'*  of  shingles, 
and  attacked  our  gnai-d  in  the  broastwork.  Oair  men  returned 
tliii  fire,  and  tlirew  tlieni  into  some  confueion,  but  the;;f  wore 
iiit.t;iiitly  rallied  by  Captain  Fordycy,  and  advanced  alotig  the 
causeway  witli  great  renolutinn,  keoj>ing  up  n  conslunt  and 
heavy  Are  as  they  approaclied.  Two  fiold-pieees,  wUtcti  liod 
been  brought  across  the  bridge  and  planted  on  the  edge  of 
the  island,  facing  the  left  of  onr  breastwork,  playinl  bridkly  at 
the  same  time  npon  us.  Lient.  Travis,  wlio  eoiiiniaiided  in  iho 
breastwork,  ordered  liis  mem  to  reserve  their  fire  till  the  ojic- 
my  eame  within  the  distance  of  flfly  yai-da,  and  tlien  they 
gave-  it  to  tliem  with  terrible  execution.  Tlie  bravo  Fordyce 
exerted  hitneclf  to  keep  up  their  spirits,  reminded  them  of 
their  ancient  glory,  and,  waving  bis  hat  over  his  head,  OD- 
eourngingly  told  them  the  day  was  their  own.  Tims  pressing 
forward  he  fell  witliin  fifteen  steps  of  tlie  breastwork.'  His 
wounds  were  many,  and  his  death  woidd  have  been  that  of  a 
hero,  had  lie  met  it  in  a  better  cause.  Tlie  progress  of  the 
enemy  was  now  at  an  end ;  they  retreated  over  tlie  causeway 
with  jnccijiitation,  and  were  dreadfully  galled  in  the  real'. 
Hitherto  on  our  side  only  the  guard,  consisting  of  twenty-ftve, 
and  some  others,  uiion  the  whole  not  amounting  to  more  tlian 
ninety,  bad  been  engaged.  Only  the  regulars  of  the  14th 
regiment,  in  mmiber  one  lumdrcd  and  twenty,  had  advanced 
upon  the  causeway,  and  about  two  hundred  and  thirty  Tories 
and  negroes  had,  after  crossing  the  bridge,  continued  upon  the 
island.  Tlie  regulars,  after  retreating  along  the  causeway, 
were  again  rallied  by  Captain  Leslie,  and  the  two  field-pieces 
continued  to  jilay  upon  our  men.  It  was  at  this  time  that  Col- 
onel Woodford  was  advancing  down  the  street  to  the  breast- 
work with  the  main  body,  and  against  him  wils  now  directed 
the  whole  fire  of  the  enemy.  Never  were  cannon  better 
served  ;  but  yet,  in  the  face  of  them  and  the  mnskctry  which

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kept  up  a  continual  blazi',  our  men  marched  on  with  the  ut- 
most intrepidity.  Colonel  Stevens,  of  tlie  Culpepcr  battalion, 
was  sent  around  to  the  left  to  flank  the  enemy,  which  was 
done  with  such  activity  and  spirit  that  a  rout  immediately  on* 
sued.  Tlie  enemy  fled  into  their  fort,  leaving  behind  them 
the  two  field-pieces,  which,  however,  they  took  care  to  spiUo 
up  with  nails.  Many  were  killed  and  wounded  in  tlic  flight, 
but  Colonel  "Woodford  very  prudently  restrained  his  troops 
from  urging  tlieir  pursuit  too  far.  From  the  beginning  of  the 
attack  till  the  rc|)H]sc  from  tlie  breastwork  raiglit  be  about 
fourteen  or  fifteen  minutes ;  till  the  total  defeat,  upwards  of 
half  an  hour.  It  is  said  that  some  of  the  enemy  preferred 
death  to  captivity,  from  a  fear  of  being  scalped,  which  Lord 
Dunmorc  inhumanly  told  them  would  be  tlieir  fate  should 
they  bo  taken  alive.  Tiiirty-onc  killed  and  wounded  fell  into 
our  hands,  and  the  number  borne  off  was  much  greater. 
Through  the  wliole  of  the  engagement  every  oflicer  and  sol- 
dier behaved  with  tlic  {jrcatest  courage  and  ealmncss.  The 
conduct  of  our  sentinels  we  cannot  pass  over  in  silence.  Be- 
fore they  quited  their  stations,  they  fired  at  least  three  rounds 
as  the  encmj'  were  crossing  the  bridge,  and  one  of  them,  who 
was  posted  behind  some  shingles,  kept  his  ground  till  ho  had 
fired  eight  times  ;  and  after  receiving  a  whole  platoon,  made 
his  cBcajie  over  the  causeway  into  our  breastwork.  Tlie  scene 
was  closed  with  as  much  humanity  as  it  had  been  conducted 
with  hravorj'.  Tlic  work  of  death  being  over,  every  one's  at- 
tention was  dircf^ted  to  the  succor  of  the  uiiliajipy  sufi^erers, 
and  it  is  an  undoubted  fact  that  Captain  Leslie  was  so  affected 
■with  tlic  tenderness  of  our  troojis  towards  those  who  were  yet 
capable  of  assistamre,  that  he  gave  signs  from  the  fort  of  his 
thankfulness  for  it,"     What  is  not  to  be  paralleled  in  historj', 

'  The  solilkra  ghoircd  the  greatest  humanity  and  tcndcrnc!9  to  the  wounded 
prisoners.  Several  uf  Ihcm  ran  through  a  hot  fire  to  lift  up  nnd  bring  in  somo 
th&t  Here  bleeding,  and  whom  tliej  feared  would  die  if  not  speedily  assisted  bj  tha 
surgeon.  The  prisoners  expected  to  be  scalped,  and  called  out,  "  For  fiod's  sake 
do  not  murder  ua."  One  of  them  who  was  unable  Co  walk,  calling  out  in  this 
manner  to  one  of  our  men,  was  answered  by  bim,  "  Pat  jour  arm  about  mj  ncek, 
and  ni  show  70U  what  I  intend  to  do."  Then  taking  him,  wilh  liia  arm  over  his 
neck,  he  walked  slowly  along,  bearing  him  op  with  great  tendemcu  to  the  brcaat- 
work. — Ptnii»yltania  Sitrdng  Patt,  January  6. 
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and  will  scarcely  appear  credible,  exet-pt  to  bucIi  as  acbuoi 
wige  a  ProvidfiDCC  over  huumn  atfHirs,  tliis  victory  was 
lit  the  expense  of  no  more  than  a  slight  wound  iu  a  aoldierVI 
liiuid ;  and  one  circuinatanco  which  renders  it  still  more  oina*- 
ing  is,  that  the  fi[;ld-piei:!es  raked  the  whole  length  of  thA 
street,  and  nbsuhitely  ttirew  douTile-liended  shot  as  fjir  as  th« 
ehurch ;  and  afterwardg.  as  onr  troops  approaclied,  cannonaded 
tiium  heavily  witli  grape-shot.' 


Last  week  General  Howe  gave  orders  for  taking  down  die 
Olil  Xortli  meeting-honse,  the  first,  and,  for  some  time,  the  only 
ThooMSonh  p'''"^^  **^  worahip  in  Boston,  and  one  hundred 
ciiuKh  duirared.  wooden  Louses,  for  firewood ;  another  mectifi^ 
honsc  is  turned  into  barracks  ;  and  a  third  into  a  riding 
school.  "What  they  will  do  with  it  now,  tlic  liorees  being  sent 
away,  we  cannot  tell ;  bat  the  rcgiiliirs,  alias  iiiinisteriiilists, 
have  a  particnlar  Ejtito  against  mecting-lionses.  TIio  wooden 
houses  were  taken  down  to  supply  some  vessels  with  fuel,  that 
are  gone  to  England  with  about  eight  hundred  invalids. 

General  Gage,  in  one  of  his  letters  to  the  ministry,  falsely 
accuses  the  troops  of  the  Continental  Congress  of  fighting  like 
savages ;  but  like  what  do  the  regular  troops  of  a  Christian 
prince  fight,  who  wantonly  destroy  inoffensive  towns  by  fire, 
aTid  iniade  the  rights  of  religions  worship,  contrary  to  the 
practice  of  all  civilized  nations?  Even  infidels  have  held 
churches  sacred ;  nor  will  history  afford  an  esample  of  an 
enemy  perverting  them  to  unworthy  uses.  Let  Britain  blnsh 
for  the  degeneracy  of  her  sons ! ' 

December  26.^ — -This  morning,  about  four  hundred  of  the 
militia  of  Sussex  County,  New  Jersey,  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  Ephraim  Martin  and  Marsh  Tliompson,  assembled  at 
Newtown,  and  from  thence  proceeded  in  good  order  and  regu- 
larity, in  quest  of  Tories,  a  considerable  number  of  whom,  in- 
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.  habitants  of  that  county,  had  entered  into  a  combination  and 
agreement  not  to  comply  with  any  Congress  measures.  We 
hear  about  forty  are  taken,  most  of  whom  have  recanted, 
signed  the  association,  and  profess  tliemselves  true  sons  of 
liberty,  being  fully  convinced  of  their  error.  Two  or  three, 
who  remain  incorrigible,  are  to  be  sent  to  the  Congress  to  be 
dealt  with." 

Last  Monday,  General  Lee  arrived  from  Cambridge,  at 
Newport,  Rhode  Island,  attended  by  his  guard,  a  party  of 
riflemen,  and  the  cadet  company  of  Providence.  General  Lee'i 
While  there  he  called  before  him  a  number  of  ^^'^ 
obnoxious  persons,  to  whom  he  tendered  an  oath  of  fidelity  to 
the  country,  which  was  taken  by  all  of  them  excepting  Colonel 
Joseph  Warton,  Jr.,  Nicholas  Lechmere,  and  Richard  Beale, 
the  two  last  custom-house  officers,  who  refused  taking  it ;  upon 
which,  they  were  put  under  guard  and  sent  to  Providence.' 

Tlie  following  copy  of  the  oath  imposed  by  General  Lee, 
is  submitted  to  the  public,  who  will  judge  how  far  it  is  con- 
sistent with  that  liberty,  independence,  and  right  of  private 
judgment,  which  the  Americans  pretend  they  are  contend- 
ing for :  • 

"I,  ,  here,  in  the  presence  of  Almighty  God,  as  I 

hope  for  ease,  honor,  and  comfort  in  this  world,  and  happiness 
in  the  world  to  come,  most  earnestly,  devoutly,  and  religiously 
do  swear,  that  I  will  neither  directly  nor  indirectly  assist  the 
wicked  instruments  of  ministerial  tyranny  and  villany,  com- 
monly called  the  king's  troops  and  navy,  by  furnishing  them 
with  provisions  and  refreshments  of  any  kind,  unless  author- 
ized by  the  Continental  Congress  or  Legislature,  at  present  es- 
tablished in  this  particular  colony  of  Rhode  Island.  I  do  also 
swear,  by  the  tremendous  and  Almighty  God,  that  I  will 
neither  directly  nor  indirectly  convey  any  intelligence,  nor 
give  any  advice  to  the  aforesaid  enemies  described ;  and  that  I 
pledge  myself,  if  I  should  by  any  accident  get  knowledge  of

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such  treaeoiiB,  to  infonn  inimfdintoly  the  committee  of  aafetT- 
Ant!,  OB  it  is  jtistiy  allowed  Ui»t  wlit'ii  tlie  rights  and  sacred  lib- 
crtifs  of  a  nation  or  cominnnity  ar«  invaded,  neutrnlity  is  not 
k'es  baai!  and  Griniiniil  tlian  open  and  avowed  bostility,  I  do 
further  swoar  and  plodgo  mj^self,  aa  I  hope  for  eternal  salva- 
tion, ttiat  I  will,  whenever  called  upon  hy  the  voice  of  the 
Continental  Congress,  or  by  tlm  Legislature  of  this  particular 
colony  under  their  direction,  t-ake  up  arms,  and  eiibjwt  myself 
to  military  diseiplino  in  defence  of  the  common  rights  and  lili- 
ei-tica  of  America.     So  help  uio  God." ' 

TiiE  gi'eat  Queen  Elizabeth  acquired  more  true  glory  by 
hpr  piety  than  by  her  victories,  of  which  there  is  «  strong  in- 
stance in  the  univerEal  admiration  of  her  motto 
on  the  medal,  Btmck  on  the  occasion  of  the  de- 
Btrnction  of  tho  Spanish  Annada  :  "  lie  blew  with  his  \rinds, 
and  they  werp  fii^attcred.'' 

If  the  hand  of  heaven  was  only  seen  and  to  be  acknowl- 
edged in  these  gi'eat  events  which  eoneem  kings  and  princes, 
kings  and  princes  Avould  only  have  to  acknowledge  the  protec- 
tion of  a  Divine  Providence.     But  we  see  in  matters  of  less

I  can  asure 
jour  honor  they  are  a  set  of  Tillins  in  this  country,  and  belere  the  better  half  of 
them  are  wateing  for  soport  and  intend  to  lake  up  arms  against  uj.  And  it  is  my 
oppinion  nothing  else  will  do  but  removeing  the  ringledors  to  a  place  of  secoerty.

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mportance,  such  as  concern  the  people,  tlic  care  of  lieaven  is 
liaplftjed,  of  whicli  1  beg  leave  to  mention  the  following  in- 
tance :  "  It  was  agreed  to  fit  out  a  number  of  sliips-of-war 
ar  our  defence ;  a  particular  kind  of  lantliomB,  called  Mus- 
ovy  light^  was  necessary  for  tlie  powder  rooms,  to  prevent 
be  danger  arising  from  the  common  lanthonis.

Decehbeb  31. — ^TiiK  Americans  hare  made  an  unsuccessful 
ttack  upon  the  town  of  Quebec.  General  Montgomery  iind- 
ig  his  cannon  too  light  to  effect  a  breach,  and 
liat  the  enemy  would  iiot  hearken  to  terms  of 
apitulation,  formed  a  design  of  carrjing  the  town  by  esca- 
ide.  In  this  he  was  encouraged  by  the  e,\tensivencss  of  the 
rorks,  and  the  weakness  of  the  garrison.  When  every  thing 
ras  prepared,  while  he  was  awaiting  the  opportunity  of  a 
now-storm  to  carry  his  design  into  execution,  several  of  his 
len  deserted  to  the  enemy.  His  plan,  at  first,  was  to  have 
ttacked  the  upper  and  lower  town  at  the  same  time,  dcpend- 
ig  principally  for  success  upon  the  upper  town.  But  disoov- 
ring,  from  the  motions  of  the  enemy,  that  they  were  apprised 
f  his  design,  he  altered  his  plan,  and,  having  divided  his  small 
rmy  into  four  detachnients,  onlered  two  feints  to  be  made 
gainst  the  upper  town,  one  Ity  Colonel  Livingston "  at  the  head 
f  the  Canadians,  against  St.  John's  gate,  the  other  by  Cap- 
lin  Brown,  at  the  head  of  a  small  detachment,  against  Ca])e 
Hamond,  reserving  to  himself  and  Colonel  Arnold,  the  two 
rineipal  attacks  against  the  lower  town.

At  five  oV'loek  this  morning,  the  hour  appoUitetl  for  die 
attauk,  die  general,  at  the  Jiead  of  tlie  Npw  York  tronpfi, 
adviuiced  agaiitst  the  lower  town.  Being  ol)lige*l  to  take  m 
ciri'iiit,  the  eignitl  for  the  attack  was  given  and -the  gurieoB 
iiliirmed  before  he  reached  th«  place.  However,  pressing  on, 
he  jiasfied  the  first  barrier,  and  was  just  opening  tL«  at- 
>i,.nimmMy  tempt  on  di«  second,  when,  by  tlio  firet  fire 
Killed.  fi-om  the  enemy,  he  ivaa  unfortiinatt'ly  killed,' 
togt'ther  with  his  aide-do-canip,  Captain  J.  MePlienwn,  Cap- 
tain Checeman,  and  two  or  three  more.  This  bo  diitpiritcd 
thi'  men,  that  Colonel  Campbell,  on  ^vhoin  the  command  ia- 
volvcd,  found  himself  under  the  diengrecablu  uocveelty  of 
diuwing  tliem  off. 

In  the  meanwhile  Colonel  Arnold,  at  the  h«ad  of  about 
three  Imnda'd  and  fifty  of  tlioee  bravo  troops,  (who  with  nn- 
pnralk'led  fatigue  had  penetrated  Canada  under  liis  command.) 
and  Captain  Lamli's  company  of  artillcrv,  had  passed  through 
St.  Kocjues'  gate,  and  approached  near  a  two-gim  battery,  pick- 
eted in,  witliont  being  discovered.  Tliis  he  attacked,  and 
though  it  was  well  defended  for  about  an  hour, 
earricKl  it,  with  the  loss  of  a  number  of  men.  In 
this  attack,  Colonel  Arnold  had  the  misfortune  to  have  his

from  Hconderoga  to  the  redoubts  before  Quebec,  was  marked  with  braver;;  and 
success.  Thcj  took  Chamblee  on  the  18th  of  October,  St.  John's  on  the  3d  of 
Norcmber,  and  on  the  12th  he  led  them  into  Montreal.  In  December,  he  joined 
General  Arnold,  vho  had  come  from  the  eamp  at  Cambridge,  through  the  Kilder- 
uesa  of  Uaine,  and  they  together  marched  to  Quebec. 

Every  marlt  of  dL'tinction  was  shonn  to  the  corpse  of  General  Hontgomerr, 
who  was  interred  in  Quebec  on  the  2d  of  January,  1770."  In  1818,  Iiia  body  was 
remoTed,  In  accordance  nith  an  act  of  the  Kew  Yoric  Legislature,  and  re-interred 
at  St.  Paul's  church-yard,  in  Kew  York  city.

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leg  splintered  Ijy  a  eliot,  and  was  obliged  to  be  carried  to 
the  hospital.  After  gaining  the  hattery,  Iiis  dotnclimcnt  poeeed 
OR  to  a  second  barrier,  wliicli  they  took  poaeeoaion  of.  By  this 
time  the  enemy,  relieved  from  the  other  attack,  by  onr  troopa 
being  drawn  off,  directed  tlieir  whole  fofce  against  this  detach- 
ment, and  a  party  eallying  out  from  Palace  gate,  attacked 
them  in  the  rear.  Tliesc  brave  men  Bnstaincd  tlie  whole  force 
of  the  garrifion  for  three  hours,  but  finding  themselves  hemmed 
in,  and  no  hopes  of  relief,  they  were  obliged  to  yield  to  num- 
bers, and  the  advantageous  situation  the  garrison  had  over 
them. 

Ailcr  thia  unfortunate  repulse,  the  remainder  of  the  army 
retired  about  eight  miles  from  the  city,  where  they  have  posted 
themselves  advaiitiig(.'ously,  and  are  continuing  the  blockade, 
waiting  for  the  reinforcements  which  are  now  on  their  march 
to  join  them.'

Tliey  saitwx  no  ideas  to  slavery  but  wood- 
en shoes  and  soup  meagre.  Even  tlie  Roman  Catholic  rvli^on 
has  now  no  terrors  in  it  to  EngliKlimcn. 

Tlie  American  colonios  are  just  hcginning  to  cmei'go  from 
Egj-ptian  darkness,  with  respect  to  tlie  rights  of  human  nature. 
About  two  hundred  jears  ago,  the  human  heart  discovered  its 
folly  and  dejtravity  upon  the  theatre  of  religion ;  about  one 
hundred  years  they  both  appeared  through  the  medium  of 
science.  We  are  shocked  at  our  species,  when  we  read  the  his- 
tory of  the  human  understanding  at  these  memorable  periods. 
Tlie  present  age  shows  equal  absurdities  and  vices  upon  the 
theatre  of  polities.  Here  we  discover  in  other  forms  every 
thing  for  which  we  condemn  our  ancestors.  Posterity  will 
tread  most  heavily  upon  our  ashes,  as  the  principles  of  gov- 
ernment are  more  simple  than  the  principles  of  religion  and 
science.     Tliey  will  wonder  whether  we  were  men  or  brutes, 

Tiierc  has  always  been  such  a  mixture  of  monarchy  and 
aristocracy  in  republics,  that  thoy  never  have  had  fair  play  in 
the  world.  We  can  say  but  little  from  experience  of  their  expe- 
diency or  duration.  Ifost  of  the  free  states  in  the  world  have 
been  formed  by  men  just  emerged  from  a  state  of  elaveri. 
No  wonder,  therefore,  they  have  been  liable  to  disorders,  and 
a  speedy  dissolution.  What  sort  of  government  would  the 
negroes  in  the  southern  colonics  form,  if  they  were  suddenly 
Bet  at  liberty  ?     Almost  all  the  blood  that  has  been  shed  in 
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contest8  for  liberty,  has  been  to  shake  off  a  subjection  to  for- 
eign states. 

Tlic  Britisli  constitution,  with  all  its  imperfections,  even 
absolute  monarchy  itself,  would  insure  more  happiness  to  the 
colonies  than  tliey  can  expect  (according  to  the  usual  operation 
of  moral  and  natural  causes)  from  a  union  with  the  people,  or 
a  dependence  upon  the  ministry  of  Great  Britain.* 

It  is  wonderful  how  happily  the  Americans  have  been  pre- 
served. From  Bunker's  Hill  fight  to  the  present  day,  the  reg- 
ulars have  fired,  on  the  Cambridge  side,  about  a  thousand 
balls,  bombs,  and  carcases ;  and,  on  the  Roxbury  side,  better 
than  two  thousand,  and  have  killed,  including  those  who  have 
died  of  their  wounds,  on  the  Cambridge  side,  seven,  and  in 
Roxburv,  five.

wards  ot  one  hundred  pieces  or  caimon,  and  con- 
tinued till  nearly  ten  o'clock  at  night,  without  intermission. 
It  then  abated  a  little,  and  continued  till  two  this  morning. 
Under  cover  of  their  guns,  the  regulars  landed  and  set  fire  to 
the  town  in  several  places  near  the  water,  though  our  men 
strove  all  in  their  power  to  prevent  them.  Tlie  houses  being 
chiefly  of  wood,  took  fire  immediately,  and  the  fire  spread 
with  amazing  rapidity.  It  is  now  become  general,  and  the 
whole  town  will  probably  be  consumed  in  a  day  or  two.  Ex- 
pecting that  the  fire  would  throw  the  Americans  into  con- 
fusion, the  enemy  frequently  landed,  but  were  every  time  re- 
pulsed. Tlie  burning  of  the  town  has  made  several  avenues 
through  which  the  enemy  may  now  fire  with  greater  effect.

Tlie  ^rhole  coming  to 
Ciencral  "Washington's  ears,  he  allowed  of  Colonel  Brewer'a 
resignation  in  favor  of  Colonel  "Wliitcomb,  appointed  the  for- 
mer barrack-master  till  lie  could  further  promote  him,  and  ac- 
quainted the  army  with  tlio  whole  affair  in  general  orders. 
Let  antiquity  produce  a  more  striking  instance  of  true  great- 
ness of  mind.' 

A  coRREsroNDEST  in  London  says :  "  Several  contractors  have 
set  off  for  Rome  for  a  fresh  supply  of  Jesuit's  bark  ;  as  tea 
docs  not  agree  with  an  American  stomaeli,  being  ajit  to  pnt- 
duco  the  heartbun!.  Tlicre  is  a  rumor  the  new  parliament  in- 
tends to  force  the  bark  upon  the  Yankees,  especially  as  Doctor 
Bute  reconiinencli*  it  as  a  great  specific  for  the  fever  of  rebel- 
lion, for  wliich,  no  doubt,  they  will  have  gratitudo  enough  to 
thank  the  doctor,  by  heartily  wishing  lie  may  vciy  soon  expe- 
rience the  quintessence  of  the  axe,  the  halter,  or  the  syrup  of 
gun  flints.'

We  hope  our  countrymen  will  not  bo  at  all  dispirited  at 
the  destruction  of  Norfolkj  but  rather  rejoice  that  half  the  inis- 
ehicf  our  enemies  can  do  us  is  done  already.  Tlicy  j^  y^^ 
have  destroyed  one  of  the  first  towns  in  America,  Virginians. 
and  the  only  one  (except  two  or  three)  in  Virginia,  which  car- 
ried on  any  thing  like  a  trade.  Wo  arc  only  sharing  part  of 
tlie  sufferings  of  our  American  brethren,  and  can  now  glory 
in  ha^-ing  received  one  of  the  keenest  strokes  of  the  enemy, 
'withont  flinching.  Tlicy  havo  done  tlieir  worst,  and  to  no 
other  purpose  than  to  harden  our  soldiers,  and  teach  tbem  to 
bear  williont  dismay,  all  tlie  most  fonnidable  operations  of  a 
war  carried  on  by  a  powerful  and  cruel  enemy  ;  to  no  otlicr 
purpose  than  to  give  the  world  specimens  of  British  cruelty 
and  American  fortitude,  unless  it  be  to  force  us  to  lay  aside 
that  childish  fondness  for  Britair:,  and  that  foolish,  tame  de- 
pendence on  her.  "We  bad  l)ome  so  long  witli  tlic  oppressions 
of  an  ungenerous  restriction  of  our  trade — of  a  restriction,  in 
Bome  instances,  wbicli  Bccnied  calcnlatcd  merely  as  badges  of 
our  subjection,  and  had  been  contented  so  long  with  bai'cly 
refusing  to  pnrcliase  commodities  wliicb  they  had  taxed  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  a  revenue  in  America,  that  our  patience 
and  moderation  served  but  to  encourage  thfui  to  proceed  to 
greater  lengths.  To  gri'siter  lengths  they  have  proceetled,  as 
far  as  the  proudest  tyrsuit's  lust  of  despotism,  sfimuliited  by 
cruelty,  a  rancorous  malice,  and  an  infenia^  spirit  of  n'\"enge, 
coald  hurry  them.  How  sunk  is  Britain  !  iT'ould  not  Ib-itous 
venture  to  wage  war  with  America  till  tlicy  were  told  that 
Americans  were  cowards — till  they  liad  dir^armcd  them,  or 
had,  as  tliey  thought,  put  it  out  of  their  jiower  to  procure 
arms ;  nor  even  then  without  the  assistance  of  Koinan  Catho- 
lics and  Indians,  and  endeavoring  to  raise  amongst  us  a  do- 
mestic enemy?  "Was  this  like  a  brave  and  generous  nation? 
If  they  were  lost  to  all  the  feelings  of  Britons,  for  men  eon-

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tending  for  the  enpport  of  the  l^ritigh  conetitution,  if  tliey 
Mi-rc  dctuniiiiiiH)  to  conquer  America,  why  did  tbey not  rt- 
tctnpt  it  like  BritonB  i  Wliy  iinjanlj  run  about  to  the  differ 
cut  powers  of  Europe,  i*nlrealiiig  them  not  to  A^ist  uei  "Wlij

Januabt  8. — ^Thib  evening.  Major  Knowlton  was  despatched 
with  a  hundred  men,  to  make  an  incursion  into  Charlestown. 
He  crossed  the  mill  dam,  which  lies  between  KnowiKm-)  Twt 
Cobble  Hill  and  Bunker's  Hill,  about  nine  » tii«i»iowii. 
o'clock,  and  immediately  proceeded  down  the  street,  on  the 
westerly  side  of  Bunker's  Hill.  A  part  of  the  men,  under 
the  command  of  Captain  Keycs,  at  the  same  time  were  or- 
dered to  take  post  on  the  east  side  of  the  street,  just  under  the 
hill,  in  order  to  intercept  any  person  who  might  escape  from 
the  houses  in  the  street,  some  of  which  were  occupied  by  the  en- 
emy. Tliese  houses,  which  are  a  little  without  the  compact 
part  of  the  town,  the  enemy  suffered  to  remain,  in  June  last, 
for  their  own  convenience. 

Tlicy  were  now  surrounded  and  set  fire  to  by  our  men. 
In  one  of  them  they  found  six  soldiers,  and  one  woman,  all  of  ' 
whom,  except  one  refractory  fellow  wlio  was  killed,  were 
brought  off.  In  another  of  the  houses,  according  to  the  infor- 
mation of  the  prisoners,  lived  seventeen  of  the  enemy's  car- 
penters. Tlie  woman  says  she  went  to  tins  house  in  order  to 
borrow  something,  just  before  our  men  arrived  ;  but  seeing  no 
light,  and  not  being  able  to  get  into  that  part  of  the  liouse 
where  they  kept,  she  concluded  they  were  all  asleep.  As  it  is 
very  certain  no  one  escaped  from  the  house,  and  as  our  men 
set  the  building  on  fire  very  suddenly,  it  is  thought  the  whole 
seventeen  perished  in  the  flames.    "Wa  burnt  ten  houses,  and 
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brought  off  eix  or  seven  miiskcts.  Three  or  four  houses  are  A 
Btitl  etaiiding.  The  whole  was  performed  in  less  than  aii  lionl}  J 
without  the  loss  of  a  single  nmii,  either  killed  or  woiindetL  J 
The  regulars  in  the  fort  ou  Bunker's  Hill  did  not  act  with  thai  ■ 
reguliinty  M'hieli  those  gentlemen  who  labor  liard  to  show  tltlf  1 
superiority  of  red  coats  over  brown  coats,  would  pcrsnade  utf  I 
that  regulurt  always  do ;  for  they  kept  a  hot  and  close  lire  oa  f 
absolutely  nothing  at  all :  that  U,  they  fireil  without  an  object,  i 
Our  people  cuhnly  executed  tlieir  purpose,  laughed  in  securitjj  I 
and  in  SL'curity  returned  to  their  camp.'

York,  his  brother,  an  avowed  pajiist,  returned  immediately  to 
coui't,  without  the  kiiij.''fi  leave,  with  a  view  to  seeure  the  sucees- 
t^ioii  of  the  crown  to  hiiriiielf,  as  his  S[iijesty  had  no  legitimate  is- 
t^nc.  This  alarmed  Ihe  Protestants,  and  madu  tlieui  eager  for  the 
sittiniT  uf  parliament,  and  gave  rise  to  sundry  petitions,  signed 
by  great  numbers  of  bauds,  both  in  eity  and  country,  which 
was  very  disiileusiug  to  his  Majesty.  That  arbitrary  tyrant 
told  the  petitioners,  that  he  was  jiKljre  of  what  was  fit  to  be 
done,  "You  would  not  take  it  wul!,'"  said  he, '■  if  1  slunild 
meddle  with  your  aflairs,  and  I  desire  you  will  not  meddle 
with  mine." — Upon  this,  eomiter-addresses  were  promoted  by 
the  infliienee  of  the  eourt  over  all  the  nation,  expressing  a 
detestation  and  abhorreuct;  of  the  practice  of  the  petitioners, 
and  referring  the  sitting  of  llic  parliament  absolutely  to  the 
king's  pleasure,  by  which  they  obtained  the  name  of  abhor- 
Ti'i-x ;  whieh  occasioned  a  great  fcnnent  among  the  people,  bo 
that  sundry  of  the  privy  council  deserted  their  stations  at  court, 
Tiie  petitioners  f<ir  the  sitting  of  parliament,  and  their  ad- 
versaries, the  abhorrers  of  such  petitions,  gave  rise  to  the  two 
grand  parties,  which  have  since  divided  tlie  nation  under  the 
distinguishing  names  of  Wnio  and  Toky.     Tlie  AVliigs,  or  low-

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chtircImieD,  ao  called  from  moderation  about,  the  hierarchy  and 
their  charity  for  their  fellow-Christiana  of  other  denomina- 
tionB,  were  the  more  zealous  Protestants,  declared  enemies  to 
Popery,  and  willing  to  remove  to  a  further  distance  from  the 
superstitions  of  the  Church  of  Koine.  They  were  firm  to  the 
British  constitution  and  tlie  liberties  of  their  country.  The 
clergy  of  this  persuasion  were  eminent  for  tlieir  candor  and 
charity,  so  that  they  were  far  from  confining  salvation  to  their 
own  communion.  Their  laity  were  remarkable  for  their  zeal 
in  promoting  tlie  famous, bill  for  excluding  the  Popish  Duke 
of  York  from  the  crown,  as  the  best  expedient  to  secure  the 
Protestant  establishmcTit.  They  were  for  confining  the  royal 
prerogative  within  the  compass  of  law,  for  which  reason  their 
adversaries  charged  them  with  republican  principles,  and  gave 
them  the  reproachful  name  of  WMg^  or  sour  milk,  a  name  first 
.  given  to  the  Presbyterians  in  Scotland,  when  they  were  perse- 
cuted by  tlie  high  church,  because,  when  they  were  forced  to 
flee  from  their  habitations,  hungry  and  thirsty,  they  often 
drank  butter-milk  whig,  or  whey,  when  they  came  to  any 
ft-iend's  house  tliat  would  shelter  and  entertain  them. 

The  Tories,  or  high-churehmcn,  stood  on  the  side  of  the 
prerogative,  and  were  for  setting  the  king  above  law.  They 
went  into  all  the  arbitrary  measures  of  tlie  court,  and  adopted 
into  our  religion  {says  Dr.  Welwood)  a  Mahometan  principle, 
under  the  names  of  non-resistance  and  passive  obedience ; 
which,  since  the  times  of  that  impostor  who  first  broached  it, 
has  been  tlie  means  of  enslaving  a  great  part  of  the  world. 
These  gentlemen  leaned  more  to  a  coalition  with  the  Papists, 
than  with  the  Presbyterians.  They  cried  up  the  name  ai:d 
authority  of  tlie  church,  and  being  men  of  little  tenderness  and 
conscience  themselves,  paid  no  regard  to  tho  consciences  of 
others.  They  were  for  forcing  the  non-conformists  to  come 
into  the  church  by  all  kinds  of  coercive  measures,  as  fines,  im- 
prisonments, gibbets,  &c.  But  with  all  their  zeal  about  tlio 
cliurch,  they  were,  generally,  persons  of  lax  and  dissolute 
morals,  and  would  risk  the  whole  Protestant  religion,  rather 
than  go  into  any  measures  of  exclusion  or  limitation.  Most  of 
the  high-church  clergy  were  for  raising  money  without  Parlia-

mrat;  one  or  two  court  bishops  giving  measures  to  the  rest, 
and  they  to  their  clergy.  No  men  did  more  to  enslave  the 
nation  and  introduce  Popery,  than  tliey.  Tlieir  adversaria 
tliurefore  gave  them  the  name  of  Tories  ;  a  uainc  first  given  to 
Irish  robbers  or  highwaymen,  who  lived  upon  plimder,  and 
were  prepared  for  any  daring  or  villanous  enterprise.  The 
noii-conformiste  fell  in  iinanimonsly  with  the  Whigs,  or  low- 
L'hurchmen,  in  all  points  relating  to  liberty  and  tlie  eivil  con- 
etitiition,  as  they  must  do  always,  if  they  are  consistent  with 
thcTneelves. 

Whig  and  Tory,  then,  are  names  need  only  with  allusion  to 
thoiroriginalB,  from  whence  they  are  borrowed — eonr  tnili  and 
hirjhway  robber.  Such  aa  tntst  to  our  common  dictionaries  for 
an  explanation,  will  only  deceive  theinEelvee ;  and  they  sbonhl  u 
litiow,  that  they  only  discover  their  ignorance  in  histocyi  li 
when  they  profess  they  arc  not  Tories,  because  they  are  net 
Irish  robbera." 

Mr.  WAsniNGTON'  is  just  such  another  character  as  ray  Lord 
Essex,  the  Parliament's  general  in  King  Charles  the  First's 
Lettwof.  time.  Putnam  may  very  well  be  compared  to 
Virginian.  Ireton.  Ilancock  is  one  of  the  greatest  despera- 
does living.  Adams  generally  sleeps  with  the  memoirs  of  the 
Cardinal  de  Kctz  under  his  pillow,  Tlie  slow  and  lenient 
measures  of  the  British  Government  have  been  interpreted  by 
our  rulers  into  fear.  We  poor,  distressed  Americans,  make  a 
fine  joke  of  your  pity.  Do  not  imagine  we  desire  peace,  even 
upon  those  terms  we  seem  to  solicit  it.  Were  yon  to  agree  to 
those  tenns,  behold  some  new  demands  without  satisfaction 
for  which  we  cannot  think  of  laying  down  our  arms.  The 
king  must  dismiss  and  punish  those  servants  who  have  so 
highly  offended  us.  After  King  Charles  had  granted  the  Re- 
bel Pariiament  all  they  could  ask,  for  want  of  a  better  pre- 
tence, they  declared  they  could  not  trust  him,  and  so  began 
the  Civil  War.  Let  somebody  remember,  that  the  Congress  has 
amused  yon  with  proposals  of  accommodation,  merely  to  gain

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time ;  it  has  answered  their  end,  and  they  were  tolerably  well 
prepared  by  the  latter  end  of  the  summer.

The  American 
cruisers  have  had  as  good  luck  with  your  transports ;  indeed 
the  country  is  so  well  provided  for  defence,  that  every  town 
looks  like  a  store-house,  filled  with  all  kinds  of  warlike  neces- 
saries. All  people,  both  high  and  low,  seem  as  imanimous,  as 
easy,  and  composed  as  if  engaged  in  the  most  safe  and  justifi- 
able undertaking  in  the  world.*

No  opposition  ia  made  to 
them.  Tlie  people  curse  thei  i-  leaders,  say  they  de- 
ceived tlicm,  promised  to  support  them,  and  in  the  fimeof  dan- 
ger loft  them,  Tliey  will  never  trust  them  again.  An  officer 
in  this  expedition  says :  "  We  set  out  from  Woodbridge  on 
Wednesday  the  seventeenth  instant,  with  about  six  hundred 
militia,  and  were  joiiie<l  at  New  York  with  a  detachment  from 
Tx)nl  Stirling's  battnlion,  consisting  of  near  three  hundred.  On 
Friday  morning  we  crossed,  with  all  our  troops,  at  Iloni'g  Hook, 
near  Hell  Gate,  and  met  witli  no  opposition ;  we  then  pro- 
ceeded on  our  way  towards  Jamaica,  took  in  ciistody  some  of 
the  principal  persona  proscribed;  sent  out  parties,  and  brought 
in  many  of  those  wlio  voted  against  sending  delegates ;  dis- 
armed tlicni  and  required  them  to  sign  an  obligation  we  had 
drawn  up,  in  which  we  enjoin  them  not  to  oppose  either  the 
Continental  or  ProvineialCongressos,  but  tobe  subject  to  them, 
and  not  to  aid  or  assist  the  ministerial  troops  in  the  present  eon- 
test.  From  Jamaica  we  went  to  Ilampstead  town,  where  we  ex- 
pected tlie  warmest  opposition,  but  were  disappointed,  as  the  in- 
habitants came  in  and  brought  tlieir  arms  voluntarily,  for  two 
days,  as  fast  as  we  could  receive  them.    We  have  about  three

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hundred  stand  of  arms  and  a  considerable  quantity  of  powder 
and  lead.  We  are  now  on  our  way  to  Oyster  Bay,  and  shall 
scour  the  country  as  we  go,  and  exert  ourselves  to  discharge  the 
trust  enjoined  on  us.  Colonel  Heard  sent  his  detachment  home 
last  Tuesday,  as  he  thought  the  militia  suiBcient.  He  is  inde- 
fatigable in  discharging  his  duty ;  treats  the  inhabitants  with 
civih'ty  and  the  ntmoat  humanity.  The  delinquents  express 
themselves  well  pleased  that  a  detachment  of  Jerseynien,  and 
not  of  New  England,  Weresent  to  disarm  them.  Many  of  those 
who  are  proscribed  as  principals,  have  either  fied  or  secreted 
tliemselves ;  several  woliave  in  custody.  Some  others,  I  believe, 
are  yet  to  be  had,  but  by  some  means  or  other  they  procured  a 
list  of  the  persons  pointed  out  as  principals  before  our  arrival. 
We  are  making  inquiry  how  they  got  their  intelligence,  but  are 
not  yet  informed.  Tliose  that  haveconie  in,  and  surrendered  their 
arms,  are  much  irritated  with  those  wlio  have  led  them  to 
make  opposition,  and  have  deserted  them  in  the  day  of  diffi- 
culty. I  ponceivo  they  will  be  as  safe  if  not  safer  in  our  cus- 
tody, than  at  present  among  their  neighbors,  of  whom  some  of 
them  seem  very  apprehensive,  and  complain  that  they  have 
met  with  insults  already."  ' 

January  25. — We  hear  that  the  enemy,  in  Boston,  the 
evening  on  which  our  troops  biirnt  the  houses  at  Charlestown, 
were  entertaining  themselves  at  the  cxliibition  of  a  play, 
which  they  called  the  Blockade  of  Boston ;  in  the  midst  of 
which  a  person  appeared  before  the  audience,  and  with  great 
earnestness,  declared  that  the  Yankees  were  attacking  Bunker's 
Hill.  The  deluded  wretches,  at  first,  took  this  to  be  merely 
farcical,  and  intended  as  a  part  of  their  diversion.  But  soon 
convinced  that  the  actor  meant  to  rei)resent  a  solemn  reality, 
the  whole  assembly  left  the  house  in  confusion,  and  scampered 
off  with  great  precipitation.'

Teik  WIiIgB  in  Sontli  Carolina,  arc  in  higli  spirits.  Thoy 
have  large  supplies  of  powder  and  arms ;  and  liaving  resolutely 
refused  the  men-of-war  provisions  or  water,  tlioy 
were  obliged  to  quit  tlio  coast.  Tlio  Tamer  (on 
boiird  of  wliich  in  Lord  "William  Campbell,  late  Governor  of 
Suiith  Carolina)  having  taken  a  sloop  from  Bermuda,  with  two 
liiiiidred  and  sixty  halt"  johaniiesstv,  the  property  of  a  houM' 
iu  Cbarleaton,  tlio  convention  granted  the  injured  Ml  order  to 

on  IliP  nth  of  June,  where  tbej  surpriflC  J  nnd  look  one  Bergeanl  nnd  three  prinU 
men  iiri™Tiprs,  wlio  bdoti;;cJ  to  a  woodinc  party,  after  Rhicli  Ihpj  set  fire  to  the 
bouses,  and  retreated  under  a.  heavy  fire  of  cannon  nnd  musketry  from  one  of  our 
redoubts.  Among  tha  rest  Ihey  had  got  a  9lout  fellow  of  oura  (a  grenadier) 
prLsoncr,  who  prctcn<led  to  be  lame,  and  could  «alk  but  slowly,  upon  whieh  thej 
made  him  deliver  up  his  arms;  and  the  rebel  captain  who  comaiaDdi>d  the  partj 
told  his  men  to  retreat,  saving,  "I  swear  I  will  lake  this  serpent  of  a  regular  under 
my  eliBT^e ; "  but  upon  his  goiriK  over  the  ceek  of  land,  the  grenadier  struck  the 
captain  a  severe  blow  nn  hi.'t  fiice  with  hJ3  Bst,  took  him  up  in  his  arms,  pitched 
bim  licadlong  into  the  mud,  and  tlien  ran  off.  But  what  is  most  citraordinary,  ft 
new  (arte  was  that  night  to  have  been  acted  at  Boston,  called  The  Blockade  of 
Boston;  tlio  play  was  jiL't  ended  and  the  curtain  going  lo  be  drawn  up  for  the 
farce,  wlicn  the  aelors  heard  from  without  that  an  attack  was  made  on  the  height* 
of  Charlcstowii,  upon  which  one  of  (licm  came  in,  dressed  in  the  character  of  * 
Yankee  sergeant  {which  character  ho  was  to  plav)  desired  silence,  and  informed 
the  audience  the  alarm  guns  were  fired;  that  the  rebels  had  atlueked  the  town, 
and  were  at  it  tooth  and  nail  over  at  C'harlcstown.  Tlio  audience  thinking  this 
was  the  opening  of  the  new  piece,  clapiied  prodigiously;  but  soon  finding  their 
mistake,  a  general  seenc  of  confusion  ensued.  They  immediately  hurried  out  of 
the  house  to  their  alarm  posts;  some  skipping  over  the  orehcstra,  trampling  on 
the  fiddles,  and  every  one  makieg  his  most  speedy  retreat.  The  actors  {who  were 
on  olHeers)  calling  out  for  water  lo  wash  the  smut  and  paint  from  off  their  faces ; 
women  fainting,  and,  in  short,  (he  whole  hou^s  was  notliing  but  one  scene  of  con- 
fusion, terror,  and  inniult.  I  was  upon  guard  at  the  advance  lines  before  the 
town  of  Iio%bnry,  and  we  expected  a  general  attack  that  night,  but  the  rebel! 
were  not  so  forward,  for  in  a  few  hours  eiery  tiling  was  nmet.— Extract  of  a 
genuine  Idler  from  Bo'ton,  in  Ihc  Middiescz  Journal,  February  27. 
'  Kcw  England  Gazette,  January  29. 
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sell  ae  mocli  of  his  lordship's  goods  and  chattels  as  would 
repay  the  money,  &e.,  stolen  from  them  ;  on  which  tliey  sold 
his  coach,  horses,  &c.,  and  hare  written  him,  that  they  have  a 
balance  of  thirty  pounds,  which  tliey  are  ready  to  pay  to  his 
order.

FraauARY  6. — ^The  Virginia  forces,  under  Colonel  IIowc, 
abandoned  Xnrfolk  this  imn'ning,  after  removing  the  jHior  in- 
Kiirfiiik  habitants,  with  such  effects  as  they  could  carry 
Ab»n.(..nfd.  along  witli  tlicin,  and  demolishing  the  intrench- 
ments,  which  Lord  Dunmore  threw  np  a  little  before  he  fled  on 
board  the  fleet,  now  lying  before  that  place.  "Wliat  few  houses 
remained  after  the  hitc  bombardment  were  likewise  destroyed, 
after  being  valncd.  to  prevent  the  enemy's  taking  shelter  in

Have  we  uot  made  lawe,  ercateii  courls  uf  jiiuica- 
tiii'L-,  oslablished  magistrates,  jnade  money,  levied  war,  and 
regulated  commerce,  not  only  without  lib  Majesty's  intervention, 
but  abBolntely  against  his  will  t  Are  we  not  aacrimiuiil  in  the 
eye  of  Britain  for  wliat  wo  have  done  as  for  what  we  can  yet 
do  i  If  we  inatituto  any  govemineiit  at  all,  for  heaven  "a  Bake 
let  it  be  the  best  we  cap.  We  shall  be  as  certainly  hanged  for 
a  bad  as  a  good  one,  for  they  will  allow  nothing  for  the  waver- 
ings of  filial  tenderness.  It  will  all  be  plaeed  to  tlie  scconnt  of 
blundering  ignorance.  If,  tlierefore,  we  incur  tlic  danger,  Jet 
OB  not  decline  the  reward.  In  every  other  instance,  Indrpend- 
ence  raises  an  idea  in  the  mind  that  the  heart  graspe  at  witb 
avidity,  and  a  feeling  sonl  never  fails  to  be  strit-ken  and  do- 
presswl  with  the  very  sound  of  dependence.  If  in  a  private 
family  the  children,  instead  of  being  bo  educated  as  to  take 
upon  them  the  functions  of  good  citizens,  should  be  brought  to 
years  of  maturity  under  the  apparel,  food  and  discipline  of  in- 
fancy, what  laws,  natural  or  civil,  would  acquit  the  parents  of 
the  child  of  infamy  and  criminality  !  A  set  of  gi'oat  lounging 
infants  tietl  to  mamma's  apron  at  two-and-twenty,  with  long 
bibs  and  pap-spoons,  would  put  a  Sybarite  to  tlic  blush. 

Kow,  as  every  moral  virtue  or  \ice  is  vastly  enhanced 
when  considered  in  relation  to  a  coinmiinity  as  well  as  individ- 
uals, I  insist  upon  it  that  he  who  would  keep  a  coimnunity  in 
a  state  of  infantile  dependence,  when  it  became  a  fit  member 
of  the  great  republic  of  the  world,  would  be  vastly  more 
criminal  and  infamous  than  the  imaginary  family  mentioned 
before.  Whenever  I  have  been  an  adi'ocate  for  dependence,  I 
have  felt  a  conscious  want  of  public  vii-tue,  I  own  it  arises  from 
laziness  in  me.  I  was  willing  to  brush  tlirough  life  as  I  began 
it,  and  to  leave  the  rooting  out  the  thonis  and  thistles,  as  well 
as  the  harvest  of  the  laurels,  to  posterity,  and  this,  I  think,  was 
the  case  of  most  of  us ;  but  now  that  we  have  gone  thi-ough 
the  rough  work,  to  desert  the  glorious  prospect  it  opens 
to  us,  would  be  heretical,  damnable,  and  abominable,  even  to 
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ft  sensible  Pope.  It  ie  a  duty  of  much  moment  to  ub  as  men, 
and  of  the  last  degree  of  magnitude  as  citizens,  to  maintain, 
at  every  risk,  a  i)erfect  independence  of  every  thing  but  good 
sense,  good  morale,  good  laws,  good  government,  and  our  good 
Creator.' 

Febedary  11. — Last  night,  aboat  eleven  o'clock,  intelli- 
gence was  received  at  Elizabeth  town,  New  Jersey,  that  the 
man-of-war,  transports,  and  tenders,  which  fell  p.|„.,-_.

Tlio  sev- 
eral detachments  met  at  Ward's,  in  sight  of  the  light-houiJo,  and 
were  there  joined  by  a  company  of  light  horse,  under  thu  com- 
mand of  Captain  Blanchard  ;  biit,  learning  that  the  fleet  had 
left  the  Hook  the  day  before,  the  greater  part  of  the  troop,  still 
on  their  march,  were  ordered  back,  and  a  proper  number  di- 
rected to  guard  the  coast,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Tliom- 
aa,  (lest  the  departure  of  the  enemy  might  prove  a  feint,)  to 
give  instant  notice  of  their  return. 

Tlio  alacrity  with  wliich  the  men  entered  into  the  service,  is 
truly  laudable,  and  worthy  that  spirit  which  ought  to  animate 
ever}'  honest  American.' 

February  14. — About  four  o'clock  this  morning,  a  large

Ent  onr  troops  were  so  close  npon  thcni,  that  theypnt 
out  tlie  lire  of  six  or  seven  of  the  buildings,  and  gained  the 
point  next  to  the  castie,  before  the  sons  of  Belial  had  reached 
their  lines.

Cornwallis  is  to  resign 
the  command  when  at  Williamsbui^  (if  he  ever  arrives  tlicro) 
to  General  Clinton,  and  is  there  to  act  under  that  officer,  or 
command  a  detachment,  as  tlie  exigency  of  affairs  may  require. 
Tlie  eoinmissioners  would  sail  about  themiddlc  of  January, 
and  were  to  be  followed  by  as  large  an  armament  of  ghips  and 
troops  as  was  possible  for  Britain  to  raise  in  her  present  state. 
Tlie  ministry  breathe  nothing  but  murder,  and  it  is  tliought 
tliat  the  commissioners  are  only  sent  out  as  a  stop-gap,  while 
they  have  time  to  raise  troops  or  try  the  arts  of  corruption. 
Among  the  eommissioncrs,  it  is  said,  arc  Lord  Howe,  Lord

from  the  town.  Tlie  regulars  have  been  seen  breaking  up  the 
vessels  in  the  harbor  for  firewood.  Tliis  absolutely  docs  great 
honor  to  General  Arnold  and  his  little  party.  Tliey  will  now 
get  ease,  as  troops  are  coming  in  pretty  fast.  One  company  of 
Pennsylvania  troops  arrived  yesterday  with  some  American 
manufactured  gunpowder,  and  many  of  the  New  England  vol- 
unteers. We  now  have  about  fifteen  hundred  men  before 
Quebec,  but  before  the  reinforcement  arrived,  the  blockade 
was  kept  up  by  five  hundred  men,  exclusive  of  a  few  Cana- 
dians, in  whom  little  or  no  dependence  could  at  that  time  be 
put,  nor  indeed  at  any  time,  without  a  greater  force  of  conti- 
nental troops.'

It  is  completely  calculated 
for  the  meridian  of  Nortli  America. — ^Tlie  author  p^j^^^.^^ 
introduces  a  new  system  of  politics,  as  widely  dif-"^™*"®"  sense.* 
ferent  from  the  old,  as  the  Copernican  system  is  from  the 
Ptolemaic.  Tlie  blood  wantonly  spilt  by  the  British  troops  at 
Lexington,  gave  birth  to  this  extraordinary  performance,  which 
contains  as  surprising  a  discovery  in  politics  as  the  works  of 
Sir  Isaac  Newton  do  in  philosophy.  Tliis  animated  piece  dis- 
pels, with  irresistible  energy,  the  prejudice  of  the  mind  against 
the  doctrine  of  independence,  and  pours  in  upon  it  such  an  in- 
undation of  light  and  truth,  as  will  produce  an  instantaneous 
and  marvellous  change  in  the  temper — in  the  views  and  feel- 
ings of  an  American.

— "When  flic  host  transport  that  arrived  at  New 
York  was  oil'  Sandy  Hook,  tlie  little  ])iratieal  schooner  belong- 
ing to  the  "  Protectors  of  our  Trade  "  in  the  harbor,  was  sent 
down  with  a  pilot  to  bring  her  up,  hut  the  captain  of  the  trans- 
port, taking  her  to  be  a  New  England  privateer,  and  being 
unprepared  for  fighting,  hiiving  hut  eighteen  men,  six  muskets, 
and  two  swivels  on  board,  stood  off  to  sea  again,  and  the 
schooner  followed  her.

A  coKKESPONnENT  in  London  says : — Lord  Howe  is  to  go 
first  commissioner,  in  the  new,  idle,  ridiculous  commission  that 
is  to  be  made  out,  to  treat  with  America.

March  16. — ^Tiiis  day.  Governor  Trj-nn,  now  on  board  the 
ehip  Dueliess  of  Gordon,  lying  in  the  North  River,  sent  the 
followinjif  nie&sage  to  the  inhabitants  of  tlie  col- 
ryoni  ^ssage.  ^^^  ^^  ^^^^  York  : — "  Notwithstanding  prejudice, 
delusion,  and  faction,  have  hitherto,  among  too  many,  n5iiri)cd 
the  seat  of  reason  and  rcfici-tioTi,  and  pvery  exhortation  I  have 
offered  to  tlie  inhabitants  of  this  province  (in  whose  affection  I 
have  been  taught  to  be  happy)  has  been  reviled  and  treated 
with  neglect,  yet  as  my  wishes  for  their  prosperity,  and  feelings 
for  their  calamities,  cannot  easily  be  suppressed  even  towards 
the  disobedient,  I  cannot  but  repeat  my  endeavors  to  recall 
tlioec  wlio  have  revolted  from  their  allegiance  to  a  sense  of 
tlieir  duty,  and  to  comfort  tliose  who  have  been  the  objects  of 
oppression,  for  their  zealous  attachment  to  onr  happy  eonstitn- 
tion,  and  tlicir  steady  obedience  to  the  so^'ercignty  of  tlie  Brit- 
ish empire. 

'  Pennsylvania  Erening  Po9t,  Uarch  SO. 
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"  It  IB  in  the  clemency  and  authority  of  Great  Britain  only, 
under  God,  that  we  can  look  for  lia])pinbss,  peace,  and  protec- 
tion, and  I  have  it  in  command,  from  the  king,  to  encourage 
by  every  means  in  my  power,  the  expectations  in  liis  Majesty's 
well-disposed  subjects  in  this  government,  of  every  assistance 
and  protection  the  state  of  Great  Britain  will  enable  his  Majes- 
ty to  afford  them,  and  to  cherish  every  appearance  of  a  dispo- 
eition,  on  tlieir  part,  to  withstand  the  tj-ranny  and  misnile  wliicli 
accompany  the  acts  of  those  who  liave  bnt  too  well  hitherto 
BHceecded  in  tlic  total  subversion  of  legal  government.  Under 
such  assurances,  therefore,  I  exhort  all  the  friends  to  good  order 
and  our  justly  admired  constitntioii,  still  to  presence  that  con- 
stancy of  mind,  which  is  inherent  in  the  breasts  of  virtuous 
and  loyal  citizens,  and  I  ti-ust  a  very  few  months  will  relieve 
them  from  their  present  oppressed,  injured,  and  insulted  con- 
dition. 

"  England,  Scotland,  Ireland,  and  Wales  have  united  to  place 
tlieir  whole  stix-ngtli,  power,  and  confidence  in  his  Majesty's 
hands.  Tlie  numerous  addresses  from  all  parts  of  the  king's 
dominions  in  Europe,  speak  tlio  loyalty  and  zeal  with  which 
his  subjects  there  engage  to  support  his  Majesty,  in  asserting 
and  maintaining  tlie  just  sovereignty  of  the  British  empire  over 
all  its  memlters. 

"The  British  state  mores  not  by  sudden  and  violent  sallies, 
nor  wantonly  oppre^es.  She  has  lenity  for  her  basis,  and  is  dis- 
tinguished for  moderation  and  forbearance ;  but  when  her 
just  indignation  is  roused,  the  experience  of  other  nations  can 
testify  her  weight  and  force.  It  camiot  be  sufficiently  lamented, 
that  the  conduct  of  this  country  has  culled  for  so  severe  a  rod. 
May  a  timely  and  dutiful  submission  avert  its  stroke. 

"  I  have  the  satisfaction  to  inform  you,  that  a  door  is  still 
open  to  such  honest,  but  deluded,  people  as  will  avail  them- 
selves of  the  justice  and  benevolence  which  the  supreme  legis- 
lature has  held  out  to  tlicm,  of  being  restored  to  the  king's 
grace  and  peace,  and  that  proper  steps  have  been  taken  for 
passing  a  commission  for  that  purpose,  inuler  the  great  seal  of 
Great  Britain,  in  conformity  to  a  provision  in  a  late  act  of  Par- 
liament, the  Commissioners,  thereby  to  be  appointed,  having

jack  I'tr  knife,  on  whiehheBwtingoff  with  the  tide;  then  turn- 
ing I"  th<;  M.-ainan,  nworc  lie  would  eut  liis  throat  if  be  oliered 
tt)  obntnnt  liio  ewrape.  Ills  inenaee  quieted  the  fellow,  till 
Caj)tain  I'orr(.*ter  bad  paddled  about  one  hundred  yai\Is.  when 
finding  his  r.^'a|i(.-])raeticable,  he  pulled  with  his  might,  and  both 
gilt  hnf<,]y  ahhore,  aKiiilst  a  cloud  of  curses  and  impreeations 
from  the  niidsbipiiian  and  eailori;.  Tlic  captain  and  liis  com- 
rade, whom  be  bas  taken,  have  gone  to  Aeeomaek  to  look  after 
tlie  veMBcl  and  to  dif-pose  of  the  cargo  to  the  best  advantage. 

Captain  Forrester  says  that  the  Kingfisher  lias  gone  round 
to  LoBton  to  bring  a  number  of  ehips-of-war  up  the  Delaware

ladclpliia  aa  soon  as  tlie  fleet  and  troops  arrive  from  England, 
T>iit  we  hope  will  prove  equally  abortive  with  the  rest  of  the 
cursed  ministerial  Bchemes  to  enslave  America.' 

The  following  odd  affair  happened  at  Strafford,  in  Con- 
necticut, a  few  days  ago : — A  child  of  Mr,  Edwards,  of  that 

place,  was  baptized  by  the  Rev.  Mr. ,  of  Xorwalk,  and 

named  Tlionias  Gage.  Tliis  alarmed  the  neighborhood,  and  one 
hundred  and  seventy  yoimg  ladies  fonned  themeelves  into  a 
battalion,  and  with  solemn  ceremony  appointed  a  general  and 
the  other  oftieers  to  lead  them  on.  Tlie  petticoat  army  then 
marched  in  the  greatest  good  order  to  pay  their  compliments 
to  Tliomas  Gage,  and  present  liis  mother  with  a  snit  of  tar  and 
feathers;  hut  Tlioinas's  sire  having  intelligence  of  their  expe- 
dition, m  tit  armin,  kept  them  from  entering  his  house,  so  that 
the  fenmle  soldiers  returned  to  head-quarters  without  effecting 
what  they  intended,  and  disbanded  themselves.* 

M.vRCH  17. — ^Tiiis  morning  the  British  anny  in  Boston, 
under  General  Howe,  consisting  of  upwards  of  seven  thousand 
men,  after  suffering  an  ignominious  hluckadc  for  n„io„ 
many  months  past,  disgnicefully  quitted  all  their  *:»■«« «ieu. 
Btrongholds  in  Boston  and  Charlestown,  fled  from  before  the 
anny  of  the  I'nitcd  ColoTiies,  and  took  refuge  on  board  their 
ships.  Tlie  most  material  particulars  of  this  signal  event  arc 
as  follows : — About  nine  <i'clock,  a  body  of  the  regular.^  were 
seen  to  march  from  Bunker's  Hill,  and,  at  the  same  time,  a  vorj' 
great  number  of  boats,  filled  with  troops,  i)Ut  off  trom  Boston, 
and  made  for  the  shipping,  which  lay  chiefly  below  tlie  castic. 
On  the  discovery  of  these  movements,  the  continental  army 
paraded  ;  several  regiments  embarked  in  boats  and  proceeded 
do-n-n  the  river  from  CtiTnbridge.  About  the  same  time  two 
men  were  sent  to  Bunker's  Hill,  in  order  to  make  discoveries.

TIk*  trijop« 
on  the  river,  which  were  conunanded  by  Gtncral  Putnam,  lonii- 
ed  at  Sewall's  Point,  where  they  received  inti-lIir;<^ncG  that  all 
the  British  troops- had  left  Boston,  on  which  a  detachment  was 
Bi'iit  to  take  possession  of  the  town,  while  the  main  hody  return* 
ed  lip  the  river.  About  the  same  time,  General  Ward,  uttciid- 
cd  by  about  five  hnndred  troops  fi-om  Roxbnry,  nnder  the 
eoniniand  of  Colonel  Ebenezer  Learned,  who  enibai-lced  and 
0))c'ncd  the  gates,  entered  the  town  on  that  qiiartt>r,  Ensign 
Riehai'ds  can'ving  tlie  standard. 

Tlie  eoniniand  of  the  wliolo  being  then  given  to  General 
Putnam,  ho  proceeded  to  take  possession  of  all  the  important 
posts,  and  thereby  became  posscusud,  in  tlie  muno  <£  tlw 
Tliirteen  United  Colonies  of  North  America,  of  all  'UiefortnA^ 
CM  ill  that  large  and  onco  populous  and  flourishing  metropolis, 
which  the  flower  of  the  British  army,  lieadod  by  an  experieneed 
general,  and  supported  by  a  formidable  fleet  of  men-of-war, 
had,  but  an  hour  before,  evacuated  in  the  most  precipitate  and 
cowardly  manner.  God  grant  that  the  late  worthy  inhabitants, 
now  scattered  abroad,  may  s]>eedily  re-occnpy  their  respective 
dwellings,  and  never  more  be  disturbed  by  the  cniel  hand  of 
tyranny  ;  and  may  the  air  of  that  capital  bo  never  again 
contaniiuated  by  the  foul  bi-eath  of  Torj^isin. 

TIio  joy  of  onr  friends  in  Boston,  on  seeing  the  victorious 
and  pallant  troop«  of  their  country  enter  the  town  almost  at 
the  heels  of  their  barbarous  opi)ressors,  was  inexpressibly  great 
T!ie  mutual  congnitulations  and  tender  embraces  which  soon 
afterwards  took  place,  between  those  of  the  nearest  conneetiona 
in  life,  for  a  long  time  enielly  rent  asunder  by  the  tyranny  of 
oni-  implacable  enemies,  Bur])asses  description.  From  such  a 
set  of  beings,  the  preservation  of  property  was  not  exi>eeted. 
And  it  was  found  that  a  great  part  of  the  evacuated  houses 
had  been  pillaged,  the  furniture  broken  and  destroyed,  and 
many  of  the  buildings  greatly  damaged.  It  is  worthy  of  notice, 
however,  that  the  buildings  belonging  to  the  honoralile  John 
Hancock,  Esq.,  particularly  his  elegant  mansion  house,  are  left 
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in  good  order.  All  tlio  linen  and  woollen  goods,  except  BOine 
that  may  be  eeereted,  are  camed  off,'  and  all  tlic  salt  and 
tnolasscfi  is  doBtroyed.  Tlie  regulars  have  also  destroyed  great 
quantities  of  effects  Leloiiging  to  tliemsclves,  wliieli  tlicy  eould 
not  earrj'  away,  sneh  as  gun  carriages  and  other  carriages  of 
various  kind;:,  hou^e  furniture,  &c.,  together  with  a  quantity 
of  flour  and  hay.  All  tlicir  forts,  batteries,  redoubts,  and 
breastworks  remain  entire  and  coiiii»lete,  Tliey  have  left  many 
of  their  licaviest  cannon  mounted  on  carriages,  and  several  of 
tlieni  charged,  all  of  whieli  are eitlier spiked,  or liavcatrnnnion 
beaten  off.  Tliey  liave  also  left  several  of  their  largest  mortars ; 
quantities  of  cannon  shot,  shells,  nnmbers  of  email  arms,  and 
other  instruments  of  war,  Iiavc  been  found,  thrown  off  tiie 
wharves,  concealed  in  vaults  or  broken  in  pieces.  In  the  fort 
on  Bunker's  Hill,  several  hundred  good  blankets  were  found. 
It  is  said  about  fifteen  or  twenty  of  the  king's  horses  have  also 
been  taken  up  in  the  town  ;  and  it  is  thought  tliat  about  tlie 
aamc  nmnber  of  Tories  remain  behind. 

We  are  told  that  the  Tories  were  thunder-stniek  when  orders 
were  issne<l  for  evacuating  the  town,  after  being  many 
hundred  times  assured,  tliat  sneh  reinforeements  would  be 
Bent,  as  to  enable  the  king's  troops  to  ravage  the  country  at 
pleasure.  Thus  arc  many  of  those  deluded  creatures,  those  vilo 
traitors  to  their  country,  obliged  at  last,  in  their  turn,  to  aban- 
don tlicir  once  delightful  habitations,  and  go  they  know  not 
where.  Many  of  them,  it  is  said,  considered  themselves  as 
undone,  and  seemed,  at  times,  inclined  to  throw  themselves  on 
the  mercy  of  their  offended  coiintrj-,  rather  than  leave  it.     One

Tlie  Britigli,  previwuB  to  thwr  g»>iiig  off,  soatlorod  gmnt 
iiiimliers  of  crows'  feet  on  Doaton  Nwit,  wid  in  the  Etreets,  in 
uiilL^r  to  retard  our  troops  in  case  of  n  piireiiit ;  and  with  sneh 
feikiice  and  pi-ceaiitioii  did  they  embark,  that  a  great  part  of 
the;  iiihabitnnte  did  not  tnow  it  until  iift«r  they  were  gone. 

To  the  wisdom,  finnncss,  intrciiidily  and  niilitaiy  abilities 
of  our  amiable  and  beloved  general,  liia  Excellency  George 
Washington,  Efiq.,  to  the  assiduity,  skill,  and  bniverj-  of  the 
other  worthy  gonerala  and  offieors  of  the  amiy,  and  to  the  hardi- 
ness and  gallantry  of  tJie  soldiery,  is  to  bo  ascribwi,  under 
God,  the  glory  and  snet^ese  of  our  anne,  in  driving  from  one 
of  the  strongest  liolds  in  America,  bo  considerable  a  part  of  the 
British  anny  as  tliat  which  laet  week  oeenpied  Borton.' 

Tliin  afternoon,  a  few  honrs  after  tbo  British  retreated,  the

the  neighboring  lieights,  wliich  llifv  conljriucil  for  several  BneceSEiTe  nights.  On 
the  C(h  instant,  Gfnerai  Howe  held  a  council  of  «ar,  wherein  it  wns  determined 
that  neit  morning  the  enemy  i^hould  bo  attacked  on  Dorcheeter  Neck,  and  & 
Inrgo  dctadinicnt  from  our  army  wns  embarked  on  board  of  transports  and  flat- 
bottomed  boats  for  that  pnrpose ;  but  when  thej  wore  about  to  land,  the  n  itid 
blew  so  hard  ns  rendered  the  disembark  at  ion  impossible.  When  the  day  dawned, 
it  was  jwrceivcd  that  the  enemy  were  bo  numerous  and  bo  strongly  fortified  and 
intrenched,  even  beyond  belief,  that  it  was  judged  prudent  to  desist  from  the 
attempt.  Had  we  proceeded,  the  aftair  must  bare  been  very  bloody;  no 
lc39  than  twelve  thousand  of  the  rebels  were  ready  prepared  to  defend  their  re- 
donbt<;  however,  our  di^■position  was  eiich  as  would,  in  all  human  probability, 
have  insured  victory.  The  grenadiers  were  to  have  attacked  in  eolumns,  witli 
fiied  bayonets,  and  had  strict  orders  not  to  fire  a  shot.  The  light  iiifanlry  were 
to  have  covered  tlie  flanks  of  the  grenadiers'  columns,  wlio  were  to  have  been 
supported  by  several  regiments. 

"On  litis  day  ge'nnighl,  the  general  was  pleaded  to  order  a  retreat,  which  was 
effected  with  Ihc  utmost  regularity,  Xor  did  the  rebels  enter  the  town  for  aijove 
an  hour  utter  it  was  ev.ieuated.  Wo  have  brought  ofl'  all  our  cannon,  all  our  ar- 
tillery stores,  all  our  provisions,  and  every  thing  else  which  could  be  of  any  use 
to  the  rebels.  Our  army,  together  with  the  women  and  children,  and  almost  all 
the  friends  of  government  who  were  in  town,  are  now  on  board  Iransporla.  Our 
destination  is  not  yet  made  known." — MidSaet  Journal,  May  12.

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Reverend  Mr.  Leonard  *  preached  at  Cambridge  an  excellent 
semion,  in  the  audience  of  liis  Excellency  the  General,  and 
others  of  distinction,  well  adapted  to  the  interesting  event  of 
the  day,  from  Exodus  xiv.

insidious  court,  did  illegally,  unjustly,  and  cruelly,  shed  the 
blood  of  an  innocent  and  worthy  citizen,  when  he  liad  the 
command  in  North  Carolhia.*  For  which,  and  his  numberless 
traitorous  practices  against  the  liberties  of  this  country,  he  is 
to  suffer  the  just  demerits  of  his  atrocious  villany,  as  a  warning 
to  all  others,

"  Secondly. — ^Behold  the  bloody  tool  of  a  sanguinary  despot,

After  it  had  been  sufficiently  exposed,  it  was  hung  on  a 
gallows,  wliich  had  been  prepared  in  the  middle  of  the  parade, 
where,  after  having  received  the  contempt  of  an  oppressed, 
insulted,  and  incensed  people,  it  was  cut  down  and  destroyed, 
the  whole  being  conducted  without  any  manner  of  injury  to

Ilis  behavior  ghows  bow  necessary  It  is  to  pnt  a  stop  to

Ills  Jlajesty  lias  been  pleased  to  present  Mr.  Peter  John- 
son, son  of  the  late  Sir  "W.  Johnson,  Bart.,  to  a  pair  of  colors 
in  the  twenty-sixth  regiment.  TIiis  young  gentle- 
man distinguished  liimself  greatly  during  the  late 
campaign  in  Canada,  particularly  in  an  action  witli  a  party 
of  rebels,  commanded  by  Colonel  Ethan  Allen,  in  the  neiglibor- 
Iiood  of  Jlontreal.  Tiie  latter  iiad  formed  a  design  to  suqirise 
and  take  possession  of  that  city ;  on  which  a  party  of  the  Roy- 
alists and  some  Indians  went  out  and  attacked  them.  In  tho 
engagement,  Major  John  Garden,  a  brave  veteran,  lato  of  the 
sixtieth  regiment,  was  mortally  wotmded  by  Allen,  Presently 
after,  an  encounter  happened  between  him  and  the  above-men- 
tioned Mr.  Johnson.     Allen  fired  at  him  without  effect ;  on

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which,  the  latter  marched  up  with  his  fnzee  presented,  and 
demanded  of  Allen  to  surrender,  who  instantly  complied,  by 
laying  down  his  arms,  exclaiming,  "  that  his  piece  had  never 
before  failed  him."  The  Indians  presently  finding  Mr.  John- 
son had  taken  this  famous  leader,  proposed  sacrificing  him  to 
the  manes  of  Major  Garden,  but  Mr.  Johnson  humanely  inter- 
posed, and  with  much  difficulty  saved  Allen's  life ;  since  he 
had  already  generously  given  him  quarter.* 

Makch  25. — ^Yesterday  being  the  Lord's  day,  the  Reverend 
Mr.  Bridge,'  of  Chelmsford,  in  Massachusetts,  preached  a  most 
animating  discourse  from  these  words,  2  Kings  vii.  7 :  "  Where- 
fore they  arose  and  fled  in  the  twilight,  and  left  their  tents  and 
their  horses,  and  their  asses,  even  the  camp  as  it  was,  and  fled 
for  their  lives." 

Tliis  passage  of  Scripture  is  a  good  description  of  the  late 
flight  of  our  ministerial  enemies  from  Boston,  for  they  left 
their  tents  and  their  horses,  and  a  number  of  Tories  for  asses  !  * 

Thk  Tory  General  McDonald,*  lately  taken  prisoner  at  the 
defeat  of  the  Tories  in  North  Carolina,  was  in  rebellion  in  the 
year  1745,  ao^ainst  his  lawful  soverciffn,  and  head-

Mabch  29. — ^T^EEE  is  a  report  that  General  Clinton  is  ar- 
rived at  Cape  Tear,  North  Carolina,  with  the  troops  he  brought 
with  him  from  Boston,  and  that  he  has  been  since  joined  by 
twelve  or  fifteen  hundred  from  England,  or  the  AVest  Indies. 
Wc  likewise  hear  that  the  Provincial  troops  are  in  motion, 
and  marching  from  all  quarters  to  attack  him,  so  that  we  may 
soon  expect  to  hear  of  another  battle  in  that  province,  which 
wc  hope  will  prove  equally  glorious  to  the  American  arms  as 
tliat  which  was,'  but  a  few  weeks  ago,  bo  successfully  fought 
by  the  brave  Colonel  Caswell,  at  Moore's  Creek.' 

This  afternoon,  Captain  Jolly  Allen,  late  a  shop-keeper  in 
Boston,  with  some  other  Tories,  besides  women  and  children, 
in  a  sloop,  ran  ashore  on  the  back  of  Capo  Cod,  thinking  they 
had  got  into  the  harbor  of  Halifax.  This  is  a  valuable  prize, 
being  laden  with  piece  goods  and  some  cash,'

About  the  same  time,  a  barge  full  of  men,  siippose<l  to  be 
from  the  nicn-of-war,  hinded  and  endeavoi'ed  to  sot  fire  to  the 
air  furnaee ;  but  tlicy  wore  timely  discovered  before  much 
damage  was  done.  It  is  bcL^t  to  keep  a  good  look-out  for  tlie 
rogues.'

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scarce  feel.  From  shop-keepers,  tradesmen,  and  attorneys,  they 
are  become  statesmen  and  legislators,  and  are  employed  in 
contriving  a  new  system  of  government  for  an  extensive  em- 
pire, which  they  flatter  themselves  will  become,  and  which, 
indeed,  seems  very  likely  to  become,  one  of  the  greatest  and 
most  formidable  that  ever  was  in  the  world.  Five  Imndred 
diflferent  people,  perhaps,  who  in  different  ways  act  immedi- 
ately under  the  Continental  Congress  ;  and  five  hundred  thou- 
sand, perhaps,  who  act  under  those  five  hundred,  all  feel,  in 
the  same  manner,  a  proportionable  rise  in  their  own  unport- 
ance.  Almost  every  individual  of  the  governing  party  in 
America,  fills  at  present,  in  his  own  fancy,  a  station  superior 
not  only  to  what  he  had  ever  filled  before,  but  to  what  he  had 
ever  expected  to  fill ;  and  unless  some  new  object  of  ambition 
is  presented,  either  to  him  or  to  his  leaders,  if  he  has  the 
ordinary  spirit  of  a  man,  he  will  die  in  defence  of  that 
V  station.*

then  the  ireemasons,  the  remams,  the  relations, 
friends,  and  town's  people.  They  repaired  to  the  King's  chapel ; 
Dr.  Cooper  prayed ;  Mr.  Morton^  delivered  a  funeral  oration ; 
closed  with  a  solemn  funeral  dirge.  The  general's  remains 
were  found  on  the  fourth  instant,  about  three  feet  under 
ground  on  Bunker's  Hill.  They  were  known  by  two  artificial 
teeth  fastened  in  with  gold  wire,  and  by  being  found  under 
the  remains  of  a  person  buried  in  trowsers,  agreeable  to  the 
account  given  by  one  Avho  was  well  acquainted  with  that  cir- 
cumstance.' 

General  Putnam  arrived  at  New  York,  from  the  camp  at 
Cambridge,  last  Wednesday  evening.     On  Friday  he  issued

Captain  Vandkhtt,  of  the  Asia  man-of-war,  having  heard 
at  Boston  that  Lord  Percy  had  reeeived  the  king's  leave 
to  come  home,  and  intended  to  accept  it,  waited 
on  his  lordsliip  and  told  him  wliat  lie  had  heard; 
adding,  that  he  wished  the  Asia  might  have  the  honor  to 
aft'ord  him  a  passage;  to  which  his  lordsliip  returned  the 
following  answer :  "  Tis  true  I  have  the  king's  leave  to 
retinTi  when  I  please,  hut  upon  my  honor,  whilst  there  is  a 
grain  of  powder  to  he  burnt  in  America  for  old  England, 
Lord  Percy  will  not  leave  it."  Read  this,  ye  Macaronies  and 
Scavoir  Vivrcs,  warnors  who  strut  in  parks,  and  frequent  mas- 
querades, operas,  &c.,  but  are  ready  to  resign  in  the  hour  of 
danger,  when  your  country's  welfare  is  at  stake.' 

April  16, — Day  before  yesterday,  as  the  Asia  man-of-war 
was  passing  through  the  Narrows,  she  was  hailed  by  the  riflo-

men  on  Staten  Island  side,  and  desired  to  haul  too.  Some  of 
the  Asia's  people  on  deck  asked  "  for  what  ?  "  "  Because," 
answered  the  riflemen,  "  our  orders  are  to  suflfcr  no  boats  to 
pass  without  a  permit  from  General  Putnam."  The  Asia  still 
keeping  under  way,  the  riflemen  fired  upwards  of  forty  shots 
at  her,  which  the  Asia  returned  by  firing  two  pieces  from  her 
upper  tier.* 

France  declares,  she  will  not  assist  the  American  colonies 
until  they  dissolve  their  connection  with  Great  Britain.  Should 
that  event  take  place,  France  would  probably  involve  England 
in  a  war  with  Germany.  America  was  conquered  in  that 
country  in  the  last  war.  In  the  present  war  she  might,  in  the 
same  country,  be  restored  to  liberty.  The  whole  of  the  troops 
sent  by  England  to  America  (where  so  much  was  at  stake)  did 
not  amount  to  fifteen  thousand  men.  The  colonies  at  one  time 
had  twenty-five  thousand  in  pay,  who  bore  the  heat  and  bur- 
den of  the  war,  but  shared  in  no  part  of  its  glory  or  advan- 
tages. Americans,  beware  of  reconciliation  1  Ye  can  protect 
yourselves.'

sixteen  thousand.  Press  warrants  are  sent  out  to  Admiral 
Greaves,  to  press  all  American  seamen.  Press  warrants  are 
expected  to  be  issued  out  soon,  as  the  captains  of  all  the  out- 
ward bound  ships  have  been  very  solicitous  to  procure  protec- 
tions. Orders  have  been  sent  to  Plymouth  for  all  the  guard- 
ships  there  to  take  on  board  their  full  complement  of  men,  as 
in  time  of  war.  Orders  have  been  sent  to  all  the  outposts  to 
be  very  cautious  and  strict  in  examining  all  persons  and  ves- 
sels, ifec,  that  may  be  judged  the  least  suspicious.  Orders  are 
given  for  a  quantity  of  beef  and  pork,  sufficient  for  ten  ships 
of  tlie  line  for  six  months,  to  be  got  ready  as  soon  as  possible. 

A  compact  was  lately  signed  between  the  court  and  three 
Northern  powers,  by  which  the  latter  have  stipulated  to  furnish 
Great  Britain  between  them,  with  60,000  troops,  the  better  to 
enable  the  latter  to  carry  on  the  continental  war.  Govern- 
ment have  sent  over  to  Germany  to  engage  1,000  men  called 
Jagers,  people  brought  up  to  the  use  of  the  rifle  barrel  gims 
in  boar  hunting.  They  are  amazingly  expert.  Every  petty 
prince  who  hath  forests,  keeps  a  number  of  them,  and  they  are

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allowed  to  take  npprentjcGft,  by  whieli  means  they  are  a  DO- 
mcroua  body  of  people.  These  men  are  intended  to  act  En  tho 
next  enmpaign  in  iVinerica,  and  our  ministry  plume  tliemeelTee 
iiiiich  ill  tlie  thouglit  of  tLeir  being  a  complete  miiteli  for  the 
Aiiiorican  riflemen." 

April  20. — A  wErrRR  giyes  tlie  following  reasons  for  a  deo- 
liiration  of  the  independence  of  tlie  American  colonies: — 1, 
RfMnwfftr  "^^^  colonies  will  be  delivered  irom  two  govcm- 
iD<i.p«uitiu<t,  nienta  directly  opposed  to  each  other.  S.  The 
colonies  will  be  delivered  fivsra  tlio  disoi-dors  which  arise  from 
the  unlimited,  iindeseribed.  and  sometimes  arbitrary  power  of 
conventions,  committees  of  safety,  and  committees  of  inspec- 
tion. 3.  A  criminal  correspondence  with  the  enemies  of  tbie 
country  will  bo  prevented,  or  pnnished,  under  the  orticlee  of 
hi^h  treason.  4.  The  colonies  will  be  delivered  from  tlie  dan- 
ger of  crown  officers,  whose  apparent  interest  it  will  always 
be  to  remain  inactive,  or  to  co-ojierate  with  tlie  enemies  of 
America.  5.  Tlie  British  constitution  may  be  immediately 
restored  to  each  colony,  with  tlie  great  and  necessary  improve- 
moiitd  of  a  governor  and  council  chosen  by  the  people,  6. 
France  will  immediately  attack  Britain  in  the  most  defenceless 
parts  of  her  empire,  and  thus  draw  off  her  fleets  and  armies 
from  our  coasts.  7.  All  the  powers  of  Europe  will  conceive 
snch  ideas  of  onr  union,  love  of  freedom  and  military  resour- 
ces, that  they  will  not  be  tempted  to  accept  of  a  share  in  us, 
upon  the  condition  of  conquering  us.' 

This  is  not  a  time  to  trifle.     ITen  who  know  they  deserve

Conquest,  and  not  reconciliation,  is  the  plan  of  Britain.  But 
admitting  even  the  last  hope  of  the  Tories  to  happen,  which 
is,  that  our  enemies  after  a  lolig  succession  of  losses,  wearied 
and  disabled,  should  despairingly  throw  down  their  arms  and 
propose  a  reunion.  In  that  case,  what  is  to  be  done  ?  Are 
defeated  and  disappointed  tyrants  to  be  considered  like  mis- 
taken and  converted  friends  ?  Or  would  it  be  right  to  receive 
those  for  governors,  who,  had  they  been  conquerors,  would 
have  hung  us  up  for  traitors?  Certainly  not.  Reject  the 
offer  then,  and  propose  another ;  which  is,  we  will  make  peace 
with  you  as  with  enemies,  but  we  will  never  reunite  with  you 
as  friends.  This  effected,  and  ye  secure  to  yourselves  the 
pleasing  prospect  of  an  eternal  peace.  America,  remote  from 
all  the  wrangling  world,  may  iive  at  ease.  Bounded  by  the 
ocean,  and  backed  by  the  wilderness,  who  hath  she  to  fear  but 
her  God  ? 

Be  not  deceived.  It  is  not  a  little  that  is  at  stake.  Rec- 
onciliation will  not  now  go  down,  even  if  it  were  offered.  Tis 
a  dangerous  question,  for  the  eyes  of  all  men  begin  to  open. 
There  is  now  no  secret  in  the  matter ;  there  ought  to  be  none. 
It  is  a  case  that  concerns  every  man,  and  every  man  ought  to 
lay  it  to  heart.  He  that  is  here,  and  he  that  was  horn  here, 
are  alike  concerned.  It  is  needless,  too,  to  split  the  business 
into  a  thousand  parts,  and  perplex  it  with  endless  and  fruitless 
investigations.  This  unparalleled  contention  of  nations  is  not 
to  be  settled  like  a  school  boy's  task  of  pounds,  shillings, 
pence,  and  fractions.  The  first  and  great  question,  and  that 
which  involves  every  other  in  it,  and  from  which  every  other 
will  flow,  is  happiness.  Can  this  continent  be  happy  under 
the  government  of  Great  Britain,  or  not  ?  Secondly.  Can  she 
be  happy  under  a  government  of  our  own  ?  To  live  beneath 
the  authority  of  those  whom  we  cannot  love,  is  misery,  sla- 
very, or  what  name  you  please.  In  that  case  there  will  never 
be  peace.  Security  will  be  a  thing  unknown,  because  a 
treacherous  friend  in  power  is  the  most  dangerous  of  enemies. 
The  answer  to  the  second  question — can  America  be  happy 
Imder  a  government  of  her  own,  is  short  and  simple,  viz. :   As 
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hapi-y  Its  she  {'leases ;  slie  hath  a  Llauk  eheet  to  write  npoo. 
Put  it  not  off  too  long. 

Painful  OS  thu  task  of  speaking  truth  must  Bomotimes  be, 
yet  we  caunot  avoid  giving  the  following  bint,  bocHuac  much, 
naj",  almost  every  Ihiiig,  (iepends  upon  it ;  and  tliut  is,  ■ 
tlmroiigh  knowk-dge  of  the  peraons  whom  wo  trust.  It  16  tlic 
duty  of  the  public,  at  tbia  time,  to  ecrutiiiize  closely  into  the 
conduct  of  tlicir  committee  members,  members  of  assembly, 
and  delegates  in  Congrt-Es,  to  know  what  they  do  and  fJicir 
motives  for  bo  doing.  Without  doing  tbiB  wc  sliall  ncvur 
know  who  to  confide  in,  but  sliall  confitaiitly  migtaku  friunds 
for  enemies,  and  enemies  for  friends,  till  in  the  confusion  of 
pursone  we  eacrifice  the  chuso.* 

Aprh.  33. — We  have  all  the  debates  in  Farliamont,  by 
whii-li  it  appears  that  the  determination  of  the  coart  is,  first  to

passing  that  act.  Tlie  Congress  have,  in  conse(pience  of  this. 
recommended  the  fitting  out  privateers  to  cruise  on  British 
property. 

It  nniy  be  depended  upon  as  fact,  that  the  agents  of  the 
Scotch  factors  have  been  desired  by  the  administration  to  inake 
no  noise  about  their  debts  in  America ;  for  that  they,  the  min- 
istry, will  sec  their  debts  paid  by  forfeiting  American  estates.

Some  straw 
was  immediately  procured,  and  a  fire  made  on  Stour  Hill, 
where  the  said  paper  was  publicly  burnt  before  a  great  num- 
ber of  spectators.  While  it  was  burning,  a  person  solemnly 
repeated,  "  So  may  the  schemes  of  America,  that  are  formed 
against  the  government  of  Great  Britain,  fall  to  the  dust." 
There  were  several  kinds  of  fireworks  exhibited  on  the  occa- 
sion, and  the  evening  concluded  by  drinking  success  to  his 
Majesty's  arms.' 

April  27. — ^The  essence  of  liberty  consists  in  our  having  it 
in  our  power  to  choose  our  own  rulers,  and  so  far  as  we  exer- 
cise this  power  we  are  truly  free.     Many  advan- 
tages flow  from  such  a  plan  of  government.    The 
following  two  have  rarely  been  attended  to,  but  every  one  will 
perceive  them  as  soon  as  mentioned : 

A  poor  man  has  rarely  the  honor  of  speaking  to  a  gentle- 
man on  any  terms,  and  never  with  familiarity  but  for  a  few 
weeks  before  the  election.  How  many  poor  men,  common 
men,  and  mechanics,  have  been  made  happy  within  this  fort- 
night by  a  shake  of  the  hand,  a  pleasing  smile,  and  a  little 
familiar  chat  with  gentlemen  who  have  not  for  these  seven 
years  past  condescended  to  look  at  them.     Blessed  state  which

you,  he  is  so  engaged  in  seizing  your  property  by  writ  of  ven- 
ditioni exponas,  and  8elling  your  goods  at  vendue. 

Tliua  tho  riglit  of  annual  elections  will  ever  oblige  gentle- 
men to  speak  to  you  once  a  year,  who  would  deqiise  you  for- 
ever, wore  it  not  that  yoa  can  beetow  somethiitg  upon  tbem. 

Lying  is  so  vulgar  a  failing  that  no  gentleman  wonld  hare 
any  thing  to  say  to  it  but  at  ek'etious,  Tlien,  indeed,  the 
greatest  gentleman  in  the  city  wilt  condescend  to  lie  with  the 
least  of  US.  Tliis  year  their  hnmility  is  amazing,  for  they 
have  stooped  to  the  dnidgcry  of  going  from  honsc  to  bouse  to 
circulate  election  lies  about  division  of  property.  I  cannot 
eonimond  tlicir  policy  herein,  for  such  poor  fellows  as  I  am, 
with  nothing  more.  However,  it  shows  their  willingness  to 
come  down  a  pin,  which  is  such  a  favor  that  we  ought  to  be 
truly  thankful  for  it.  In  a  ivord,  electioneering  and  aristo- 
craticaf  pride  are  incompatible,  and  if  over  we  should  have 
gentlemen  to  come  down  to  our  level,  we  must  guard  our 
right  of  election  cffectualiy,  and  not  let  the  asoeiiibly  take  it 
out  of  our  hands.

It  is 
the  result  of  the  most  mature  deliberation,  and  we  hope  will 
be  speedily  ratified  by  the  Congress.  Let  the  vin?!nuvote« 
DOUBTEBS  read  it :  * — "  Forasmuch  as  all  the  en-  *"  independence, 
deavors  of  the  United  Colonies,  by  tlie  most  decent  representa- 
tions and  petitions  to  the  King  and  Parliament  of  Great  Britain, 
to  restore  peace  and  security  to  America  under  the  British  gov- 
ernment, and  a  reunion  witli  that  people  upon  just  and  liberal 
terms,  instead  of  a  redress  of  grievances,  have  produced,  from 
an  imperious  and  vindictive  administration,  increased  insult, 
oppression,  and  a  vigorous  attempt  to  effect  our  total  destruc- 
tion. By  a  late  act,  all  these  colonies  are  declared  to  be  in  re- 
bellion, and  out  of  the  protection  of  the  British  crown,  our 
properties  subjected  to  confiscation,  our  people,  when  capti- 
vated, compelled  to  join  in  the  murder  and  plunder  of  their 
relations  and  countrymen,  and  all  former  rapine  and  oppres- 
sion of  Americans  declared  legal  and  just.  Fleets  and  annies 
are  raised,  and  the  aid  of  foreign  troops  engaged  to  assist  these 
destructive  purposes.  Tlie  king's  representative  in  this  colony 
hath  not  only  withheld  all  the  powers  of  government  from 
operating  for  our  safety,  but,  having  retired  on  board  an 
armed  ship,  is  carrying  on  a  piratical  and  savage  war  against 
us,  teippting  our  slaves,  by  every  artifice,  to  resort  to  him,  and 
training  and  employing  them  against  their  masters.  In  this 
state  of  extreme  danger,  we  have  no  alternative  left  but  an 
abject  submission  to  the  will  of  those  overbearing  tyrants,  or 
a  total  separation  from  the  crown  and  government  of  Great 
Britain,  uniting  and  exerting  the  strength  of  all  America  for 
defence,  and  foraiing  alliances  with  foreign  powers  for  com- 
merce and  aid  in  war.

people." ' 

Tlie  procuring  of  foreign  assistance  ■was  the  immediate  oh- 
JL'ct  of  thia  resolution,  as  the  alternative  of  separation  or  snb- 
inii<eton  was  the  aspiji;ncd  ground  of  it.  But  a  political  con- 
nection on  any  tenns,  with  a  pcojile  who  have  exerted  against 
lis  every  species  of  barbarity  and  insult,  wonid  have  had  few 
advocates. 

In  eonseqnenoe  of  the  resolution,  universally  regarded  as 
the  only  path  which  will  lead  to  safety  and  prosperity,  some 
gentlemen  made  a  liandsome  collection  for  the  purpose  of 
treating  the  soldiery,  wlio  to-day  were  jjaraded  iti  AVallcr's 
grove,  before  Brigadier-t.Tencral  Lewis,  .ittended  by  the  gentle- 
men of  the  committee  of  safety,  the  members  of  the  general 
convention,  the  inh.ihitants  of  the  city,  and  others.  Tlie  res- 
olution being  read  aloud  to  tho  army,  the  following  toasts 
were  given,  each  of  them  accompanied  by  a  discharge  of  the 
artillery  and  small  arms,  and  the  acclamations  of  all  present : — 
1.  The  American  Independent  States.  3.  Tlie  grand  Congress 
of  the  United  State.'^,  and  their  rci^pective  Legislatures.  3. 
General  "Washington,  and  victory  to  the  American  arms. 

The  union  flag  of  the  Auiei-ican  states  wa\-ed  upon  the 

'  Edmund  Pendleton,  president,  and  John  Tb^u^vcII,  clerk  of  Ibe 
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capitol  during  the  whole  of  this  ceremony,  which,  being  ended, 
the  soldiers  partook  of  the  refreshment  prepared  for  tiiem  by 
the  aflfection  of  their  countrymen,  and  tlie  evening  concluded 
with  illuminations,  and  other  demonstrations  of  joy.  Every 
one  seems  pleased  that  the  domination  of  Great  Britain  is  now 
at  an  end,  so  wickedly  and  tyrannically  has  it  been  exercised 
for  these  twelve  or  thirteen  years  past,  notwithstanding  our 
repeated  prayers  and  remonstrances  for  redress.* 

TO  VIRGINIA. 

At  length, — with  generous  indignation  fir^d, 
By  freedom^s  noblest  principles  inspired, 
The  Continental  spirit  blazes  high, 
And  claims  its  right  of  independence  t 
Virginia,  hail !    Thou  Tenerable  state  I 
In  arms  and  councils  still  acknowledged  great  I 
When  lost  Britannia  in  an  evil  hour 
First'  tryM  the  steps  of  arbitrary  power, 
Thy  foresight  then  the  Continent  alarmM, 
Thy  gallant  temper  evVy  bosom  warmM. — 

And  now,  when  Britain^s  mercenary  bands 
Bombard  our  cities,  desolate  our  lands, 
(Our  pray'rs  unanswered,  and  our  tears  in  Tain,) 
While  foreign  cut- throats-crowd  th'  ensanguined  plain; 
Thy  glowing  virtue  caught  the  glorious  flame. 
And  first  renounc'd  the  cruel  tyrant^s  name  I 
With  just  disdain,  and  most  becoming  pride. 
Further  dependence  on  the  crown  denyM ! 

Whilst  freedom^s  voice  can  in  these  wilds  be  heard, 
Virginia's  patriots  shall  be  still  revered.' 

Doctor  Johnson  defines  the  word  "  expedient "  as  a  thing 
necessary  to  be  done,  which  implies  that  it  cannot  be  expedient 
to  do  evil.     Therefore  the  word  "  expedient "  can

only  be  applied  to  the  promotmg  a  good  purpose ; 
but  you  will  find  it  frequently  mentioned  in  the  king's  speeches ; 
and,  in  Parliament,  ministerialists  make  a  monopoly  of  it,  and 
apply  it  altogetlier  to  the  use  and  service  of  liis  Majesty,  to  wit :

diK'e  them  to  absolnt*!  submissioii."  General  Gage  found  it 
expedient  to  fire  upon  a  few  unarmed  ]>ca»iots,  aud  kill  eight 
of  them;  ho  found  it  expedient  to  bum  Cliarlostowo,  &e.; 
Lord  Dunmore  found  it  expedient  to  burn  Norfolk,  &c. ;  Gea- 
ei!i!  Prescott  tliought  it  expedient  to  put  Colonel  AUtHi  inlO 
iruiia,  and  tninaport  him ;  and  Governor  Tryon  thoug;bt  it  ei- 
jiidient  to  write  to  the  Mayor  of  New  York  that  "  the  co 
iiiiinder  of  Ilia  Majesty's  sliips-of-wnr  found  it  expe<Uent 
burn  the  pilot  Iiouse ; "  and  General  Howe  found  it  espodieot 
to  <[uit  hifi  stronghold  at  lioston,  and  escape  from  it,  after  he 
was  out^neralod  by  General  Waatungton ;  and  some  of  hii 
doctors  found  it  expedient  to  mix  a  (juantity  of  arsenic  among 
the  drugs  they  left  behind,  as  a  bait  for  the  Tankeo  ruts  to 
nibble  at,  and  all  for  the  service  of  his  Majesty ;  so  that  it 
seems  to  be  a  court  favorite  word,  and  become  high  treason  for 
an  American  to  use  or  apply  it.  What  would  tlic  ministry  or 
Parliament  liave  done  bad  there  been  no  such  word  ? 

We  liopc  the  Americans  will  not  adopt  their  language,  and 
instead  of  the  word  "  expedient,"  say  "  necessary  ; "  and  that 
it  is  now  become  highly  necessar)'  to  oppose  those  ministerial 
grammarians,  lost  they  should  also  attempt  to  defile  our  lan- 
guage, as  they  have  defiled  our  land,  with  blood.' 

Mat  23. — Last  Friday,  the  Continental  armed  schooner, 
Franklin,  coniniandcd  by  Captain  Mnirford,  in  sight  of  the 
British  men-of-war,  took,  and  carried  into  Boston, 
a  ship  from  England,  about  three  hundred  tons 
burden,  mounted  with  six  carriage  guns. 

Tlic  enemy,  intolerably  vexed  and  ehagrined  that  the  prize 
should  be  taken  and  unloaded  in  their  open  view,  formed  a 
design  of  wreaking  their  vengeance  on  Captain  Mugford.  The 
Sunday  following,  he,  in  company  with  Captain  CuDningham, 

'  CoDititDtioiul  Guette,  Haj  IS. 
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in  the  Lady  "Washington,  a  small  privateer  armed  with  swivels, 
blunderbusses,  and  muskets,  fell  down  from  Boston  in  order 
to  go  out  in  the  bay.  The  enemy,  observing  their  sailing,  fitted 
out  a  fleet  of  boats  for  the  purpose  of  surprising  and  taking 
them  in  the  night ;  and  the  Franklin's  running  aground  in  the 
gut  gave  them  a  good  opportunity  of  executing  their  plan. 

The  Lady  Washington  came  to  anchor  near  Captain  Mug- 
ford  ;  and  between  nine  and  ten  o'clock  he  discovered  a  num- 
ber of  boats,  which  he  hailed,  and  received  for  answer  that 
they  were  from  Boston.  He  ordered  them  to  keep  oflF,  or  he 
would  fire  upon  them.  They  begged  him,  for  God's  sake,  not 
to  fire,  for  they  were  going  on  board  him !  Captain  Mugford 
instantly  fired,  and  was  followed  by  all  his  men,  and  cutting 
his  cable,  brought  his  broadside  to  bear,  when  he  discharged 
his  cannon  loaded  with  musket  balls,  directly  in  upon  them. 
Before  the  cannon  could  be  charged  a  second  time,  two  or 
three  boats  were  alongside,  each  of  them  supposed  to  have  as 
many  men  as  the  Franklin  on  board — which  had  only  twenty- 
one,  including  ofticers.  By  the  best  accounts  they  were  not 
less  than  thirteen  boats  in  all,  many  of  them  armed  with  swiv- 
els, and  having  on  board,  at  the  lowest  computation,  about  two 
hundred  men. 

Captain  Mugford  and  his  men  plied  those  alongside  so 
closely  with  firearms  and  spears,  and  with  such  intrepidity, 
rapidity,  and  success,  that  two  boats  were  soon  simk,  and  all 
the  men  either  killed  or  drowned.  But  while  the  heroic  Mug- 
ford, with  outstretched  arms,  was  righteously  dealing  death 
and  destruction  to  our  base  and  unnatural  enemies,  he  received 
a  fatal  ball  in  the  body,  which  in  a  few  minutes  put  a  period 
to  his  life,  from  which,  had  it  been  spared,  his  oppressed  coun- 
try would  undoubtedly  have  reaped  very  eminent  advantages. 

After  our  brave  men  had  maintained  this  unequal  contest 
for  about  half  an  hour,  the  enemy  thought  proper  to  retire. 
The  carnage  among  them  must  have  been  great,  for  besides 
the  two  boat  loads  killed  and  dro\vncd,  many  were  doubtless 
killed  and  wounded  on  board  the  others.  Great  execution  was 
done  by  the  spears.  One  man,  with  that  weapon,  is  positive 
of  having  killed  nine  of  the  enemy  I 
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Tliu  numbor  of  the  boats  whidi  ntfacbed  the  Franklin  » 
about  eight  or  nine.  Tbe  remainder,  to  tin-  number  of  fowr 
fivt,  at  the  same  time  attacked  Captain  Cunningh&ni  in  the 
Washington,  who  then  had  on  board  only  six  men  Itesides  1 
eelf.  This  brave  little  company  gavo  the  boats  stich  &  va 
reception  that  they  were  soon  glad  to  give  over  the  contea 
after  suffering,  it  is  thought,  coneiderablc  loss.' 

A  WBTTEB  in  England  sayB : — Borchoater  Hill  was  takan  i 
a  very  curious  manner  The  rebels  provided  five  hundred  h 
dic!-  of  eerewed  hay,  whieli  tliey  ghoved  before  tht-in, 
uinler  cover  thereof  mounted  the  heights,  where  lli«y  in 
diutely  fortified  themselves,  having  brooght  the  timber  r 
framed.  They  had  also  pro\-ided  themiielves  with  hogsbei 
and  barrels  filled  w-ith  eand,  and  headed  np,  which  tboy  in- 
tended to  have  rolled  down  Dorchester  Hill,  in  eaae  the  King'» 
troops  had  attcuipteil  to  mount  the  eamc, 

A  prentlcuum.  after  recapitulating  the  gi'ievanecs  of  the 
Americans,  summed  them  in  the  following  words  of  scripture : 
"  Tlie  fathers  have  eaten  sonr  grapes,  and  the  cliildren'a  teeth 
are  set  on  edge." ' 

May  25. — At  a  time  when  tyranny  bears  fire  in  one  hand, 
and  instruments  of  death  in  the  other,  let  lis  exert  every  ner\e,

going  out  again,  but  the  tide  making  against  him,  lie  came  to  aiichor  off  Pdi]' 
ding  Cut  Point.  Tlie  next  morning,  by  dajbreuk,  the  sentry  saw  tliirteeo  boats 
from  the  inen-of-war  making  for  Ihem.  They  got  ready  to  receive  them  before 
they  could  board  the  schooner;  she  sunk  five  of  the  boats,  and  the  remainJrr 
attempting  to  board,  they  cut  several  of  tbe  crcirs'  hands  off  aa  they  laid  tbem 
over  the  gunwale.  The  brave  Captain  Mugford  making  a  blon-  at  the  people  in 
tbe  boats  nith  a  cutlass,  received  a  «onnd  in  the  lircasl,  on  nliich  he  called  bis 
lieutenant,  and  said,  "I  ftm  a  dead  man;  don't  give  up  the  vessel;  you  will  be 
»ble  to  beat  them ;  if  not,  cut  the  cable  and  run  her  on  shore,"  and  then  ei[Mrcd  in 
»  few  minutes.  Tin  lieutenant  then  ran  her  on  shore,  and  the  boats  made  off.  The 
men  that  ncrc  taken  up  from  the  boats  that  sunk,  fay  tlicy  lost  at  leaat  sevctlt; 
men.    The  schooner  had  hut  one  man  killed  besides  the  caplajo.

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ai^,  to  our  ntmost,  promote  juEtice,  eqnitj,  and  good  oconomj ; 
that  by  virtue,  resolution,  and  union,  we  may  break  the  mon- 
ster's bead,  tltougli  he,  Colossua-like,  bestrides  our 
harbors,   shading   Uic   ocean  with  his  lowering 
brow,  and  yawns  with  horrid  jaws  for  the  innocent  blood  of 
this  continent. 

But  the  most  efFoctual  way  to  prevent  his  blood-thirsty  de- 
signs, and  ward  off  devastation,  will  be  to  seize  and  confine, 
within  the  narrow  circuit  of  a  gaol  or  prison,  the  sons  of  this 
infernal  monster.  It  is  the  part  of  a  pnident  man  to  confine 
the  lion  to  his  cage  wlien  in  Iiis  power,  though  he  should  cease 
from  roaring,  or  even  feign  himself  a  lamb ;  and  to  break  a  ser- 
pent's head,  though  she,  wlien  caught,  falauly  pretended  herself  a 
dove.  Let  me  tell  yon,  words  do  not  convert  lions  into  lambs, 
serpents  into  doves,  nor  Tories  into  Sons  of  Liberty,  Remem- 
bCT,  as  our  Saviour  was  betrayed  by  one  of  his  disciples,  so  is 
our  coimtry  by  lier  pretended  friends. 

But  how  ridiculous  and  destructive  is  this,  to  allow  persons 
a  right  of  property  in  any  comitrj",  where  they  employ  botli 
their  talents  and  properties  to  destroy  its  immunities,  and  even 
to  sacrifice  the  blood  of  its  inhabitants,  to  satisfy  the  wanton 
cravings  of  a  greedy  monster. 

Let  me  say,  to  suffer  those  who  contradict  the  true  interest 
of  their  country  at  this  important  struggle  to  go  unconfined, 
or  to  enjoy  their  former  property,  upon  a  slight  confession  or 
promise  of  reformation,  is  to  give  them  the  advantage  to  Bjwrt 
with  onr  liberties,  as  well  as  to  appear  ridiculously  stupid  our- 
selves. I  say.  such  folly  as  this  cannot  fail  to  give  vice  the 
laurel,  whilst  virtue  sits  in  tears,  Tliere  is  a  way  to  shun 
calamities  of  every  kind,  if  rightly  understood.  Tlie  only  one 
for  us  seems  this :  to  discard  the  thought  of  riches,  and  seek 
for  men  of  virtue,  to  serve  the  public  cause.  Virtue  joined 
with  knowledge  will  save  a  state  from  the  greatest  calamities ; 
while  riches  joined  with  avarice,  like  an  impetuous  torrent, 
drives  lieadlong  all  within  reach,  and  drowns  them  within  its 
gloomy  vortex. 

My  countrymen,  when  you  are  to  employ  o^man  for  public 


tnigt,  eonsider,  not  who  is  inufit  foud  of  KUeli  nn  uffico,  or  maj 
like  its  profits  liL-dt,  but  nlio  is  most  fit,  and  wlio  will  ftcrvc  hit 
[■ountry  best.  He  who  gives  bis  vote,  being  awaj-ed  by  birtli, 
fortiuio,  or  any  thing  beeido  the  general  good,  edb  his  country. 
IIu  who  devotes  Ms  all  to  do  it  ecrvit*,  lot  his  ooiiditiun  bo 
what  it  iiiay,  is  one  of  tlm  noblci  colnmntt  upon  which  it  wtanit. 
TboBo  who  prefer  the  favor  of  ei-llish  persons,  or  their  own 
private  interest  to  the  true  intorcetof  their eouiitry, do  nothing 
Buiijiort  their  own  or  tJioir  eouiitry's  cause ;  but  being  an  in- 
Biilliciflni  basis  for  encli  a  triint^  by  the  aa^islance  of  avarice  and 
hixury  attempt  tlie  arduous  task,  till  whatuver  they  pretend  to 
Eupport  falls,  toother  with  tlii-nifi«lvi3e,  in  one  general  min. 
Witness  the  British  Parliauicnt !  Tliere,  virlne  has  long  dnco 
been  A  nrinie ;  avarice  hnlh  taken  tlie  field,  and  entered  the  gates 
where  the  public  conncila  ore  held ;  justice  gives  up  th«  Itefft, 
and  flies  to  seek  an  asylum  in  some  propitious  clime.  And 
now  behold  what  follows !  How  is  the  blood  of  her  citizen* 
eported  with  i — nonie  living  an  ignoble  life,  others  dying  an  in- 
glorious death  !  Who  can  atone  for  euch  a  crime  us  tlii*  i  to 
Bacrifice  more  than  a  thousand  troops  on  death's  giini  altar,  to 
gain  what  in  reas(in*s  view  was  not  their  right,  and  what  those 
who  survived  the  bluody  seene  could  not  maintain. 

Ilien  to  Fliiin  sueh  horrid  deeds,  let  ns  despise  both  avarice 
and  avaricious  men.  Ci'ii^iiler,  I  entreat  you,  that  folly  in  a 
judge,  a  general,  or  a  king,  is  folly  indeed,  and  draws  most 
aggravated  niiii  at  its  heels.  0  let  virtue,  prudence,  and 
resolution,  take  the  Held  !  Let  them  possess  the  bench,  the 
council  (chamber,  and  the  senate. 

Tims  alone  can  a  people  be  rendered  happy,  and  a  countrj" 
glorious ;  bnt  give  me  leave,  my  eonutrymen,  as  I  both  feel  for 
ourselves  and  millions  yet  unbuni,  to  warn  you  neither  to 
flnffcr  inattention  to  possess  your  minds  or  idleness  your  pens; 
and  may  each  one  within  his  own  pecidiar  spliere,  strive  for 
tlie  good  of  tlie  whole.  Tlicn  shall  we,  as  individuals,  be 
hajipy ;  as  a  pe()ple,  terrible  to  our  enemies ;  and  as  a  countrj% 
glorious  wherever  fame  shall  celebrate  the  exploits  of  heroes, 
and  just  triumphs  of  virtuous  deeils.  And  provinces  and 
kingdoms,  over  whieh  tlic  lioinan  Eagle  never  flew,  shall  bow 
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to  the  imperial  sccptro  of  tlic  free  and  independent  States  of 
America.' 

Mat  31. — A  captain,  lately  arrived  from  St.  Croix,  saya, 
that  on  the  teiitli  instant,  in  latitude  34°  longitude  C7°  24',  ho 
fell  in  with  a  brig,  the  eaptaiii  of  which  told  him,  that  he  sail- 
ed in  company  with  a  fleet  of  Be\enty  Bail  of  transports,  under 
convoy  of  two  sixty-four,  four  forty  gun  ships,  and  two  bomb 
ketclice,  from  which  he  parted  on  the  fifth  imi  hard  gale  of  wind. 
The  fleet  had  on  board  a  large  number  of  Hessians,  Brunawiek- 
ers,  and  English  troops,  all  bound  to  Philadelphia, "  in  order  to 
diaperse,"  as  the  captain  expressed  liimself,  "  that  hornet's 
nest  the  Congress,  after  which  they  were  certain  the  continent 
would  become  a  very  easy  prey."  God  grant  that  the  patriots 
may  be  prepared  to  receive  this  armament.' 

JcNB  1. — KonvrrHSTANniNG  the  savage  treatment  we  have 
met  with  fix>m  the  King  of  Britain,  and  the  itnposaibility  of  the 
colonics  being  ever  hiippy  Hiider  his  government  YiowsnfthB 
again,  acconling  to  the  usual  operation  of  nat-  ncii.njBnu. 
Ural  and  moral  causes,  yet  we  still  find  some  people  wishing 
to  be  dependent  once  more  upon  the  crcivn  of  Britain.  I  have 
too  good  an  opinion  of  theluunan  undci'standing,  to  suppose 
that  there  is  a  man  in  America  who  believes  that  we  ever  shall 
be  happy  again  in  our  old  connection  with  that  crown,  I, 
therefore,  beg  leave  to  oblige  the  advocates  for  dependence  to 
speak  for  thenisclves  in  the  following  order : — 

1.  I  shall  lose  my  office,  2.  I  shall  lose  the  honor  of  being 
related  to  men  in  office.  3.  I  sliall  lose  the  rent  of  my  houses 
for  a  year  or  two,  4.  We  shall  have  no  more  rum,  sugar,  tea 
nor  coffee,  in  this  country,  except  at  a  most  exorbitant  price. 
5.  We  shall  have  no  more  gauze  or  fine  muslins  imported 
among  us,  6.  Tlie  New  England  men  will  turn  (loths  and 
Vandals,  and  overrun  all  the  Southern  Colonies,  N.B. — It  is  the 
fashion  with  tlie  people  who  make  this  objection  to  iiidcpend-

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ciice,  to  despiflo  die  courage  and  discipline  of  the  New  En^lAod 
troups,  and  to  complain  tliat  tliuv  »re  unwilling  to  fipht  out  of 
tliL'ir  own  colonics.  7.  Tho  cliiircli  will  have  no  king  for  a 
licad.  8.  The  Prtsbjtcriana  will  have  a  share  of  power  ia  tlii* 
oountiT.  N.  B. — These  people  have  been  remarked,  ever  iincu 
the  commenceiiiciit  of  our  disputos  with  Great  Britain,  to  iwHfer 
a  Quaker  or  an  Episcopalian,  to  one  of  their  own  body,  where 
ho  was  equally  hearty  in  the  cause  of  liberty.  9.  I  shall  loeo 
nty  chaneo  of  a  large  tract  of  land  in  a  new  purchaec.  10.  I 
shall  want  tho  eupport  of  the  first  ofBcers  of  goi-ernnient,  to 
protect  me  in  my  ineolence,  injuBtice,  and  villany.  11.  The 
eummon  people  will  Imve  too  much  power  in  their  hands. 
N.  B. — ^Tlie  common  people  are  compoeed  of  tradcsmco  and 
farmers,  and  include  nlno-tontlis  of  the  pooplo  of  America. 

Finally. — Sooner  than  eubuiit  to  the  chance  of  these 
probable  cvUs,  we  will  have  oitr  towns  bnmt,  onr  oountiy 
desolated,  and  our  futliera,  brothers,  and  eliildi-en  hntfhcred  hy 
English,  Scotch,  and  Irishmen ;  by  Hanoverians,  IlessiaDB, 
Brunswickers,  Waldcekcrs,  Canadians,  Indiani^,  and  Negroes, 
And,  after  all,  such  of  us  assnrvive  these cahiuiitics,  will  stibnut 
to  such  terms  of  slavery  as  King  George  and  his  Parliament 
may  impose  upon  us.' 

JusE  10.— To-i>AY,  the  grand  question  of  ludepcndeney 
was  proposed  to  the  first,  second,  fourth,  and  fifth  battalions 
of  assoeiators  of  Philadelphia  and  suburbs ;  consisting  of  about 
two  thousand  officers  and  men.  Against  it,  in  the  first 
battalions,  four  officers  and  twenty  three  privates — second, 
two  privates — fourth  an<I  fifth  unanimous  for  independence.

"  How  our  delegates  in  Congress  may  act,"  says  a  Penn- 
sylvanian,  ''we  know  not,  tJiough  we  have  a  right  to  know, 
and  intcTid  to  promote  an  inquiry  for  that  j)ur])osc." — Take

June  14. — ^Yesterday,  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of 
Boston  were  made  acquainted,  by  beat  of  drum,  that  an 
expedition  was  to  be  undertaken  against  the  TheNantaskot 
enemy's  ships  in  Nantasket  road,  and  for  erecting  Exi>c<i»tion- 
proper  fortifications  in  the  lower  harbor.  Accordingly  detach- 
ments from  the  colonial  regiments,  commanded  by  the  Colonels 
Marshall  and  Whitney,  and  the  battalion  of  train,  commanded 
by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Crafts,  were  embarked  on  board  boats 
at  the  long  wharf,  together  with  cannon,  ammimition,  pro- 
Vision,  intrenching  tools,  and  every  necessary  implement,  and 
sailed  for  Pettick's  Island  and  Hull,  where  they  were  joined 
by  some  continental  troops,  and  seacoast  companies,  so  as  to 
make  near  six  hundred  men  at  each  place.  A  like  number 
of  the  militia,  from  the  towns  in  the  vicinity  of  Boston  harbor, 
with  a  detachment  from  the  train,  and  some  field-pieces, 
took  post  at  Moon  Island,  Iloff^s  Neck,  and  Point  Alderton. 
At  the  same  time,  a  detachment  from  the  continental  army, 
under  the  command  of  Colonel  Whitcomb,  with  two  eighteen- 
pounders,  one  thirtcen-ineh  mortar,  with  the  necessary 
apparatus,  intrenching  tools,  &c.,  were  embarked  for  Long 
Island  to  take  post  there.  Tlie  troops,  delayed  by  a  calm,  did 
not  arrive  at  their  several  places  of  destination  till  near  day- 
light this  morning.  Notwithstanding  this,  however,  such  was 
their  activity  and  alertness,  that  they  had  the  cannon  planted, 
and  a  line  of  defence  hove  up  on  Long  Island  and  Nantasket 
hill  in  a  few  hours,  when  a  cannon-shot  from  Long  Island 
announced  to  the  enemy  our  design.  Soon  after,  a  signal  was 
made  for  the  whole  fleet,  consisting  of  eight  ships,  two  snows, 
two  brigs,  and  one  schooner,  to  unmoor  and  get  under  weigh. 
The  Comniodore  Banks  bore  our  fire,  and  returned  it  with 
spirit,  till  a  shot  from  Long  Island  pierced  the  upper  works 
of  his  ship,  when  he  immediately  unmoored  or  cut  his  cables, 
and  got  under  sail,  and  happy  for  hnn  that  he  did  so,  for  in  a

"  Our  shii>8,  after  lying  nine  hours  before  the  battery,  were 
obliged  to  retire  with  great  loss.  The  Provincials  reserved 
their  fire  until  the  shipping  were  advanced  within  point  blank 
shot.  Tlieir  artillery  was  siii-prisingly  well  served,  it  is  said, 
under  the  command  of  a  Mr.  Masson  and  De  Brahm.  It  was 
slow,  but  decisive  indeed.  They  were  very  cool,  and  took 
great  care  not  to  fire  except  their  guns  were  exceedingly  well 
directed :  but  tlierc  was  a  time  when  the  battery  appeared  to 
be  silenced  for  more  than  an  hour.  Tlie  navy  say,  had  the 
troops  been  ready  to  land  at  this  time,^  they  could  have  taken 
possession ;  liow  that  is,  I  will  not  pretend  to  say.*    I  will 

'  While  she  was  on  fire,  Mr.  Millcgan,  one  of  the  Carolina  marine  officers,  and 
n  party  of  men  boarded  her,  brought  off  her  colors^  the  ship^s  bcllf  and  as  many 
sailfl  as  three  boats  would  contain.

'  General  Clinton  was  very  much  censured  for  not  attempting  to  ford  the 
shallow  water  (which  was  only  three  feet  deep)  between  the  east  end  of  Sullivan's 
Island  and  Long  Island,  where  he  had  been  encamped,  and  attacking  the  Ameri- 
cans there.  An  English  correspondent  says : — "  My  wife  is  quite  an  American, 
and  every  conquest  the  Americans  make,  every  battle  they  win,  and  every  one  of 
our  ships  they  take,  she  says  Providence  is  on  their  side,  and  it  is  only  fighting 
against  the  wind  to  continue  the  contest.  I  am-on  the  opposite  side,  and  we 
have  many  interesting  broils,  or  civil  wars  about  it.  She  has  it  all  in  her  h<%d 
from  the  famous  battle  of  Lexington,  where  our  arms  shone  in  their  full  lustre, 
to  the  siege  of  Sullivan's  Island,  where  we  came  off  with  the  worst;  and  this  last 
af&ir,  I  must  acknowledge,  has  almost  set  me  wavering. 

"One  circumstance  happened  yesterday  that  fairly  made  me  mad.  My  son 
Tommy  being  playing  in  the  garden,  in  the  middle  of  which  is  a  small  pond  about 
three  feet  deep ;  his  mother  (I  suppose  on  purpose  to  vex  me)  ordered  Tommy  to 
wade  through  the  pond,  which  he  refused,  telling  her  he  should  be  drowned,  as  it 
was  too  deep;  orders  were  immediately  given  for  Tommy  to  sound  it,  which  ho 
began  preparing  for,  by  taking  a  leather  sucker  and  making  it  stick  fast  to  a  stone, 
tied  about  four  feet  of  string  to  the  end  of  a  stick,  and  reached  it  as  far  as  he  was 
able,  and  he  returned  and  told  his  mother  it  was  as  deep  as  a  certain  mark  on  the 
cord  which  he  had  made ;  which,  on  measuring,  was  found  to  bo  three  feet,  one 
inch,  and  seven-eighths ;  which,  had  ho  attempted,  would  have  proved  fatal  to 
him.

CHAPTER     VII. 


Jtri.T  1. — ^EvEKV  moment  that  I  reflect  on  our  affairs, 
the  more  I  am  conTineed  of  the  necessity  of  a  formal  declara- 
tion of  Independence.  Reeonciliation  ia  tliought  Thonghuon 
of  now  Ijy  none  but  knaves,  fools,  and  madmen ;  todependenw. 
and  as  we  cannot  offer  terms  of  peace  to  Great  Eritian,  nntil, 
as  otiicr  nations  have  done  before  us,  wo  agree  to  call 
ourselves  by  some  name,  I  shall  rejoice  to  hear  the  title  of  the 
Ukitkd  St.vtics  of  AsiEiticA,  in  order  tliat  we  may  be  on  a 
proper  footing  to  negotiate  a  i)eacc. 

Besides-,  the  t-ondition  of  those  brave  fellows  who  have 
fallen  into  the  enemy's  bands  as  prisoners,  and  tlie  risk  which 
every  man  mns,  wlio  bears  arms  cither  by  land  or  sea  in  the 
American  cause,  makes  a  declaration  of  Independence  abso- 
lutely necessary,  because  no  proper  cartel  for  an  exchange  of 
prisoners  can  take  place  while  we  remain  dependants.  It  is 
some  degree  of  comfort  to  a  man,  taken  prisoner,  that  lie 
belongs  to  some  national  power,  is  the  eubjcct  of  some  state 
that  will  see  after  him.  Oliver  Cromwell  would  have  sent  a 
memorial  as  powerful  as  thuTider  to  any  king  on  earth,  who 
dared  to  use  prisoners  in  the  manner  which  ours  liavc  been. 
What  is  it  that  we  have  done  in  tliis  matter?  Nothing.  "We 
arc  subjects  of  Great  Britain  and  must  not  do  these  things ! 
Shame  on  your  cowardly  souls  that  do  them  not!  You  are 
not  fit  to  govern ! 

AVei-e  Britain  to  make  a  conquest  of  America,  I  would  for 
my  own  part  clioo^e  ratlicr  to  be  conquered  as  an  independent 
state  than  as  an  acknowledged  rebel.  Some  foreign  powei-s 
might  interpose  for  us  in  the  first  ease,  but  they  cannot  in  the 
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liitter,  becaii«>e  the  law  of  all  nntions  U  tgainnt  na.     Beeidn, 
tlif  foreign  Ettropean   [Hiwors  will  not  long  be  neutral,  a 
iinloss  we  declare  an  iiwli'iieHik'nee:,  and  eend  cnibaeeics  to  a 
tlitir  iViendsliip,  Britain   will   be  Iwromliand   with   us; 
llic  inoment  tliat   ehe  finde   bIiu  ouiimt   make  a  ooDqn«st  of  J 
Aiiierica,  by  Iicr  onm  slronglli,  alie  will  endeavor  to  make  • 
European  affair  of  it.     tTpon  the  wbolc,  wc  may  ha  beneEtedd 
by  indiJiHindvtice,  bnt.  wo  cannot  1>C  liurl   by  it,  and   orciyl 
iiiuQ  that  is  Against  it  is  a  traitor.'

equal  Btation  to  ivhii'li  the  laws  of  nature  and  of  Xatiire's  God 
cntitk-  tliL'ni,  a  (KvL-Tit  respect  to  the  opinions  of  niaiikiiid 
refjiiircs  that  they  sboiihl  dechiro  the  causes  wliidi  impel  tliuin 
to  the  eciiaration. 

A\'c  hold  tliL'se  truths  to  he  self-evident,  that  all  men  arc 
created  eqnal,  that  th(?y  are  endowed  by  their  Creat<ir  with 
certain  unalienable  rigiits,  that  among  these  are  life,  hbcrty, 
nnd  the  pursuit  of  liappincss. — Tliat  to  secure  these  rights 
governments  arc  instituted  among  men,  deriving  their  just 
powers  from  the  consent  of  the  governed,  that  whenever  any 
fonn  of  government  becomes  destructive  of  these  ends,  it  is 
the  riglit  of  the  pei>ple  to  alter  or  to  abolish  it,  and  to  institute 
new  government,  laying  its  foumhitjon  on  such  principles, 
and  orfjaiiizing  its  powers  in  such  form,  as  to  them  shall  seem 
most  likely  to  efl'ect  their  safety  and  haiijtiness.  Prudence, 
indeed,  Avill  dictate  tliat  govcnmients  h>iig  cstahlit^hcd,  should 
not  be  changed  for  light  and  transient  causes;  and  accord- 
ingly, all  experience  bath  shown,  that  mankind  are  more 
disposed   to  suffer,  while  evils  are  tufferable,  than   to   right

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themBelves  by  aboligliing  the  form  to  wliieli  tlicy  are  accus- 
tomed. But  when  a  long  train  of  abuses  and  UBurpations, 
pursiiiitg  invariably  the  same  object,  evinces  a  design  to 
reduce  tlieni  under  absohite  despotism,  it  is  their  right,  it  is 
their  duty,  to  throw  off  sueh  guvcninicnt,  and  to  provide  new 
guards  for  tlieir  future  security,  Sucli  has  been  tlic  patient 
Bufierance  of  these  colonies;  and  such  is  now  the  necessity 
which  constrains  them  to  alter  their  former  systems  of  govern- 
ment. Tlic  history  of  the  present  King  of  Great  Britain  is  a 
historj'  of  repeated  injuries  and  usurpations,  all  having  in 
direct  object  the  establishment  of  an  absolute  tj-ranny  over 
these  states.  To  prove  this  let  facts  bo  submitted  to  a  candid 
world. 

lie  lias  refused  his  assent  to  laws,  the  most  wliolosomc  and 
necessary  for  the  public  good. 

He  has  forbidden  his  governorB  to  pass  laws  of  immediate 
and  pressing  importance,  unless  sutipended  in  their  opei'ation 
till  his  assent  should  be  obtained,  and  when  so  suspended, 
he  lias  utterly  neglected  to  attend  to  them. 

He  has  refused  to  pass  other  laws  for  the  accommodation 
of  large  districts  of  peo]>le,  iinle.-^s  those  people  would  relinquish 
the  riglit  of  representation  in  the  legislature,  a  right  inesti- 
mable to  them  and  fomudablc  to  tyrants  only. 

He  has  called  together  legislative  bodies  at  places  unusual, 
nncomfortable,  and  distant  from  the  depository  of  their  public 
records,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  fatiguing  them  into  compliance 
with  his  measures. 

He  has  dissolved  re])resentative  houses  repeatedly,  for 
opposing  with  a  manly  firmness  liis  invasions  on  the  rights  of 
the  people. 

He  has  refused  for  a  long  time,  after  such  dissolutions,  to 
cause  others  to  be  elected;  whereby  the  legislative  powers, 
incapable  of  annihilation,  have  returned  to  the  people  at  large 
for  their  exercise;  the  state  remaining  in  the  mean  time 
exposed  to  all  the  dangers  of  invasions  from  without,  and 
eonvnilsions  within. 

He  lias  endeavored  to  prevent  the  population  of  these 
states ;  for  tliat  purpose  obstructing  tlie  laws  for  naturalizatioa 
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of  foreigner*,  refusing  to  pase  others  to  encoimige  their 
tui}i:r»tioi)B  liitht-r,  and  raiding  tliu  conditions  of  aun*  appropri- 
atiims  of  landti. 

He  has  obstructed  the  adiiiini»t»tion»  of  jn^Uoe,  bv 
refusing  his  asuviit  to  laws  for  eatabliBliing  judiciary  powe». 

He  liae  nitide  jtidgut  dependent  on  his  will  alone,  for  tha 
tenure  of  tlicir  oftic-es,  and  tlic  amount  and  payment  of  thdr 
salaries. 

He  has  erected  a  multitude  of  now  offices,  and  sent  hither 
swiirms  of  officera  to  harasa  our  people,  and  eat  out  their  aub- 
etaiice. 

Ho  has  kept  among  ns,  in  times  of  peace,  standing  iuniio* 
■witliout  tlic  consent  of  our  legislatures. 

lie  lias  aficctcd  to  render  tiie  military  independent  of,  and 
superior  to  the  civil  power. 

.  He  has  combined  with  others  to  subject  ns  to  a  jurisdiction 
foreign  to  our  constitution,  and  unacknowledged  hj  our  laws: 
giving  liis  assent  to  their  acts  of  protended  legislation. 

For  (juartcriiii;  large  bodies  of  sirTued  troops  among  us. 

For  protecting  them,  by  a  nioclv  trial,  from  ]>nnislnnent 
for  any  murders  which  they  tliould  commit  on  the  inhabitants 
of  these  statcH. 

For  cutting  off  our  trade  with  all  parts  of  the  world. 

For  imposing  taxes  on  ns  without  our  consent. 

For  depriving  ns,  in  many  cases,  of  the  benefits  of  trial  by 

jury- 

For  transporting  us  beyond  seas  to  be  trie<l  for  pretended 
offences. 

For  abolishing  the  free  system  of  English  laws  in  a  neighbor- 
ing province,  establishing  tlicrein  an  arbitrary  govermnent,  and 
enlarging  its  boundaries,  so  as  to  render  it  at  once  an  example 
and  lit  instniment  for  introducing  the  same  absolute  rule  into 
tiiesc  colonics. 

For  taking  aw.iy  our  charters,  abolishing  our  most  valuable 
laws,  and  altering  fundamentally  thoforms  of  our  govonunents. 

For  suspending  our  own  legislatures,  and  declaring  them- 
selves invested  with  power  to  legislate  for  us  in  all  eases  what- 
soever. 
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He  has  abdicated  govemmont  here,  by  declaring  ns  ont  of 
his  protection  and  waging  war  against  ns. 

lie  has  phindered  our  seas,  ravaged  our  coasts,  burnt  our 
towns,  and  destroyed  the  livea  of  our  people. 

He  is,  at  this  time,  transporting  large  armies  of  foreign 
mercenaries  to  couiplete  the  works  of  death,  desolation,  and 
tjranny,  already  began  with  circumstances  of  cruelty  and  per- 
fidy, scarcely  paralleled  in  the  most  barbarous  ages,  and  totally 
unworthy  the  head  of  a  civilized  nation. 

lie  has  constrained  our  fellow-citizens,  taken  captive  on  the 
high  seas,  to  bear  arms  against  their  coimtry,  to  become  tlie  ex- 
ecutioners of  their  friends  aud  brethren,  or  to  fall  tliemselves 
by  their  bands. 

Ue  has  excited  domestic  insurrections  amongst  us,  and  has 
endeavored  to  bring  on  the  inhabitants  of  our  frontiers,  the 
merciless  Indian  savages,  whoso  known  rule  of  warfare  is  an 
undistinguished  destruction  of  all  ages,  sexes,  and  conditions. 

In  every  stage  of  these  oppressions  we  have  petitioned  for 
redress  in  the  most  humble  terms.  Our  rejieated  jjcMtions 
have  been  answered  only  by  repeated  injury.  A  prince,  whose 
cliaracter  is  thus  marked  by  cvcrj'  act  which  may  defii-.o  a 
tyrant,  is  unfit  to  be  the  ruler  of  a  free  people. 

Nor  have  we  been  wanting  in  attentions  to  our  liritish 
brethren.  Wo  have  warned  them  from  time  to  time  of  at- 
tempts by  tlieir  legislature  to  extend  an  unwarrantable  juris- 
diction over  us.  "We  have  reminded  them  of  the  eircumstancea 
of  our  emigration  and  settlement  here.  We  have  appealed  to 
their  native  justice  and  magnanimity,  and  we  have  conjured 
them  by  tlic  ties  of  our  common  kindred  to  disavow  these 
nsurpations,  which  would  inevitably  intciTupt  onr  conuectioua 
and  con-espondeiicc.  Tliey  too  have  been  deaf  to  the  voice  of 
justice  and  of  consanguinity.  We  must,  therefore,  acquiesce 
in  the  necessity  which  denounces  onr  separation,  and  hold  them, 
as  wo  hold  tlie  rest  of  mankind,  enemies  in  war,  in  peace, 
friends. 

We,  therefore,  the  representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  in  general  congress  assembled,  appealing  to  the 
Supreme  Judge  of  the  world  for  the  rectitude  of  our  intentions, 
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iln,  in  the  name,  and  by  the  autlioHty  of  tlic  gooA  people  < 
tlnse    colonics,   solemnly   piiblisli    and    dfclan;,    tliat 
UNITED  COLONIES  arc,  niul  of  ripht  o)ij,'lit  to  l)o,  FKEBl 
AND  INDEPENDENT  STATEH  ;  that  tliey  nrc  ubwlvod  J 
iruiii  all  allegiance  to  tltu  Urititih  crown,  and  that  all  poUdcal  | 
ODiiriectioQ  between  them  and  the  state  of  Gruat  Britain,  is  and  ( 
ought  to  be  totally  dissolved ;  and  that  as  Freu  and  IniU-jiund- 
ent  States,  they  liave  fiill  power  to  levy  w*r,  CDnvliidc  \ttiwe, 
(uiitraet  allituiecs,  establiah  commerce,  and  to  do  all  other  Ords 
anil  things  which  Independent  States  may  of  right  do.     And 
fur  the  support  of  this  declaration,  with  a  firm  reliance  oa  the 
pnilwition  of  Divine  Providence,  we  routnally  pU^gu  to  uadl 
iilhcr  our  lives,  onr  fortunes,  and  our  sacred  honor.' 


JrLT  5. — Tme  day,  the  Virginia  Cwivention  rceolved,  that 

the  following  sentences  in  the  moniint!;  and  evening  ehunOi 
rhnn™  In  tii«  Ber\-icc  shall  be  omitted  : — "  O  Lord,  save  the 
Church  Service.

Tliat  the  pniyerri  in  tlie  communion  scn-icc,  which  acknowl- 
edge the  authority  of  the  king,  and  so  much  of  the  prayer  for 
the  chnreli  militant  as  declares  the  same  authority,  shall  he 
omitted,  and  this  alteration  made  in  one  of  the  above  prayers 
in  eommnnion  service :  "  Almighty  and  everlasting  God,  we 
are  taught  by  thy  holy  word,  that  the  hearts  of  all  rulers  are  in 
tliy  governance,  and  that  tliou  dost  dispose  and  turn  them  as  it 
seemeth  best  to  thy  goodly  wisdom ;  we  humbly  beseech  thee  to 
dis]>oBe  and  govci'n  the  hearts  of  the  magistrates  of  this  com- 
monwealth, that  in  all  their  thoughts,  words,  and  works,  they  may 
evermore  seek  tliy  lionor  and  glory,  and  study  to  preserve  thy 
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people  committed  to  their  charge  in  wealth,  peace,  and  godli- 
ness. Grant  tliis,  O  Merciful  Father,  for  thy  dear  Sou's  sake, 
Jeiins  Christ,  our  Lord,  Amen." 

Tliat  the  following  prayer  shall  be  used  instead  of  the 
prayer  for  the  king's  majesty,  in  the  morning  and  eveningV 
8C'rvi<;o :  "  O,  Lord,  onr  heavenly  Father,  high  and  mighty,  Iving 
of  kings,  Lonl  of  lords,  the  only  Kuler  of  the  universe,  who 
dost  from  thy  throne  behold  all  the  dwellers  upon  eartli,  most 
heartily  we  beseech  thee  with  tliy  favor  to  behold  the  magia- 
trafes  of  tliis  coin  men  wealth,  and  to  replenish  them  witli  tho 
grace  of  tliy  Holy  Spirit,  that  they  may  always  incline  to  thy 
will,  and  walk  in  thy  way ;  endue  them  plenteously  with 
heavenly  gifts ;  strengthen  them,  that  tliey  may  vanquish  and 
overcome  all  their  enemies ;  and  finally,  after  this  life,  they 
may  obtain  everlasting  joy  and  felicity,  through  Jesns  Clirist 
OTir  Lord,  Amen." 

In  the  twenty-sixth  sentence  of  tho  Litany  use  these  words : 
"Tliat  it  may  please  thee  to  endue  the  magistrates  of  this 
commonwealth  witli  grace,  wisdom,  and  understanding." 

In  the  succeeding  one,  use  these  words :  "  Tliat  it  may  please 
thee  to  bless  and  kwp  them,  giving  tlicm  grace  to  execute 
justice  and  maintain  truth." 

Let  every  other  sentence  of  the  Litany  bo  retained,  w^itliout 
any  alteration,  exce[>t  the  above  sentences  recited.'

The 
people  of  the  Jei'scys.  on  account  of  his  prineiplcs,  connections, 
abilities,  and  address,  viewed  hitii  as  a  nii.-^cbievous  and  dan- 
gerous enemy  in  that  province,  and  consequently  thought  it 
expedient  to  remove  hitu,  under  a  .strong guai-d,  f o  Connectieut. 
He  is  safely  arrived,  and  will  probably  have  leisure  to  recon- 
noitre his  past  life.  He  is  son  to  Doctor  Bcnjandn  Franklin,' 
the  geiuus  of  the  day,  and  the  great  patron  of  Ameriean  Libertv.

July  8. — At  twelve  o'clock  to-day,  the  Committees  of  Safety 
and  Inspcetion  of  Plitladelphia,  went  in  procession  to  the  State 
Ilonse,  where  the  Declaration  of  the  Independency  of  the 
United  States  of  America  was  read  to  a  very  large  number  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  city  and  county,  and  was  received  with 
general  applause  and  heartfelt  satisfaction.  And,  in  the' even- 
ing, our  late  king's  coat-of-arms  was  brought  from  the  hall  in  the 
State  House,  where  the  said  king's  courts  Mere  fonnerly  held, 
and  burned  amidst  the  acclamations  of  a  crowd  of  spectators.' 

The  Declaration  was  received  at  Easton,  in  Pennsylvania, 
and  proclaimed  in  the  following  order : — The  Colonel  and  all 
tlie  otlier  field  officers  of  the  first  battalion  repaired  to  the 
court-liouse,  the  light  infantry  company  marching  there  with 
their  drutns  beating,  fifes  playing,  and  the  standard,  {the  de- 
vice for  which  is  the  Tliirteen  United  Colonies,)  which  was 
ordered  to  be  displayed.  After  that  tlie  Declaration  was  read 
aloud  to  a  great  number  of  spectators,  who  gave  their  hearty 
assent  with  three  loud  huzzas,  and  cried  out,  "  May  God  long 
preserve  and  miite  the  Free  and  Ikdei'ENDENT  States  of 
America." ' 

At  Ti'cnton,  New  Jersey,  the  Declaration  was  tliis  day 
proclaimed,  togetlier  with  tlie  new  constitution  of  tlie  colony, 
lately  established,  and  the  resolve  of  tlie  Provincial  Congress 
for  continuing  the  administration  of  justice  during  the  interim. 
The  members  of  the  Provincial  Congress,  the  gentlemen  of  the 
committee,  the  officers  and  privates  of  the  militia  under  arms, 
and  a  large  concourse  of  the  inhabitants,  attended  on  this  gi-eat 
and  solemn  occasion.  Tlie  Declaration  and  other  proceedings 
were  received  with  loud  acclamations.

A  few  honrs  before  the  Declaration  was  read,  the  light 
dragoon  regiment  of  Connecticut  troops  arrived  in  the  city, 
and  paraded  on  horseback  through  the  streets,  making  a  noble 
and  martial  appearance.  Nothing  could  be  more  agreeable  or 
animating  to  all  the  true  friends  of  their  country,  than  the 
sight  of  this  corps,  which  is  composed  of  the  substantial  yeo- 
manry' of  a  virtuous  sister  state.  Some  of  them  assisted,  in 
their  present  unifonns,  at  the  first  reduction  of  Lonisburg, 
and  their  "  lank,  lean  cheeks  and  war-worn  coats,"  arc  viewed 
with  more  veneration  by  their  honest  countrymen,  than  if  they 
were  glittering  nabobs  frum  India,  or  hashaws  with  nine  tails.'

applause  and  heartfelt  luitisfaction  ;  nnd,  at  llic  same  time,  our  late  king's  coat  of 
anna  was  brougbt  from  tlte  City  Hall,  where  his  coutCr  were  commoiily  held,  and 
burned,  amidst  (he  oeclamaliona  of  thouiianda  of  spcctalora.

After  usual  complimeuta,  in  which,  as  Tell  as  throng  i 
wliiile  conversation,  Colonel  Patterson  addrcaiied 
AVii&hington  by  the  title  of  Excellency,  he  entered  tipon  t 
liii^iiiese  by  saying,  that  Qi?ncrttl  Uowc  much  rt^rettcd 
(lifiiridties  which  had  ariseu,  rcspectiug  the  address  of  t 
letltrs  to  General  Washington,'  and  that  it  ivas  deemed 
consistent  with  propriety,  and  founded  upon  preccdcnta  of 
the  like  nature  by  ambassadors  and  plenipotentiaries  where 
disputes  or  difficulties  of  rank  had  arisen.  He  also  said  that 
General  IVashington  might  recollect  he  had,  hist  summer, 
addreesed  a  letter  to  General  Howe,  To  the  Hon.  William 
JIowc,  Exq.  y  that  Lord  Howe  and  General  Howe  did  not 
mean  to  dcrogatu  from  the  rcsjicct  or  rank  of  General  "Wash- 
ington ;  that  thcj-  lielil  iiis  person  and  eharaeter  in  the  highest 
esteem,  and  that  the  direction,  with  the  addition  of  Ac,  &c., 
ite.,  im]jlied  every  thing  that  onglit  to  follow.  He  then 
produced  a  letter,  whifh  ho  diil  not  directly  oft'cr  to  General 
AVashington,  but  observing  that  it  was  the  same  letter  which 
had  been  sent,  with  a  superscription  To  George  Washington, 
&c.,  Ac,  ic,  he  laid  it  on  the  table.  The  general  declined 
the  letter,  and  said,  that  a  letter  directed  to  a  person  in  a 
public  character,  should  have  some  des^iription  or  indication 
of  it,  otherwise  it  would  appear  a  mere  private  letter; 
that  it  was  true  the  Ac,  Ac,  Ac.  implied  every  thing,  and

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address  from  liim,  which  the  officer  on  duty  having  taken,  he 
did  not  think  proper  to  return,  but  answered  it  in  the  same 
mode  of  address.  He  then  said  he  should  absolutely  decline 
any  letters  directed  to  him  as  a  private  person,  when  it  related 
to  his  public  station. 

Colonel  Patterson  then  remarked,  that  General  Howe 
would  not  urge  his  delicacy  further,  and  repeated  his  asser- 
tions, that  no  failure  of  respect  was  intended.  He  then  said 
that  he  would  endeavor,  as  weU  as  he  could,  to  recollect 
General  Howe's  sentiments  on  the  letter  and  resolves  of 
Congress,  sent  him  a  few  days  before,  respecting  the  treatment 
of  our  prisoners  in  Canada.  "  That  the  sdSairs  of  Canada  were 
in  another  department,  not  subject  to  the  control  of  General 
Howe,  but  that  he  and  Lord  Howe  utterly  disapproved  of 
every  infringement  on  the  rights  of  humanity." ' 

Colonel  Patterson  then  took  a  paper  out  of  his  pocket, 
and,  after  looking  it  over,  said  he  had  expressed  nearly  the 
words.  General  Washington  then  said  that  he  had  also 
forwarded  a  copy  of  the  resolve  to  General  Burgoyne. 

To  which  Colonel  Patterson  replied,  he  did  not  doubt  a 
proper  attention  would  be  paid  to  it,  and  that  he  (General 
Washington)  was  sensible  that  cruelty  was  not  the  char- 
acteristic of  the  British  nation.  Colonel  Patterson  then 
proceeded  to  say  he  had  it  in  charge  to  mention  the  case  of 
General  Prescott,  who  they  were  informed  was  treated  with 
such  rigor,  that  under  his  age  and  infirmities,  fatal  consequen- 
ces might  be  apprehended. 

General  Washington  replied  that  General  Prescott's  treat- 
ment had  not  fallen  under  his  notice ;  that  all  persons  imder 
his  particular  direction  he  had  treated  with  kindness,  and  their 
situation  was  made  as  easy  as  possible ;  that  he  did  not  know 
where  General  Prescott  was,  but  believed  his  treatment  very 
different  from  their  information.'  General  Washington  then 
mentioned  tlie  case  of  Colonel  Allen,  and  the  officers  who  had 
been  confined  in  Boston  jail.    As  to  the  first.  Colonel  Patterson

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answered,  that  General  Howe  had  no  knowledge  of  it  bat 
iiy  information  troin  General  Wa£]iingtOQ,  and  tlmt  thv 
Ciiii;ula  department  was  not  under  Mb  direction  or  control; 
tli^it  as  to  tiie  other  prisoners  at  Boston,  whenever  tlie  etat« 
of  the  army  at  Boston  admitted  it,  they  were  treated  with 
limiianity  and  evUn  indulgence ;  tliat  he  asaertvd  this 
iijK'U  Ilia  honor,  and  Blioiild  be  happy  in  an  opportnjiitj-  t*i 
prove  it. 

(leneral  Washington  then  observed,  tiint  the  conduct  of 
several  of  the  officers  would  well  have  warranted  a  different 
tri?:itnient  from  what  they  had  received ;  some  having  refused 
to  give  any  parole,  and  othcrB  having  hrohen  it  when  given, 
by  escaping  or  endeavoring  so  to  do.  Colonel  Patt4»»>a 
answered,  that  as  to  tlie  first  they  misunderstood  the  matter 
vcry  much,  and  secnied  to  have  mistook  the  line  of  propriety 
excf't.'dingly ;  and  as  to  ihe  hitter,  General  Howe  utterly 
difia]>proved  and  condemned  their  conduct. 

Tliat  if  a  remonstrance  was  made,  such  violations  of  good 
faith  would  he  severely  ininishcd  ;  but  tliat  lie  hoped  General 
'Wa^ihi1lgton  was  too  jnst  to  dnnv  pnhlic  inferences  from  the 
mishu-hiivior  of  eonic  private  individual;! ;  that  had  men  were 
to  lie  found  in  every  class  and  society ;  that  such  be- 
havior was  considered  as  a  dishonor  to  the  British  army. 
Colonel  Patterson  then  proceeded-  to  say  that  the  goodness 
and  benevolence  of  the  king  liad  induced  liim  to  appoint 
Lord  Howe  and  General  Howe  his  coiniiiiiisionei's  to  accom- 
modate the  unhappy  dispute;  that  they  had  great  powers, 
and  would  derive  the  gi-eatest  pleasure  from  effecting  an 
accommodation ;  and  that  lie  (Colnncl  Patterson)  wished  to 
have  this  visit  considcretl  as  making  the  first  advances  to  this 
desirable  object.  General  Washington  replied  he  was  not 
vested  with  any  powers  on  this  subjeot,  by  those  from  whom 
be  derived  his  authority  and  power.  But  from  what  had 
appeared  or  transpired  (ni  this  head,  Lord  Howe  and  General 
Ilowe  were  only  to  grant  pardons ;  that  those  who  hail  com- 
mitted no  fault  wanted  no  pardon;  that  wc  were  only  defending 
what  we  deemed  our  indisputable  right.  Colonel  Patterson  said 
that  would  open  a  very  wide  field   for  argninent.     He  then 
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expressed  his  spprehenfiioiis  that  an  adherence  to  fomiB  was 
likely  to    obstruct  business  of  the  greatest    momeat    and 


He  ^eu  observed,  that  a  proposal  had  been  formally  made 
of  exchanging  Governor  Skene  for  Mr.  Lovell ;  that  he  now 
had  authority  to  accede  to  that  proposal.  General  Washing- 
ton replied,  that  the  proposition  had  been  made  by  the  direc- 
tion of  Congress,  and  having  been  tlien  rejected,  he  conld  not 
now  renew  the  bnsineBs,  or  give  any  answer,  till  he  had  pre- 
viously communicated  it  to  them. 

Colonel  Patterson  behaved  with  the  greatest  attention  and 
politeness  during  the  whole  business,  and  expressed  strong  ac- 
knowledgments that  the  usual  ceremony  of  blinding  his  eyes 
had  been  dispensed  with.  At  the  breaking  up  of  the  con- 
ference, General  Washington  stronglyiDvitcdhiratopartakeof 
a  small  collation  provided  for  him,  which  he  politely  declined, 
alleging  his  late  business,  and  an  impatience  to  return  to  Gen- 
eral Howe,  though  he  had  not  executed  his  commission  so  am- 
ply as  he  wished.  Finding  ho  did  not  propose  staying,  he  was 
introduced  to  tlie  general  officers,  after  which  he  took  bis  leave, 
and  was  safely  conducted  to  his  own  boat,  which  waited  for 
him  about  four  miles  distant  from  the  city.' 

JrLT  22. — Day  before  yesterday,  the  honorable  the  General 
Assembly  of  Eliode  Island,  being  then  sitting  at  the  state 
house  in  Newport,  at  twelve  o'clock,  the  brigade  inii<!ii«ni«nfe  it- 
stationed  there,  under  the  command  of  Colonels  k-l 
William  Riclimond  and  Christopher  Lippitt,  marched  from 
head-quarters,  and  drew  up  in  two  columns,  on  each  side  the 
parade,  before  the  state  house  door.

JtjIt  30. — ^The  straggler  from  Howe's  anny  at  Staten  Isl- 
and, who  was  taken  by  our  troops  a  few  days  ago,  at  Elizabeth- 
town  Point,  was  brought  into  camp  at  New  York, 
this  afternoon.  He  says  he  was  pressed  into  the 
King'B  eervice  early  in  September,  of  last  year,  and  sent  to 
England  by  Lord  Diinmore ;  that  he  returned  to  Charleston 
with  Sir  Peter  Parker,  and  was  about  the  only  sailor  tliat  was 
left  whole,  out  of  the  entire  fleet,  after  the  figlit  at  Sullivan's 
Island ;  that  Sir  Peter  said  he  never  saw  such  courage  as 
Moultrie's  men  showed ;  and  that  in  tlie  hottest  of  the  action 
a  ball  passed  so  near  Sir  Peter's  coat  tail  as  to  tear  it  off,  to- 
gether with  his  clothes,  clear  to  the  buff,  without  drawing  a 
spot  of  blood.  »  *  *  *  He  also  says,  that  just  before  the 
thunder-storm  we  had  week  before  last,  the  troops  on  Staten 
Island  were  preparing  figures  of  Generals  Washington,  Lee, 
and  Putnam,  and  Doctor  Witherspoon,  for  bum-  Tr^mrton  id 
ing  in  the  night,  but  were  prevented  from  finish-  *"'"■ 
ing  them  by  the  great  rain.  The  figures  had  all  been  erected  on 
a  pile  of  fagots,  the  generals  facing  the  doctor,  and  he  repre- 
Beiited  in  the  act  of  reading  to  them  a  late  address.  All  of 
thcni,  except  General  "Washington,  had  been  tarred  and  pre- 
pared for  the  feathers,  when  the  storm  came  on  and  obliged 
the  troops  to  find  shelter.  In  the  evening,  when  the  storm  was 
over,  a  large  body  of  the  soldiers  gathered  around  the  figures, 
which,  being  prepared,  were  set  on  fire,  amidst  the  most  terri- 
ble imprecations  against  the  rebeh.  One  of  the  party,  seeing 
that  Generals  Putnam  and  Lee,  and  Doctor  Witherspoon  burnt 
furiously  and  were  almost  consumed,  while  General  Washing-

ton  was  etill  standing,  with  the  tar  burning  off,  ran  awar 
friglitened,  and  was  soon  followed  by  most  of  his  comp&iiioii& 
The  next  morning,  the  figure  was  found  as  good  ae  it  ever  woa; 
a  fnct  wliich  caused  a  good  deal  of  fear  among  tlic  licesian 
troui)3,  most  of  wliom  are  very  auporstitions,  and  it  was  not 
nntil  after  some  of  the  officers  told  tliem  the  cauee  of  its  not 
burning,  that  they  appeared  contented.  Tlie  reason  was,  that 
having  no  tar  upon  it  before  the  rain  commenced,  it  became 
saturated  with  water,  and  the  tai-  only  would  bnm.' 

The  rcpresentativeB  of  tlie  State  of  Rhode  Island  and  Prov- 
idence plantations  have  passed  a  resolve,  Tliat  if  any  person 
within  that  state  shall,  mider  pretence  of  preach- 
ing or  praying,  or  in  any  other  way  or  manner 
whatever,  acknowledge  or  declare  their  late  King  to  he  tlreJr 
rightful  lord  or  sovereign,  or  shall  pray  for  the  Buccess  of  his 
anti?,  or  that  he  may  vanquish  or  overcome  all  his  eiicmiee, 
shall  he  deemed  guilty  of  high  misdemeanor,  and  therefore  he 
presented  by  the  grand  jury  of  the  county,  where  the  offence 
shall  be  committed,  to  the  superior  court  of  the  same  county ; 
and  u])on  conviction  thercof,  shall  forfeit  and  pay,  as  a  line,  to 
and  for  tiie  use  of  that  state,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand 
poinids  lawful  money,  and  pay  all  costs  of  iirosecution,  and 
shall  stand  committed  to  gaol  imtil  the  same  be  satisfied.* 

ArnusT  7. — ^Tms  day  was  carried  into  Portsnionfh,  New 

Hampshire,  by  the  Ilancoch  privateer,  which  sailed  from  Phil-

Tunia.  Rewai-d,  of  between  6ve  and  six  hundred  tons 
burden.

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suet  nine  cannon,  some  of  them  brass.  There  were  on  board 
the  ship  a  number  of  tnrtlcs,  directed  to  Lord  North,  with  hie 
name  cut  in  the  shell,  the  best  of  wliich  Captain  Wingate  New- 
man, master  of  the  privateer,  is  determined  to  send  to  the 
Honorable  John  Hancock.' 

The  committee  of  inepeetion  for  the  connty  of  Cumber- 
land, in  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  the  officers  of  the  militia, 
and  a  great  number  of  other  inhabitants,  having  nuuHndtnga 
met  at  Bridgetown,  went  in  proeeBsion  to  the  BtWgeiown. 
court-house,  where  the  declaration  of  independency,  the  con- 
stitution of  New  Jersey,  and  treason  ordinance,  were  publicly 
read,  and  unanimously  approved  of.  Tliese  were  followed 
with  a  spirited  address  by  Doctor  Elmer,  chairman  of  the 
committee,  after  wliich  the  peace  officers'  staves,  on  which  were 
depicted  the  King's  coat-of-arms,  with  other  ensigns  of  roy- 
alty, were  burnt  in  the  street.  The  whole  was  conducted  with 
the  greatest  decency  and  regularity. 

The  following  is  the  substance  of  the  before  mentioned  ad- 
dress :  "  Gentlemen  of  the  Committee,  Officers  of  the  Militia, 
and  Gentlemen  Spectators ; — From  what  has  now

been  read,  you  see  the  long  wished  for,  but  nmch 
dreaded  period  has  arrived,  in  which  tlie  connection  between 
Groat  Britain  and  America  is  totally  dissolved,  and  these  colo- 
nies declared  free  and  independent  states.  As  this  is  an  event 
of  the  greatest  importance,  it  must  affiird  satisfaction  to  every 
intelligent  person  to  reflect  that  it  was  brought  about  by  im- 
avoidable  necessity  on  our  part,  and  has  been  conducted  with 
a  prudence  and  moderation  becoming  the  wisest  and  best  of 
men. 

With  the  independency  of  the  American  States,  a  new  era 
in  politics  has  commenced.  Every  consideration  respecting  the 
propriety  or  impropriety  of  a  separation  from  Britain,  is  now 
entirely  out  of  the  question ;  and  we  have  now  no  more  to  do 
with  the  King  and  people  of  England,  than  we  have  with  the 
King  and  people  of  France  or  Spain.     No  people  under  heaven

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were  ercr  favored  with  a  fairer  opportnnity  of  kring  a  tan 

foundation  for  future  griindcur  aiid  Iiapjiiness  than  we.  Tina 
plan  of  govi-ruiiiuiit  established  in  most  etatcs  and  kingtlomB 
of  the  world,  lias  been  the  effect  of  chance  or  necessity ;  obis 
of  sober  reason  and  cool  deliberation.  Our  future  happinesB  or 
misery,  therefore,  as  a  people,  will  depend  entirely  upon  onr- 
Bclves.  If  aetnated  by  principles  of  virtue  and  genuine  patri- 
otism, we  make  the  wcli'ure  of  our  country  the  sole  aim  of  all 
our  actions ;  if  we  intrust  none  but  persons  of  ability  aud  iu- 
tcprity  with  the  management  of  our  public  affaire ;  if  M-e  care- 
fully guard  against  corruption  and  undue  inflneneo  in  tlw 
Be^■eral  departments  of  government ;  if  we  arc  steady  and 
zciilouB  in  putting  the  laws  in  strict  execution,  the  Bpirit  and 
pririfiples  of  our  now  constitution,  which  wu  have  just  now 
heard  read,  may  be  preserved  for  a  long  time:  but  if  faction 
and  party  spirit,  the  destruction  of  jmpular  govemmentP,  take 
place,  anarchy  and  confusion  will  soon  ensue,  and  wu  shall 
cither  fall  an  easy  i)rey  to  a  foreign  enemy,  or  some  factions 
and  aspiring  demagogue  possessed  of  pojuilar  talents  and  shining 
qualities.  A  Julius  Ca'sar,  or  an  Oliver  Cromwell,  will  spring 
up  among  ourselves,  who,  taking  advantage  of  our  political 
animosities,  will  lay  violent  hands  on  the  government,  and  sac- 
rifice the  liberties  of  Ins  countrj'  to  his  own  ambitious  and 
domineering  humor.  God  grant  that  neither  of  these  may  ever 
be  the  unhappy  fate  of  this,  or  any  of  the  United  States !  To 
prevent  which,  while  we  arc  striving  to  defend  ourselves  against 
tlie  unjust  encroachments  of  a  foreign  and  imnatural  enemy, 
let  us  not  neglect  to  keep  a  strict  and  jealous  eye  over  our  in- 
ternal ]Jolice  and  constitution.  Let  the  fate  of  Greece,  Home, 
Caiiliaije,  and  Gnat  Sn'toin,  wani  us  of  rnir  danger ;  and  the 
loss  of  libei-ty  in  all  those  states,  for  want  of  timely  guarding 
against  the  introduction  of  tyranny  and  usuiiiation,  be  a  stand- 
ing admonition  to  us,  to  a^^oid  the  rock  on  which  they  liave  all 
shipwrecked. 

Let  us,  as  honest  citizens  and  sincere  lovers  of  our  coimtrj'. 
exert  ourseh-es  in  the  defenee  of  our  state,  and  in  support  of 
our  new  constitution ;  but,  while  we  strive  to  vindicate  tlie 
glorious  cause  of  liberty,  on  the  one  hand,  let  us  on  the  other 
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hand,  carefully  guard  against  running  into  the  contrary  ex- 
treme of  disorder  and  licentiousness. 

In  our  present  situation,  engaged  in  a  bloody  and  dangerous 
war  with  the  power  of  Great  Britain,  for  the  defence  of  our 
lives,  our  liberties,  our  property,  and  every  tiling  that  is  dear 
and  valuable ;  every  member  of  this  state,  who  enjoys  the  ben- 
efits of  its  civil  government,  is  absolutely  bound,  by  the  immu- 
table law  of  self-preservation,  the  laws  of  God  and  of  society, 
to  assist  in  protecting  and  defending  it.  This  is  so  plain  and 
self-evident  a  proposition,  that  I  am  persuaded  every  person 
here  present  makes  it  the  rule  of  liis  conduct  on  all  occasions ; 
and  consequently,  in  a  time  of  such  iraiminent  danger,  will  be 
extremely  careful,  at  our  ensuing  election,  not  to  trust  any  one 
with  the  management  of  our  public  affairs,  who  has  not,  by  his 
vigilance  and  activity  in  the  cause  of  liberty,  proved  himself 
to  be  a  true  friend  to  his  country.  The  success,  gentlemen,  of 
our  present  glorious  struggle  wholly  depends  upon  this  single 
circumstance.  For,  though  the  situation  and  extent  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  and  our  numberless  internal  resour- 
ces, are  sufficient  to  enable  us  to  bid  defiance  to  all  Europe ; 
yet  should  we  be  so  careless  about  our  own  safety,  as  to  intrust 
the  affairs  of  our  state,  while  the  bayonet  is  pointed  at  our 
breasts,  to  persons  whose  conduct  discovers  them  to  be  enemies 
to  their  country,  or  whoso  religious  principles  will  not  suffer 
them  to  lift  a  hand  for  our  defence,  our  ruin  will  inevitably  fol- 
low. 

As  it  is  impossible  for  any  one,  possessed  of  the  spirit  of  a 
man,  who  is  a  friend  to  the  United  States,  and  whose  con- 
science does  not  furnish  him  with  an  excuse,  to  stand  by,  an 
idle  spectator,  while  his  coimtry  is  struggling  and  bleeding  in 
her  own  necessary  defence ;  all  such  inactive  persons  ouglit, 
therefore,  to  be  shunned  as  enemies  or  despised  as  cowards. 
And  as  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  many  who  plead  con- 
science as  an  excuse,  are  sincere  in  their  pretensions ;  and  as 
every  man's  conscience  ought  to  be  free  from  compulsion,  this 
single  consideration  should  restrain  us  from  forcing  such  into 
any  of  the  departments  of  government.  For  to  put  such  per- 
sons, at  this  time,  in  places  of  public  trust,  is  actually  to  de- 
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privo  tlioin  of  liberty  of  conscience;  for  we  thereby  com] 
tlii-ni  oitber  to  betray  the  tmst  reposed  in  tliera,  or  to  act  eonS 
tiirv  to  the  dictates  of  their  own  conscicnuue.  A  dilemma  tin 
wliich,  net  as  they  will,  their  condncjt  miiBt  he  criminal.  Ba- 
siilis,  if  wo  consulted  only  our  ovn  safety,  it  is  plain,  that  t9 
irilniat  the  affairs  of  our  govfrmuent,  at  this  juncture,  to  encJi 
pi^iiplc,  is  as  dftngeroiiB  as  to  intrust  the  management  of  a  elti|| 
in  II  violent  storm,  to  an  infant,  or  an  idiot. 

As  a  friend  to  my  coimtry  and  a  lover  of  liberty,  I  thought 
it  iny  duty  to  address  you  on  this  occasion,  and  having  nov, 
np  a  faithful  member  of  society,  diecliargcd  my  duty,  I  eliaH 
linvc  you  to  the  exercise  of  your  own  Judgment^  and  voncluds' 
w  ilii  A  request,  tliat  you  woidd  conduct  yoorselvce  this  day  IS 
siii'li  a  manner  as  to  convince  the  public  that  yonr  abhorrena^' 
of  tlio  cmel  and  bloody  Nero  of  Britain,  and  luB  deepkaUS' 
millions  of  tyranny  and  oppression,  arises,  not  from  tlie  mere 
iinpidse  of  blind  piission  and  prejudice,  but  from  sober  reason 
an<l  reftcftion ;  and  while  we  rty'oice  in  being  formally  emanci- 
pated from  our  liaiighty  and  imperious  Ta^'k-Jxasters,  let  us  re- 
member, that  tbc  final  termination  of  tliis  grand  event  is  not 
hlvcly  to  be  brouglit  about  without  shedding  tiic  blood  of  many 
of  our  dear  friends  and  countrymen.' 

,V  coBKEFPONTiKXT  in  Lonilon  saj's :— A  certain  popular 
preacher  not  far  from  town,  last  Sunday  took  liis  text  from 
these  words,  I^ainh  xxi.  15  :  "  For  they  fled  from  the  sword — 
from  the  drawn  sword  and  the  bent  bow.  and  from  the  grievous- 
ncKS  of  war ; "  which  words  he  tbougbt  to  be  highly  descrip- 
tive of  the  inglorious  retreat  of  the  King's  troops  from  Boston. 
And  if  it  really  was  tnie,  tliat  these  troops  bad  ever  turned  a 
liousc  of  religious  worship  into  a  play  house,  ho  thought,  go 
where  they  will,  they  can  never  exjiect  success  in  any  one  enter- 
prise, tillTjy  deep  repentance  fliey  had  conciliated  the  favor  of 
heaven.

AuonBT  10. — At  Savannah,  in  Georgia,  a  declaration  being 
received  from  the  honorable  John  Hancock,  Esq.,  by  which  it 
appeared  that  the  Continental  Congress,  in  the  indtpendn™ 
name  and  by  the  authority  of  their  constituents,  iisiTmiuh. 
had  declared  that  the  United  Colonies  of  North  America  are, 
and  of  riglit  ought  to  be,  Fbeb  Am>  Indepekdent  States,  and 
absolved  from  all  allegiance  to  the  British  crown,  bis  Excel- 
lency the  President,"  and  the  honorable  the  council,  met  in  the 
council  chamber  and  read  the  Declaration. 

They  then  proceeded  to  the  square  before  the  assembly 
house,  and  read  it  to  a  great  concourse  of  people,  when  the 
grenadier  and  light  infantry  companies  fired  ■&  general  volley. 
After  this  Ibey  proceeded  in  the  following  procesEion  to  the 
liberty  pole :  The  grenadiers  in  front ;  the  provoBt-marshal, 
on  horseback,  with  liis  sword  dra'wn ;  the  secretary,  with  the 
Declaration ;  his  Excellency  the  President ;  the  honorable  the 
council,  and  the  gentlemen  attending;  then  the  light  infantry 
and  the  rest  of  the  militia  of  the  town  and  district  of  Sar 
vannah. 

At  the  liberty-pole  they  were  met  by  the  Georgia  battalion, 
who,  after  the  reading  of  the  Declaration,  discharged  their  field- 
pieccs,  and  fired  in  platoons.     Upon  this  they  proceeded  to  the

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battery,  at  the  tmstuu'e  gardens,  where  the  Declaration  w«* 
read  for  the  last  time,  and  the  cannon  of  the  battery  dis- 
charged. 

Hia  Excellency  aiid  council,  Colonel  Lai^lilan  Mclntosli,  and 
other  gontlenit'n,  witli  tlie  militia,  dined  imder  llic  cudar  irw*, 
and  cheerfully  drank  to  the  United,  Feke,  and  Inukpesdeot 
States  of  America.  In  the  evening  the  town  wa*  Uluuinated, 
and  there  was  exlubit«d  a  very  solemn  funeral  procession,  at- 
ttudod  by  the  grenadier  and  light  infantry  companies,  and  other 
militia,  with  their  drume  muffled,  and  fifes,  and  a  greater  iinm- 
ber  of  people  than  ever  a]>peared  on  any  occaeion  before,  ia 
tliiit  province,  when  Greorge  the  Tliird  waa  interred  before  the 
coiirt-hoiiae  in  tlie  following  mniiner : 

"  ForaBmueli  as  George  the  Tlurd,  of  Great  Britain,  batli 
most  Sagrantly  violated  his  coronation  oatli,  and  trampled  00 
the  constitution  of  our  conntry,  and  the  nacred  rights  of  mas- 
kind  :  we,  therefore,  commit  his  politieal  existence  to  tlie  ground 
— comiption  to  corrupt ion~tyraniiy  to  the  grave — and  op- 
pression to  eteniiil  iut'uniy,  in  sure  and  certain  hope  that  he 
will  never  obtain  a  resurrection,  to  rule  again  over  these  United 
States  of  America.  But,  my  friends  and  fcllow-citizcns,  let  us 
not  be  sorry,  as  men  without  hope,  for  Tyrants  that  thus  de- 
part— rather  let  us  remember  that  America  is  free  and  inde- 
pendent ;  that  she  is,  and  will  be,  with  the  blessing  of  the  Al- 
mighty, OEKAT  among  the  nations  of  tlie  eartli.  Let  this  en- 
courage IIS  in  wellkloing,  to  fight  for  our  rights  and  privileges. 
for  our  wives  and  children,  for  all  that  is  near  and  dear  unto 
us.  May  God  give  us  his  blessing,  and  let  all  tho  people  say 
Amen."  ' 

AuocsT  12, — A  coRRESPoxDFNT  givcs  tlic  following  account 
of  the  capture  of  the  ]>rivatccr  Yankee  llero  : — Captain  James 
Prirat-fr  Tracy  sailed  from  Xewburyjiort,  in  New  Ilaniiv 
"TBnfcccUcrQ,"  gijjpj.^  yjj  (]iQ  seventh  of  June,  in  the  Yankee 
Hero,  for  Boston,  with  twenty-six  men  only,  including  officers. 
Tliis  number  was  not  a  quarter  of  liis  complement ;  he  was

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provisioned  for  a  six  montlis'  cruise,  and  vas  to  take  in  the 
remainder  of  his  men  at  Boston.  Tlic  afternoon  he  went  ont, 
going  round  Cape  Ann,  he  otsorved  a  sail  in  the  offing,  Lut  in 
hie  eitnation  did  not  think  of  looking  after  her.  Two  boats 
fiill,  manned  with  their  mnakcts,  wlio  had  put  ont  after  the 
sail,  came  on  board  and  informed  liiin  a  number  of  transports 
had  been  close  into  the  Cape  that  day,  and  fonrteen  men  from 
the  two  boats  joined  him,  and  sent  their  boats  on  shore.  He 
had  now  forty  hands  in  the  whole,  (only  a  third  of  his  comple- 
ment,) and  with  these  he  put  away  for  the  sail,  which  bore  E. 
S.  E.,  about  five  leagues  distance,  the  wind  being  then  west- 
erly. At  six  miles  distance  they  perceived  her  to  be  a  ship, 
and  soon,  from  her  management,  to  be  a  ship-of-war.  As  a 
contest  with  her  mast  have  been  very  unequal,  Captain  Tracy, 
who  intended  to  make  a  harbor  that  night,  ordered  the  brig  to 
be  put  about  for  the  shore,  not  then  suspecting  that  the  ship 
would  come  up  with  him.  But  he  had  not  tacked  ten  minutes 
before  the  westerly  wind  died  away,  and  the  ship  taking  a 
fresh  southerly  breeze,  eame  fast  in,  endeavoring  to  cut  the 
brig  off  from  the  shore.  After  some  time,  the  ship  thus  get- 
ting in  the  wake  of  the  brig,  the  wind  again  came  fresh  to  the 
westward,  upon  which  the  brig  hauled  to  tho  wind  in  the  best 
angle  for  the  shore.  The  ship  gave  ehasc,  and  in  an  hour  came 
up  within  half  a  mile,  and  began  to  fire  her  bow  chasers, 
which  tlie  brig  only  answered  with  a  S'wivel,  Captain  Tracy 
reser\'ing  his  whole  fire  until  the  ship,  keeping  a  constant  fire, 
came  up  within  pistol  shot  upon  his  lee  quarter,  when  the  brig 
gave  her  tlie  best  return  they  could  make  from  their  main  and 
quarter  deck  guns,  swivels,  and  small  arms,  and  after  kept  up 
a  constant  fire.  Tlie  ship  was  soon  up  alongside,  and  with 
twelve  nine-pounders  on  a  side,  upon  one  deck,  besides  fore- 
castle and  quarter  deck  guns,  and  with  her  marines  overlook- 
ing the  brig  as  high  as  lier  leading  blocks,  kept  up  a  continual 
fire.  After  some  time,  the  ship  hauled  her  wind  so  close  (which 
obliged  the  brig  to  do  the  same)  that  Captain  Tracy  was  unable 
to  sight  his  lee  guns.  Upon  this  he  backed  under  her  stem, 
but  the  ship,  which  sailed  much  faster  and  worked  as  quick, 
had  the  advantage,  and  brought  her  broadBido  again  upon  him, 
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wbieh  he  could  not  evade.  In  this  manner  they  lay,  not  a 
hnndred  feet  from  each  other,  yawiiif;  to  and  fro,  fop  an 
hour  and  twenty  minutes,  the  privateer's  men  valianlly  main- 
taining  their  qunrtcra  against  such  a  snperior  force.  Abont 
this  time,  the  eliip's  foremast  guns  beginning  to  slack  fire,  Caj>- 
taiii  Tracy  tacked  under  her  Btem,  and  when  clear  of  tlie  smoke 
and  fire,  perceived  his  rigging  to  bo  most  Hhockingly  eut,  yards 
living  aboat  without  hnu-us,  mmo  of  tiis  pruicipat  (iiiils  shot 
to  rags,  and  half  hia  men,  to  apjieftrant-'e,  djnng  and  wounded, 

Kr.  Main,  liie  first  lieutenant,  was  among  tlie  first  woniid- 
cd,  and  Mr.  Davis,  one  of  the  prizts  masters,  fell  in  the  last 
attack.  In  this  situation  they  went  to  work  to  refit  the  rig- 
ging, and  to  carry  tlie  woimdcd  below,  the  ship  liaving  tlieai 
taken  a  broad  sheer  some  way  off,  and  none  of  her  gnns  bear- 
ing. Bnt  before  they  could  get  thwe  yards  to  rights,  whtdi 
tliey  zealously  tried  for  in  hopes  still  to  get  clear  of  the  ship. 
as  they  were  now  nearer  in  sliorc,  or  to  part  from  her  under 
tlie  night,  she  again  eaiue  up  and  renewed  tlie  attack,  which 
obliged  Captain  Tracy  to  have  recourse  to  his  gims  again, 
tbongh  ho  rfill  kept  some  hands  aloft  to  his  rigging ;  but  be- 
fore the  brig  had  again  tired  two  broadsides,  Captain  Tracy 
received  a  wound  in  liis  right  tbigh,  and  in  a  few  minutes  lie 
eould  not  stand.  lie  laid  himself  over  the  arm  chest  and  bar- 
ricade, detcnnincd  to  keep  up  t!ic  fire ;  luit  in  a  short  time. 
from  pain  and  loss  of  bioud,  he  wat  unable  to  command,  grow- 
ing faint,  and  tlicy  helped  him  below.  As  soon  as  he  came 
to,  he  found  his  firing  had  ceased,  and  bis  people  round  him 
wounded,  and,  not  having  a  surgeon  with  them,  in  a  most  dis- 
tressed situation,  most  of  them  groaning  and  sonic  expiring. 

Struck  severely  with  such  a  spectacle,  Captain  Tracy  or- 
dered his  people  to  take  him  up  in  a  chair  upon  the  quarter 
deck,  and  resolved  again  to  attack  the  sbip,  which  was  all  tiiis 
time  keeping  up  her  fire.  But  after  getting  into  the  air,  he 
was  again  so  faint  that  he  was  for  some  time  unable  to  speak. 
and  finding  no  alteniativo,  but  they  must  be  taken  or  sunk,  for 
the  sake  of  the  brave  men  that  remainetl,  lie  ordered  them  to 
strike  to  the  ship. 

Thus  was  this  action  maintained  iipwards  of  two  hours,  in 
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a  low  BJDgle-decked  vessel,  with  not  half  the  metal  the  ship 
had,  against  an  English  frigate,  whose  navy  has  been  the  dread 
of  nations,  and  bj  a  quarter  the  numher  of  people  in  the  one 
as  in  the  other ;  yet  the  victors  exulted  as  though  they  had 
overcome  a  force  as  much  superior  as  this  was  inferior  to  them. 
The  brig  had  four  men  killed  and  thirteen  wounded,  including 
(^cers.  The  number  in  the  Milford  wounded  is  not  known, 
though  there  were  some.  The  deprivation  of  these  brave 
officers  and  men  is  to  be  regretted  by  all  friends  to  this  country. 
With  justice  to  Captain  Burr,  of  the  Milford,  it  must  he 
acknowledged  he  tretfted  with  humanity  and  politeness  the 
officers  and  men  that  were  wounded ;  but  to  the  eternal  dis- 
grace of  Britain,  and  the  present  King  and  Parliament,  let  it 
be  recorded,  that  in  this  very  action  above  related,  upwards  of 
thirty  Americans,  prisoners  in  tlie  Milford,  were  forced,  at  tlie 
forfeit  of  their  lives,  to  fight  against  tlieir  countrymen ;  and 
the  officers  and  men  of  the  Yankee  Hero,  that  were  not 
wounded,  arc  now  detained  in  several  of  their  ships,  and  may 
meet  with  tlie  same  cruel  fate ;  an  exaction  that  oven  savages 
have  not  been  known  to  require.  It  is  to  tlie  credit  of  the 
Hero's  men,  that  not  one  would  enter  upon  tlie  ship's  books, 
though  not  only  urged  by  every  persuasion,  but  by  threats.' 

AcGUST  14. — Yesterdat,  a  number  of  women  belonging  to 
Fishkill,  in  Duchess  county,  New  York,  collected  together  in 
order  to  pnrcliase  some  tea  of  Alderman  Lefferts,  To.T™ibi«it 
of  New  York,  as  he  had  a  largo  quantity  of  it  F^siikiiL 
there,  which  he  sent  np  last  fall,  to  make  a  prey  of  the  friends 
of  the  United  States  by  asking  a  most  exorbitant  price  for 
the  same.  Three  gentlemen  passing  by  the  house  where 
they  were  assembled,  the  ladies  saw  them,  sallied  out  from 
the  house,  and  entreated  them,  in  the  most  humble  manner, 
to  assist  them.  Tlie  gentlemen  refusing  to  assist,  obliged 
the  ladies  to  nse  means  of  force.  After  confining  the  gentle- 
men under  guard,  they  ])roceeded  to  the  choice  of  a  commit- 
tee of  ladies,  and  chose  three,  and  then  chose  a  clerk  and

thut  none  of  the  relations  would  Kssi^t  tii  tho  mob,  but  the 
]ii-rsons  bIio  inDiitioiied  were  the  first  in  fact.' 

AcorsxlT. — A  oesti-khan  who  lately  escapod  from  Kcfw 
W'lk,  and  joined  the  nniiy  on  8ttiten  Ii^lnnd,  savB : — "  Every 
iiieiins  of  defence  has  been  concerted  to  i*ecuro  tho  city  Ktul 
wliule  island  of  New  York  ttnm  an  attack  of  the  royal  aru^. 

Should  General  Howe  eueeeed  in  that  enteqirise,  his  antago- 
nist, Mr.  Washington,  has  provided  a  magazine  of  pitch,  tar, 
and  combustibles,  to  bum  the  city  beftire  he  shall  retreat  from 
his  present  station.  Tiie  mimbcrs  of  his  men  are  daily  dimin- 
ishing ;  they  desert  in  large  bodies,  are  sickly,  iiltliy,  divided, 
and  unruly.  Putrid  disorders,  the  snudl-pox  in  particular, 
have  carried  off  great  numbei's.  When  I  left  the  city  there 
were  six  thousand  in  their  liosjiitak,  to  which  use  they  have 
devoted  King's  College. 

John  Moi-in  Scott  is  ap]>ointcd  Governor  of  New  York, 
and  Sunnicl  Tneker,  a  cordwaincr  of  Trenton,  is  exalted  to 
that  rank  in  New  Jersey.  Tlie  persecution  of  the  loyalists 
continues  unremitted.  Donald  JI'Lcan,  Theophihis  Ilarden- 
brook,  young  Fueter,  the  silversmith,  and  Rem  Ra])elje,  liave 
been  crnelly  rode  on  rails,  a  jtracticc  most  painful,  dangerous, 
and,  till  now,  peculiar  to  the  humane  republicans  of  New 
England.  Mr.  John  Eapelje.  of  I?i-ooklyn,  and  Mr,  James 
Coggcshal,  have  been  seized  on  tlieir  way  to  j(iin  General 
Howe,  with  a  quantity  of  sheep  in  their  possession  :  however, 
the  latter  afterwards  escaped,  and  found  means  to  carry  a 
number  of  fat  wethers  to  the  army. 

Mr.  John   Foxeroft,   postuuistcv-generiil,   ilr,    Das-hwood,

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]fr.  Smith  Kamsge,  Messrs.  Hugh  and  Alexander  Wallace, 
and  Mr.  Abraham  Lott,  the  treasurer,  are  committed  to  gaol, 
having  refused  to  take  an  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  Congress ; 
ID  short,  cvciy  one  suspected  of  an  hostile  disposition  to  that 
body,  are  disarmed  and  conducted  into  a  d — nablo  durance, 
which  was  the  case  of  the  venerable  chief  justice  Ilorsmanden, 
who,  at  eighty,  was  hurried  into  the  country  by  a  party  of  ruf- 
fians ;  but  he  proved  so  troublesome  on  tlie  journey,  tliat  they 
chose  to  leave  him  on  the  road,  without  performing  the  injunc- 
tions of  their  demagogues. 

Frequent  have  been  the  messages  from  (General  Howe  to 
Mr.  "Waslmigton,  and  Colonel  Patterson  has  also  been  repeat- 
edly in  conference  witli  the  latter  j  but  it  seems  that  Mr. 
Washington's  ultimatum  was,  that  he  would  hearken  to  no 
propositions  from  the  Britisli  commissioners.  Tlio  Phccnix 
and  KosG  men-of-war,  have  passed  up  the  North  Kiver  about 
twenty-four  miles,  where  they  were  attacked  by  row  galleys 
and  floating  batteries,  all  which  they  either  burnt  or  sunk, 
with  a  vast  number  of  men.  It  was  a  dangerous  service,  and 
to  the  lionor  of  Captain  Hyde  Parker  and  Captain  James 
Wallace,  most  intrepidly  and  efiectually  performed.  Tliey  are 
just  returned,  having  expended  all  their  ammunition. 

On  my  arrival  in  General  Howe's  camp,  I  found  Mr.  Cort- 
landt  Skinner  appointed  colonel,  and  Mr.  John  Morris,  late  of 
the  47th  regiment,  lieutenant -colonel  of  a  corps  consisting  of 
fifteen  hundred  loyal  Americans,  and  Major  Pogers,  the  famous 
partisan  in  the  last-war,  colonel  of  a  corps  of  rangers.  Tlie 
Hessians  arrived  here  on  the  12th  instant,  full  of  health 
and  ardor  for  immediate  service.  Tlie  guards,  on  tlicir  arrival, 
were  ordered  to  land  and  rcfrcsli  themselves  after  a  tedious 
voyage,  but  tlioy  desired  to  be  led  on  directly  to  action,  in  re- 
sentment of  the  atrocious  insults  to  tlieir  King  and  country. 
T^eir  impatience  was  beyond  expressing,  when  they  wore  told 
of  some  indignities  lately  offered  to  tlie  statue  of  their  royal 
sovereign  in  New  York.  I  find  the  whole  British  army  is  now 
increased  to  between  twenty -four  and  twenty-fi  ve  thousand  men, 
and  not  more  than  one  hundred  sick  and  disabled  men  among 
them.

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Some  people,  lately  arrived  here  from  Pliilsdolplda,  tell  hb 
that  Mr.  J.  Dickinson  is  employed  by  tUc  Congress,  iii  digest- 
ing a  code  of  laws  for  tlie  United  Stitlea  of  Anierieu-  Wo  are 
inioriiied  thst  Hr.  John  Alsop,  one  of  tlio  New  York  dele- 
gates, liaa  escaped  from  tlie  Congrees,  and  ia  on  Long  Island, 
on  liis  way  to  join  General  Howe,  Dr.  Pet«r  MJddleton,  Mr. 
Tiieophilua  Baelic,  Mr.  Pbilip  Jolin  Livingstone,  felicriff  of 
DuL-liefig  county,  Mr.  John  Watts,  jun.,  recorder  of  New  Tork, 
Mr.  Augustus  Van  Cortlaudt,  and  Messrs.  Kobert  and  Samoel 
Aiielimuty,  arc  lately  arrived  in  tliis  itlaad,  having  nurowlf 
escaped  from  their  pursuers. 

Lady  Johnson  is  seized  by  order  of  General  Schnyler,  by 
way  of  reprisal  for  Sir  John,  her  husband,  who  has  taken  an 
at'tivG  and  loyal  part,  at  the  head  of  Iiis  faithful  Mohawks. 
Tlieso  have  declared  that,  should  the  least  injaiy  he  done  to 
lier,  they  would  desolate  and  extirpate  everypcrsou  and  prop- 
erty belonging  to  this  same  general.  A  person  just  escaped 
from  New  York  informs  us,  that  tliere  is  again  a  fresh  hunt  for 
the  friends  of  government,  who  are  called  Tories,  and  that  Mr. 
Aiigustus  Van  Ilonic,  Mr.  Vineent  Peiirce  Ashfietd,  Captain 
Ilaradd,  Mr.  John  Uoome,  jun.,  Mr.  John  Stone  Fairholmc, 
and  Captain  Turuhull,  late  of  the  Royal  Americans,  are  made 
prisoners  ;  Captain  jVrchibaUl  Ketmctly,  of  the  royal  navy,  is 
confined  in  Morristown,  and  Governor  Franklin,  accompanied 
by  that  merry  heart,  David  Mathews,  Mayor  of  New  York, 
now  under  sentence  of  deatli  for  eminent  proofs  of  loyalty  to 
his  limg  and  the  old  constitution,  arc  removed  into  Connecti- 
cut government  for  the  better  security  of  their  persons.  Early 
this  morning  a  pctiaugr'-,  with  si.\teen  of  the  provincial  sol- 
diers, eom]jlctcly  anncd,  arrived  here,  Tlicy  found  means  to 
desert  to  us,  and  have  each  man  received  .-£3  currency  for  their 
firelocks ;  the  general  has  disposed  of  them  on  board  the  men- 
of-war,  to  act  as  marines.  Five  guineas  a  man  is  given  for  re- 
cruits, who  daily  enter  in  great  numhei-s.  We  arc  told  by 
persons  escaped  from  Jersey,  tliat  Lord  Stirling,  who  com- 
manded and  was  reconnoitring  at  Amboy,  was  killed  by  a 
cannon  ball  from  our  batteries,  and  that  he  was  buried  at  tliat 
place.    Colonel  Guy  Johnson  is  arrived  here  from  England. 
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On  the  passage  in  a  Halifax  packet,  a  privateer  engaged  her ; 
but  after  Captain  Bonlderaon  had  gallantly  defended  Mb  ship 
three  glasses,  the  adventurer  ended  the  contest  by  a  retreat. 
On  this  occasion  Dr.  Constable  received  a  wound,  but  is  likely 
to  do  well.  TIiQ  episcopal  churches  in  Now  York  aro  all  shut 
up,  the  prayer  books  burned,  and  the  ininisters  scattered  abroad 
in  this  and  neighboring  provinces. 

It  is  now  the  Puritan's  high  lioltday  seaaon,  and  they  enjoy 
it  with  rapture  all  over  the  continent.  Their  behavior  exactly 
assimilates  the  manners  of  the  king-killing  tribe  during  the 
English  grand  rebellion,  but  perhaps  they  may  soon  find  an 
alteration  in  their  spirits,  from  tlie  execution  of  a  plan  for  a 
general  attack  of  the  island  of  New  York,  &c.,  for  which  prep- 
arations aro  now  making.  The  whole  army  is  on  ship  board ; 
General  Clinton  with  the  guards,  Highlanders,  and  some  other 
troops,  is  to  land  and  attack  the  enemy's  posts  on  Long  Island. 
Lord  Comwallis  is  on  the  point  of  departure,  with  a  consider- 
able detachment  of  troops,  round  Long  Island,  and  to  land  at 
New  Kochelle,  near  West  Clicstcr ;  and  General  Howe,  with 
the  main  body  of  the  army,  to  proceed  up  the  North  Kiver, 
and  make  a  descent  into  West  Chester  county,  as  nearly  oppo- 
site as  possible  to  the  place  where  Lord  Comwallis  may  secure 
a  landing.  Shonhl  General  Howe  succeed  in  this  arrange- 
ment, it  will  be  difficult  for  Mr.  "Washington  to  move  from  the 
island  of  New  York,  so  that  a  general  engagement  may  be 
expected. 

Wo  fancy  that  several  days  will  elapse  before  the  attack  is 
made,  to  give  time  for  Lord  Comwallis  to  get  into  the  Sound, 
before  General  Howe  attempts  his  landing  in  West  Chester 
county.  It  is  said  that  Mr.  Washington's  magazines  are  all  in 
Cortlandt's  Manor,  and  to  get  possession  of  them  must  surely 
be  an  object  of  General  Howe's  serious  attention,  and  an  ad- 
ditional inducement  to  attempt  a  landing  in  the  rear  of  the 
provmcial  forces.' 

A  coKKEsroNDENT  wishes  some  able  hand  would  undertake

of  (icneral  Leo'a  activity  and  vi^Iance,  when  they  read  of  his 
march  of  more  than  eleven  hundred  miles,  and  of  the  cireiim- 
stancea  attendmg  it  throughout ;  and  Olhiton  Iiimscif  must  look 
on  General  Lcc  as  his  c^'il  genius,  thus  haunting  liim  along  a 
coH^t  of  such  vast  extent,  and  meeting  hiiu  at  last  in  PhiUppi.' 

So  early  as  the  reign  of  Cliarlea  the  Sixtli,  of  France,  {the 
liiiici  of  our  Iloniy  the  Fourth,)  tlie  French  King  (ChuiM) 
gave  a  mastjnerade,  in  which  himself  and  five 
couitiers  disguised  their  persons  to  imitate  satyrs, 
by  covering  their  naked  bodies  with  close  linen  liabits,  which 
habits  were  then  to  be  besmosircd  with  rosin,  on  which  down 
was  stuck  all  over.  One  of  the  company,  in  a  frolic,  touched 
one  of  these  satyrs  with  a  lighted  torch,  as  they  were  dancing 
in  a  ring ;  the  consequence  was,  all  the  six  masques  or  satjTS 
wore  enveloped  in  flames  instantaneously.  Four  of  the  six 
died  immediately,  ami  the  King  never  recovered  the  fright  and 
disorder  occasioned  by  the  accident.' 

August  20. — Last  Friday  two  fire-ships,  commanded  by

wanning  to  tiiose  piratical  gentry  that  have  infostcil  it  since 

the  12th  of  July  last. 

Tlic  night  was  dark  and  favorable  to  the  design,  and  tiie 
enemy  did  not  perceive  our  vessels  till  they  wci'e  near  aboard 
of  them.    Captain  Fosdyke  gi-appled  the  Plicenix,  but  the  lire

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not  commmiicating  so  soon  as  was  expected,  she  disentangled 
herself  in  about  twenty  minutes,  after  sastaining  considerable 
damage  in  her  rigging.  Captain  Tliomas  fell  on  board  one  of 
the  tenders,  which  was  soon  consumed ;  and  wo  are  tmly  sorry 
to  inform  the  public  this  intrepid  eommander  is  yet  missing, 
'niis  gallant  enterprise  struck  so  groat  a  panic  upon  the  enemy, 
that  they  thought  it  prudent  to  quit  tlieir  stations ;  and  yester- 
day, taking  advantage  of  a  fresh  wind  at  S.  E.,  attended  with 
considerable  rain,  tliey  run  the  gauntlet,  through  a  great  num- 
her  of  well-directed  shots  from  our  batteries  in  and  near  New 
York,  which  no  doubt  must  have  damaged  them  much. 

Our  galleys  played  smartly,  and  followed  the  ships  a  con- 
siderable distance  into  the  bay.  The  enemy's  fire  seemed  to 
be  mostly  directed  upon  the  city,  as  the  tops  of  the  houses 
were  crowded  with  spectators ;  but  very  little  damage  was 
done  to  the  buildings,  nor  any  hves  lost  upon  the  occasion.' 

ArocsT  22. — ^Tma  night  wo  have  reason  to  expect  the  grand 
attack  from  our  barbarian  enemies ;  tlic  reasons  why,  follow  : 
Tlio  night  before  last,  a  lad  went  over  to  Staten  ^t,^^^  ^  ^„ 
Island,  supped  there  with  a  friend,  and  got  safe  ^'"''  ^'^p""^ 
back  again  undiscovered.  Soon  after  he  went  to  General 
"Washington,  and  upon  good  authority  reported,  tliat  the 
Enghsh  army,  amounting  to  iitteen  or  twenty  thousand,  had 
embarked  and  were  in  readiness  for  an  engagement;  that 
seven  ships  of  the  line,  and  a  number  of  other  vessels  of  war, 
were  to  surround  tliis  city  and  cover  their  landing ;  that  the 
Hessians,  being  fifteen  thousand,  were  to  remain  on  the  island 
and  attack  Perth  Amboy,  Elizabethtown  Point,  and  Bergen, 
while  the  main  body  were  doing  their  best  at  New  York ;  that 
the  Highlanders  expected  America  was  already  conquered,  and 
that  they  were  only  to  come  over  and  settle  on  onr  lands,  for 
which  reason  they  had  brought  their  eliums,  ploughs,  &c. ; 
being  deceived,  they  had  refused  fighting,  upon  wliidi  account 
General  Howe  had  shot  one,  hung  five  or  six,  and  flogged  many. 

Last  evening,  in  a  violent  thunder  etonn,  ITr. (a  very

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intelligent  persun)  ventarcd  over.  He  liringis  mudi  the  fiami; 
account  as  the  above  lad,  mth  this  addition : — that  all  tlic 
horses  on  the  island  were  by  Howe's  orders  killed,  barrelled  up, 
and  put  on  board — t)io  wretches  thinking  they  could  get  no 
landing  at  New  York,  and  of  consequence  be  soon  ont  of 
jirovision ;  that  the  Tories  were  used  enielly,  and  with  the  High- 
landers were  compelled  to  go  on  board  the  ships  to  fight  in  the 
clmracter  of  common  soldiers  against  ns.  The  Britisli  army  are 
prttdigioiiely  incensed  against  the  Tories,  and  cnrso  them  as 
tlic  instruments  of  the  war  now  raging.  Mr. fiirthw  in- 
forms, that  last  night  the  fleet  was  to  come  up,  but  tho  tJiiin- 
der  storm  prevented.  The  trnth  of  ttis  appeai-s,  from  tho  ctr- 
cumstancc  of  about  three  thousand  i-ed  coats  landing  at  ten 
o'clock  this  morning  on  Long  Island,  where  by  this  timo  it  is 
supposed  our  people  are  hard  at  it.  There  la  an  abundaaeo  df 
smoke  to-day  on  Long  Ishinrl,  our  folks  having  set  iire  to  stacks 
of  hay,  Ac,  to  prevent  the  enemy's  being  benefited  in  case 
they  get  any  advantage  njiaiu:;t  us.  All  the  troops  in  Kew 
York  arc  in  liigli  spirits,  and  have  been  under  anus  most  of 
tho  day,  as  the  fleet  have  been  in  motion,  and  arc  now,  as  is 
generally  thought,  only  waiting  for  a  change  of  tide,  Fortj"- 
eiglit  Imnrs  or  less,  will  determine  it  as  to  Now  York,  one 
way  or  the  other. 

Tlie  tlmnder  storm  of  last  evening  was  one  of  the  most 
dreadful  we  ever  witnessed ;  it  lasted  from  seven  to  ten  o'clock. 
Several  claps  stnick  in  and  al.>out  New  York,  ilany  bouses 
were  damaged,  and  several  lives  lost.  Tliree  officers,  a  cap- 
tain and  two  lieutenants,  belonging  to  Colonel  M-Dougal's 
regiment,  were  struck  instantly  dead.  Tlie  jioints  of  their 
swords,  for  several  inches,  were  multed,  with  a  few  silver  dol- 
lars they  bad  in  their  pockets;  they  (the  persons)  were  seem- 
ingly roasted.  A  dog  in  the  same  tent  was  also  killed,  and  a 
soldier  near  it  struck  blind,  deaf,  and  dumb.  One  in  the  main 
street  was  killed,  as  likewise  ten  on  Txing  Island.  Two  or 
throe  were  much  bunit,  aiid  gi'catly  hurt.  AVlien  God  speaks, 
who  can  hut  fear  i '

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AnorsT  26. — Toebdat  last,  a  ntmiber  of  sliipe  with  troops 
on  board,  sailed  from  Staten  Island  out  of  the  Narrows ;  next 
day  they  were  followed  by  many  more,  and  about  sriuih  Trmia 
ten  o'clock  Thiirsday  morning,  about  ten  thousand  iXid. 
men  landed  between  New  Utrecht  and  Gravesend,  on  Ijong 
Island.  Friday,  a  party  of  them  came  and  took  posseasion  of 
Flatbush,  which  immediately  brought  on  a  very  hot  fire  from 
the  Americana,  who  are  advantageously  posted  in  the  woods, 
and  on  every  eminence  round  that  i»]at:o. 

Tlie  advanecd  party  of  the  regulars  are  encamped  a  little 
to  the  north-west  of  Flatbush  church,  and  have  a  batterj- 
somewhat  to  the  westward  of  Mr.  Jcremiali  Yanderbilts,  from 
whenee  they  eontinuc  to  fire  briskly  on  our  people,  who  often 
approach  and  discharge  their  rifles  within  two  hundi-ed  yards 
of  their  works.  "We  have  had  only  four  men  wounded  since 
the  enemy  landed,  but  wo  were  certain  many  of  tliem  fell ;  and 
a  Hessian  was  killed  last  Friday.  Several  dollars  were  found 
in  his  pocket,  and  he  had  an  excellent  rifle.  Many  of  the 
regulars  are  in  rifle  dresses." 

AuGcsT  30. — About  twelve  o'clock  last  Monday  night, 
(26th,)  we  were  alaniied  by  the  return  of  some  of  our  scout- 
ing parties,  who  advised  us  that  the  English  were  Biiiieof  Long 
in  motion,  and  coming  up  the  island,  with  several  '■'"''■ 
field-pieces.  It  was  generally  thought  not  to  be  the  main 
body,  but  only  a  detachment,  with  a  view  to  possess  them- 
selves of  some  advantageous  heights.  On  which  near  three 
thousand  men  were  orderc<l  out,  consisting  chiefly  of  tlie  Penn- 
sylvania and  Maryland  troops,  to  attaek  them  on  their  march. 
About  sunrise  the  next  morning,  (27th,)  we  came  up  with  a 
very  large  body  of  them. 

Tlio  Delaware  and  Maryland  battalions  made  one  party. 
Colonel  Atlce  with  his  battalion,  a  little  before  us,  had  taken 
post  in  an  orchard  and  behind  a  bam ;  and,  on  the  approach 
of  the  enemy,  he  gave  them  a  verj-  severe  fire,  which  he  brave- 
ly kept  up  for  a  considerable  time,  imtil  they  were  near  Bur-

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romiding  hiin,  when  he  retreated  to  the  woods.  Tlio  enemy 
then  advanced  to  us,  upon  wliicb  Lord  Stirling,  wlio  com- 
niaudod,  drew  ns  up  in  a  line,  and  oflercd  tlieni  battle  in  tbo 
tnie  English  taste.  The  British  array  then  advanced  within 
about  three  hundred  yards  of  us.  and  be^an  a  very  heavy  fire 
from  their  cannon  and  mortars,  for  both  the  balla  and  shells  flew 
very  fast,  now  and  then  taking  off  a  head.  Oar  men  stood  il 
auLizingly  well — ^not  even  one  of  them  showed  a  dlepoaition 
to  slirink. 

Our  orders  were  not  to  fire  tintil  the  enemy  camo  witiin 
fifty  yards  of  ub  ;  but  when  they  perceived  we  stood  their  fire 
60  coolly  and  resolutely,  they  declined  coming  any  nearer,  al- 
though treble  our  niuuLcr.  In  tliis  BituatioD  we  6tood  from 
sunrise  till  twelve  o'clock,  the  enemy  firing  upon  us  tlic  chi^ 
part  of  the  time,  when  the  main  body  of  their  Mtay,  by  « 
route  we  never  dreamed  of,  had  entirely  suiToundod  xa  niui 
drove  within  the  lines,  or  scattered  in  the  woods  all  our  men 
except  the  Delaware  and  Marj-lnnd  battalions,  who  were  stand- 
ing at  bay  with  double  their  niiniljcr.  Tlius  situated,  we  were 
ordered  to  attempt  a  retreat,  liy  fighting  our  way  through  tlie 
enemy,  who  liad  posted  themselves,  and  nearly  filled  every 
field  and  i-oad  between  ns  and  our  lines.  We  had  not  retreated 
a  quarter  of  a  mile  before  we  were  fired  upon  by  .in  advanced 
part  of  the  enemy,  and  those  upon  our  rear  were  playing  upon 
us  with  their  artillery.  Our  men  fought  with  more  than  Ro- 
man virtue,  anil  would  have  stood  until  they  were  sliot  down 
to  a  man.  "We  furecd  the  advanced  party,  wliieh  first  attacked 
us,  to  give  way,  tlirough  wliieh  o]iening  we  got  a  passage  do^vn 
to  the  side  of  a  ntarsh,  seldom  before  waded  over,  which  we 
passed,  and  tlicn  swam  a  narrow  river,  all  the  time  exposed  to 
the  fire  of  the  enemy.  Tlie  companies  commanded  by  Cajitains 
Kamsoy  and  Scott  were  in  tlic  front,  and  sustained  the  first 
fire  of  the  enemy,  when  hardly  a  man  fell. 

Tlie  whole  uf  the  rii^-ht  wing  of  our  battidion,  thinking  it 
impossible  to  march  tliroiigli  the  marsh,  attciHi>1ed  to  force 
their  way  through  tlie  wooils,  where  they  were  almost  to  a  man 
killed  or  taken.  Tlie  Maryland  battalion  has  lost  two  hundred 
and  fifty-nine  men,  amongst  whom  arc  twelve  officers.     Cap- 
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taina  Veaacy  and  Bowcy,  the  first  certainly  killed ;  Lienten- 
Bnta  Butler,  Sterret,  Dent,  Coiirley,  Muse,  Prawl,  Ensigns 
Goats  and  Femandcs ;  who  of  Uicin  arc  killed  or  who  prison- 
ers, is  yet  uncertain.  Many  of  the  officcra  lost  their  swords 
and  gnns.  We  have  since  entirely  abandoned  Long  Island, 
hringing  off  all  onr  militarj'  storus.' 

Generals  Sullivan  and  Stilling  arc  both  prisoners;  Colonels 
Atlee,'  Miles,  and  Piper,  are  also  taken.  There  are  abont  a 
t}iou9and  men  missing  in  all ;  we  took  a  few  prisoners.  By  a 
lieutenant  we  took,  we  understand  they  Iiad  abont  twenty-three 
thousand  men  on  the  island  that  morning.  Most  of  our  gen- 
erals were  on  a  high  liill  in  our  lines,  viewing  us  with  glasses. 
"When  we  began  oiir  retreat,  they  could  see  the  enemy  we  had 
to  pass  through,  though  we  could  not.  Many  of  them  thought 
we  would  Eun-ender  in  a  body,  without  firing.  When  we  be- 
gan the  attack.  General  Washington  wrung  his  hands,  and 
cried  out,  "  Good  God,  what  brave  fellows  I  must  this  day 
lose."  irajor  Guest  conimaiidod  the  Marjdand  battalion,  the 
colonel  and  lientenant<'olouel  being  both  at  York ;  Captains 
Adams  and  Lucas  were  sick,  Tlie  major,  Captain  liamscy, 
and  Lieutenant  Plunkct,  were  foremost,  and  witliin  forty  yards 
of  the  enemy's  muzzles,  when  they  were  fired  upon  l>y  the  en- 
emy, wlio  were  chiefly  under  cover  of  an  orchard,  save  a  few 

'  General  ■Wafhin;;ton  called  a  council,  and  it  was  detpnnincd  lo  retreat  cariy 
Id  tbe  evening  of  tlio  29th,  but  the  strong  tido  and  a  furiooj  ninil  from  the  east 
prerented  it.  About  half-past  eleven,  howcTcr,  the  wind  changed  to  the  soulherly, 
and  the  boats  pos^d  ond  repassed  «ilh  perfect  Bnfcty.  In  our  BU9[>cnse,  ve  all 
prayed  for  relief,  and  surely  the  Lord  was  with  us,  for  wo  were  not  only  nccom- 
tnodated  with  a  changing  of  the  wind,  but  a  fog  overhung  our  army  and  con- 
cealed our  redonbta,  until  the  last  soldier  landed  in  New  York.  We  all  feel  sore, 
but  swear  we'll  do  better  in  our  neit  trial,  wlilch  we  arc  atiiiously  expecting.— 
Ltiler/rom  Ktekiel  Cornell.' 

'  Sumuel  John  Alice  commanded  a  PennsylTanio  company  in  the  French  war. 
After  bis  capture  at  Long  Islnnd,  ho  remained  a  long  period  with  t!ic  British,  and 
soon  after  his  release  was  appointed  a  coinmia'ioner  lo  treat  with  the  Indinns.  In 
1780  he  was  elected  to  Congress,  and  was  a  meuihor  of  Iho  commitieo  appointed 
to  investigate  tbo  case  of  the  mufiny  of  the  IVniiBylvania  troops  in  17S1.  He 
died  at  Phihidelpliia  in  Kovember,  J7B8, 
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tliat  allowed  tliem&clvcs  and  pretended  to  girc  up,  clnbU 
their  Grelucks  until  w  came  tritliin  thnt  di^laiii^e,  when  t 
inimodiatolj  presented  and  blaztvl  in  our  (wx*.  They  enti 
fvfr^iiot  «g,  and  killi^J  «>uic  men  »w»y  in  iLc  rw,' 
)i;iil  the  6&tif>factioii  of  dropping  one  of  them  the  first  fire  ] 
luiiilc;  I  was  so  near  that  I  could  not  mis6.  I  disc1iaT:ged  n 
rillu  EOTcu  tinic-6  that  day  as  dclibumtdjr  oa  ever  I  did  at  I 
iiiark,  and  with  as  Utile  perturbation.'

Iiiit  were  rather  scanly  in  their  numbers,  considering  llic  «itcnl 
of  ground  they  had  to  guard.  The  r.rili,-li  foncs,  in  throe  ilLvL^ion?,  laliiog  three 
diHcrenl  road*,  and  the  advantage  of  the  night,  almost  Eurroundcil  l!ie  whole  of 
our  out  parlie.--,  who,  though  en.irclcd  with  more  than  treble  their  number?, 
bravely  foujrbl  their  way  through  llie  enemy,  killing  great  numbers  of  them,  and 
brought  off  some  prisoners.  The  New  York  first  haltalion  belisTed  with  great 
bravery.  Lord  Riirling'jj  brigade  sustained  the  hottest  of  the  enemy's  Arc;  it 
consisted  el'  Colone!  Sliles's  two  battalions.  Colonel  Alice's,  Colonel  Small n  ood'i', 
and  Colonel  llateirs  regimentx ;  Ihey  were  all  surrounded  l>y  the  enemy,  and  had 
(o  fight  lluir  way  through  the  blaze  of  their  fire— lliey  fought  and  fell  like 
Romans!  Lieutenant-Colonel  Tarry,  of  the  Fcnnsylvania  musketry,  was  shot 
through  the  head  as  he  was  giving  orders  lo,  and  animating  bis  men.  The  major 
part  of  Colonel  Atlee's  and  Colonel  I'iper's  regiments  arc  missing.  Doctor  DavL" 
and  his  mate  were  both  taken  prisoners  as  they  were  dressing  n  wounded  person  in 
the  waoi]:<.  Colonel  Uiles  is  missing,  (a  truly  amiable  character,)  and  supposed  to 
l>e  slain.  General  Parsons,  with  setco  meu,  came  in  yestcrUiy  uiornlng  niueli  fa- 
tigued, being  for  ten  hours  in  the  utmost  danger  of  falling  iiilo  the  enemy's  hands. 
Our  killed,  wounded,  and  missing,  arc  imagined  lo  be  about  one  thousand;  but 
for  our  encouragement  the  missing  arc  hourly  coming  in.  Our  oiilguards  have 
rclrealed  to  the  niain  body  of  the  army  within  liic  liuei.  Tlic  Ilritieh  army  have 
two  encampments  about  a  wile  from  our  lines,  and  by  their  inanu'iivres  'lis  pUia 
they  mean  lo  attack  us  by  surpri.se,  and  f  torni  our  in  trench  me  nts.  Our  men  sho" 
the  greatest  bravery,  and  wish  them  to  eome  lo  action.  The  lirirg  conlinued  ;  I'S- 
tcrday  all  Ihc  day. — Penn's^cania  Journ<J,  September  11. 

'  EitracC  of  a  letter  from  Kcw  York,  September  1,  in  the  Freeman's  Journal, 
September  28. 
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Oolonol  Zedwitz  to  Tryon,  tlic  lato  governor  of  New  York, 
was  intercepted  and  fell  into  our  hands.*  After  presenting 
lis  compliments  in  a  fonnal  manner  to  Lord 
Howe,  and  begging  the  contents  of  Lis  letter 
to  be  explained  to  Lini,  Zedwitz  proceeds  to  profess  a  con- 
Bciousness  that  the  world  will  censure  him  for  his  treachery  in 
corresponding  with  the  enemy  of  tliose  in  whoso  ser^'ice  be  had 
engaged ;  hut  he  apologizes  for  himself  by  appealing  to  tlio 
governor  as  a  person  who  knew  he  had  been  forced  to  accept 
his  commission  for  fear  of  ruin  to  himself  and  family ;  and  as 
he  had  engaged  through  compulsion  {a  moat  viUanoua  lie,  far 
he  solicitctl/or  if)  from  a  rebellious  mob,  he  infers  that  he  can 
te  under  no  obligation  to  conform  to  his  engagements.  Besides 
this,  he  observes  that  previous  to  )iis  entrance  in  the  conti- 
nental army,  lie  took  tlie  governor's  advice  on  tlio  occasion, 
and  promised  to  do  all  he  could  in  his  new  capacity,  for  his 
Majesty's  Bervicc. 

lie  nest  declares  that  ever  since  his  return  from  Canada, 
lie  bad  been  laying  })lana  for  the  performance  of  his  promise, 
and  was  in  a  fair  way  of  doing  something,  when  Forbes  and 
tile  mayor  were  detected  in  their  conspiracy,'  which  obliged 
him  to  lay  aside  his  schemes ;  as  Forbes  had  indiscreetly  men- 
tioned to  the  court  on  his  trial  a  message  from  Governor  Tryon 
to  him,  to  wit :  "  that  he  would  mako  his  fortune  if  he  would 
tsceute  a  certain  commission."  This,  he  says,  rendered  him 
suspected,  and  for  the  present  frustrated  his  designs.  IIow- 
ever,  as  an  instance  that  he  Avas  returning  into  favor,  he  in- 
fonns  the  governor  that  General  "Washington  bad  lately  em- 
ployed him  to  translate  a  paper  info  high  German,  which  was 
to  be  printed  and  distributed  among  the  Hessian  troops,  lie 
advises  to  keep  a  good  look-out. 

In  his  next  paragraph,  he  invents  this  abominable  false- 
hood, that  he  had  lately  seen  four  villains  at  General  W.'s 
house,  with  fourteen  bottles  of  a  mixture  as  black  as  ink,  with 
which  they  were  to  poison  the  watering  place  on  Stateu  Island, 
and  were  to  receive  a  recompense  of  one  thousand  pounds 
each  from  the  general.

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lie  Uiea  infoniiB,  that  a  persoD  always  iKtar  tlie  goui 
wliu  was  a  friend  to  the  King,  though  an  interested  one, 
ofiLiLd  to  famifih  him  with  weekly  returns  of  the  strength  and 
dutiul  of  the  army  till  December,  for  the  enni  of  four  tbon- 
siiiid  ponndB  sterling,  to  be  paid  beforeliand  in  Lard  gold ;  that 
lie  hiid  proposed  a  reward  of  two  thousand  pounds  Btcrling^ 
which  was  agreed  to,  and  he  tJicreforo  desires  (if  tlie  plan 
figneable)  that  the  mouey  might  he  immediately  eonveyed 
liiiii.  He  concluded  with  infonning  them  that  he  shortly  ei 
jH'ited  a  full  eolonel'a  commiesion,  with  tho  command  of 
three  forts  up  the  North  Kiver. 

llio  wickedness  of  this  despicable  man  wae  discovered  b; 
the  person  whtjm  he  engaged  to  eonvcy  his  letter.  lie  endeav*! 
orcd  to  debauch  ono  St«en,  who,  being  a  German,  in  but  i*' 
ditVurent  circunistanccB,  and  unemployed  in  our  srarioe, he  iio- 
ngiiied  would  bo  a  proper  instrument  for  hia  purpose.  But 
Stc'cn  perceiving  his  intention,  and  being  an  honest  man  and  a 
friend  to  the  cotintiy,  only  amused  him  with  a  seeming  eom- 
pliiince  till  he  got  his  letter  into  his  hands,  and  then,  without 
delay,  had  it  laid  before  the  general. 

Zedwitz,  on  !iU  trial,  ai-km.iwledged  the  letter  to  be  his  own, 
but  pleaded  thiit  it  was  intended  merely  as  a  trick  upon  the 
enemy,  to  extract  from  them  t\ro  thousand  pounds  sterling,  in 
licjt  of  certain  expenses  lie  Iiad  put  himself  to  in  raising  a  regi- 
ment in  Gennany,  at  the  request  of  tho  Manjuis  of  Granby, 
for  whieh  he  liad  never  been  reiiubursed.  The  vcnlict  of  the 
court-martial  is  not  yet  known,  but  'tis  supposed  he  will  suffer 
aeeording  to  the  merit  of  his  crime.' 

RicrTEMREK  3. — CiiTN-EK.VL  IIowE  givcs  tlic  following  uccoimt 
of  the  late  action  on  Long  Island : — On  the  twenty-second 

BaHioof  ^^  ^^^^  mouth,  in  the  morning,  the  British,  widi 
tong  iiLind.  Colonel  Donop's  corps  of  Chasseurs  and  Hessian 
grenadiers,  disembarked  near  Utrecht  on  Long  Island,  without 
opposition,  the  wliole  being  landed  with  forty  jiieees  of  can- 
non, in  two  hours  and  a  half,  under  the  direction  of  Conuno-

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dore  Uotliam,  Lientcnatit-Greneral  Clinton  commanding  the 
first  division  of  tho  troops. 

The  enemy  had  only  small  parties  npon  the  coast,  who, 
npon  the  fipproacli  of  tlio  boats,  retired  to  tho  woody  hciglits 
commanding  a  principal  pass  on  tho  road  from  Flatbusli  to 
their  -works  at  Bi-ooklyn.  Lord  Comwallis  was  immediately 
detached  to  Flatbush  with  the  reserve,  two  battalions  of  light 
infantrj',  and  Colonel  Donop's  corps,  witli  six  field-pieces,  hav- 
ing ortiers  not  to  risk  an  attack  upon  tho  pass,  if  he  should 
find  it  oconpied ;  which  proving  to  be  the  case,  his  lordship 
took  post  in  the  village,  and  tlie  army  extended  from  the  ferrj- 
at  the  Narrows,  through  Utrecht  and  Gravescnd,  to  the  village 
of  Flatland. 

Oil  the  twenty-fifth,  Lientenant-Gcncral  do  Hcister,  with 
two  brigades  of  Uossians  from  Staten  Island,  joined  the  army, 
leaving  one  brigade  of  his  troops,  a  detachment  of  the  14th 
regiment  from  Virginia,  some  convalescents  and  recruits,  midcr 
the  cimiiuand  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Dalrymplc,  for  the  secu- 
rity of  that  island. 

On  the  twenty-sixth,  Lieutenant-Gcneral  de  Ilcister  took 
post  at  Flatbush,  and  in  the  evening  Lord  Cornwallis,  with 
the  British,  drew  ofl"  to  Flatland.  About  nine  o'clwfk,  the 
same  night,  the  van  of  the  anny,  cominaiided  by  Lieutenant- 
Gcneral  Clinton,  consisting  of  light  dragoons  ami  brigade  of 
light  infuntr}-,  the  reser\-e  under  the  command  of  Lonl  Cnni- 
wailis,  excepting  the  42d  regiment,  wliich  was  jwstccl  to  the 
left  of  the  Hessians,  the  first  brigade,  and  tlic  71st  regiment, 
with  fourteen  ficld-jiicces,  began  to  move  from  Flatland  across 
the  country  tliii)ngh  the  new  lots,  to  seize  a  pa.--s  in  the 
heights,  extending  from  east  to  west  along  the  middle  of  the 
island,  and  about  three  miles  from  Bedfonl,  on  the  road  to 
Jamaica,  in  oi-dcr  to  tuni  tho  cnemv's  left,  posted  at  Flat- 
bush. 

General  Clinton  being  arrived  within  half  a  mile  of  the 
pass,  about  two  houre  before  daybreak,  haltetl  and  Bcttle<l 
his  dispositions  for  the  attack.  One  of  his  patrols,  falling  in 
with  a  patrol  of  the  enemy's  oflieers,  took  them,  and  the 
general  learning  from  their  information  that  the  ivbcls  had 
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not  occupied  tho  pass,  detached  a  Tjattalion  of  Iigbt  inranti; 
to  secare  it,  and,  advancing  witli  his  coi-ps,  upun  thu 
appearance  of  day,  possesstxi  himself  of  tho  hei-jhto,  with  end 
a  d  it^positton  as  must  hare  insured  iiiiccc&3,  Lad  he  fooiid  t^ 
cnr'niy  in  force  to  oppose  him. 

Tbo  main  body  of  tho  army,  consiating  of  tho  ^lards,  2d, 
ad,  and  6th  brigades,  with  ten  fleld-pieces,  led  hy  Lord  Percy, 
m:irc!ied  boob  after  General  Clinton,  and  halted  an  honr  before 
d;iy  in  his  rear.     Tliis  column  (the  country  not  admitting  of  J 
t\VL>  i-olunmsofmarch)  was  follon-ed  by  the  49th  regiment,  wiUlfl 
four  medium  twclve-iniunders,  and  the  baggage  closed  the  r 
^vitli  a  separate  guard. 

As  soon  as  thcBO  corps  Lad  passed  the  heights,  lliey  halta 
fur  the  soldiers  to  take  a  little  rcfreshmont,  after  which  the^ 
niiirch  was  continued,  and  about  half  an  hour  past  eight 
o'cloct,  having  got  to  Bedford,  in  the  rear  of  the  enemy's 
left,  the  attack  was  comuicn<.-cd  by  the  light  infantry  and 
light  dragoons  upon  large  bodies  of  the  rebels  having  cannon, 
who  were  quitting  tlic  wood  heights  before  mentioned,  to  return 
to  their  lines,  ui>on  di!H.-overiiig  the  jnareb  of  the  anny. 
Instead  of  wlueli,  they  were  driven  bnek,  and  the  army  still 
moving  on  to  gain  the  enemy's  rear,  tlie  grenadiers  and  32d 
regiment  being  in  front  of  the  column,  ?oon  approached  within 
musket-shot'  of  tlic  enemy's  lines  at  Brooklyn,  from  whence 
these  battalions,  without  regarding  the  fire  of  cannon  and 
small  amis  njion  them,  pursued  numbers  of  the  rebels  that 
were  retiring  from  the  heights  so  cIopo  to  their  principal 
redoubt,  and  with  such  eagerness  to  attack  it  by  storm,  that  it 
required  rejieated  orders  to  prevail  iipim  them  to  desist  from 
the  attempt.  Had  they  been. permitted  to  go  on,  it  is  my  i 
opinion  they  would  have  carried  tiie  redoubt ;  hut  as  it  was  / 
apparent  the  lines  must  have  been  ours  at  a  very  cheap  rate, 
hy  regular  a]iproachos,  I  would  not  risk  the  loss  that  might 
have  been  sustained  in  tlie  assault,  and  ordered  them  back  to 
a  hollow  way,  in  tho  front  of  the  works,  out  of  the  reach  of 
musketry. 

Lieutcnant-General  de  Ileister  began  soon  after  daybreak 
to  cannonade  the  enemy  in  his  front,  and,  npon  the  approach 
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of  otir  right,  ordered  Colonel  Donop's  corps  to  advance  to  tlie 
attack  of  tlie  liill,  following  IiimBclf  at  the  Iicad  of  the  brigades. 

The  light  infantry,  about  that  time,  having  been  reinforced  by 
the  light  company,  the  grenadier  company,  and  two  other 
companies  of  the  guards,  who  joined  them  witli  the  greatest 
activity  and  spirit,  had  taken  three  pieces  of  cannon,  and  wero 
warmly  engaged  with  vciy  superior  numbers  in  the  woods, 
when,  on  the  Hessians  advancing,  the  enemy  gave  way,  and 
was  entirely  routed  in  that  quarter. 

On  the  left,  Mnjor-General  Grant,  having  the  fonrtU  and 
sixth  brigades,  the  42d  regiment,  and  two  companies  of  tlie 
New  York  Provincials,  raised  by  Governor  Tr)-ouin  thospring, 
advanced  along  the  coast  with  ton  pieces  of  cannon,  to  divert 
tlie  enemy's  attention  from  their  left.  About  midnight,  he 
fell  in  witli  their  advanced  parties,  and  at  daybreak  with  a 
large  corps,  having  cannon  and  advantagconsly  posted,  with 
whom  there  was  skirmishing,  and  a  cannonade  for  some  hours, 
until  by  the  firing  at  Brooklj-n,  the  rebels,  suspecting  their 
retreat  would  bo  cut  off,  made  a  movement  to  their  right,  in 
order  to  seeuie  it  across  a  swamp  and  creek,  that  covered  the 
right  of  their  works ;  but  being  met  in  their  way  by  a  party  of 
2d  gi'cnadiers,  who  were  soon  after  supported  by  the  Tlst 
regiment,  and  General  Grant's  left  coming  up,  they  suflfercd 
considerably.  Nninbers  of  them,  however,  did  get  into  the 
morass,  where  many  were  suffocated  or  drowned. 

Tlie  force  of  the  enemy  detached  from  the  lines  where 
General  Putman  commanded,  was  not  less,  from  the  best 
accounts  I  have  had,  tlian  ten  thousand  men,  who  were  under 
the  orders  of  Major-General  Sullivan,  Brigadiei'-Generals  Lord 
Stirling  and  AVoodhuU.  Tlicir  loss  is  computed  to  he  about 
thirty-three  Inindrcd  killed,  wounded,  prisoners,  and  drowned, 
with  five  field-pieces  and  one  howitzer  taken. 

On  the  part  of  the  King's  troops,  five  ofBcers,  and  fifty-six 
non-commissioned  oflicers  and  rank  and  file  arc  killed ;  twelve 
officers,  and  two  hundred  and  forty-fi\'e  non-commissioned 
ofiicers  and  rank  and  file  arc  wounded ;  one  officer  and  twenty 
grenadiers  of  the  marines  taken,  by  mistaking  the  enemy  for 
the  Heseiang. 
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Tlie  Hessians  had  two  priratea  klUiLtl,  tliroo  ofBcefs,  i 
nrijiitj-three  rank  and  file  womitlfd.  Tlie  woands  are  i 
gL-neral  very  eliglit.  Lieiitemmt-ColoniJ  Mouebtuu  is  b1« 
tlirougli  the  body,  but  there  are  the  greatest  hopes  of  ] 
rcL-uveiy. 

Tlie  behavior  of  both  officers  and  soldiers,  British   and 
Ilisriians,  was  highly  to  their  honor.     More  determined  conrsgc 
aTiiI  Eteadiness  in  troops  have  never  been  experienced,  or  a 
{TiLuter  ardor  to  distingiiigJi  tiiemaelves,  as  all  those  who  hiidJ 
ojijiortrmity  amply  evinced  by  tlicir  actions. 

In  tlie  evening  of  tlio  2Tth,  the  army  encamped  in  front  a 
the  enemy's  works.     On  the  2Sth,  at  night,  broke  ground  s 
liuiidred  yards  distant  tVom  a  redoubt  upon  their  left,  fmd  o 
the  29th,  at  night,  the  rebels  evacuated  their  intrenchments,  itndtj 
Rid  Kook,  with  the  ntmost  silence,  and  quitted   GrOTf^noHs 
Isliind  the  following   cvcnuig,  leaving  their  cannon   and   a 
quantity  of  stores,  in  all  their  works.     At  daybreak   on  the 
30fh,  their  flight  was  discovered  ;  the  pickets  of  the  line  took 
possession,   and    those   most    advanced    i-eached    tlie    tlmre 
opiK)site  to  Xew  York,  as  their  rear  guard  was  going  over,  and 
iiivd  some  shot  among  tlieiii. 

Tli<;  enemy  is  still  in  possession  of  the  town  and  island  of 
Xew  \uvk,  ill  force,  and  making  demoiistriitiou  to  oppose  us 
in  their  works  on  both  i^idcs  of  King's  Bridge. 

Tlic  iidiabitants  of  Lontr  I^lanci,  many  of  wlmm  had  been 
forced  into  rcbeilion.  have  all  subiuitted,  and  aru  ready  tu  take 
tlic  oaths  of  allegiance.' 

SErrinnBER  4. — AVi:  hear  tliat  tlie  main  body  of  our  enemy's 
army  arc  now  encamped  near  Jleligatc  ;  to  wliicii  place  they 
have  transported  a  inmilicr  of  boats  over  land; 
and  it  is  snpjioned  they  intend  ti)  cross  and  land  a 
little  above  their  cneanipment,  and  attack  our  army  near  King's 
ISridgc,  wliere  we  are  making  great  preparatiuns  to  receive 
tliem. 

General  Sullivan  ami  Lord  Stirliug,  wlio  were  both  miss-

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ing  after  the  battle  of  the  27th  iJt.,  sre  both  alive  and  well; 
the  former,  on  his  parole,  having  obtained  leave  to  go  to  Con- 
gress last  Saturday,  passed  Kew  York  on  his  waj  to  Philadel- 
phia. It  IB  Baid  his  business  is  to  obtain  an  exchange  of  him- 
self  and  Lord  Stirling,  for  General  Prescott,  a  prisoner  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  General  McDonald,  a  prisoner  in  North 
Carolina. 

Since  onr  troops  have  evacuated  Long  Island,  the  Tories 
and  regulars  treat  tlie  friends  of  tlieir  country  with  great  se- 
verity and  cruelty.  Colonel  Woodhull,  late  President  of  tiie 
New  Tork  Congress,  for  refusing  to  give  up  his  side  arms,  was 
wounded  on  the  head  with  a  cntlass,  and  had  a  bayonet  thrust 
through  his  arm. 

By  some  people  who  left  Huntingdon  last  Monday,  we  hear 
that  the  inhabitants  of  Suffolk  county  were  to  give  up  their 
arms  yesterday. 

Yesterday  sixty-four  women  landed  at  Milford  from  Long 
Island,  and  we  hear  numbers  are  coming  off  daily  to  tlie  con- 
tinent. 

Colonel  Zedwitz  has  had  his  trial,  and  has  been  acquitted 
by  a  casting  vote.     He  is  yet  held  a  prisoner. 

A  letter  from  New  York  mentions  tliat  when  the  Tories  on 
Long  Island  went  to  congratulate  General  IIowc  on  his  suc- 
cess in  driving  the  rebels  from  thence,  he  replied  they  ought 
rather  to  condole  him  on  the  loss  of  eighteen  hundred  brave 
men,  and  three  generals.' 

— A  MEETtKO  of  a  large  body  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  Long  Island,  New  York,  was  held,  at  which  the  fol- 
lowing speech  was  delivered  by  an  American  re-     Longitiind 
emiting  officer  in  the  Provincials,  now  raising        spMoh. 
fbr  his  Majesty's  service,  by  order  of  his  Excellency  General 
Howe : — 

Gentlemen,  Friends,  and  Couhtetmen  : — Being  appointed 
by  his  Excellency  General  Howe  to  raise  a  corps  of  Provin- 
cials for  his  Majesty's  service,  I  readily  engage  in  the  attempt 
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from  principle,  aud  in  conBeqnenee  of  the  fullest  coiiTictioQ  J 
that  there  are  yet  very  many  among  ns  who  Btill  retain  tlia  1 
must  unahaken  loyalty  to  our  gracioQB  eovereign,  and  zealous 
attLtt'hment  to  the  bleseio^  of  the  British  conetitution ;  who 
h!i\e  long  been  anxious  to  wipe  away  from  our  country  the  re- 
proacii  of  &  BUpposed  univereal  revolt  and  dieaffeetion  of  ths   , 
Aiuoricans;  and  who  arc  prompted  as  well  by  inclination,  a 
by  a  sense  of  duty,  to  embrace  the  earliest  oi>portunity  of  tea-  ] 
tifyiiig  by  their  conduct  a  continuance  of  their  allegiance  to  J 
his  ]\Iajeety  King  George  the  Third,  and  a  willing  acknowled^  ( 
uR-nt  of  the  necessary  and  eonstitutional  supremacy  of  the  Brit  ' 
ish  legislature  over  the  whole  empire. 

It  is  irksome  to  censure  any  collective  bodies  of  our  coon* 
Irymen — we  wish  tlieir  conduct  had  been  less  culpable.  I  a 
coiitident  we  all  hope  that  the  sword  of  justice  may  bo  directed 
by  the  liand  of  compassion — that  the  guilty  may  be  reclaimed, 
and  that  tlie  deluded  may  be  received  with  tenderness  and 
mercy.  But,  gentlemen,  now  is  the  time  to  exert  our  endeav- 
ors if  we  wish  to  rescue  ourselves  from  the  cviU  of  Kepublican 
tjTanny,  or  our  country  from  ruin,  Tlic  misrule  and  persecutions 
of  eommittecs,  conventions,  and  Coiii^rcsses  are  no  longer  to  be 
endured ;  tlicy  have  become  insu]i  port  able — they  are  too  enor- 
mous fur  desuriptiou.  Tlicre  are  none  of  us  but  what  have  al- 
ready cither  seen  or  felt  the  onielty  and  oppression  of  their 
Kepublican  despotism.  Without  effecting  one  salutary  pur- 
pose, those  self-created  bodies  have  ^■iolated  all  the  sacred  ties 
of  civil  society,  prostrated  all  law  and  government,  and  ar- 
bitrarily usurped  an  absolute  control  over  the  natural  rights, 
the  reason,  and  the  consciences  of  their  fellow-subjects.  In- 
stead of  supjKirtiiig  constitutional  liberty,  and  redressing  pub- 
lic grievances,  the  special  purposes  of  their  original  associa- 
tions, they  have  denied  their  fellow -citizens  the  greatest  and 
most  valuable  of  all  possible  privileges :  those  of  personal  lib- 
erty, and  freedom  of  speech.  Instead  of  endeavoring,  by 
dutiful  representations  in  a  constitutional  method,  for  a  recon- 
ciliation with  the  parent  state,  and  thereby  restoring  to  us  the 
inmunerable  benefits  and  advantages  of  the  former  happy 
union  between  Great  Britain  and  tlie  colonies,  they  have  most 
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imjiiatifi&bly  and  perversely  erected  the  standard  of  independ- 
ency. This  ia  not  all.  They  have  increased  and  mnltipHed 
the  distresses  of  poverty  and  want  among  onr  poor.  Th^ 
have,  moreover,  deliberately  involved  their  country  in  all  the 
tnrbnlence  of  faction,  in  all  the  evils  of  anarchy  and  licen- 
tionenesB ;  and  to  complete  the  tranBcendent  enormity  of  their 
crimes  against  the  interest  and  prosperity  of  America,  as  well 
as  the  state  to  which  we  are  united  by  Ae  ties  of  nature,  and 
bonnd  by  every  civil,  moral,  and  political  obligation,  they 
have  disregarded  the  liberal  and  benevolent  declaration  of  his 
iSfajest^.s  commissioners  of  peace,  and  with  the  most  obdurate 
and  unfeeling  dispositions  for  the  distresses  of  their  country- 
men, obstinately  and  wickedly  precipitated  the  whole  British 
continent  of  America  into  all  the  guilt  of  rebellion,  and  all  the 
horrors  and  calamities  of  a  civil  war.  In  a  few  words,  gentle- 
men, tliey  have  deluded  the  populace,  they  have  betrayed  their 
trust,  they  have  forfeited  the  confidence  of  the  public,  they 
have  ruined  our  eountrj-.  ]S"ot  to  oppose  them  and  their 
measures,  were  criminal.  Not  to  join  and  assist  the  King's 
forces  at  this  time  would  be  at  once  unwise,  unmanly,  and 
ungrateful.  And,  gentlemen  and  countrymen,  permit  mo  to 
add,  that  the  repeated  asBurancea  which  have  been  given  by 
the  friends  of  government  and  good  order,  of  their  readiness 
to  enter  into  liis  Majesty's  service,  leave  me  no  room  to  doubt 
of  the  most  immediate  and  honorable  success.  Tour  loyalty 
to  jonr  King,  your  duty  to  your  country,  your  regard  for  your 
wives  and  children,  the  cause  of  violated  justice  and  of  injured 
majesty,  all  call  aloud  for  your  strenuous  aid  and  united  en- 
deavors in  assisting  the  royal  army  and  navy  in  re-establishing 
the  authority  of  his  Majesty's  government  in  the  colonies,  and 
with  it  a  return  to  America  of  those  happier  days  we  all  have 
seen,  when  the  voice  of  peace  and  plenty  was  heard  in  our 
land,  and  we  experienced,  under  the  protection  and  benignity 
of  the  British  State,  the  tranq^uil  enjoyment  of  such  constitu- 
tional and  established  liberties  and  privileges  as  were  equal  to 
aor  wishes,  and  known  only  to  British  subjects.'

LordHoiM.  J  ^jjj  told  there  is  great  exultation  among  tha- 
EngUsh  and  raercenary  troops  under  your  lordship's  command, 
on  account  of  the  late  victory  they  obtained  with  an  army  of  ■ 
tun  thousand  men,  (having  a  large  train  of  artilleiy  aai  miaijt} 
light  horse  to  assist  them  in  the  work,)  over  three  thousand 
Americans,  having  neither  artillery  m.tr  horse  to  oppose  their 
enemies  with.  Your  army  was  commanded  by  a  great  many 
generals,  colonels,  &c.,  which,  by  superior  cunning  or  general- 
ehij),  had  inclosed  this  handful  of  Americans,  in  full  confi- 
dence of  taking  capti\'c  all  that  they  spared  alive ;  but  the 
courage  of  these  men  baffled  your  lioi>es,  who  after  laying 
great  numbers  of  their  enemies  dead,  that  opposed  their  re- 
treat, more  than  two-thirds  reached  their  own  lines  in  safety; 
therefore,  wc  think  you  have  no  cause  to  exult. 

My  Lord,  I  assure  you  the  Americans  are  not  in  the  least 
dispirited  at  this  uner[ual  defeat ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  are 
much  exasperated  that  you  should  act  so  cowardly  in  attack- 
ing tliree  thousand  men  badly  provided,  with  at  least  ten  thou- 
sand of  your  veteran  English  troops,  accompanied  by  thou- 
sands of  orang-outang  murdering  brutes.  Tlie  Americans 
wish  for  an  opportunity  to  fight  the  invaders  of  their  once 
happy  land,  on  an  equal  footing,  and  let  the  fate  of  America 
rest  on  the  issue  of  this  conflict.

a  9, — Since  the  retreat  of  our  army  from  Long 
Island,  the  British  have  extended  themselves  a  considerable 
length  on  the  shore  bordering  the  Sound,  and  on  ^^^^ 
Tuesday  a  large  number  of  them  landed  on  Blact-  •'  ^'"  ^"*- 
well's  Island ;  but  the  shot  from  our  batteries  soon  made  them 
recross  the  river.  On  Wednesday,  a  ship  from  the  fleet,  sup- 
posed to  be  a  firigate,  passed  between  Governor's  Island  and 
Ked  Hook,  and  that  evening  reached  a  position  in  the  Sound 
abreast  of  the  island  the  enemy  had  been  driven  from ;  when, 
under  cover  of  her  guns,  they,  the  next  day,  again  came  over  to 
it  in  large  bodies.  This  brought  on  a  brisk  camionade  for  near- 
ly two  hours,  in  which  the  ship  sustained  so  great  a  damage  in 
her  hull,  as  obliged  her  to  move  cIobc  in  with  the  Long  Island 
shore,  for  shelter  from  our  shot  and  bombs.  At  the  same  time 
of  attack,  a  firing  also  began  from  the  enemy's  batteries  on 
Long  Island,  opposite  New  York,  which  was  returned  with 
such  spirit  by  our  people,  in  their  fortresses  at  and  about  the 
ship  yards,  that  they  have  given  us  little  or  no  annoyance 
since,  from  that  quarter. 

Several  men-of  war  now  lie  within  gun-shot  of  our  main 
battery,  and  the  greatest  part  of  the  fleet  is  stationed  behind 
Governor's  Island,  though  they  have  lately  had  very  favorable 
winds  to  come  up  to  New  York ;  which  gives  us  reason  to 
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tliiiik  tliey  do  not  mean  to  attack  it  by  water,  tmtil  they  know- 
tin:  t'liccess  of  tlicir  forceB  in  attempting  to  land  on  York  island. 
Last  Tliursday,  a  barge  is-as  Been  in  tlie  East  Eivcr,  Bound- 
hig  the  channel,  where  it  is  obstmeted  by  scuttled  vessels ;  but 
slie  BOon  made  off,  in  conseqiience,  it  is  Bnpposed,  of  obserr- 
iuy  onr  people  iit  the  main  fort,  preparing  to  give  her  a  snitabls 
(•iilutation.' 

Septeubek  16, — Testkedat  morning,  about  eleven  o'clock, 
the  Britifih  troops,  nnder  cover  of  a  tremendons  fire  from  cigbt 
liriush  entar  *""  ^^^  sbips-of-wBT,  cffcctcd  a  landing  nejtr  Mr. 
New  Sott  8toy veaant's  bouse  in  the  Bowery,  and  in  a  few 
hours  after  took  possession  of  tlio  city  of  New  York.  About 
tlio  same  time,  the  Asia  aiiui-of-war  and  two  other  ships  pro- 
(■ecdii-d  up  tiie  North  River,  but  were  very  ronghly  handled  bj  i 
tlie  American  battery  at  Powle's  Hook.  This  morning,  at 
iliiyligbt,  the  Asia  eaiiie  down  nnurh  faster  tlian  she  went  up, 
slie  and  her  consorts  having  narrowly  escaped  destruction  by 
fyiir  of  our  hre  ships  that  run  iu  among  thciu.' 

A  rAKTT  from  the  enemy  .itta<.-ke<l  the  Americans,  when 
a  battle  ensued,  and  continued  about  two  hours,  when  the 
enemy  gave  way,  and  were  pursued  about  two  miles.  In

'  Tboniaa  KmHtllon  was  bom  in  tbe  lown  of  BoxTord,  Mafsacbusctl?,  Id  Xo- 
Tcmbor,  1740,  and  when  a  cliilJ,  rpmovcil  with  hia  paroiits  to  Asbfard,  in  Con- 
neetkul.  BDforc  be  waa  siilccr  jearg  old,  he  served  uA  a  private  in  tbc  old 
French  war,  and,  in  ITGO,  he  iccompanieil  General  Lyman  at  the  eiegc  of  HaTsiia, 
On  hU  reluni  to  Asbford  be  married  and  became  a  farmer,  in  thp  employment  of 
wbicli  be  continued  until  the  battle  of  Lexington.  Soon  aflcr  that  occurronci>,  he 
was  chosen  captain  of  tbc  Asbford  militia  company,  and  Set  off  for  tbc  American 
camp,  arriring  there  in  time  to  take  an  important  part  in  the  battle  of  Breed's 
Hill'  lie  was  present  at  the  action  on  Long  Island,  and  was  aclJTclj  engaged  in 
the  army  until  he  received  the  fatal  wound.  After  he  was  wounded  he  was  re- 
moved from  the  field,  and  expired  about  sunset.  In  his  death  the  coimlrj  fiii- 
tained  a  great  loss.  His  gallantry,  on  all  occasions,  eommanded  the  bi(;l^e^t  re- 
flpect  of  Washington,  whn,  in  alluding  to  bis  death,  said,  "  He  would  bare  been  Ui 
honor  to  any  country."— .'V«  H  urfi«ji(on'»  O^ciiU  I^ller«,  vol.  i.,  p.  348.

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ford,  in  Conneetient,  was  killed ;  and  it  is  said  Colonel  Seldon, 
of  Lyme,  is  among  the  slain.  The  loss  the  enemy  sustained 
is  said  to  have  been  very  considerable.  Our  army  is  now  be- 
tween the  nine  and  ten  mile  stones,  (Harlem,)  where  they  are 
strongly  fortified  and  intrenched.  The  enemy's  lines  are 
about  one  mile  and  a  half  bdow  them.' 

SsPTsaiBBB  23. — ^Yestebdat  there  was  a  terrible  fire  iu 
New  Tork.  It  broke  out  first  at  the  most  eoutlierly  part  of  the 
city,  near  White  Hall,  and  was  discovered  be-  Lniiii«c«nmtof 
tween  twelve  and  one  o  clock  in  the  morning,  tlie  Yort 
wind  blowing  very  fresh  from  the  south,  and  the  weather 
exceeding  dry.  The  rebel  army  having  carried  off  all  the  bells 
of  the  city,  the  alarm  could  not  be  speedily  communicated,  and 
very  few  of  tlio  citizens  were  in  town,  most  of  them  being 
driven  oat  by  the  calamities  of  war,  and  several,  of  the  first 
rank,  sent  prisoners  to  New  England  and  otlier  distant  parts. 
A  few  minutes  after  the  fire  was  discovered  at  White  Hall,  it 
was  observed  to  break  out  in  five  or  six  other  places,  at  a 
considerable  distance. 

In  this  dreadful  situation,  when  the  whole  city  was  threat- 
ened with  destruction,  Major-General  Kobertson,  who  bad  the 
chief  command,  sent  immediately  for  two  regiments  that  were 
encamped  near  the  city,  placed  guards  in  several  streets,  and 
took  every  other  precaution  that  was  practicable  to  ward  ofi" 
the  impending  ruin.  Lord  Ilowe  ordered  the  boats  of  tlie 
fleet  to  be  manned,  and  after  landing  a  largo  number  of 
officers  and  seamen  to  assist  us,  the  boats  were  stationed  on 
each  side  of  tlie  city  in  the  North  and  East  Hivers,  and  &e 
lines  near  the  royal  army  were  extended  across  the  island, 
as  it  manifestly  appeared  the  city  was  designedly  set  on 
fire. 

The  fire  raged  with  iuconceivable  violence,  and  in  its 
destructive  progress  swept  away  all  the  buildings  between 
Broad  street  and  the  North  River,  almost  as  high  as  the  City 
Hall ;  and  from  thence,  all  the  houses  between  Broadway  and 

'  Clift'a  Diarf. 
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the  North  River,  as  far  as  King's  College,  a  few  only  excepted. 
Long  before  the  main  lire  readied  Trinif  j  chnrch,  that  larger 
ancient,  and  venerable  edifice  was  in  flames,  -which  baffled 
every  effort  to  swpprese  them.  Tbo  eteeple,  which  was  one 
hundred  and  forty  feet  high,  the  upper  part  wood,  and  placed 
on  an  elevated  situation,  resembled  a  vast  pyramid  of  fire, 
exhibiting  a  most  grand  and  awfiil  Bpectaclc.  Several  women 
and  children  perished  in  the  fire.  Their  Ehrielca,  joined  to  the 
roaring  of  the  flames,  the  eruah  of  falling  hoasee,  and  the  wide- 
spread' min  wliich  everywhere  appeared,  fonned  a  scene  of 
horror  great  beyond  description,  which  was  still  heightened 
by  the  darkness  of  the  night,  Bosidee  Trinity  chnrch,  the 
rector's  house,  the  charity  echool,  the  old  Lutlicran  church, 
and  many  other  fine  buildingB,  were  consumed.  St.  Patirs 
church  and  King's  College  were  directly  in  the  line  of  Sn,  tmt 
saved  with  very  great  difficulty.  After  raging  about  tea 
honrs,  tlie  fire  was  extinguished  bct^vecn  ten  and  eleven 
o'clock  this  morning. 

During  this  complicated  scene  of  devastation  and  distress, 
at  which  the  most  sav-igc  heart  niiglit  relent,  SCT^eral  persons 
were  discovercil  with  large  bundles  of  matches,  dipped  in 
melted  rosin  and  brimstone,  attcmjiting  to  set  fire  to  the 
houses.  A  New  England  man,  who  liad  a  captain's  commis- 
sion under  the  Continental  Congress,  and  in  their  service,  was 
seized,  having  these  dreadful  iniplcmcnis  of  min.  On  being 
searched,  the  snm  of  five  hundred  pounds  was  found  ujwn 
liini.  General  Robertson  ,  rescned  two  of  tlioso  incendiaries 
from  the  enraged  poi)nhicc,  (who  had  otherwise  consigned  them 
to  the  flames,)  and  reserved  them  for  the  hand  of  deliberate 
justice.  One  "White,  a  caqicnter,  was  ohsciTcd  to  cut  the 
leather  buckets  which  coin'cycd  water;  he  also  wounded,  with 
a  cnthiss,  a  woman  vho  was  \Qry  active  in  handing  water. 
Tliis  provoked  tlic  sjieclators  to  snch  a  degree,  that  tliey 
instantly  hnng  him  np.  One  of  those  villains  set  fire  to  the 
college  and  was  seized  ;  many  uthcrs  were  detected  in  the 
like  Clime  and  seciiRil, 

Tlie  officers  of  the  army  and  navy,  the  seamen  and  soldiers, 
greatly  exerted  themselves,  often  with  the  utmost  hazard  to 
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themselTeB,  and  showed  all  that  alertness  and  activity  for 
vhich  they  are  jnatly  celebrated  on  anch  occasions.  To  their 
vigorous  efforts  in  pnlling  down  such  wooden  buildings  as 
wonld  conduct  the  fire,  it  is  owing,  under  Providence,  that  the 
whole  city  was  not  consumed ;  for  the  number  of  inhabitants 
was  small,  and  the  pumps  and  fire-engines  were  very  much  out 
of  order.  This  last  circumstance,  together  with  the  removal  of 
our  bells,  the  time  and  place  of  the  fire's  breaking  out,  when  the 
wind  was  south,  the  city  being  set  on  fire  in  so  many  different 
places  nearly  at  the  samo  time,  so  many  incendiaries  being 
caught  in  the  very  act  of  setting  fire  to  houses ;  these,  to  men- 
tion no  other  particulars,  clearly  evince,  beyond  the  possibility 
of  a  doubt,  that  this  diabolical  affair  was  tho  result  of  a  pre- 
concerted, deliberate  scheme.  Thns,  the  persons  who  called 
themselves  our  friends  and  protectors,  were  tho  perpetrators 
of  this  atrocious  deed,  which  in  guilt  and  viilany,  is  not  infe- 
rior to  the  Gun-powder  Plot ;  whilst  those  who  were  held  up 
as  our  enemies  were  the  people  who  gallantly  stepped  forth,  at 
the  risk  of  thoir  lives,  to  snatch  us  from  destruction.  Our  dis- 
tress was  ver^-  great  before,  but  this  disaster  has  increased  it 
tenfold,  llany  hundreds  of  families  have  lost  their  all,  and 
are  reduced  from  a  state  of  affluence  to  the  lowest  ebb  of  want 
and  wretchedness — destitute  of  shelter,  food,  and  clothing. 

Surely  "there  must  bo  some  chosen  ciu^c — some  secret 
thunder  in  the  stores  of  heaven,  red  with  uncommon  wrath  to 
blast "  the  miscreants  who  thus  wantonly  sport  with  the  lives, 
property,  and  happiness  of  their  fellow-creatures,  and  unfeel- 
ingly doom  them  to  inevitable  ruin.' 

'  New  York  Uercnrj,  September  80,  1776,  *Dd  Freeman's  Joamal,  Janunrj  7, 
I7T7  : — Sir.  David  Grim,B  inerchant  b  New  Tork,  who  saw  tlie  conflBgration,  ha« 
left  the  following  account  of  it: — It  commenced  io  a  small  wooden  bouse,  on  tbe 
whar^  near  Whitehall  slip,  which  wis  then  occupied  b;  a  number  of  men  and 
women  of  a  bad  chanetcr.  The  Arc  began  late  at  night.  There  being  but  a  few 
inliabitants  in  the  cil}',  in  a  )ihart  time  it  raged  treniendonslj.  It  burned  all  tbe 
boaiea  on  the  east  side  of  Whitehall  slip,  and  the  west  ^de  of  Broad  street  to 
Beaver  street.  A  providential  and  happy  circumstance  occurred  at  (his  time ;  the 
wind  was  tben  sonthweaterl;.  About  two  o'clock  in  Che  morning  tbe  wind  veered 
to  the  Boutbeast;  this  carried  tbe  flames  of  the  fire  to  the  northwestward,  and 
bamed  both  aides  of  Beaver  Blreet  to  tbe  east  dde  of  Broadway,  then  crosae^t^  . 
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Tma  day,  one  Hale,'  io  New  Tork,  on  euspicion  of  bfrtug  a 
epy  was  taken  up  and  dragged  without  ceremony  to  tlie  execu- 
tion post,  and  Lung  up.  General  Washington  lias  since  eeni 
ill  u  flag,  fiuppo&cd  to  Iw  on  tliat  accoimi.

Tli«  fire  i^ 
not  stop  autil  it  got  into  Mortldic  street,  now  IturclAj  etrect,  Tlie  rollFge  jvd 
and  the  Taiamt  ground  in  the  rear  of  Ihp  rame,  pat  an  end  to  tbii  atri\i]  tuA 
Irrmendous  fire.  Tnnilj  (^un.-h  being  burned,  iru  occaaioned  hj  the  flaka  aS 
fire  thai  fell  on  the  HOuth  side  of  the  roof  The  southerly  wind  fanned  LliOM  lUk(« 
uf  fire  in  a  sliorl  time  to  an  unaziug  blaze,  and  it  sooo  became  nut  «f  InuUB 
power  to  extinguish  the  tune ;  the  roof  of  Ibia  noblo  edifice  being  m  tUep  tkH 
no  person  could  go  on  it.  St.  Paul'a  church  was  in  tho  like  pcrflous  situation. 
The  roof  being  Sal,  with  a  halnaCT.ido  on  the  eaves,  a  number  of  citiiena  vent  on 
the  same,  nnd  extinguished  the  flakes  of  fire  as  they  fell  on  the  roof  Tbog  hap- 
pily was  thia  beautiful  church  aivcd  from  the  dcsiruclioii  of  Ibis  dreadful  fire. 
which  threatened  the  ruin  thi'rcof  and  (hat  of  the  whole  cilv.  The  Lutheran 
church  being  contiguous  to  the  houses  adjoining  the  Fame  fire,  it  was  impossible 
to  E.1TC  it  from  dt'struclion.  This  fire  was  bo  furious  and  violently  hot,  Ihnt  no 
person  could  go  near  it,  and  there  were  no  fire  engines  to  be  had,  at  that  time,  in 
the  city.— BarUf's  Xno  York,  p.  303. 

A  correspondent  at  Ilarlem,  On  the  26th  wrote: — Friday  last  was  diseoTcred 
a  vast  cloud  of  smoke  arising  from  the  north  part  of  the  ciiy,  which  continued 
till  Saturday  evening.  Tlic  coneequcneo  was,  that  the  Broadway  from  the  new 
City  Ilall  donn  to  '\Vliitchalt  is  laid  in  ashes.  Our  fnends  were  immediately  sus- 
pected, and  according  to  the  rc^port  of  a  flag  of  truce  who  came  to  our  lines  soon 
after,  tho,-c  who  were  found  on  or  near  the  spot  were  pilihcJ  into  liio  conflagra- 
tion; .some  hanged  by  the  heels,  and  oihers  by  their  necks  with  their  throats  cut. 
Inhuman  barbarity! — Freanaii's  Journal,  October  fi.

CHAPTER    VIII. 

October  1. — A  wkitek  in  the  London  Gazette,  in  a  letter* 
to  the  lord  mayor,  Hays : — I  was  last  week  on  board  the  Amei 
1  h"  YiakM     '*"*"  privateer  called  the  Yankee,  commanded  by  1 

jriv.twr.  Captain  Johnson,  and  lately  brought  into  thiitj 
jioit  by  Captain  Koss,  who  commanded  one  of  the  West  Indift m 
ew^ar  ships,  taken  by  the  privateer  in  July  last ;  and,  as  an 
Englishman,  I  earnestly  ^ish  your  lordship,  who  is  bo  happily 
placed  at  the  head  of  this  great  city,  (jnatly  famed  for  its  great 
hiinianity  even  to  its  cnoiiiies.)  would  be  pleased  to  go  like- 
wise, or  send  proper'  pcrt^ons,  to  see  the  truly  shocking,  and  I 
may  say,  harliarous  and  miserable  condition  of  the  unfortu- 
nate American  prisoners,  who,  howe\-or  eriniinal  they  may  be 
thought  to  liiivc  been,  are  deserv^ing  of  pity,  and  entitled  to 
common  linnianity. 

Tiiey  are  fwenly-fivc  in  number,  and  all  inliumanly  shut 
close  down,  like  wild  hearts,  in  a  small,  stinking  apartment, 
in  the  hold  of  a  sloop,  about  seventy  tons  burden,  without  a 
breath  of  air,  in  tlii.s  sultry  season,  but  what  they  receive 
through  a  small  grating  overhead,  the  openings  in  whieh  are 
not  Tiiorc  than  two  inches  sq^uare  in  any  part,  and  tlirough 
which  the  sun  beats  intensely  hot  all  day,  only  two  or  three 
being  permitted  to  conic  on  the  deck  at  a  time ;  and  then  they 
arc  exposed  in  tiic  o]>en  snn,  which  is  reflected  from  the  decks 
and  wafer  like  a  bm-ning  glass. 

I  do  not  at  all  exaggerate,  my  lord  ;  I  speak  the  truth ;  and 
the  resemblatice  that  this  bai'barity  bears  to  the  memorable

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black  bole  at  O&lcatto,  as  a  gentleman  present  on  Saturday 
observed,  strikes  every  one  at  tlie  Bight.  All  England  ought 
to  know  that  iha  same  game  ie  nov  acting  upon  the  Thames 
on  board  this  privateer,  that  all  the  world  cried  out  against, 
and  sliuddered  at  the  mention  of  in  India,  some  years  ago,  as 
practised  on  Captain  Hollowell,  and  other  of  the  King's 
good  sabjects. 

The  pntrid  steams  isstting  from  the  hold  are  so  hot  and 
offensive,  that  one  cannot,  without  the  utmost  danger,  breathe 
over  it,  and  I  should  not  be  at  all  surprised,  if  it  should  cause 
a  plague  to  spread.  The  miserable  wretches  below  look  like  per- 
sons in  a  hot  bath,  panting,  sweating,  and  fainting  for  want  of 
air ;  and  the  surgeon  declares,  that  they  must  all  soon  perish  in 
that  situation,  especially  as  they  are  almost  all  in  a  sickly 
state  with  bilious  disorders. 

The  captain  and  surgeon,  it  is  true,  have  the  liberty  of  the 
cabin,  (if  it  deserves  the  name  of  a  cabin,)  and  make  no  com- 
plaints on  their  own  account.  They  are  both  sensible,  and 
well-behaved  young  men,  and  can  give  a  very  good  ac- 
count of  tbcmselTes,  having  no  signs  of  fear,  and  being  sup- 
ported by  a  consciousness  of  the  justice  of  their  cause.  They 
are  men  of  character,  of  good  families  in  New  England,  and 
highly  respected  in  their  different  occupations ;  but  being  strip- 
ped of  their  aU  by  the  burning  of  towns  and  other  destructive 
measures  of  the  present  unnatural  war,  were  forced  to  take  the 
disagreeable  method  of  making  reprisals  to  maintain  them- 
selves and  their  children,  rather  than  starve. 

[Numbers  of  gentlemen,  and  ftiends  of  government,  who 
were  on  board  at  the  same  time,  will  confirm  the  truth  of 
this  my  representation,  being  very  sensibly  touched  themselves 
at  the  horrid  sight. 

Englisli  prisoners,  taken  by  the  Americans,  have  been 
treated  with  the  most  remarkable  tenderness  and  generosity, 
as  numbers  who  are  safely  returned  to  England  most  freely 
confess,  to  the  honor  of  our  brethren  in  the  colonies.  And  it 
is  a  fact,  which  can  be  well  attested  in  London,  that  this  very 
fiui^eon  on  board  the  privateer,  after  the  battle  of  Lexington, 
April  nineteenth,  1775,  for  many  days  voluntarily  and  gen- 
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croiii^ljr,  witfaoat  fee  or  icwud,  emplorcd  1iiwi**>)f  m  dreaeiii^ 
the  King's  woonded  Mildiere,  who  but  an  hoar  before  would 
Itavc-  ghot  Iiim  if  tliejr  conld  have  come  at  him,  and  in  making  « 
coUiTtion  for  tiieir  rcfresbment,  of  wine,  Uncn,  money,  4c^ 
in  the  town  where  he  lived.  This  is  »  real  faci,  of  which  die 
most  ample  testimony  may  be  had. 

TIic  captuie  of  the  privateer  wae  solely  owing  to  the  01- 
jndged  lenity  and  brotherly  kindness  of  Captiun  Johneon,  who 
not  considering  his  Engliah  prisoneri  in  the  eame  light  that  he 
would  Frenchmen  or  Spaniards,  put  tbtm  nnder  no  sort  of 
conlinfiment,  bat  permitted  them  to  walk  the  decks  as  fretij 
as  bis  own  people,  at  all  timee.  Taking  advantage  of  tins 
indulgence,  the  prisoners  one  day  watcliing  their  opjiortanity, 
when  most  of  the  privateer's  people  were  below  and  asleep, 
rtluit  down  tbc  hatches,  and  making  all  fast,  had  tmmediata 
posfeseion  of  the  vessel  without  using  any  force. 

I  shall  conclude  with  biiying,  tlint  though  this  letter  is 
addressed  to  your  lordship,  I  hope  that  all  who  may  read  it, 
and  have  any  influence,  will  do  all  in  their  power  to  gain  the 
necessary  relief;  and  it  is  humbly  apprehended,  that  the  well 
disposed,  wlio  arc  blessed  with  alHucnco,  could  not  better 
bestow  their  bounty  flinn  upon  those  poor  objects.  Vegetables 
and  ripe  fruits  of  all  kinds,  with  porter,  &c,,  must  be  very 
useful,  as  well  as  the  means  to  procure  other  necessaries. 
TIic  privateer  lies  opposite  to  Eatcliffe  Cross,  a  mile  and  a 
half  below  tlie  Tower,  and  by  asking  for  Captain  Johnson, 
admittance  may  be  obtained.' 

The  important  day  Is  come,  big  with  the  fate  of  millions, 
and  America  now  beckons  to  her  sons  to  kindle  all  their 
native  fire,  pnsh  into  action  evciy  power,  and 
press  to  the  seas  or  fields  where  Fame  and  Glory 
call.  Tlio  united  wisdom  of  America  in  Congress  has  detep 
mined  that  it  is  necessary  to  the  salvation  of  these  States,  that 
an  army  he  raised  to  serve  during  this  war,  Tlie  wisdom  of 
this  measure  must  appear  to  all ;  therefore  let  us  all  promote

applauding  ages;  while  posterity  rises  through  BUccessive 
eras  to  taste  the  bliss  of  freedom  handed  down  by  US, 
their  forefathers;  and  every  infant  tongue  and  hoary  head 
will  bless  our  memory ;  with  rapture  hail  the  day  when  we 
drew  the  sharpened  steel  against  the  Tyrant  George,  and  with 
transports' all  their  own,  pass  down  the  stream  of  time  till 
time  shall  bo  no  more  !~IIow  angelic  tlie  design  to  communi- 
cate felicity  to  all  those  millions  who  may  rise  after  us,  and 
inhabit  tlicse  United  States )  "  The  bleaeinga  of  future  ages, 
which  the  conscious  ima^nation  anticipates,"  crowd  together 
in  the  patriot's  breast,  and  are  the  solid  pleasures  which  delight 
his  mind ! 

The  history  of  mankind  bleeds  with  the  destruction  which 
tyranny  has  made  In  all  countries  and  nations ;  and  while  wo 
weep  over  the  "  tragic  pages  stained  with  the  blood  of  patriot 
citizens,"  thoy  speak  like  a  voice  of  thunder  in  the  ears  of 
Americans  to  guard  against  the  execrable  monster !  Despotic 
kings,  from  the  days  of  Nimrod  to  this  liour,  have  deluged 
the  world  in  blood,  and  have  been  the  curses  of  mankind ; — 
but  in  the  whole  catalogue  of  royal  villains,  has  there  been 
one  of  a  more  infernal  character  than  George  the  Third  f  Do 
not  our  heroic  ancestors,  who  fled  from  the  tyranny  of  Britons, 
and  subdued  American  wildernesses  in  spite  of  savage  barbar- 
ity, speak  to  us  from  their  celestial  abodes,  to  defend  the  dear 
inheritance  of  Liberty,  wliich  they  left  us,  while  Posterity 
mingle  their  cries,  reason  and  religion  unite  their  voice  in  the 
pressing  call  I  Imploring  the  assistance  of  Him,  who  gave  us 
the  rights  of  humanity,  let  us  with  a  eacred  ardor  and 
unalterable  firmness  watch  over  and  defend  the  rights  of 
America,  "  nor  pause  to  waste  a  coward  thought  on  Life." 

Every  good  mind  must  feel  a  glow  of  gratitude  to  heaven 
for  the  animating  prospect  of  seeing  America  the  asylum  of 
liber^,  the  land  of  virtuous  freedom,  the  scat  of  learning,  of 
industry,  manu&cturee,  commerce,  and  husbandry ;  the  noree 
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of  heroes,  the  parent  of  et'iciice,  the  bosom  of  virtue,  aud  tlie 
guaniiaa  of  majikiud.  The  wliulc  Buriw)  of  divino  ditipooaa<- 
tiona,  from  the  infant  days  of  our  fathurs  in  Amtirica,  are  big 
with  importance  in  her  favor,  nud  ptint  to  somctlung  great 
and  good.  If  we  look  round  tlie  world,  and  view  the  nations 
witii  their  various  counections,  interests,  and  tiopendtmcies,  we 
flhall  Bee  innumerable  causes  at  work  in  favor  of  this  growing 
country.  ^Nature  aud  art  eeciu  to  labor,  as  it  were,  travail  ia 
birth,  to  bring  forth  aonie  glorious  events  that  will  astoiii^ 
mankind,  and  form  a  bright  era  in  the  annals  of  time." 

Tim  IlesaiaQe  plunder  all  indiscriminately,  Toriee  as  well  aa 
Wliiga ;  if  they  see  any  thing  tlioy  want  they  eeize  it,  and  say, 
"  Rebel  good  for  Hease  man."  A  Tory  complained  to  Qonenl 
Howe  that  he  was  plundered  by  the  Ilossians.  The  genera! 
said  he  could  not  lielp  it— it  wiis  their  way  of  iiiiiking  wur. 
So  the  friends  of  government  are  protected !  This  ia  great  en- 
couragement for  the  Tories.  Lord  Dunmore  told  Lord  Stirling 
he  was  sorry  he  kept  sneb  company.  His  lordship  replied, 
"  My  lord,  I  have  kept  whiter  company  than  your  lordship  has 
of  late.'" 

OcTOBEB  8. — So  vast  a  fleet  was  never  before  seen  together  in 
the  poi-t  of  New  York,  or  perhaps  in  all  America.  The  ships  are 
stationed  up  the  East  Kiver  or  Sound,  as  far  as  Tur- 
tle Bay,  and  near  the  town.  Tlie  nmltitude  of  masts 
carries  the  appearance  of  a  wood.  Some  are  moored  up  tlie 
North  River,  others  in  the  bay  between  Red  and  Yellow  Ilook ; 
others,  again,  off  Statcn  Island,  and  several  off  Powle's  Hook, 
and  towards  tlie  kills.  Tlie  men-of-war  are  moored  chiefly  up 
New  York  Sound,  and  make,  with  the  other  ships,  a  very 
magnificent  and  fornudable  appearance.  Five  men-of-war 
have  been  detached  from  the  squadron  into  the  North  Eivcr, 
above  Greenwich,  probably  to  assist  the  operations  of  the  army

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against  the  rebela,  who  Btill  remain  on  the  northern  extremitj' 
of  the  ishind,  and  on  the  heights  ahove  King's  Bridge. 

The  savage  burning  of  the  city  hy  the  New  England  in- 
cendiaries will  be  a  lasting  monument  of  inveterate  malice 
against  the  trade  and  prosperity  of  tlds  colony,  as  well  as 
rooted  disaffection  to  British  law  and  government.  Tliey  had 
long  threatened  the  performance  of  this  viUanous  deed ;  and 
this  is  the  best  rctnm  that  the  people  of  property  in  this  city, 
who  have  eeponscd  their  caose,  are  to  expect  for  their  heed- 
less crednlity.' 

OcroBEB  14. — ^Lately  died,  at  his  honee  wpon  Long  Island, 
Caowalladeb  Golden,  Esq.,  for  many  years  lientenant-gov- 
emor  of  New  York,  a  man  of  great  probity,  C4d^,,aer 
knowledge,  and  steadiness,  which  he  had  occasion  coidnn. 
to  show  upon  many  occasions.  When  above  ninety  years  of 
age,  not  all  the  threats  of  rebellions  incendiaries  could  shake 
his  andiesembled  loyalty  to  his  sovereign,  nor  all  their  wiles 
sednce  him  from  his  attacliment  to  the  constitutional  liberties 
of  his  country,  in  opposition  to  tlie  republican  system  of  pop- 
ular tyranny.  lie  died  full  of  days,  and  had  the  satisfaction, 
before  his  departure,  to  know  tliat  the  arms  of  his  prince  had 
prevailed,  in  a  single  instance,  over  the  forces  of  the  rebels. 
They  who  knew  him  best,  will  ^vo  his  character  that  eulo- 
gium,  which  even  a  stranger  will  rejoice  to  pay  to  such  distin- 
guished merit.' 

It  has  been  obaervod  that  the  British  power,  in  the  begin- 
ning of  a  war,  generally  makes  but  feeble,  and  oftentimes  un-

Oar  eounti 
incti  at  homo  were  etigniatizcd  as  cowards,  while  their  bn 
henrte  only  abhorred  the  idea  of  fi^fhting  againrt  those  « 
I'liiimed  tho  title  of  bretlircii  luid  friends.  Kothing  bnti 
pcated  insTilts  and  mcnavt.-^  ngninst  their  King,  their  count] 
:iik1  themselves,  could  have  indacred  a  pereuaBion  id  the  am 
iliiit  the  leaders  of  the  Bcditiou  Berioosly  meant  nothing  ci 
ihan  to  bix-oine  rcbelB  and  eneitiic«.  At  last  the  Britich  lion 
roused.  "We  have  Been,  in  the  courBo  of  a  summer,  a  poweil 
aniiy  cross  over  tlie  Atlantic,  under  the  conduct  of  a  galll 
lleet.  We  have  heard  of  other  coneiderahle  armamenti  uri 
itii^  safely  elsewhere  npon  this  continent;  and  we  have 
re:i6on  to  doubt  but  that,  if  it  weiv  posbible  thtsc  should  fa 
greater  and  greater  would  be  sent  out  to  reduce  this  count 
to  its  indefeasible  allegiance  nntl  duty.  To  all  this  there  n 
only  to  be  opposed  the  wisilom  of  a  Cimgiess  consisting  of  lu 
either  of  new  and  doubtful  charactirs,  or  of  none  at  all ; 
wretched  paper  currency  which  will  only  cat  up  the  propei 
of  the  continent  withonf  adding  an  atom  to  it ;  and  a  vagabo 
anny  of  raganmtlins,  with  jiaper  pay,  bad  clothes,  and  woi 
spirits.  Is  it  reasonable  to  think  that  sueh  a  cause,  with  su 
supporters,  will  ever  be  able  to  maintain  itself  against  veter 
battalions  of  bnive  htkI  loyal  Britons,  contending  for  Briti 
honor  and  constitutional  liberty '.  Is  it  not  strange  that  a  p( 
pic  in  such  fircunistunecs  slionld  be  persuaded  to  reject ; 
overtures  of  reconciliution,  by  the  machinations  of  an  artJ 
and  ambitious  Congress  i  It  can  only  be  accounted  for  by  t 
old  adage,  Quos  Deua  rult  jicrdere  prins  df mental.' 

October  16. — ^Tnis  morning,  at  ten  o'cloeJi,  the  members 
liis  Majesty's  council,  the  judges,  and  all  tlic  other  well  afl'cct 
citizens,  ^^ho  were  not  driven  away  by  tlic  hand  of  violence,

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Bent  prisoners  to  other  provinceB,  met  at  the  Gty  Hall  in  New 
York,  when  a  decent  and  respectful  address  to  Lord  Howe  and 
General  Howe,  the  King's  commiafiioners  for  re-  Mes,i„,,tM«w 
storing  peace  to  America,  was  read,  representing  ^'"^ 
the  firm  attachment  of  the  inhabitants  to  our  rightful  and 
gracious  Bovercign,  Gfeorge  the  Third,  and  their  sense  of  the 
constitutional  snpremaey  of  Great  Britain  over  these  eoloniefl ; 
lamenting  the  intemiption  of  that  hannony  which  formerly 
Buhsist'ed  between  them,  and  praying  tliat  tlie  city  and  county 
might  bo  restored  to  liis  Majesty's  jjcaee  and  protection.  The 
address  waa  unanimously  approved  nnd  adopted,  and  it  was 
agreed  that  tlie  inhabitants  ehould  all  sign  it.  But  the  num- 
ber assembled  being  too  great  to  sign  at  that  time,  two  respect- 
able citizens  were  appointed  to  attend  at  a  public  house,  ad- 
joining the  City  Eali,  from  ten  o'clock  a.  w.,  to  two  o'clock 
p.  u.,  every  day,  to  take  subscriptions  till  all  had  signed.  As 
this  measure  was  the  first  step  which  was  necessary  to  be 
taken  on  our  part  fowanla  effecting  a  reconciliation  with  Great 
Britain,  joy  waa  lighted  up  in  every  countenance,  at  the  pros- 
pect of  returning  peace  and  union  with  the  parent  state.  The 
populace  expressed  the  feelings  of  their  hearts  by  loud  accla- 
mations and  shouts  of  applause. 

After  this,  an  afi'eetionate  addresa  to  his  Excellency  Wil- 
liam Tryon,  Esq.,  our  worthy  governor,  was  read,  "  requesting 
lum  to  present  the  above  address  to  the  commissioners,  and 
otherwise  to  exert  himself  that  the  prayer  of  it  might  be  grant- 
ed," Tliia  addresa  was  also  unanimously  approved  and  agreed 
to;  and  the  honorable  Mr,  Chief  Justice  Ilorsmanden  was 
desired  to  sign  and  deliver  it  to  his  Excellency,  in  behalf  of 
the  inhabitants. 

The  well-known  Immanity  of  the  eommissiononi,  and  the 
tender  rt^ard  they  have  manifested  for  the  welfare  of  America 
in  their  several  declarations,  afford  the  most  flattering  hopes 
that  the  address  to  them  will  be  productive  of  the  desired 
effect.  And  it  is  most  devoutly  to  be  wished,  that  the  conti- 
nent may  follow  the  example  of  this  city — that  the  Ameri- 
cans in  general  may  avail  themselves  of  his  Majesty's  clem- 
ency and  paternal  goodness,  in  offering  to  restore  them  to  his 


royal  protc-ction  and  peace.  Ttiose  wlio  continue  deaf  to  bukIi 
benevolence,  and  thereby  prolong  the  present  dcBtructive  and 
unnatural  rebellion,  will  be  utterly  inexc-uaable  in  the  sight  of 
God  and  man.  Their  obstinacy  must  be  detested  by  the  wiBe 
and  virtuuua ;  tlio  inevitable  ruin  attending  it  will  bo  luipitiod 
by  all,  and  posterity  will  uxotTiitc  their  nicraoriee.' 

It  is  an  obser\-ation  of  the  celebrated  Monteeqnien,  "  timt 
indiviJuald  rarely  incline  to  part  with  power — ^great  bodies 
never."  The  conduct  of  the  Congress  furnishes 
° "™'  another  instance  of  the  truth  of  this  remark. 
Though  it  is  the  grand  interest  of  America  to  bo  reconciled  to 
Great  Britain,  and  though  it  baa  been  the  constant  and  re- 
peated profession  of  the  sevaral  aBsemblies,  that  reconciliation 
was  tlieir  object;  yet,  when  reconciliation  was  held  out  by 
government,  and  commissioners  were  appointed  to  confer  with 
the  colonies  upon  their  own  ground  for  that  purpose,  these 
ambitious  incendiaries,  seeing  that,  upon  such  an  event,  all 
their  assumed  consec^uence  must  be  lost,  had  art  enough  to 
hasten  a  declaration  of  absolute  independence,  before  the  de- 
sired coniniission  could  possibly  arrive.  Tlie  delegates  had 
perfect  information  of  what  was  intended,  and  fearing  that  this 
act  of  benevolence  and  conciliation  might  operate  upon  many 
persons  in  the  colonics,  whose  properties  made  it  their  interest 
to  solicit  peace,  resolved  to  put  it  out  of  the  power  of  the  sev- 
eral assemblies  to  listen  to  any  overtures,  by  previously  draw- 
ing them  into  an  acquiescence  with  the  avowal  of  independ- 
ency. Tlius  the  avarice  of  6onic  indigent  men,  bankrupts 
both  in  fortune  and  character,  and  the  ambition  of  others  who 
lusted  after  power,  has  plunged  this  once  happy  country  into 
a  flood  of  miseries,  for  which  the  lives  and  fortimes  of  these 
parricides  would,  in  the  issue,  make  but  a  poor  atonement. 
'Tis  easy  to  foresee  that,  so  long  as  these  demagogues  have  the 
direction  of  affairs,  no  peace  or  settlement  can  be  hoped  for. 
And  it  is  not  to  be  believed  that  the  colonies  can  have  had  rec- 
onciliation sincerely  in  view,  because  they  have  hitherto  em-

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ployed  meanB  which  they  must  have  known  were  exception- 
able and  offenaive.  Nor  can  it  be  supposed  that  they  will 
ever  be  really  deslrons  of  it,  till  they  have  applied  themselveB, 
not  through  the  medinm  of  a  Congress,  but  of  their  own  re- 
i^pective  assemblies,  to  the  promoting  of  this  salutary  measure.' 

Last  night,  General  Mercer  passed  over  to  Staten  Island 
with  part  of  the  troops  posted  at  Perth  Amboy,  New  Jersey, 
and  advanced  within  a  few  miles  of  Kiclimond  M„eertd=Meiit 
town,  having  been  informed  that  a  company  of  '"'  ^'■'™  '''™*- 
British  troops,  one  of  Hessians,  and  one  of  Skinner's  militia 
lay  there.  Colonel  Griffin  was  detached  with  Colonel  Patter- 
son's battalion,  and  Major  Clarke  at  the  head  of  some  riflemen, 
to  fall  in  upon  the  east  end  of  the  toivn,  while  the  remainder 
of  the  troops  inclosed  it  on  the  other  quarters.  Both  diyisions 
reached  tlie  town  by  break  of  day  this  morning,  but  not  before 
the  enemy  were  alarmed.  Most  of  them  fled  after  exchanging 
a  few  shot  with  Colonel  Griffin's  detachment.  Tivo  of  them 
were  mortally  woiinde<l,  and  seventeen  taken  prisoners,  with 
the  loss  only  of  two  soldiers  killed  on  our  side.  Colonel  Grif- 
fin received  a  wound  in  the  foot  from  a  musket  ball,  and 
Lieutenant-Colonel  Smith  was  slightly  wounded  in  the  arm. 
Amongst  the  prisoners  taken  in  this  action,  are  eight  Hessians. 
Our  troops  brought  off  from  Staten  Island  forty-five  muskets, 
a  number  of  bayonets,  cutlasees,  &c.,  and  one  standard  of  the 
British  light  horse,'

Thisi 
waa  a  moEt  cruel,  dastardly,  and  inlamoua  murder  upon  a  defenceless,  innocent 
child.    Such  poltroons  will  always  ran  away  at  the  appearance  and  approach  of 
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October  23. — Behold  a  Coward  I — ^Tlio  public  le  deeircd  to 
take  notice,  tliat  Daniel  Pitlee,  ensign  in  Captain  'Ruiotby 
Stow'a  eonipany,  Colonel  Wlieelot'k'B  regiment,  applied  At 
liend-qiiarters  for  a  diucljargc,  upon  liGaring  the  enemy  went 
likely  to  attack  tmr  liucs.  He  was  refused,  and  next  day  de- 
Bertcd  our  eamp.  Tliis  infamoue  runaway  belongs  to  tliB  eoutU 
parish  of  Dediiaiii,  in  tlie  county  of  Suffolk." 

October  23. — Friday  morning  last,  wo  were  alarmed  by 
the  drums  beating  to  amia,  and  the  enemy  landed  at  Rodman's 
Giovprs skinni»h  ^'^^^  w'*^  their  whole  force.  Tlic  brigade  under 
w  fjuiditiiit.  jijjj  (-ommand  of  Colonel  Glover,  coneipting  of 
about  seven  hundred  men,  one  R'gJment  being  absent  fer 
guard,  marched  down  towards  the  placo  where  the  enemy 
were  advancing,  with  a  Iiodv  of  sixteen  thousand,  and  a 
very  large  artillery.  Tlio  first  attack  was  made  by  a  small 
party,  on  their  advanced  giiard,  which  were  effectually  routed 
and  forced  to  retreat  to  their  main  body,  who,  when  they  came 
up,  were  fired  upon  by  two  regiments,  advantageously  posted 
by  Colonel  Glover  and  Major  Lee,  (who  behaved  gallantly,) 
which  brought  many  of  thcni  to  the  ground.  Tims  we  con- 
tinued fighting  them  and  retreating  the  w!io!c  afternoon,  until 
they  came  to  a  stand,  where  they  now  remain,  stretching 
down  along  the  Sound,  towards  Connecticut — we  suppose  for 
forage,  Onr  men  behaved  like  soldiers — ^'onfomied  to  the  or- 
ders of  the  oflicei-s  and  retreated  in  grand  order,  which  is  the 
life  of  discipline.  Our  loss  is  about  nine  or  ten  killed,  and 
about  thirty  wounded.  Tlie  enemy,  a  deserter  says,  lost  two 
hundred  killed  on  the  spot,  and  a  great  number  wounded. 
People  may  think  what  they  please  of  the  regular  and  spirited 
behavior  of  the  British  troo])s,  but  I  that  day  was  an  eye-wit- 
ness to  the  contrary,  I  saw  as  great  iiTegiilarity,  almost,  as  in 
a  militia ;  they  would  come  out  from  their  body  and  fire  single 
gnus.  As  to  their  courage,  tlieir  whole  body  of  sixteen  thou- 
sand were  forced  to  retreat  by  the  fire  of  a  single  regiment,  and 
many  of  them  old  troops.     Hie  fourth  regiment  was  one  that

Ilia  thanljs  to  Colonel  Glover,  and  the  officers  and  eoldiers  under 
his  command,  for  their  noble,  spirited,  and  soldier-like  conduct 
during  the  battle,  and  that  notliing  in  his  power  should  be 
wanting  to  servo  those  brave  officers  and  men ;  and  General 
Washington  has  since  expressed  himself  much  in  tlie  same 
words  in  his  general  orders.  General  Lee  says  we  shall  none 
of  UB  leave  the  army,  but  all  stay  and  be  promoted ;  but  how 
that  will  be  is  uncertain.  Yesterday  one  of  the  corporals  and 
two  men  in  onr  regiment,  by  leave  from  the  colonel,  went  out 
to  see  what  they  could  pick  up,  and  by  going  in  the  month  of 
the  enemy  they  broiight  off  a  number  of  fat  cattle.  Flushed 
witli  their  success,  they  went  again  tliis  afternoon,  and  going 
directly  in  the  rear  of  the  Hessian  camp,  went  into  a  house 
where  they  washed  for  the  British  officers,  and  were  bringing 
off  three  tuba  of  shirt.%  but  the  man  of  the  house  informed  the 
camp,  Tlicy  turned  out  four  Imndred,  wlio  obliged  our  lads 
to  retreat ;  but  meeting  with  some  of  their  comrades,  they  at- 
tacked and  drove  the  Ilcssiana,  killed  the  major,  took  his  com- 
mission and  ten  guineas  out  of  his  pocket,  and  have  taken 
three  of  tlicm  prisoners,  besides  a  number  killed ;  many  of  our 
officers  who  saw  them,  say  they  arc  ngly  devils.  They  arc 
now  in  camp.  Tlie  enemy  have  so  far  quitted  York,  that  our 
people  have  been  down  as  far  as  a  place  called  Bowery  Lane, 
which  is  but  one  mile  from  the  extent  of  the  city,' 

"What's  humiin  life? — lo  gaie  upon  Ihc  sun, 
And  go  tho  Tulgar  round  of  endless  jenn?

By  the  favor  of  Providence  we  have  reached  that  political 
point  (which  the  wise  have  long  seen  to  be  the  only  foundation

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of  safety) — IndepcTtdejice ;  our  work  U  now  plain  before  ua — 
to  persevere  to  tho  end  in  eupiwrting  the  Declaration  we 
have  made  to  tlie  world.  To  do  this,  every  consideration  urges 
ns ;  to  retreat  is  deatli — is  elavery,  ealaniitiea  of  evorj'  name, 
and  all  the  gloomy  liorrora  of  tlie  most  odious  and  execrable 
tyrauny.  Before  us  is  all  the  glo;^  oi  Freedom,  pregnant  with 
every  felicity  our  wisliea  can  graap,  or  hmnan  nature  enjoy. 
If  we  continue  our  exertions  with  that  wisdom  ttnd  magna- 
nimity with  which  we  began,  LUeHy  will  soon  triumph,  wealth 
flow  iu  through  ten  thousand  channels,  aud  America  become 
the  glory  of  all  lands.  Tyranny  is  now  exerting  her  utmost 
power,  and  if  resisted  a  little  longer,  George,  and  ail  his  mur- 
derers, must  Lid  adieu  to  America  forever;  tliea  we  shall 
have  the  double  liappincse  and  honor  of  subduing  the  tyrant^ 
aud  enjoying  liberty;  the  expense  and  dangers  it  has  costm 
will  sweeten  the  blesning.  If  we  have  not  siirt'ercd  enough  yet 
to  make  us  duly  prize  tho  inestimable  jewel,  let  ua  patieiftly 
bear  what  is  yet  to  come.  But  if  we  continue  in  the  ways  of 
well-doing,  wo  sliall  certainly  eueeecd;  for  unerrring  wisdom 
lias  told  us,  "  if  we  trust  iu  the  Lord  and  do  good,  we  shall 
dwell  in  the  land  and  be  fed ; "  therefore  we  have  nothing  to 
do  but  to  be  faittiful  to  God  and  our  country,  and  the  blessings 
wo  contend  for  will  be  the  portion  of  us  and  our  children-  Tho 
price  of  liberty  is  not  to  be  gained  in  a  day,  uor  bought  with  a 
small  price,  bnt  is  the  reward  of  long  labor  and  unremitting  ex- 
ertions ;  and  a  people  are.  commonly  made  to  realize  their  depend- 
ence on  Heaven  for  so  great  a  favor,  before  tlicy  are  crowned 
with  complete  success.  The  poor  Dutch  provinces  were  op- 
pressed by  a  Spanish  tyrant,  like  George  of  Britain,  and 
they  (although  poor  and  small  in  number,  compared  with  the 
States  of  America)  resisted  tlie  tyrant  who  liad  at  his  command 
a  great  and  rich  nation,  and  after  a  bloody  contest  of  many 
years,  gloriously  triumphed  in  tlie  complete  freedom  of  their 
country.  During  tlie  conflict,  they  were  sometimes  reduced 
to  such  extreme  difficulties  as  would  have  sunk  any  but  free 
minds  into  absolute  despair ;  but  they  were  blessed  with  a  succes- 
sion of  heroes  and  statesmen,  who  wisely  preferred  liberty  to 
every  thing  else ;  and  persevered  through  a  long  series  of  the 
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Berereet  calamities  of  cveiy  kind,  with  Trndiminislied  fervor  in 
the  glorious  cause,  nntil  they  arrived  at  the  blissful  period  of  In- 
dependent States,  and  remain  to  tliis  day  a  glorious  monumciit 
of  the  Bupereminent  virtue  and  valor  of  freemen.  Let  us  im- 
itate this  bright  example.  With  them  wo  shall  shine  in  the 
history  of  mankind,  until  the  heavens  are  no  more.  The  blood 
and  treasure  it  may  cost,  will  heighten  the  value  of  liberty, 
and  brighten  the  future  days  of  peace  and  glory,  when  we  or 
posteri^  shall  recount  the  noble  exertions,  and  amazing  intre- 
pidity of  those  who  were  honored  by  Heaven  aa  the  inetruments 
of  saving  this  great  people  from  infernal  tyranny.  It  will  add 
to  the  joys  of  prosperity,  and  sweeten  the  sacred  trininphs  of

Tlio  sailor  looks  upon  the 
soldier  as  his  brother,  and  when  a  soldier  has  occasion  to  pass 
over  water,  ratlier  than  his  uniform  shall  he  damaged,  hanls 
him  away  upon  his  shoulders  from  tlie  Ijoat  to  the  6h<)re; 
wliile  the  soldier  welcomes  the  sailor  on  his  part,  and  rejoices

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the  same  time  appeared  on  Ilarlem  plain,  and  Colonel 
Magaw,  who  commands  on  York  l^and,  ordered  the  lines  to 
be  manned.  The  eliipa  endeavored  to  dislodge  them  by  firing 
on  their  flanks,  hut  they  fired  to  very  little  purpose.  Tlic 
barbette  battery,  on  the  high  hill  on  the  left  of  the  feiTy, 
opened  on  the  frigates,  and  fired  a  considerable  time  without 
doing  them  any,  or  bnt  very  little  damage.  Upon  our  ceasing 
to  fire,  a  gun  from  fort  number  one  on  York  Island  began 
to  play  on  them  vi-ith  great  advantage,  and  hulled  the  one 
highest  up  above  twenty  times.  At  this  time  two  eighteen- 
pounders,  which  wore  ordered  down  tliis  side  the  river 
opposite  the  ships,  gave  them  so  warm  a  salute  tliat  they 
Iioistcd  all  sail ;  the  foremost  Blipjicd  her  cable  and  appeared 
to  be  in  the  greatest  confusion;  she  eould  make  no  way 
although  roM-ed  by  two  boats,  till  the  lower  one  perceiving 
her  distress,  sent  two  more  barges  to  her  assistance,  who  at 
length  dragged  her  out  of  tlie  reach  of  our  fire.  It  is  verj- 
probable  that  many  of  her  men  were  killed ;  and  slio  herself 
extremely  damaged ;  but  the  weather  was  so  hazy  that  it  was 
impossible  to  see  any  thing  distinctly  at  a  distance.  Tlic 
enemy  by  this  time  had  begim  a  smart  fire  on  the  island  with 
field-jiieces  and  mortars ;  our  men  retunied  tlic  comjiliment. 
They  were  out  of  their  lines  great  part  of  tiio  day.  Tlicre 
were  but  few  discliargcs  of  small  aiins.  Our  men  killed  about 
a  dozen  Hessians,  and  brought  them  off.  We  bad  one  man 
killed  with  a  shell.  Tliis  was  the  account  at  five  o'clock; 
it  is  now  seven,  and  the  firing  has  just  ceased,  bnt  nothing 
extraordinary  has  happened.  We  take  this  day's  movement 
to  he  only  a  feint;  at  any  rate  it  is  little  honorable  to  the 
red  coats. 

Yesterday,  a  party  of  the  light  horse  and  infantry  took 
possession  of  Phuliji's  Manor,  between  King's  Bridge  and  our 
main  army ;  they  continued  tliero  all  night,  bnt  this  morning 
they  retired.'

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Last  Monday  we '  received  intelligence  that  tlie  enemy,  with 
their  whole  body,  were  advancing  towards  H8.  The  army  were 
immediately  alanncd,  and  part  of  General  "Wads-  Aethmut 
worth's  brigade,  witli  some  other  regiments  under  whiupinn*. 
tJie  command  of  General  Spencer,  consisting  in  tlie  whole  of 
five  or  six  lumdred  men,  were  sent  out  as  an  advance  party, 
to  skirmish  with  the  enemy,  and  harass  them  in  their  mareli. 
"We  marched  on  to  a  hill  about  one  mile  and  a  half  from  our 
lines,  with  an  artillery  company  and  two  field-pieces,  and 
placed  onrselves  behind  walls  and  fences,  in  the  best  manner 
we  could,  to  give  the  enemy  trouble.  About  half  after  nine 
o'clock,  our  advance  parties  all  came  in,  retreating  before  the 
enemy ;  and  the  light  parties  of  the  enemy,  with  their  ad- 
vanced guard,  consisting  of  two  or  three  thousand,  came  in 
sight,  and  marched  on  briskly  towards  us,  keeping  the  high 
grounds;  and  the  light  horse  pranced  on  a  little  in  the  rear, 
making  a  very  martial  appearance.  As  our  light  parties 
came  on  to  the  hills  and  discovered  where  we  were,  the  enemy 
began  to  cannonade  us,  and  to  fling  shells  from  their  hohits 
and  small  mortars.  Tlieir  light  parties  soon  canie  on,  and  we 
firing  upon  them  from  tlie  walls  and  fences,  broke  and  scat- 
tered them  at  once ;  but  they  would  mn  from  our  front  and 
get  ronnd  upon  our  wings  to  flank  us,  and  as  soon  as  our  fire 
discovered  where  we  were,  the  enemy's  artillciy  would  at 
once  begin  to  play  upon  us  in  the  most  furious  manner.  "We 
kept  the  walls  until  the  enemy  were  just  ready  to  surround 
UB,  and  then  wo  would  retreat  from  one  wall  and  hill  to  an- 
other, and  maintain  our  ground  there  in  the  same  manner,  till 
numbers  were  just  ready  to  surround  us.  Once  the  HessiRn 
grenadiers  came  up  in  front  of  Colonel  Douglass's  regiment, 
and  we  fired  a  general  volley  upon  them,  at  about  twenty  rods 
distance,  and  scattered  them  like  leaves  in  a  whirlwind ;  and 
thoy  ran  off  so  far  that  some  of  the  regiment  ran  out  to  the 
ground  where  they  were  when  we  fired  npon  them,  and 
brought  off  their  arms  and  accoutrements,  and  rum,  that  the 
men  who  fell  had  with  them,  which  we  had  time  to  drink  round

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vrith  before  they  came  on  again.  They  fonnod  at  a  duitancc, 
anil  waited  until  tlicir  artillerj'  and  main  body  came  on,  wben 
they  advanced  in  solid  eolumns  upon  us,  and  ivere  gatbering 
all  around  us,  ten  to  our  one.  Colonel  Douglass's  and  Silli- 
Tiiiiii'fi  regiments  fired  four  or  five  tiniea  on  them,  as  they  were 
u'lvancing,  and  then  retreated,  but  not  until  the  enemy  began 
to  tire  on  their  flanks.  Colonels  Silliman,  Donglaee,  and 
Arnold  behaved  nobly,  and  tlie  men  gained  much  applaujie. 
Colonels  "Webb's,  Silliman's,  and  Doaglaaa's  regiments  had  the 
principal  share  in  the  action.  Colonel  Webb  bad  four  lulled, 
iind  eight  or  ten  wounded ;  Colonel  Silliman  lost  six,  and 
had  ten  or  twelve  wounded;  Colonel  Douglass  had  tliruc 
killed,  and  sis  wounded.  Colonels  Brooks's,  Smatlwood's,  and 
Uitzma's  regiments,  who  were  drawn  up  on  the  hill  near  tlie 
lilies,  suffered  considerably.  Our  loss  in  the  whole  may  be 
seventy  or  eighty  killed  or  wounded.  It  is  Bud  by  all  the 
deserters  and  captains,  who  agi'ee  in  their  stories,  that  thi:  en- 
emy had  about  tlu-ee  hundred  killed  and  wounded, 

T!ie  scene  was  grand  and  solemn;  all  the  adjacent  hills 
sniolicd  as  though  on  fire,  and  bellowed  and  trembled  with  a 
perpetuiil  cannonade  and  fire  of  field-pieces,  hobits,  and  mortars. 
Tlie  air  groaned  with  streams  of  cannon  and  mnsket  shot ;  the 
hills  smoked  and  echoed  terrihly  with  the  burtting  of  shells; 
the  fences  and  walls  were  knocked  down  and  torn  to  i>ieceo, 
and  men's  legs,  amL=,  and  liodici',  mangled  with  cannon  and 
grape-shot  all  around  ns.  1  was  in  tlie  action,  and  under  as 
good  advantages  a.s  any  one  man,  perhaps,  to  observe  all  that 
passii'd,  and  write  these  particulars  of  the  action  from  my  own 
observation, 

Ko  general  action  was  designed  on  our  part,  and  I  believe 
one  thousand  men  were  never,  at  one  time,  engaged  with  the 
enemy,  Tliey  came  on  to  the  hills  opposite  onr  lines,  and 
halted ;  and  after  cannonading  part  of  the  lines  a  short  time, 
they  became  verA'  still  and  fpiict. 

Yesterday,  {October  31st.)  it  was  ohscn'cd  that  they  had 
near  finished  four  or  five  batteries  which  they  had  cnx-ted 
against  ns;  and  as  our  ground,  near  the  centre  of  the  town  at 
%\n»ite  Plains,  was  not  good,  being  overlooked  by  neighboring

hills,  the  generals,  last  night,  drew  off  most  of  the  troops  from 
the  lines  there,  and  this  morning  the  guards  and  sentries 
burned  the  town  and  forage  all  around  it,  and  came  off  about 
nine  o'clock. 

We  carried  off  all  our  stores,  and  planted  our  artillery  on 
the  hills  about  a  mile  and  a  half  back  of  the  centre  of  the 
town.  The  enemy  advanced,  this  forenoon,  on  to  the  ground 
we  left,  but  as  soon  as  they  came  over  the  hill,  we  saluted 
them  with  our  cannon  and  field-pieces,  and  they  advanced  no 
further.  Their  main  body  now  lies  over  against  us,  and  they 
have  formed  no  lines  across  the  country,  as  yet,  below  us. 
Tlieir  light  horse  may  possibly  scour  across  as  far  as  the 
river,  but  how  that  is  we  cannot  determine.  All  things  seem 
to  be  quiet  at  Fort  Washington.*

public  commotion  and  civil  discord,  this  laudable 
passion  is  most  strongly  excited.     To  satisfy  this  in  part,  an 
old  friend  of  General  Putnam's  gives  the  following  authentic 
account  of  that  officer : 

Tlie  general's  paternal  state  consisted  of  a  small  farm  in 
the  colony  of  Connecticut,  by  the  diligent  cultivation  of  which, 
he  supported  himself  till  he  entered  the  colony's  service,  dur- 
ing the  late  French  war  in  America.    The  stories  that  have

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been  repeatedly  told,  of  liU  beiii^  a.  bincksmith  aiid  eiupcBC 
iiro  tbe  contradictory  effusions  of  ignorance  and  fal.-wiho( 
When  very  yonng,  he  gave  a  proof  of  early  coura^fe,  in  foUo 
ing  a  fox  that  Iiad  plimdered  tlio  ]>onlLry-yard  into  its  dl 
L'1-Li.-ping  OR  his  hands  and  Iniecti,  vliere,  diecovcring  it  hy  t 
Iirightnees  of  its  own  eyes,  ho  destroyed  it.  Tliis  is  not  a  vt 
important  fact,  but  it  is  a  real  one,  well  known  to  tlio  peo^ 
of  Ponifrut. 

Wlien  a  major  of  tho  rangers,  in  the  year  1758,  lejuJingt 
van  of  a  scouting  party,  he  was  overpowei-ed  and  taken  h} 
iKidy  of  five  hundred  Indiana  and  Canadians,  Dnring  the  L 
Tit  part  of  tho  engagement,  tic  was  tied  to  a  tree,  and  cxpoe 
III  the  fire  of  hiu  own  men.  At  last  the  enemy  being  tan 
to  retreat,  an  Indian,  in  passing,  struck  liim  with  the  bntta 
I  if  his  musket,  intending  to  kill  Mm,  but  happened  onlj 
lurak  one  of  his  jaw-bonca;  immediately  after  a  Canadti 
ciiiric  lip,  cut  the  straps  that  fastened  him  to  the  tree,  and  I 
liim  off.  He  was  carried  to  Ticoudero^n,  and  soon  arter  p 
i'himged.  A  romantic  account  of  (his  tkiriuish  was  ptvcn 
the  public  prints  some  months  ago,  in  which  it  wad  said  th 
lie  hud  received  a  multitude  of  ivoiinds,  beside  being  scalpc 
All  this  is  Jictioii ;  the  blow  above  mentioned  was  the  only  o: 
he  received  in  that  action. 

Ill  the  colony  service  lit!  considerably  increased  bis  est;il 
lie  lias  now  a  lurge,  well-cultivated  farm,  and  generally  n-pi 
M'lits  the  town  of  Pumfrct,  in  the  colony  assembly. 

AVlieii  tlie  discontents  in  New  England  rose  very  high, 
1  TT-'i,  be  was  very  much  caressed  by  tlie  American  party ;  an 
nn  a  false  rumor  hpreailiug  tlirough  the  country,  of  the  Kbij 
trtiops  having  ma  "acred  five  hundred  inhabitants  of  Bosl'i 
be  licadcd  a  large  party  of  volunteers,  in  Conucetiput,  ai 
marcbi'd  to  tile  relief  of  Bor-ton.  but  soon  returned  homo,  i 
that  intelligence  being  contradictcl. 

After  the  action  at  Concord,  in  April,  ItTS,  lie  joined  t 
Mii->;-ac]iiisi'tts  trotips,  commanded  by  AViirron.'  lie  was  th. 
a  eulitiiel  in  rank.     On  June  seveiilcenfh,  at  one  o'clock  in  t

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morniog,  they  took  possesBion  of  Bmikcr'g  Ilill,  opposite  to 
Boston,  where  in  a  few  honrs  they  threw  np  a  redoubt  and  in- 
trcnehment.  When  he  saw  the  British  troops  embarking  to 
attack  them,  he  advised  Warren,  who  commanded  in  chief,  to 
retreat,  and  founded  his  opinion  on  the  following  reasons : — 
"That  he  had  often  served  witli  tlie  King's  troops;  that  al- 
though one-half  or  two-thirds  of  them  should  be  killed,  yet 
those  that  remained  would  certainly  storm  their  works;  that 
the  moment  the  intrenchment  M-as  mounted,  his  countrymen, 
whom  he  knew  very  well,  would  nm ;  for  though  they  would 
fight  ae  long  as  any  troops  whatever,  while  under  cover,  yet 
they  would  never  stand  an  open  engagement,  and  the  push  of 
the  bayonet ;  that  the  spirit  of  veteran  troops  ought  not  to  be 
expected  from  them,  who  were  raw  men,  badly  disciplined, 
and  badly  armed ;  that  it  would  be  highly  injudicious  to  put 
them,  at  firet,  to  so  severe  a  trial,  ae  the  check  they  would  in 
all  probability  receive,  would  tend  greatly  to  dishearten  them, 
and  have  a  very  bad  effect  on  all  tlieir  future  operations." 

This  salutary  advice  was  rejected  by  Warren,  who  was  very 
opinionated,  addicted  to  liquor,  and  in  haste  to  distinguish 
himself,  this  being  the  very  first  morning  of  his  apprenticeship 
in  tlie  art  of  war.  He  replied,  "That  tlicy  had  been  branded 
as  cowards,  but  woidd  show  the  military  they  could  fight  as 
well  as  tlieraselvcs,"  and  ordered  the  colonel  to  return  to  Cam- 
bridge, and  bring  on  the  rest  of  the  men.  Putnam  obeyed. 
On  the  march  hack,  his  men  followed  liim  with  spirit  enough 
till  they  reached  the  fort  of  Bunker's  Hill,  when  the  heavy 
firing,  it  being  then  the  heat  of  the  engagement,  made  them 
shrink.  (Tliis  he  has  often  mentioned  when  speaking  of  that 
day's  service.)  Wliilst  ho  was  laboring  fruitlessly  in  this 
manner,  the  King's  troops  stormed  the  redoubt,  and  he  was 
instantly  joined  by  the  fugitives;  upon  which  they  all  re- 
treated over  the  neck  as  fast  as  possible.  The  colonel  had  fre- 
quently given  it  as  his  opinion  that  if  but  five  hundred  men 
had  pursued  them,  he  could  not  have  kept  one  man  at  Cam- 
bridge. But  no  pursuit  being  made,  he  took  post  there ;  and 
as  they  heard  from  Boston  that  very  night  what  dreadful  havoc 
they  had  made  amongst  the  King's  troops,  the  men  immedl- 
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ii'ily  recovered  their  spirits.    So  mncli  docs  Bncceas  in  war  de- 
]jL'ini  on  the  iinprovemcnt  of  &  single  moraent. 

TliB  colonel  was  now  promoted  to  the  rank  of  major-geu- 
litiil,  but  his  commission  waa  hardly  delivered  to  liini,  when  it 
v;is  debated,  in  the  General  Congresa,  to  Enpersede  liira,  and 
jrivx'  his  rank  to  Mr.  Tlioinas,'  a  favorite  of  General  Wasliing- 
Imi.  ife  was  onlj  saved  from  this  insult  by  the  necessity 
lln  V  liad  for  his  services.  During  tlie  Bunimer  and  autumn, 
ITi"!,  whilst  Boston  was  blockaded,  he  was  by  far  the  most 
]i"liii!ar  officer  in  the  American  camp  ;  he  was  the  first  to  taic 
iL)*  the  spade  and  the  mattock,  and  to  join  the  common  men  in 
all  the  fatigiies  of  the  day,  which  very  naturally  endeared  liim 
to  them.  Ilis  popularity,  howe^-cr,  suffered  a  great  shock, 
towardfl  the  latter  end  of  the  same  year ;  for.  at  the  reqaeet  of 
the  General  CongreaB  and  the  Gommander-in-chief,  ftttempting 
to  persuade  the  men,  whose  time  of  service  was  nearly  expired. 
to  cimtinue  in  anns  four  months  longtir,  till  another  army  could 
he  embodied,  he  raised  a  general  clamor  ajrainst  himself.  The 
men  wont  off  precisely  at  their  time,  and  excluiineil  against  him 
over  all  the  country,  as  an  enemy  to  lihurty.  By  thi.s  defection, 
in  the  .'^pace  of  six  weeks  in  the  middle  of  winter,  there  wore 
not  more  than  seven  thousand  men  in  the  extensive  lines  ronnd 
Boston.  If  General  Howe  hint  bad  good  intelligence,  he  might 
liavo  cleared  the  whole  envirfnis  of  that  town  in  less  than 
twenty-four  hours;  for  kucIi  a  small  body  of  troops  were  ven' 
insufficient  to  defend  a  line  of  intrenchments  and  redoubts,  that 
extended  at  least  twelve  or  fourteen  miles,  fmm  Mystic  Ifivcr 
all  round  the  bead  of  the  Uiiy  to  ]>orehestor  Pohit.  Another 
raw  army  was  at  last  ilrawn  together,  which  made  i^ome  seiii- 
hlance  of  attacking  Boston,  on  which  (icneral  Howe  left  it. 
Since  the  war  has  been  moved  into  the  tcmtnrv  <•(  Xcw  York, 
we  find  General  Putnam  commanding  in  the  lines,  at  the  bat- 
tle of  Brooklyn.  It  is  not  suqirisiug  tliat  new  levies  should 
be  beat  by  veterans.  After  the  defeat,  the  des^ertion  of  tlicir 
lines  was  a  wise  measure,  as  their  retreat  might  liave  been  cut 
olt'  by  ships  of  war  jwsted  in  the  Kast  River. 

Otneral  John  Thomu  died  at  Sorel,  In  Canada,  on  the  ad  of  June,  1776. 
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There  is  no  doubt  but  General  Putnam  wishes  ae  eiu- 
cerely  for  peace  as  any  man  on  either  8ide  of  the  qnestion ; 
yet  there  is  no  man  in  either  army  will  do  hia  dnty  with  greater 
bravery  in  tl»e  field.  Ho  never  was  a  favorer  of  American  In- 
dependency. Aa  to  his  person,  he  is  middle  size,  very  strongly 
made,  no  fat,  all  bones  and  muscles ;  lie  lias  a  lisp  in  bis  speech, 
and  is  now  upwards  of  sixty  years  of  age.' 

November  8. — ^Tins  day,  a  few  of  the  common  soldiers  of 
the  third  and  jf/VA  Pennsylvania  battalions,  gave  rise  to  a 
little  stimiish,  which,  though  trifling  in  itself,  we  5ijn„|,i, ,[  uonnt 
cannot  help  relating  it,  as  it  seems  to  point  out     *'""'Wo"- 
some  of  the  effects  of  discipline. 

The  scene  of  this  little  rencontre  lay  on  an  eminence  be- 
tween tlie  termination  of  Mount  Washington  and  King's 
Bridge,'  in  a  transverse  line  with,  and  under  the  full  command 
of  a  heigltt  in  possession  of  our  Hessian  enemy.  Near  the 
summit  of  this  eminence,  and  facing  sonie  of  our  works,  is  a 
large  rock  or  natural  breastwork,  where  a  small  body  of  their 
men  were  posted.  Two  of  our  people  had  the  boldness  to  ad- 
vance up  this  hill  witliout  the  least  cover,  in  order,  they  said, 
to  have  a  fairer  shot  at  thoGC  planted  behind  the  rocky  barrier. 
These  sustained  the  musketry  of  the  Hessians,  and  the  fire  from 
a  field-piece  from  the  neighboring  height.  Some  more  of  our 
men  went  up  to  their  assistance.  The  fire  upon  the  breastwork 
was  now  redoubled,  and  poured  in  upon  our  enemies,  in  such  a 
close  and  well-managed  succession  as  entirely  silenced  them. 

The  Hessian  main  guard,  who  were  posted  about  four  hun- 
dred yards  from  this  place,  seeing  the  danger  of  their  sentries, 
turned  out  and  marched  to  their  relief.  About  fifty  of  the  enemy 
were  in  motion.  Our  little  body  was  now  augmented  to  be- 
tween fifteen  and  twenty.  Tliey  were  at  but  a  very  small 
distance  from  the  breastwork,  when,  perceiving  the  route  of  the 
Hessians,  they  saw  tliey  must  either  give  up  the  ground  they 
had  gained,  or  intimidate  the  approaching  enemy.    At  this  erit- 
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ioal  jsncture,  I  could  see  tlio  bravo  ffUowB  form  vriih  the  ut- 
most regularity  and  order ;  and  tliini,  as  if  niidor  tlie  coiiimBnd 
of  the  best  officer,  arrange  into  thrt-v  divisiuDS.  Tiio  (>pf«t8- 
tois  on  both  sides,  as  if  by  niutnal  ngitement,  Beemod  wiUin^ 
to  trust  the  issue  of  this  little  affair  to  tbuee  already  in  tin- 
£i'lil  and  in  motion. 

Two  ofonr  divisions  imraediatcly  began  a  eircnit  around  tbe 
liriiilof  the  hill,  in  order,  as  was  uupposod,  to  get  on  tho  rear  of 
l!io  enemy  at  the  rocts,  and  oppose  tho  main  guard,  who  vcn- 
i-oniing  on,  whilst  the  centre  division  advanced  towardfi  tltf 
rofk,  keeping  up,  all  the  while,  a  regular  fire.  Tliia  little 
piL'oe  of  inetinetive,  or,  rather,  incehaiiiuU  generalship,  had  a 
must  beautiful  effect.  The  sentries,  aware  of  their  danger, 
jireeipitately  retreated,  carrying  off  two  killed  or  woiiudud. 
Our  men  took  posse^on  of  their  post,  burned  their  hnt^  and 
secured  a  rifle  gim,  a  nmeket,  and  blanket,  whieh  we  soppoec 
helonged  to  those  who  were  earrit-d  uff.  Fjion  j>Jiining  tk- 
contested  ground,  they  gave  three  cheers  for  the  Congress. 
wliieh  wiis  retnracd  hy  their  fliinking  parties,  and  replied  tn 
by  the  Hessian  urtilhrv. 

The  divisions  now  iiiiiteil,  jmd  Penned,  notwithstiindinir  tlii' 
enemy's  field-pieces  und  superior  furee,  wliieli  was  advancinir 
n-rainst  tliem,  resolved  on  dcfeniliiig  the  hciirlit  they  had  sn 
martiiitly  ohtiime<I.  For  this  jiuiimse  we  could  see  them  dip- 
pose  thi-nis(.'lves  aluug  a  rai!  fence  that  cmiinuindud  the  road, 
by  which  tlie  Hessian  guard  must  ]iass  before  they  could  make 
an  advanta^reous  attack,  Tliey  were  now  reiiiforeed  with  a  few 
stra,L'j:rlei's  fi-iim  other  I'e  trim  cut.-;. 

Tlieir  lire  was  so  very  well  directed  and  judiciously  manajied 
as  to  keep  the  Hessians  at  hay ;  and.  at  leiijith,  forced  theui  tii 
take  shelter  in  an  orehan).  nearly  op]iiisite  to  our  liltle  line  of 
adventurers,  Tliey  held  their  ground  till  nij:ht.  and  then  eanie 
off  in  fjood  ordei",  and  wilh  only  one  man  woundo<l — a  Ser- 
geant AVriirht,  of  the  third  Pennsylvania  regiment.  He  re-- 
Ceived  a  hall  in  advaneiiig  to  the  rocky  breastwork, 

I  liave  been  more  jiartienhir  in  the  detail  of  this  little  affair, 
as  it  seems  to  show,  in  some  measure,  the  force  and  advantages 
of  good  discipline.    Heiv,  a  few  men,  without  any  preconcerted 
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plan,  met  together  by  chance,  and  without  a  leader  to  direct 
them,  exhibited  an  epitome  of  generalship  that  would  not  have 
dishonored  even  Hannibal  or  Scipio.  Examples  of  this  kind 
show,  more  than  anj  thing  else,  the  importance  and  necessity 
of  early  and  late  inculcating  the  strictest  forms  of  discipline. 
It  is  by  no  means  improbable,  that  the  beauty  and  order  of 
most  of  the  animal  motions  arise  from  repetition.  This,  par- 
ticularly in  the  soldiery,  begets  habits  which  are  often  prefer- 
able to  the  greatest  courage.* 

November  9. — ^HrmERTO  the  achievements  of  our  little 
army  on  York  Island  have  been  extremely  fortunate.  The 
genius  that  presides  there  seems  to  be  of  the  enterprising 
kind.  Last  campaign  it  was  thought  a  matter  of  great  hardi- 
hood and  praise  to  bum  the  enemy's  guard  house  at  Roxbury, 
on  Boston  Neck,  and  a  few  houses  in  Charlestown,'  under 
cover  of  the  night ;  but  here  such  exploits  are  conducted  in 
open  day. 

This  morning,  we  found  the  enemy  once  more  in  possession 
of  the  rock  from  whence  we  had  routed  Uiem  yesterday. 
About  eighty  men,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Penrose, 
of  Philadelphia,  and  Major  Hubley,  (late  an  officer  at  the 
northward,)  resolved  to  dislodge  them  a  second  time.  As  the 
men  were  in  high  spirits,  and  the  bam  and  dwelling-house 
which  the  guard  occupied  at  but  a  small  distance,  the  colonel 
proposed  storming  them.  We  soon  regained  the  rock,  and, 
with  surprising  rapidity,  the  houses,  notwithstanding  an  inces- 
sant fire  from  the  enemy's  artillery,  main  guard,  and  a  small 
redoubt  in  an  orchard  adjoining  the  guard,  that  commanded 
the  road.  The  Hessians  were  soon  obliged  to  abandon  their 
posts.  We  killed  on  the  spot  about  ten,  and  the  rest  either  es- 
caped or  were  burned  in  the  houses,  which  some  of  our  men, 
without  orders,  immediately  fired. 

It  is  something  remarkable  that  on  our  side  we  had  only 
one  man  wounded.  Perhaps  the  sally  was  so  unexpected  as 
to  have  entirely  disconcerted  and   confused  the  enemy.     As

Tiie  three  ehipa  which  went  up  the  North  River  a  few  days 
ago.  have  fallen  dowji  within  three  miles  of  Fort  Lee,  and  will 
juish  by  the  first  fair  wind. 

Last  night  we  went  a  Tory  hunting  with  a  party  of  SSty 
iiiL'iL,  hnt  the  birds  had  flon-n  hefi.iif;  we  arrived.  Ilowover,  we 
were  repaid  by  a  sight  of  the  enemy's  encampment,  whose

Jlajor  Pit- 
cairne  re-i-elioi'd  his  lordshipV  opinion,  and  Imastcd,  before 
iie  embarked  at  I'tirtsnionth.  that  if  he  drew  iiis  eword  but 
half  -lilt  c.f  the  H'abliard,  the  wln.le  baniliiti  (as  he  termed  them) 
of  jMassaelniselts  Bay,  wonl.l  tlee  frt-ni  him.  Behold,  he  is 
slain,  im  the  tiret  time  he  ajijiears  in  the  field  against  them. 
Cajitaiii  Howe,  „f  the  (Uasgow.  jinoiher  of  his  hirdshiji's 
friends,  falJri  in  willt  two  or  three  rairanmflin  privateei-s.  and 
lie  brings  his  lortlsliiji  an  nnfleniable  ]iroof  that  the  Ainerieans 
arc  not  eOM-ards;  an<l  miw  we  have  a  Gazette  aeeiinnt  that 
these  cowards  lia\-e  heat  two  fifty-gun  shi]is.  t'uiir  frigates,  of 
twenty-eight  guns  eaeh,  and  two  others  of  twenty-eight  guns

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each,  making  together  two  hundred  and  fifty-two  guns.' 
How  many  had  those  cowardly  Americans?  Why,  truly, 
nineteen.  And  though  the  King's  ships  had  so  many  as  two 
hundred  and  fifty-two  well  manned,  to  bo  few  as  nineteen, 
yet  tliose  cowardly  Americans  made  those  heroes  and  friends 
of  Lord  Sandwich,  with  liia  loan  companion  Sir  Peter  Par- 
ker, and  a  Scotch  lord,  confess  that  tlieir  attempt  to  take 
an  insignificant  fort  "  was  impracticable,  and  that  a  further 
attempt  would  have  been  the  destniction  of  many  brave  men, 
without  the  least  probability  of  success."  They  certainly  con- 
fided in  Lord  Sandwich's  bare  ipse  dixit,  and  could  not  be 
otherwise  convinced,  without  losing  one  of  the  King's  ships, 
and  having  five  more  nearly  battered  to  pieces,  besides  losing 
sixty-four  killed,  and  one  hundred  and  forty-one  wounded,' 

November  16. — About  two  o'clock  this  afternoon  a  large 
body  of  British  troops  from  Kew  York,  with  a  body  of  Hes- 
sians from  King's  Bridge,  made  an  attack  upon  Fortw^hington 
the  American  lines  at  that  place.  At  the  same  "'"°- 
time,  a  number  of  boats  from  the  shijiping  came  np  Harlem 
Biver,  and  landed  a  party  of  men,  who  advanced  forward  with 
an  intention  to  cut  off  onr  retreat,  wliich  in  part  they  effected ; 
but  a  part  of  our  men  taking  advantage  of  a  hill,  got  safe  to 
the  fort ;  the  other  part,  being  almost  surrounded,  were  obliged 
to  fight  their  way  through  the  enemy,  by  whicli  means  the 
heaviest  fire  from  our  troops  was  directed  against  the  Hessians, 
who  were  beat  back,  and  obliged  to  be  reinforced  three  several 
times  by  large  detachments  from  their  main  body.  In  this 
manner  our  small  army,  under  tlie  command  of  Colonel  Ma- 
gaw,  retreated,  sostaining  with  unexampled  resolution  a  con- 
tinual fire  of  the  cannon,  field-pieces,  and  muaketrj-  of  more 
than  five  to  one  in  number,  till  they  reached  Fort  Washing- 
ton, when  the  engagement  ceased.  Soon  after  the  engagement 
ended,  the  enemy  made  a  demand  of  the  fort,  and  Colonel 
Magaw  finding  it  impossible  to  defend  it,  surrendered  the  same 
to  tlte  enemy  about  sunset.

He  had  in  return  the  appearance  of 
gratitude  and  respect,  in  being  raised  to  the  first  honors  in  the 
election  and  gift  of  tlie  people,  and  thought  hiniBclf  indebted 
to  Adams  for  the  promotion  to  the  president's  chair.  But

a  speedy  remission  of  past  offeuoeH  quiet  the  apprehensions 
of  tile  guilty,  and  all  tlie  inhabitants  of  the  said  colonies  bo 
enabled  to  reap  tbo  benefit  of  his  Majesty's  paternal  goodness, 
in  the  preservation  of  tlieir  property,  the  restoration  of  their 
commerce,  and  the  security  of  their  most  valuable  riglits,  under 
the  just  and  moderate  authority  of  the  crown  and  parliament 
of  Great  Britain.  And  they  further  declare  and  make  known 
to  all  men,  that  every  person  who,  within  sixty  days,  shall  ap- 
pear before  tho  governor,  or  any  other  officer  in  his  Majesty's 
service,  having  the  command  of  any  detachment  or  parties  of 
his  Majesty's  forces,  or  before  the  admiral  or  commander- 
in-chief  of  his  Majesty's  fleets,  or  any  officer  commanding  any 
of  his  Majesty's  sliips-of-war,  or  any  armed  vessel  in  bis  Maj- 
esty's service,  within  any  of  the  ports,  havens,  creeks,  or 
npon  the  coast  of  America,  and  shall  claim  the  benefit  of  this 
proclamation,  and,  at  the  same  time,  testify  his  obedience  to 
the  laws  by  subscribing  a  declaration  in  the  words  following: 
"  I,  A.  B.,  do  promise  and  declare  that  I  will  remain  in  a 
peaceable  obedience  to  his  Majesty,  and  will  not  take  up  arms 
in  opposition  to  his  authority,"  shall  and  may  obtain  a  full  and 
free  pardon  of  all  treasons,  misprisons  of  treason  by  him 
heretofore  committed  or  done,  and  of  all  forfeitures,  attainders, 
and  penalties  for  the  same ;  and  upon  producing  to  them,  or 
eitlier  of  them,  a  certificate  of  such.  Ins  appearance  and  decla- 
ration, shall  and  may  have  and  receive  such  pardon  made  and 
passed  to  him  in  due  form.'

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Before  concluding,  we  will  give  yon  some  good  advice, 
and  some  information,  which  we  had  thought  of  issuing  by 
way  of  proclamation,  but  it  may  suffice  in  this  place.  We 
advise  you,  and  each  of  you,  jointly  and  separately,  to  make 
the  best  of  your  way  to  Britain ;  and  if  your  master  should 
frown  upon  his  wicked  servants  for  not  having  done  more 
wickedly,  you  may  perhaps  escape  with  your  necks ;  and  if 
not,  you  will  perhaps  only  be  hanged,  and  that  may  preserve 
you  from  a  worse  punishment  in  America. — And  now  for 
information,  (which  you  seem  very  much  to  want :)  Know  ye, 
the  States  of  America  are  now  completing  an  army  raised  for 
the  whole  war,  consisting  of  eighty-eight  battalions,  viz., 
sixty-four  thousand  and  sixty-four  men,  who  are  to  be 
reinforced  if  necessary  from  the  well-formed  militia  in  the 
States,  which  may  be  three  hundred  and  forty-six  thousand. 
This  will  be  something  of  an  object;  but  add  to  this  vast 
army  our  resource  by  sea,  (the  captures  this  year  are 
estimated  at  not  less  than  two  millions  sterling ;)  and  consider 
our  rapid  progress  in  arms  and  all  the  implements  of  war ; 
can  you  suppose,  can  even  the  button-making  idiot  of  Britain 
imagine  these  United  States,  with  the  glorious  prize  of  liberty 
in  their  hands,  and  the  most  animating  prospect  of  every 
felicity  that  Heaven  can  bestow,  will  resign  themselves,  their 
posterity,  and  all  that  is  great  and  good  into  the  devouring 
jaws  of  hellish  tyrants? 

You  are  no  doubt  pleased  with  being  reinforced  by  a  few 
dastardly  Tories  at  New  York ;  and  we  sincerely  wish  every 
wretch  who  deserves  that  name  was  with  you.  We  would 
inform  you,  that  we  have  assurance  from  Europe,  that  several 
nations  are  preparing  to  revenge  past  injuries  received  from 
Britain,  and  that  his  TjTantship  will  have  full  employ  very 
soon,  without  troubling  the  States  of  America.  In  concluding, 
let  us  advise  you  to  prepare  for  your  latter  end  that  you  may 
be  proper  objects  for  a  pardon.*

ISut  the  sheep  did  not 
long  boast  of  their  pi-ofouiui  polities  ;  tlie  foxes,  the  wolves,  and 
the  boars  poui-ed  in  upon  them,  and  soon  rendered  them  the 
most  abject  and  miserable  of  all  animals. 


is  this.  Tlie  Americans  arc,  in  reality,  as  defenceless  as 
shceji ;  it  is  impossible  they  can,  for  several  centuries,  con- 
stitute an  empire;  they  Wiint  many  re'|uisitcs.

Aniboyna  and  all  their  settlements 
witness  this.  Itnt  though,  for  the  fable's  sake,  I  suppose 
the  conquest  of  the  mastiffs,  I  trust  that  event  is  yet  very 
distant ;    and    that   half   a   million    of  determined    fighting 
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sheep,  with  all  their  ingratitude,  (a  circumstance  infinitely 
more  to  be  feared  than  the  strength  of  their  horns,)  will 
never  effect  so  imworthy  a  purpose.  And  let  me  add, 
there  is  a  circumstance  in  the  natural  history  of  the  sheep 
which  greatly  resembles  American  courage.

Decoiber  2. — ^Yesterday,  on  the  appearance  of  the  enemy 
at  Brunswick,  General  Washington  ordered  a  retreat  to 
Princeton,  where  we  arrived  early  this  morning.  We  are  in 
a  terrible  situation,  with  the  enemy  close  upon  us,  and  whole 
regiments  of  Marylanders  and  Jersey  men  leaving  us.  To- 
morrow we  go  to  Trenton,  where  the  general  is  determined  to 
make  a  stand.  *  *  *  A  Tory  from  Monmouth  lower  county, 
was  brought  in  here  to-day  by  a  party  of  the  Pennsylvania 
boys.

to  stand  foi*th  with  an  enthusiastic  ardor,  against  their  King 
and  the  constitution. 

Two  or  three  members  of  Congress,  one  or  two  of  them 
worse  than  nothing,  and  the  other  involved  in  debt,  have 
realized  great  sums,  which  they  have  remitted  to  Holland 
and  some  of  the  European  banks ;  where,  it  is  supposed,  they 
mean  to  retire  when  the  desperate  game  they  are  now  play- 
ing can  be  no  longer  maintained.  Tliis  is  plunder  upon  their 
country,  under  the  infamous  pretence  of  patriotism  and  public 
virtue.  Charity  itself  cannot  wisli  that  men  with  such  ill- 
gotten  goods,  acquired  at  the  expense  and  ruin  of  a  once 
happy  and  flourishing  country,  should  ever  be  able  to

gibbet,  was  consumed  to  ashes.' 

December  12. — Since  last  Sunday,  we  have  all  been  at  the 
laboring  oar,  from  the  generals  to  the  privates.  Early  in  that 
day  we  heard  that  Cornwallis  was  coming  in  three  ^nipric^na  retreat 
different  ways.'  Knowing  our  weak  situation,  he  ^  Trenton  FaiM. 
made  a  forced  march  to  come  up  with  us,  and  was  within  two 
miles  of  Princeton,  when  Lord  Stirling  began  his  retreat  with 
two  brigades.  Boats  from  every  quarter  were  collected,  and 
our  stores,  together  with  the  troops  remaining  at  Trenton,  were 
immediately  conveyed  over  the  Delaware.  On  Sunday  morn- 
ing, having  every  thing  over,  we  crossed  the  Delaware,  and  took 
our  quarters  about  half  a  mile  from  the  river.  About  eleven 
o'clock  the  enemy  came  marching  down  with  all  the  pomp  of

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war,  in  preat  ejtppctation  of  getting  boats,  aD<)  innnfidiatohr  pm^

boat,  Bhallop,  Ac,  wc  cuiilil  lay  our  handii  on.  Tliej  inadfe 
forced  tnan'bt^  up  and  down  t)ie  river,  in  pareuit  of  iKnits.  tntt 
in  vain.  Tiiis  is  Thursday ;  the  enemy  are  mucli  ecattcn^, 
Eoiiie  in  Trenton,  dire<-tly  opposite ;  from  that  on  lliiiir  left  tn 
Uordenlown  and  Bnrlirgton,  on  the  river  banks.  Tiiuv  arc  Hi 
le.irit  twelve  thousand  strong,  determined  for  Pliiladol|iliia,  fiir 
wlii'^h  purpose  they  are  tranaporting  flat-bottomed  boats  fttta 
Brunswick  to  Trenton  by  land.' 

DECEiHniix  13. — ^Thi3  morning,  about  eleven  o'clock,  Gen- 
era! Lee  was  taken  prisoner  at  Baskenridge,  in  New  Jei^er,

General  Lee  cries  out,  "  for  God's 
Siilie.  \Vliat  r-biill  I  doT'  The  buly  of  the  house  took  liim  up 
stairs,  in  unlrr  to  Iiide  him  between  the  cbinincy  niid  flie 
bi-eastwork  ovor  the  Jireplai-(\  but  he  could  not,  the  place  be- 
ing so  tiinall.  The  enuiiiy  at  this  time  firing  in  at  the  win- 
dows, tlie  ciiptaiii  gave  orders  to  set  fire  to  the  house.  The 
geiKTiil  seeing  no  way  of  esciiping,  sent  down  be  would  resign 
hiui.-^clf.  They  tired  tlii'ce  tinas  iit  the  messenger,  but  missed 
liiru.  The  ireneral  came  diiwn  without  his  hut  or  outside  coat, 
iiuil  said.  ■■  I  hope  y.m  will  use  uie  a?  a  gentleman ;  let  me  get 
my  bat  and  cnat."  Tlie  captain  said.  "  General  Lee,  I  know 
yon  well ;  I  know  yon  are  a  ycuticman  ;  yon  shall  be  used  as 
such.  I  know  yon  fuo  well  to  siiil'er  you  to  go  f<ir  yonr  ii.it 
and  coat,"  and  onlercd  liim  to  mount.  Upon  wliicli  ibey  went 
oft",  carrying  with  them  the  general  and  a  FrcncliniaTi,  left  llic 
baggage,  wounded  one  of  the  aide-dc-camps,  and  one  or  two  of

Intelligence  of  General  Lee's  unguarded  situation  was  given 
to  the  enemy  last  night,  by  an  inhabitant  of  Baskenridge, 
personally  known  to  the  general,  and  wlio  had  made  great 
pretensions  of  fnendsliip  for  tlie  American  cause,  though  at 
heart  the  greatest  villain  that  ever  existed.  Tbia  Judas  rode 
all  the  preceding  night  to  carry  the  intelligence,  and  served  as 
a  pilot  to  conduct  the  enemy,  and  came  personally  with  them 
to  the  house  where  the  general  was  taken. 

The  enemy  showed  an  ungenerous,  nay,  boyish  triumph, 
after  they  had  got  him  secure  at  Brunswick,  by  making  his  horse 
drunk,  while  they  toasted  their  king  till  they  were  in  the  same 
condition.  A  band  or  two  of  music  played  all  night  to  proclaim 
their  joy  for  this  important  acquisition.  Tiiey  say  we  cannot 
now  stand  another  campaign.  Mistaken  fools !  to  think  the 
fate  of  America  depended  on  one  man.  Tliey  will  find  ere  long 
tliat  it  has  no  other  effect  than  to  urge  us  on  to  a  noble  revenge.'

BlK, — The  fortuDQ  of  war,  the  uctiTity  of  Colonel  IlaTcourl,  and  the  rascalitv  of 
HIT  OKD  troops,  liave  made  me  jour  prisoner.  I  eubmit  to  oi;  fate,  and  hope  that 
whatcTer  may  be  my  destiny,  I  shall  meet  it  with  becoming  fortitude  ;  but  I  have 
the  consolation  of  thinking,  amidst  all  mj  diatresscs,  that  I  was  engaged  in  the 
noblest  cause  that  ever  interested  mankind.  It  would  eeem  to  me,  that  Provi. 
dence  had  determined  that  not  one  freeman  should  be  left  upon  earth;  and  tbe 
BUCCC9S  of  your  arms  more  than  foretells  one  universal  system  of  slavery.  Imagine 
not,  however,  that  I  lament  mj  fortune,  or  mean  to  deprecate  the  malice  of  my 
enemies ;  if  any  eorrow  ean  at  present  afBiet  me,  it  ia  that  of  a  great  continent  ap- 
purenlly  destined  for  empire,  frustrated  in  the  honest  ambition  of  being  free,  and 
enilaved  by  men  irbom  unfortunately  I  call  my  countrymen.  To  Colonel  Har- 
court's  activity  every  commendation  ia  due ;  bad  I  commanded  such  men,  I  had 
this  day  been  free ;  but  my  ill  fortune  has  prevailed,  and  you  behold  me  no  longer 
bosUle  to  England,  but  contemptible  and  a  prisoner!  I  have  not  time  to  add 
more;  but  let  me  assure  you  that  no  Tieidaitudes  have  the  power  to  alter  my  sen- 
limenlB;  and  that,  as  I  have  long  supported  those  scntimentg  in  diflieulty  and  in 
dangers,  I  will  never  depart  from  them,  but  with  life. — JUiddieKi  Jaunud,  Feb-

Satcrdat  morning  last,  (7th,)  Sir  Peter  Parker,  with 
seventy  sail  of  men-of-war  and  transports,  came  into  Narra- 
rniMinKtM  S*""^  ^^Ji  ^"^  -N*"'  York,  and  anchored  above 
liiisdaiataBd.  (jjg  liapi>or  of  Newport  On  Sondsy  they  tandod 
a  Ijody  of  troops,  under  the  Gcncrak  Clintun  and  Percy,  who 
tiiiik  pos>e-siiin  of  tho  to\vn,  tlio  inhabitant?  having  previonsly 
(li'tiTiiiiTH'il  that  the  place  wns  not  defoii^-il.ic  ag-.xiiist  the  ene- 
iiivV  ^l]ip])iti^'.  Tlie  ft'W  troops  Wf  had  on  the  isl.ind  ri'trcated 
lo  lli'istul.  k'uvinir  beliind  tliem  pome  pieces  of  artillery.  Ej- 
tlie  l>e.-t  account;;  yet  received,  the  enciuv's  trnops  do  not  con- 
Fist  of  ninru  lli.in  tive  thousand  men ;  among  tlieni  are  a  mim- 
lier  of  Hessian?,  Ponie  horse,  and  many  invalid.^.  Tliey  are 
iiitreiuliiii::,  it  is  said,  at  a  [ihu-c  called  Meeting  House  Hill, 
three  miles  distant  from  Bristel  ferrv. 

Fruni  the  first  apjiearance  of  the  fleet,  the  mililia  and  inde- 
pendent ciiinpaiiies  uf  the  State  have  been  in  motion,  and  are 
since  joiued  by  a  larpe  body  of  troops,  with  some  companies 
of  artillery  from  the  uei^'hboriiig  f^tates.  Ilic  readiness  and 
zeal  manifested  on  the  occasion,  by  the  troops  of  liliode  Island 
and  her  sister  States,  rellect  on  them  the  liii;hest  eretlit,  and  wo 
ho])e  will  jtrove  a  hapjiy  jiresaire  of  their  success,  should  the 
enemy  attempt  to  giiii  a  ludgnient  in  Providcuce,  or  peiu- 
trate  the  eonutry. 

We  hear  the  enemy's  troops  were  escorted  into  Newport

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by  a  set  of  well-known  infamous  Tories,  who  have  long  in- 
fested that  town,  and  who  may  yet  possibly  meet  with  the 
fate  justly  due  to  their  atrocious  villanies.* 

Some  time  ago  a  most  excellent  coup  de  main  was  executed 
at  Guilford,  in  England,  by  Monsieur  Masteau,  a  professor  of 
fireworks,  who  had  for  some  evenings  exhibited     ^  Mautean'^ 
specimens  of  his  infernal  abilities,  in  divers  rock-        -^^'• 
ets,  horizontal  wheels,  flying  pigeons,  &c.,  in  a  field  adjoining 
the  town,  enclosed  all  round  with  a  high  wall. 

As  this  was  to  be  the  last  night.  Monsieur,  with  all  the  po- 
Utesse  and  address  imaginable,  applied  to  every  family  in 
town,  begging  them  to  take  tickets  "  for  the  most  august,  su- 
perb, and  grand  exhibition  of  fireworks  ever  seen  in  the  king- 
dom," assuring  them  he  did  not  mean  to  get  a  penny  by  it, 
but  did  it  purely  to  blaze  his  own  reputation,  and  to  testify 
his  gratitude  for  the  many  honors  he  had  received  from  tlie  in- 
habitants of  Guilford.  He  proposed  to  display  a  most  sur- 
prising specimen  of  his  art,  by  showing  them  forts  and  castles 
in  the  air,  firing  cannon,  with  ships  under  sail  attacking  them 
— ^being  an  exact  representation  of  Sir  Peter  Parker's  action 
with  the  Americans  at  Charlestown.  After  a  series  of  manoeu- 
vres between  the  ships  and  castles,  he  told  them  that  they 
would  all  blow  up  together — when  the  air  would  be  filled  with 
rockets  and  flying  fiery  dragons. 

These  wonderful  promises  drew  a  vast  concourse  of  people 
to  the  place ;  and  wlien  all  his  tickets  were  come  in,  proclama- 
tion was  made  at  the  door,  "  that  Monsieur,  out  of  his  great 
regard  for  the  poorer  sort,  would  admit  them  at  two-pence 
each;"  which  soon  introduced  the  whole  canaille  into  the 
field ;  when  Monsieur,  recollecting  somctliing  material  left  at 
his  lodging,  stepped  home  to  fetch  it — ^having  first  ordered  his 
tyro  to  let  off  two  rockets  during  his  absence ;  then  locking 
the  whole  company  into  the  field,  he  set  off  with  the  key  in 
his  pocket.

of  Hessians.  (|nartercd  at  Trenton,  consisting  of  about  iiinelecn 
hundred,  and  a  dctai-lmient  of  British  light  horse.  Tlie  phm 
was  ns  spiritedly  exei-uted  as  it  was  Judiciously  eoneeiled.  and 
terminated  iii  fitUy  answering  the  warmest  ex|iectations  of  its 
projectors.  Yestcnhiy  morning,  onlers  were  given  for  a  large 
part  of  the  army  to  liave  tliree  days"  provisions  rca<Iy  cooked, 
and  forty  rounds  a  man,  and  to  ho  ready  to  nmR-h  by  three

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o'clock  in  the  afternoon;  accordingly  the  farthest  brigades 
marclied  by  two  o'clock.  About  eleven  o'clock  at  night  it 
began  snowing,  and  continued  so  until  daybreak,  when  a  most 
violent  northeast  storm  came  on,  of  snow,  rain,  and  hail  to- 
gether. 

Early,  the  American  army,  which  did  not  exceed  twenty- 
four  hundred  men,  crossed  the  Delaware  with  several  compa- 
nies of  artillery,  and  thirteen  field-pieces,  and  formed  in  two 
divisions ;  one  commanded  by  General  Greene,  the  other  by 
General  Sullivan,  and  the  whole  by  General  Washington.  The 
attack  began  about  seven  o'clock  by  the  van-guard  of  Sulli- 
van's division,  who  attacked  the  Hessians'  advanced  guard, 
about  a  mile  from  the  town.  These  they  soon  drove,  when  the 
whole  pushed  with  the  utmost  vigor  for  the  town,  which  they 
immediately  entered.  General  Greene's  division  attacked  the 
town  on  the  other  side  at  the  same  time.^  The  Hessians  did  as 
much  as  could  be  expected  from  people  so  surprised,  but  the 
impetuosity  of  our  men  was  irresistible ;  fifteen  minutes  decided 
the  action,  and  the  enemy  threw  down  their  arms  and  surren- 
dered prisoners  of  war.  They  consisted  of  three  regiments  of 
grenadiers  and  fusileers,  and  were  equal  to  any  troops  the 
Prince  of  Hesse  could  boast  of.  The  troop  of  British  dra- 
goons, without  waiting  to  be  charged,  scampered  off  with  the 
utmost  expedition.  Could  the  brigade  under  Colonel  Ewing 
have  landed  below  the  town,  as  was  intended,  the  light  horse 
must  inevitably  have  been  taken,  as  well  as  a  considerable 
number  of  the  Hessians  who  got  off;  but  the  violence  of  the 
wind  was  such,  and  the  quantity  of  ice  so  great,  that  he  found 
it  impossible  to  cross.  Our  success,  though  not  complete,  was 
great.  The  men  behaved  with  the  utmost  bravery.  Finding 
that  their  gims  did  not  generally  go  off,  owing  to  their  having 
been  exposed  to  tlic  snow  and  rain  for  six  hours,  they  charged 
bayonets,  and,  with  three  cheers,  rushed  like  bloodhounds  upon 
the  Hessians,  who,  astonished  at  their  fury,  fled  or  threw  down 
their  arms  ;  and  it  was  owing  to  the  ardor  of  the  attack  that 
so  little  blood  was  shed.  Tlie  army  returned  the  same  day, 
and,  notwithstanding  a  continual  pelting  for  twelve  hours,  of 
a  most  violent  rain,  hail,  and  snow-storm,  we  had  only  two 
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men  frozen  to  deatli.  Luctily  they  found  some  Iiogsbeudg  of 
I'lim  At  Treuton,  large  draughts  of  whicrh  alone  preserved  tho 
U\ca  of  many,  Tlie  soldiers  behaved  exceedmgiy  well  with 
r^■:■p|^ct  to  plundering,  considering  tliey  were  animated  by  re- 
ii'iige  for  past  ineultB,  exasperated  by  the  injuries  done  their 
iiLLsamates  taken  at  Fort  Washington,  and  animated  by  every 
iiiccntive  that  could  work  upon  the  license  of  a  Bucccs&fbl 
nnny.  The  general  gave  the  Hesaiana  all  their  ba^ttge,  and 
tliey  have  since  gone  to  the  western  connties  of  Penneylvania, 
with  dieir  packs  uneearched.  Tliey  were  amazed  at  the  genei^ 
tisity  of  the  general,  so  opposite  to  tlicir  own  eoudact,  and 
culled  him  a  very  good  rehcl. 

The  enemy  who  lay  at  Bordentown  eoon  had  tho  alann, 
which  was  commuiucated  to  all  the  parties  along  tho  river, 
who,  after  remaining  under  amis  the  whole  day,  in  the  evening 
marched  off,  leaving  ns  to  take  poseession  of  Bordentown, 
Ifount  Holly,  and  Burlington.'

the  college.  After  tarrying  a  very  short  time  in  the  town, 
General  Washington  marched  his  army  from  thence,  towards 
Eocky  Hill,  and  they  are  now  near  Morristown,  in  high  spirits, 
and  in  expectation  of  a  junction  with  the  rest  of  our  forces,  suffi- 
ciently seasonable  to  make  a  general  attack  upon  the  enemy, 
and  prevent,  at  least,  a  considerable  part  of  them  from  reach- 
ing their  asylimi  in  New  York.  It  is  difficult  precisely  to 
ascertain  the  loss  we  have  sustained  in  the  two  engagements, 
but  we  think  we  have  lost  about  forty  men  killed,  and  had  near 
double  the  number  wounded.  In  the  list  of  the  former  are 
the  brave  Colonel  Hazlet,  Captain  Shippen,  and  Captain  Neal, 
who  fell  in  the  engagement  upon  the  hill  near  Princeton; 
amongst  the  latter  was  Brigadier-General  Mercer,*  who  re- 
ceived seven  wounds — five  in  his  body,  and  two  in  his  head, 
and  was  much  bruised  by  the  breech  of  a  musket,  of  which 
bruises  he  soon  after  died.  The  loss  sustained  by  the  enemy 
was  much  gi'eatcr  than  ours,  as  was  easily  discovered  by  view- 
ing the  dead  upon  tlie  field,  after  the  action.  We  have  near  a 
hundred  of  their  wounded  prisoners  in  the  town,  wliich,  to- 
gether with  those  wlio  surrendered,  and  were  taken  in  small 
parties  endeavoring  to  make  their  escape,  amount  nearly  to  the 
number  of  four  hundred,  chiefly  British  troops.  Six  brass 
pieces  of  cannon  have  fallen  into  our  hands,  a  quantity  of  am- 
munition, and  several  wagons  of  baggage.  A  Captain  Leslie 
was  found  amongst  the  dead  of  the  enemy,  and  was  this  day 
buried  with  the  honors  of  war.  A  number  of  other  officers 
were  also  found  on  the  field,  but  they  were  not  known,  and 
were  buried  with  the  other  dead.  According  to  information 
from  the  inhabitants  of  Princeton,  the  number  which  marched 
out  of  it  to  attack  our  army,  amounted  to  seven  thousand  men, 
under  command  of  General  Comwallis.  This  body,  as  soon 
as  they  discovered  that  they  were  out-generaled  by  the  march 
of  General  Washington,  being  much  chagrined  at  their  disap- 
pointment, (as  it  seems  they  intended  to  have  cut  our  army  to 
pieces,  crossed  the  Delaware,  and  have  marched  inmiediately,

withoTit  anj- further  delay,  to  Philiidclrl'ia,)  pushed  with  tlw 
greatest  precipitation  towarJa  Princeton,  where  they  arrived, 
about  an  hour  after  General  WasMngton  had  left  it;  aiidint-i 
agining  ho  would  endeavor  fu  ttike  Brunswick  in  the  samej 
manner,  proceeded  directly  for  that  plnce.  Our  soldierg  weift 
much  fatigued,  the  greatest  part  of  tliem  hnving  been  deprived 
of  their  rest  tlie  two  preeoding  nights ;  otherwise  we  mi^i^ 
perhaps,  have  irossessed  oiirBelvts  of  Bmiiswick,  The  enemy 
appear  to  be  preparing  to  decamp  and  retire  to  New  Tork,  as 
they  are  much  diegiieted  with  their  late  treatment  in  New 
Jersey,  and  have  a  great  inclination  to  rest  themselves  a  little 
in  some  secure  winter-quarters.'

KDOther  iccOuDt  of  this  botlie: — SeTei^  Hkirniishca  belwccn  the  King's  troopa 
anJ  tliv  rebels  Imve  lute)]-  linppcDPcl  in  lb(^  Jpr^icvH,  Bill  Ihc  ino.«l  di^lmguijbed 
encounter  occurred  on  tbo  3d  instant,  near  Piiacetoa.  The  11th  regiment,  cod- 
Bisting  of  lesa  than  three  hundred  men,  fell  In  with  the  rebel  ami}  of  betireeo 
fire  and  «x  thousand,  whom  they  attacked  with  all  the  ardor  and  intrepidity  of 
Britons.  They  received  the  fire  from  behind  a  fence,  over  which  tliey  immedi- 
alcl;  leaped  upon  their  etiomie?,  who  proeciitlj  turned  to  the  right  about  with 
such  precipitation  as  to  leave  their  very  cannon  behind  them.  The  aoldiera  in- 
stantly turned  their  cannon,  and  fired  at  least  twenty  rounds  upon  their  rear;  and 
had  they  been  aaaisled  ni(h  another  regiment  or  two,  the  rebels  would  have  found 
it  rather  dilfieult  to  make  good  their  retreat.  This  haa  been  one  of  the  most 
splendid  actions  of  the  whole  campaign,  and  has  given  a  convincing  proof  that 
British  valor  bos  not  declined  from  its  ancient  glory.  Of  Colonel  Uawhood,  Ihrir 
gallant  comriianiier,  and  of  bis  conduct  iu  the  aflair,  too  many  encomiuma  cannot 
be  said.  The  loss  was  about  twenty  killed,  and  eighty  wounded,  of  the  troop). 
Of  the  rebels  above  four  hundred  were  killed  and  wounded.  Among  their  slain 
were  eleven  ofhcers.  Mr.  Mercer,  (one  of  Ibc  rebel  offiecra,  since  dead,)  when 
he  was  taken  up  by  our  people,  ankcd  how  many  the  numbers  were  who  had  thus 
attacked  him,  and  upon  being  told,  he  cried  out  with  astonishment,  "Uy  God; 
i9  it  possible?  I  have  often  heard  of  British  courage,  but  never  could  have 
imagined  to  find  such  an  Instance  as  this ! " 

Another  account  saja,  that  the  ITch  regiment  just  before  they  charged  the 
rebels,  deliberately  pulled  off  their  knapsacks  and  gave  three  cheers ;  then  broke 
through  the  rebels,  faced  about,  attacked,  and  broke  through  a  second  time. 
Colonel  Mawhood  then  said,  it  would  be  prudent,  as  they  were  so  few,  to  retiro; 
upon  which  the  men,  one  and  nil,  cried  out,  "Xo,  no ;  let  us  attack  them  again ;" 
and  it  was  with  great  difficulty  their  colonel  could  induce  Ihcm  to  retreat;  which 
at  length  they  performed  in  the  utmost  order. 

To  the  honor  of  this  brave  regiment,  both  as  soldiers  and  as  men,  not  one  of 
tbem  has  ever  attempted  to  plunder,  nor  encouraged  it  in  others.

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Januaey  9. — The  enemy  have  abandoned  EUzabeihtown. 
Our  people  have  entered  it  and  taken  thirty  Waldeckers  and 
fifty  Highlanders,  and  about  thirty  baggage  wagons  fully 
loaded.  The  enemy  who  had  all  the  Jerseys,  are  now  only  in 
possession  of  Amboy  and  Brunswick.  This  is  a  great  reverse 
in  the  course  of  a  fortnight,  to  the  British  power.  Whether 
they  mean  to  collect  their  whole  force  at  Brunswick,  and  give 
us  battle,  or  whether  they  mean  to  push  for  Staten  Island,  and 
abandon  the  Jerseys  entirely,  is  matter  of  doubt.  We  shall 
make  a  move  towards  them  to-day,  with  a  view  to  avail  our- 
selves of  circumstances.  The  enemy  appear  to  be  panic-struck 
in  the  extreme.  God  prospers  our  arms  in  an  extraordinary 
manner.  There  is  to  be  an  eclipse  of  the  sun  to-day ;  we  mean, 
if  possible,  to  attack  the  Germans  as  soon  as  it  begins,  and 
take  the  advantage  of  their  ignorant  superstition.* 

Admibal  Gayton  has  taken  upon  him  publicly  to  declare, 
in  opposition  to  the  author  of  Common  Sense,  and  from  his 
own  knowledge,  that  when  he  was  in  America  forty  years 
since,  "there  never  had  been  a  man-of-war  of  any  kind 
built  in  New  England." '  It  is  but  just  that  the  public  should 
be  informed,  that  in  the  year  1690  a  fourth-rate  ship-of-war 
was  launched  at  New  Castle,  in  Piscataqua  River:  and  in 
the  year  1696  another,  whose  force  is  not  remembered. 
The  former  was  the  Falkland,  and  the  latter  the  Bedford 
Galley. 

It  is  not  probable  that  Admiral  Gayton  Jiad  any 
knowledge  of  these  ships  having  been  built  here,  so  that  he 
cannot  be  charged  with  falsehood,  but  it  is  hoped  if  he  should 
publish  any  thing  further  relating  to  this  country,  he  will 
express  himself  not  quite  so  positively,  especially  if  he 
undertakes  to  prove  a  negative. 

The  evidence  of  the  above  facts  depends  on  an  original 
manuscript  letter  from  Mr.   Emerson,  formerly  minister  of

I'lIvntcB,  who  were  prisoners  in  New  York;  one-half  he  sent 
=ii(Teriiipi  to  tho  world  of  ppirits  for  want  of  food — ^the 
I'ruonora.  othcr  he  hath  sent  to  warn  their  conntrymeii 
<if  tho  danger  of  falling  uito  his  hands,  and  to  convince 
tliciT)  by  oeiilar  demonstration,  that  it  is  infinitely  better  to 
!>(■  slain  in  battle,  than  to  bo  taken  prisoners  by  British  brotes, 
ivhoso  tender  mercies  nre  cnicltios.* 

Tlie  foIio\ring  account  of  the  snlferingB  of  these  nnfortnnate 
iiu'n  Wiis  obtained  from  the  prijioncrs  themselves: — As  soon  as 
they  were  taken  thoy  were  rolibcd  of  all  their  biigjrairc,  of 
wlijiti'Ver  infiiu'v  they  had,  thimijh  it  were  of  jiaper,  and  conld 
he  <\(  no  advantage  to  the  enemy,  of  their  River  shoc-bnckles. 
mid  kiH'c-lnicklcf;,  Ac,  and  maiiv  were  striiipe<l  ahimst  naked 
of  tlK'ir  .■lutlios.  l^pecially  those  who  had  good  ch.tlies, 
were  strip})ed  at  07H'e,  being  told  that  Siic^  clcthcs  wiiY  ("^ 
rjiHxIfor  >:f>.U  Tims  dq.rived  of  their  elothes  and  bagga?f 
they  were  miahle  to  sliit't  even  their  linen,  and  were  obliged  to 
wear  tlie  same  shirts  for  even  three  or  fimr  months  together, 
wheri'by  tliey  became  extremely  na:^ty  ;  and  this  of  itself  was 
Buflii-ient  to  bring  on  them  mnnv  mortal  diseases. 

After  they  were  taken,  they  were  in  the  first  place  put 
on  hoard  the  ships  and  thrust  down  into  the  liold,  when> 
not  a  breath  of  fresh  air  could  he  (ihtaine<l  and  they  were 
nearly  suffocated  for  want  of  air.  Particularly  some  wlm 
were  taken  at  Port  '\Vasliiiigton,  were  first  in  this  manner 
thrur^t  down  into  the  hold:i  of  vessels  in  sueh  numbers, 
that    even     in   the    cull     season   of  Xovember    thev    could 
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scarcely  bear  any  clothes  on  them,  being  kept  in  a  constant 
sweat.  Yet  these  same  persons,  after  lying  in  this  situation 
awhile,  till  the  pores  of  their  bodies  were  as  perfectly  opened 
as  possible,  were  of  a  sudden  taken  out  and  put  into  some  of 
the  churches  in  New  York ;  without  covering  or  a  spark  of  fire, 
where  they  suffered  as  much  by  the  cold  as  they  did  by  the 
sweating  stagnation  of  the  air  in  the  other  situation ;  and  the 
consequence  was,  that  they  took  such  colds  as  brought  on  the 
most  fatal  diseases,  and  swept  them  off  almost  beyond 
conception. 

Besides  these  things,  they  suffered  extremely  for  want  of 
provisions.  The  commissary  pretended  to  allow  half  a  pound 
of  bread  and  four  ounces  of  pork  per  day ;  but  of  this  pittance 
they  were  much  cut  short.  What  was  given  them  for  three 
days  was  not  enough  for  one  day ;  and  in  some  instances,  they 
went  for  three  days  without  a  single  mouthful  of  food  of  any 
sort  They  were  pinched  to  that  degree,  that  some  on  board 
the  ships  would  pick  up  and  eat  the  salt  which  happened  to 
be  scattered  there;  others  gathered  up  the  bran  which  the 
light  horse  wasted,  and  ate  it,  mixed  with  dirt  and  filth  as  it 
was.  Nor  was  this  all,  both  the  bread  and  pork  which  they 
did  allow  them  was  extremely  bad.  For  the  bread,  some  of  it 
was  made  out  of  the  bran  which  they  brought  over  to  feed 
their  light  horse,  and  the  rest  of  it  was  so  muddy  and  the 
pork  so  damnified,  being  so  soaked  in  bilge  water  in  the 
transportation  from  Europe,  that  they  were  not  fit  to  be  eaten 
by  human  creatures ;  and  when  they  were  eaten,  were  verj' 
unwholesome.  Such  bread  and  pork  as  they  would  not 
pretend  to  give  their  own  countrymen,  they  gave  to  our  poor 
rick,  dying  prisoners. 

Nor  were  they  in  this  doleful  condition  allowed  a 
suflBciency  of  water.  One  would  have  thought  that  water 
was  so  cheap  and  plentiful  an  element,  that  they  would  not 
have  grudged  them  that.  But  there  are,  it  seems,  no  bounds 
to  their  cnielty.  The  water  allowed  them  was  so  brackish 
and  withal  nasty,  that  they  could  not  drink  it,  till  reduced  to 
extremity.  Nor  did  they  let  them  have  a  sufficiency  even  of 
such  water  as  this. 
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"WTien  winter  came  on,  our  people  siiffered  rattremely  for 
want  of  fire  and  clothes  to  kcop  tlicm  warm.  Tlicy  were 
confintxl  in  cliiircliee  wlmrc  tLuru  were  no  fireplaces,  that 
thtiy  i-oiiI(l  make  fires  uvmi  if  they  had  wood.  But  wood 
was  only  allowed  theui  for  eookiiig  their  pittance  of  rictnals; 
and  for  that  ]nirpose  ^-ery  sparingly.  ITiuy  had  none  to  keep 
tliciu  warm  cTcn  in  the  extremest  of  wcatlit;r,  although  tliey 
were  almost  naked,  and  the  few  clothes  that  were  left  upon 
tlieni  were  their  gummcr  clotliee.  Nor  bad  they  a  ahigle  blanket 
or  any  bedding,  not  oven  straw,  allowed  them  till  &  little 
hefore  Cliristnias. 

At  the  time  those  were  taken  on  Long  Island,  a  consider- 
able part  of  them  were  sick  of  the  dysentery,  and  witli  this 
dirttt'mpcr  on  them  were  first  ci-owdod  on  board  the  sliipa, 
aft*;rwards  in  tbc  clmrches  in  Nfw  York,  three,  four,  or  five 
hundred  together,  without  any  blankets,  or  any  thing  for  even 
the  sick  to  He  upon,  but  the  bare  floors  or  pavementK. 
In  tliis  situation  that  contagious  distemper  soon  com- 
municated from  the  sit-k  to  the  well,  who  would  probably 
have  remained  so,  liiid  they  not  in  this  manner  been 
thrust  in  together  without  regard  to  sick  or  well,  or  to  the 
sultry,  unwholesome  season,  it  being  then  the  heat  of  sum- 
mer. Of  this  distemper  numbers  died  daily,  and  many 
others,  by  their  confinement  and  the  sultry  season,  contracted 
fevers  and  died  of  them.  During  their  sickness,  with  these 
and  other  diseases,  they  had  no  medicines,  nothing  soothing 
or  comfortable  for  sick  people,  and  were  not  so  mnch  as 
visited  by  the  physician  by  the  month  together. 

Nor  onght  wo  to  omit  the  insults  which  the  humane 
Britons  offered  to  our  people,  nor  the  artifices  which  they 
used  to  enlist  them  in  their  service  and  fight  against  their 
country.  It  seems  that  one  end  of  their  starving  our  people 
was  to  bring  them,  by  dint  of  necessity,  to  turn  rebels  to  their 
own  country,  their  own  consciences,  and  their  God,  For  while 
thus  famishing  they  would  come  and  say  to  them,  "  Tliis  is  the 
just  punishment  of  your  rebellion.  Nay,  you  are  treated 
too  well  for  rebels;  yon  have  not  recci\'ed  half  yon  desen'C 
or  lialf  you  shall  receive.     But   if  you   will  enlist   into  his 
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Majesty's    service,  you    shall    have    victuals    and    clothes 
enough." 

As  to  insults,  the  British  oflScers,  besides  continually  curs- 
ing and  swearing  at  them  as  rebels,  often  threatened  to  hang 
them  all ;  and  on  a  particular  time,  ordered  a  number,  each  man 
to  choose  his  halter  out  of  a  parcel  oflFered,  wherewith  to  be 
hanged ;  and  even  went  so  far  as  to  cause  a  gallows  to  be 
erected  before  the  prison,  as  if  they  were  immediately  to  be 
executed.  They  further  threatened  to  send  them  all  into  the 
East  Indies,  and  sell  them  there  for  slaves.  In  these,  and 
numberless  other  ways,  did  the  British  officers  seem  to  rack 
their  inventions  to  insult,  terrify,  and  vex  the  poor  prisoners. 
The  meanest  upstart  officers  among  them  would  insult  and 
abuse  our  colonels  and  chief  officers. 

In  this  situation,  without  clothes,  without  victuals  or  drink, 
and  even  water,  or  with  tliose  which  were  base  and  unwhole- 
some, without  fire,  a  number  of  them  sick,  first  with  a  conta- 
gious and  nauseous  distemper ;  these,  with  otliers,  crowded  by 
hundreds  into  close  confinement,  at  the  most  unwholesome 
season  of  the  year,  and  continued  there  for  four  months  with- 
out blankets,  bedding,  or  straw;  without  linen  to  shift,  or 
clothes  to  cover  their  bodies.  No  wonder  they  all  became 
sickly,  and  having  at  the  same  time  no  medicine,  no  help  of 
physicians,  nothing  to  refresh  or  support  nature,  died  by  scores 
in  a  night  \  ^and  those  who  were  so  far  gone  as  to  be  unable  to 
help  themselves,  lay  uncared  for,  till  death,  more  kind  than 
Britons,  put  an  end  to  their  miseiy. 

By  these  means,  and  in  this  way,  fifteen  hundred  brave 
Americans,  who  had  nobly  gone  forth  in  defence  of  their  in- 
jured, oppressed  country,  but  whom  the  chance  of  war  had 
cast  into  the  hands  of  our  enemies,  died  in  New  York,  many 
of  whom  were  very  amiable,  promising  youths,  of  good  fami- 
lies— the  very  flower  of  our  land.  And  of  those  who  lived  to 
come  out  of  prison,  the  greater  part,  as  far  as  I  can  learn,  are 
dead  and  dying.  Tlieir  constitutions  are  broken,  the  stamina 
of  nature  worn  out,  they  cannot  recover — they  die.  Even  the 
few  that  might  liave  surv'ived,  are  dying  of  the  small-pox. 
For  it  seems  that  our  enemies  determined  that  even  these.

Everj-  j 
which  they  have  marched,  has  t 
No  discrimination  has  been  ma 
Tory ;  hut  all  alike  have  been  ir 
Hieir  march  tiirough  New  Jei 
savage  barbaritv.    "R-* ""' 
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bodies  of  the  dead  exposed  upon  the  ground  for  several  days. 
At  Morrisania,  the  family  vault  was  opened,  the  coffins  broken, 
and  the  bones  scattered  abroad.  At  Delancey's  farm,  the  body 
of  a  beautiful  young  lady,  which  had  been  buried  for  two  years, 
was  taken  out  of  the  ground,  and  exposed  for  five  days  in  a 
most  indecent  manner.  Many  more  instances  could  be  men- 
tioned, but  my  heart  sickens  at  the  recollection  of  such  inhu- 
manity. Some  persons  try  to  believe  that  it  is  only  the  Hes- 
sians who  perpetrate  these  things,  but  I  have  good  authority 
to  say  that  the  British  vie  with,  and  even  exceed  the  auxil- 
iary troops  in  licentiousness.  After  such  treatment,  can  it  be 
possible  for  any  persons  seriously  to  wish  for  a  reconciliation 
with  Great  Britain  ? ' 

To  the  melancholy  picture  already  exhibited  of  the  brutal 
behavior  of  the  Britons,  (who  vainly  boast  being  ever  pre- 
eminent in  mercy,)  aided  by  Hessian  and  "Waldeck  mercena- 
ries, in  New  York  and  New  Jersey,  it  gives  us  pain  to  add 
that  they  have  not  only  outraged  the  feelings  of  humanity,  to 
many  people  who  were  so  unhappy  as  to  fall  into  their  hands, 
particularly  the  fair  sex,  but  have  degraded  themselves  beyond 
the  power  of  language  to  express,  by  wantonly  destroying  the 
curious  water  works  at  New  York,  an  elegant  public  library 
at  Trenton,  and  the  grand  orrerj^,  made  by  the  celebrated  Rit- 
tenhouse,  which  was  placed  in  the  college  at  Princeton,  a  piece 
of  mechanism  which  the  most  imtutored  savage,  staying  the 
hand  of  violence,  would  have  beheld  with  wonder,  reverence, 
and  delight !

Again,  be- 
hold him  exchanging  the  dii^^Brms  for  the  calmer  scenes  of 
life,  still  active  in  the  service^Pnis  country  in  the  ^Bate,  un- 
til the  impending  storm,  which  is  now'  bursting  onAmerica, 
called  him  forth  as  the  guardian  protector  of  his  country. 
Behold  him  abandoning  the  delights  of  peace,  the  enjoyment 
of  affluence,  and  the  pleasures  of  domestic  felicity,  and  enter- 
ing with  ardor  upon  a  military  life  again.  Let  imagination 
paint  him  at  the  head  of  a  few  raw,  undisciplined  troops,  desti- 
tute of  arms  and  ammunition,  besieging  an  army  of  veterans 
supported  by  a  powerful  hslvj  ;  consider  with  what  unparal- 
leled fortitude  he  withstood  the  difficulties  that  surrounded 
him  on  every  side ;  behold  him  embracing  the  earliest  oppor- 
tunities of  driving  the  enemy  from  their  advantageous  post, 
and  obliging  them  to  abandon  the  long  pereecuted  town  of 
Boston.  Again,  survey  the  plains  of  Long  Island,  whither  he 
flew  like  a  guardian  angel  to  protect  and  bring  oflf  his  brave 
troops,  surrounded  on  every  side  by  a  host  of  foes,  and  with 
a  conduct  imparalleled  in  history,  secured  their  retreat  across 
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a  TWer  of  which  (lie  entanv's  eliips  veie  in  full  pftrmrinn 
Surely  Heaven  iiiterposwl  in  bultalf  of  America  on  tliat  <Uj, 
Ly  peniiitUng  such  nunibci'^  Ut  escape  with  glory  from  saclk  • 
superior  force !  BelioM  liia  glorious  stroggW  on  tbe  hei^iliB 
ol'  liwicm,  and  at  the  White  riainfl.  couDteraeting  the  best 
concerted  plans  of  tlio  ablc»t  gcuurals  of  tJie  age ;  in  tbongfat 
filtcnd  liim,  (if  thought  docs  not  lug  behind,)  when,  as  it  were, 
hL-  bonnded  from  Uie  White  Plains  to  the  Jersey  shore,  corei^ 
iii^  the  retreat  of  bis  men  from  Fort  Lee,  and  throwing  bim- 
&c'lf  with  them  before  tlie  enemy,  and  with  the  Bcattered  re- 
niainsof  bis  disbanded  army,  now  amounting  to  onlr  three  thmh 
sand  men,  checking  at  every  step  tbe  progress  of  tbe  British  ' 
ariiiy,  and  often  halting  to  offer  battle  to  numbers  vastly  superior 
tiiliisown.  Gracione  Ileaven !  can  any  Virginian — liiacoimtiy- 
iiiL'M,  or  can  any  Amorican  who  regards  liim  aa  tbe  savioorof 
till'  States,  reflect  oo  hie  sitiutioo  at  t^  jonctars  without  hoe-  \ 
rur  i  AVuuid  lie  not  rather  share  his  fortunes  for  the  rest  cif  the 
"ur,  than  liazanl  the  salvation  of  hU  comitrj by  a  short  enlist- 
itient,  :it  (lie  end  of  wliii-li  his  general  might  be  left  without  an 
army  t(p^ni>ponliim;  Yft,e\^^iisueli  a  situation,  his  calmness 
nf\  er  t'l  ir.-uol^^l.  but  he  ajipciinxl  still  greater 
'  lliL'  iIungi-TSTHP surrounded  him.  At  length, 
.■  llattLTi'd  tlii'msulvi's  with  the  pieasing  expec- 
tiiiiiiiis  (if  a  speedy  a(.■^■unl]lli^lnnent  of  their  darling  wish,  wc 
beliolil  him  by  fo'/j>  t/c  iiku'ii  dissipating  the  fears  of  his  coun- 
try, ami  striking  terror  into  troops  who,  the  day  before,  eon- 
reived  themselves  on  the  eve  of  a  triumph.  Wliilst  eavh 
efl'eminate  son  <if  |>eaee  was  revelling  in  luxury,  his  active 
mind  was  einidi.yed  in  preparing  for  sc-encs  equally  glorious 
to  himself,  and  terrible  to  his  enemies.  Success  attended  this 
inateLless  enterprise,  and  riiiladelpliia,  with  the  rest  of  Amer- 
ica, hailed  him  her  deliverer  and  guardian  genius. 

Such,  my  countrymen,  is  the  general  who  directs  the  mil- 
itary operations  of  America ;  sucli  the  glorious  leader  of  iior 
[irniics;  snch  the  hero  whose  bright  example  shonld  fire  every 
lUencrous  heart  to  enlist  in  the  service  of  his  countr;\-.  Let  it 
nut  be  said  you  arc  callous  to  the  impressions  of  such  noblu 
son  si  derations,  but,  by  following  his  glorious  example,  show 
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yourselves  worthy  of  possessing  that'inestimable  jewel,  Liberty, 
and  reflect  that  you  have  nothing  to  dread  whilst  you  are  en- 
gaged in  so  glorious  a  cause,  and  blessed  with  a  Washington 
for  a  leader/ 

January  25. — The  following  proclamation  was  this  day 
published  by  the  Lord  Protector,  Mr.  George  Washington : 

"  Whereas  several  persons,  inhabitants  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  influenced  by  inimical  motives,  intimidated  by  the 
threats  of  the  enemy,  or  deluded  by  a  proclama-  wasWngton'B 
tion  issued  the  30th  of  November  last,  by  Lord  ^^^^'^^n, 
and  General  Howe,  styled  the  King's  Commissioners  for  grant- 
ing pardons,  &c.,  (now  at  open  war,  and  invading  these  States,) 
have  been  so  lost  to  the  interest  and  welfare  of  their  country, 
as  to  repair  to  the  enemy,  sign  a  declaration  of  fidelity,  and  in 
gome  instances  have  been  compelled  to  take  the  oaths  of  alle- 
giance, and  engage  not  to  take  up  arms,  or  encourage  others 
so  to  do,  against  the  King  of  Great  Britain :  And  whereas  it 
has  become  necessary  to  distinguish  between  the  friends  of 
America  and  those  of  Great  Britain,  inliabitants  of  these  States, 
and  that  every  man  who  re^j^f  es  protection  from,  and  is  a 
subject  of  any  State,  (not  being  conscientiously  scrupulous 
against  bearing  arms,)  should  stand  ready  to  defend  the  same 
against  hostile  invasion :  I  do,  therefore,  in  behalf  of  the  United 
States,  by  virtue  of  the  powers  committed  to  me  by  Congress, 
hereby  strictly  command  and  require  every  person,  having  sub- 
scribed such  declaration,  taken  such  oaths,  and  accepted  such 
protection  and  certificate,  to  repair  to  head-quarters,  or  to  the 
quarters  of  the  nearest  general  officer  of  the  Continental  army  or 
militia,  (until  further  provision  can  be  made  by  ci\al  authority,) 
and  there  deliver  up  such  protection,  certificate,  and  passports, 
and  take  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  United  States  of  America ; 
nevertheless,  hereby  granting  full  liberty  to  all  such  as  prefer  the 
interest  and  protection  of  Great  Britain  to  the  freedom  and  hap- 
piness of  their  country,  forthwith  to  withdraw  themselves  and 
families  within  the  enemy's  lines.   And  I  do  hereby  declare,  that

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Qod  to  witness  the  sincerity  and  truth  of  his  adlierence  to 
the  cause  of  rebellion.  Such  an  impious  disregard,  such  a 
flagrant  violation  of  all  that  is  serious  and  sacred  among 
men,  has  rarely  been  seen  in  any  age,  countiy,  or  profession. 

For  the  honor  of  human  nature,  it  may  be  said,  that  it 
was  left  for  rebels  to  their  King  and  destroyers  of  their 
country,  to  give  a  public  sanction  to  Wtlfid  Perjury, 

Tis  no  wonder  that  a  principle  of  this  kind  should  be 
attended  with  a  suitable  practice.  Mr.  "Washington  grants 
by  this  proclamation  "  full  liberty"  to  all  such  as  prefer  the 
protection  of  Great  Britain  to  his  own,  "  forthwith  to  with- 
draw themselves  and  families  within  the  enemy's  lines." 
This  is  only  a  trap  to  discover  those  who  are  not  affected  to 
the  rebellion;  and  even  this  mean  idea  has  been  followed 
by  a  conduct  of  which  a  common  Turk  would  have  been 
ashamed.  Doctor  Brown,  of  Newark,  in  the  Jerseys,  relying 
not  merely  upon  Mr.  "Washington's  word  as  a  gentleman,  but 
upon  his  public  faith  pledged  in  the  foregoing  paper  as  a 
public  man,  immediately  wrote  to  him,  desiring  leave  to  with- 
draw himself  and  family  to  New  York,  pursuant  to  his 
proclamation.  Instead  of  complying  with  the  Doctor's 
wishes,  he  sent  a  party  of  his  rebels  to  drag  him  away  to 
Morristown.  He  is  now  confined  there  in  jail,  his  family 
is  almost  distracted,  and  all  his  property  seized.  So  much 
for  the  public  faith  of  Mr.  Washington ! 

lie  seems  indebted  for  the  last  cruel  idea  of  his  proclama- 
tion to  the  worthy  author  of  "Common  Sense,"  and  the 
**American  Crisis."  Tliis  gentleman  is  for  seizing  all  the 
property  of  people  who  refuse  to  join  in  his  measures,  for  the 
Bake  of  the  spoil ;  and  has  the  confidence  to  declare,  that  such 
a  seizure  would  enable  his  rebellious  adherents  to  carry  on 
the  war  for  two  years  longer.  'Tis  to  be  hoped,  for  the  honor 
and  safety  of  America,  that  the  good  people  of  this  country 
will  give  an  exact  account  of  him  and  some  of  his  associates 
in  half  the  time.  It  is  everj^  man's  interest,  who  has  any 
thing  to  lose,  to  take  care  of  a  person  who  has  the  impudence 
to  profess  himself  a  public  robber  and  destroyer,  and  can 
call  this  unheard  of  cruelty  and  devastation  by  the  name  of

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The  defeat  of  the  Hessians  at  Trenton,  was  primarily 
owing  to  a  dispute  which  existed  between  the  English  and 
German  troops.  Colonel  Hahl,  apprehending  KeMonofthe 
that  he  should  be  attacked  by  superior  nimibcrs,^***®*'''^'**"*®"- 
required  of  Lord  Comwallis  a  reinforcement.  Two  regiments, 
under  Colonel  Grant,  were  detached  for  that  purpose.  Tlie 
English  troops  showed  a  reluctance  to  assist  the  Hessians.  They 
halted  a  few  hours,  during  which  interval  Colonel  Kahl  was 
defeated. 

The  disputes  between  the  English  and  the  Hessians  troops 
originated  from  tlie  following  incident:  An  officer  of  the 
regiment  of  Losbcrg  engaged  some  English  officers  at  Prince- 
ton in  a  conversation  respecting  military  discipline.  An 
English  officer,  whether  heated  by  liquor,  or  irascible  through 
passion,  replied  to  the  Gcnnan  by  throwing  a  punch  bowl  at 
his  head.  The  insult  was  properly  resented.  But  the  seeds 
of  discord  being  thus  imhappily  sown,  a  crop  of  evils  ensued. 
Tlie  private  men,  adopting  the  quarrels  of  their  officers,  in- 
dulged themselves  in  frequent  rencounters.*

commerce  and  friendship. 

As  another  instance  of  our  acknowledgment  for  these 
your  signal  services,  we  the  aforesaid  most  powerful  States 
surrender  you  the  full  property  and  dominion  of  the  British 
West  India  islands,  which  are  now,  and  ever  liave  been, 
dependent  on  tlicsc  States  for  the  common  necessaries  of  life, 
and  are  therefore  naturally  subordinate  to  them,  and  at  their 
control  and  disposal. 

As  a  further  motive  and  encouragement,  we  also  cov- 
enant and  engage,  that  such  sums  of  money  in  our  own 
specie  sliall  be  transmitted  and  delivered  into  your  most 
christian  Majesty's  coffers,  as  shall  be  adequate  to  the 
expense  you  may  incur  in  assisting  us,  and  as  shall  appear 
equal  to  the  gratitude  and  dignity  of  these  States  to  give. 
We  lastly  pcnnit  our  subjects  to  carry  on  trade  with  yours, 
as  long  as  it  suits  their  convenicncy  and  interests. 

Tliese  our  most  gracious  concessions,  we  hope,  will  in- 
duce you  to  accept  our  offers,  and  most  amply  satisfy  and 
reimburse  you  for  tlio  troubles  and  diflBcultics  you  may 
undergo  in  conquering  our  said  enemies,  and  rcmstating  us 
in  the  possession  and  dominion  of  tlic  countries  which  have 
been  discovered  and  protected  at  the  expense  of  the  British 
nation,  and  we  have  a  just  right  and  claim  to  by  virtue  of 
our  charters  granted  us  by  said  nation,  and  by  the  laws  of 
God  and  nature.*

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tlieir  duty  so  to  do.  If  it  were  othenvise,  a  few  miscreantB 
would  tyrannize  over  the  rest  of  mankind,  and  make  them 
abject  slaves  of  oppression  and  pensioners  of  their  will.  Thus 
it  is  tliat  a  just  defensive  war  is  not  only  necessary,  but  an  in- 
dispensable duty,  and  consistent  with  religion,  acconmiodated 
as  it  must  be  to  our  present  imperfect  state  of  existence. 

Is  it  upon  these  princijpilea  that  the  people  of  America  are 
nmo  resisting  the  arms  of  England^  and  opposing  force  hy 
force  t — Strictly  so.  The  Americans  had  nothing  in  view  but 
to  live  peaceably  and  dutifully  in  a  constitutional  submission 
to  Great  Britain.  Tliey  suflfercd  patiently,  for  a  long  time, 
many  unjust  encroachments  of  power,  being  loath  to  offend 
their  rulers  by  a  too  strict  attention  to  every  right,  till  at  last 
the  designs  of  the  court  became  too  evident  to  be  mistaken, 
and  they  were  pushed  to  the  distressing  necessity  of  choosing 
one  of  two  evils,  viz.,  either  to  enlist  themselves  and  their  un- 
born posterity  the  avowed  unconditional  slaves  of  a  cor- 
rupt and  wicked  administration,  or  to  brave  the  horrors  of  war 
in  a  noble  contest  for  liberty  and  life.  Tliey  have  wisely  de- 
termined on  the  latter ;  and  after  solemnly  appealing  to  God 
and  the  world  for  the  justice  of  their  cause,  they  are  prosecut- 
ing the  war  under  tlie  favor  of  Heaven,  and  with  the  most 
promising  hopes  of  success.  Supported  by  the  equity  of  their 
principles,  tiiey  have  surmounted  the  greatest  difficulties,  and 
exhibited  instances  of  bravery  not  exceeded  by  the  heroes  of 
antiquity — and  may  Heaven  prosper  their  virtuous  under- 
taking. 

But  it  has  often  heen  said  that  America  is  in  a  state  of 
rebellion:  tell  me^  therefore^  what  is  rebellion? — ^It  is  when  a 
great  number  of  people,  headed  by  one  or  more  factious  lead- 
ers, aim  at  deposing  their  la^vful  prince,  without  any  just  cause 
of  complaint  against  him,  in  order  to  place  another  on  his 
throne. 

Is  this  the  case  of  America? — ^By  no  means.  Tliey  have 
repeatedly  declared,  with  all  sincerity,  that  they  were  ever 
ready  to  support,  with  their  lives  and  fortunes,  the  present 
King  of  Great  Britain  on  the  throne  of  liis  ancestors,  and  only 
requested  in  return  the  enjoyment  of  those  inestimable  rights

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and  taking  advantage  of  a  critical  period,  when  the  American 
army  was  disbanded  by  the  terms  of  enlistment,  and  before  a 
new  force  could  be  raised,  they  heroically  advanced  to  the 
banks  of  the  Delaware,  well  knowing  there  was  notliiiig  to 
oppose  their  progress.  On  the  banks  of  the  Delaware  they  set 
them  down,  settled,  as  they  tliought,  for  the  winter  season,  and 
plundered  the  adjacent  coimtry.  In  the  mean  time  these  ex- 
traordinary conductors  of  the  war  published  a  wonderful  and 
gracious  proclamation,  offering  such  protection  as  they  could 
afford  to  all  those  who  would  accept  of  it,  upon  the  easy  terms 
of  absolute,  unconditional  submission.  But  the  Americans, 
whose  resources  are  endless,  soon  found  a  si)irited  militia  to 
supply  the  place  of  the  disbanded  troops  imtil  a  new  army 
could  be  raised.  Tliis  militia  crossed  the  Delaware  in  a  snow 
storm  at  midnight,  and  after  marching  ten  miles,  very  unciv- 
illy attacked  the  enemy  before  they  had  breakfasted,  and 
drove  them  from  the  banks  of  the  Delaware  in  the  utmost  con- 
sternation, and  with  a  loss  of  twelve  hundred  men.  Tlie  Amer- 
ican aniiy  then  rccrossed  the  Delaware  and  suffered  the  enemy 
to  return  to  their  post,  where  they  anxiously  waited  the  arrival 
of  an  expected  reinforcement.  But  the  American  general,  by 
a  stroke  of  policy  above  their  comprehension,  once  more  passed 
the  river  with  his  army,  and  kindled  a  few  fires  in  the  night 
near  their  station ;  and  whilst  they  were  foolishly  gazing  at 
the  beauty  of  the  curlhig  flames,  he  marched  on,  attacked, 
routed,  and  entirely  defeated  the  said  reinforcement.  Tlie 
shattered  remains  of  General  Howe's  army  are  now  close  con- 
fined in  Bninswick,  where  they  are  doing  penance  on  salt  meat 
and  musty  biscuit.

Had  he  lived  in  the  days  of  idolatry,  he  had  been  worshipped 
as  a  god.

By  the  most  authentic  information,  one-half  of  the  signers 
were  induced  to  put  their  names  to  the  address  by  the  persua- 
sions of  the  principal  Tories,  who,  by  the  assistance  of  all  the 
powers  of  darkness  and  the  father  of  liars  at  their  head,  in 
order  to  carry  their  point,  gave  out  that  Philadelphia  was  in 
their  possession,  and  Connecticut  had,  to  a  man,  laid  down  their 
arms  and  sworn  allegiance  to  George  the  Third.

But  we  may  venture  to  say,  it  is  not  the  interest  of  our 
enemies  to  treat  us  in  this  mamier.  If  gratitude  will  not, 
prudence  ought  to  teach  them  better.  Did  the  impartial 
world  know  all  the  circumstances,  and  the  unexampled  provo- 
(rations  we  have  met  with,  they  would  admiie  us  as  much  for 
our  moderation  and  mildness,  as  for  our  bravery  and  love  of

He  was  a 
liberal,  sympathizing  friend  to  the  indigent  and  afflicted,  a 
zealous  promoter  of  every  institution  or  scheme  that  could 
contribute  to  the  welfare  of  mankind,  and  was  never  more 
happy  than  when  alleviating  the  misfortunes  of  others,  or  em- 
ployed in  some  office  of  benevolence  and  friendship. 

Such  a  temper  and  disposition  must  necessarily  endear  him 
to  his  intimate  acquamtances,  and  enable  him  to  shine  in 
the  more  tender  connections  of  social  life.  He  was  indeed  a 
sincere,  warm  friend,  a  most  affectionate,  tender  husband  and 
father. 

Those  who  were  unfriendly  to  the  Church  of  England  and 
to  the  British  Constitution  could  hardly  be  well  affected  to  him, 
considering  his  station  and  principles.  Yet  no  man  had  a 
more  placable,  forgiving  disposition  under  injuries  or  ill  usage. 
He  pitied  those  misguided  people ;  but  as  for  malice,  it  found 
no  harbor  in  his  bosom.  He  practised  the  Apostolic  rule, — 
Let  not  the  sun  go  down  upon  your  wrath. 

During  the  troubles  wliich  have  involved  this  country 
in  its  present  calamities,  he  took  that  part,  as  may  be  easily 
supposed,  which  duty,  tnith,  and  reason  pointed  out.  Un- 
shaken in  his  loyalty  to  our  gracious  sovereign,  and  in  his 
attachment  to  the  Constitution,  he  spumed  the  breath  of 
popular  applause  where  conscience  forbid  him  to  receive  it. 
This  drew  upon  him  much  persecution,  which,  with  the  distress 
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he  felt  fur  the  imscrios  of  tliis  countr}-,  greatly  impaired 
hifl  coiiBtitution ;  the  case  could  scarcely  be  otherwise  with  a 
person  of  his  extreme  Bensibiiity. 

Ilia  ill  Btatc  of  Iiealth  obliged  hiin  to  reside  in  tlie  country 
the  greatest  part  of  last  Bummer,  and  when  Kew  York  waa 
reduced  by  his  Majesty's  forces  in  September,  he  applied 
repeatedly  to  the  rebels,  in  whose  hands  ho  was,  for  leave 
to  return,  which  was  as  often  denied.  This  obliged  him  to 
come  away  privately,  and  exposed  him  to  such  hardships, 
while  maldng  hifl  escape,  that  his  constitution  was  rcdnced 
Btill  lower,  With  difficulty  he  got  there;  but  bow  was  he 
shocked  on  viewing  the  ruins  of  80  great  a  part  of  the  city 
consumed  by  the  fire  in.  September!  especially  those  of 
Trinity  Chureh,  that  ancient  and  once  venerable  edifice.  The 
sight  drew  floods  of  tears  from  him ;  and  although  he  lost  by 
the  iire,  private  projicrty  to  the  amount  of  sonic  thousands  of 
pounds,  yet  the  destruction  of  Trinity  Church,  and  of  eo  much 
of  the  property  belonging  to  its  corporation,  which  has 
been  estimated  at  forty  thousand  pounds,  affected  him  much 
more. 

"WTien  the  King's  troops  penetrated  into  Jersey,  his  family 
was  set  at  liberty  to  return.  Ilis  spirits  seemed  to  revive,  bis 
health  to  mend,  and  ho  and  his  friends  indulged  tliemselvea  in 
Hie  pleasing  expectation  of  peace  and  happiness  at  last,  after 
struggling  through  so  much  disquietude,  anxiety,  and  persecu- 
tion. But  alas !  these  flattering  hopes  were  soon  blasted !  His 
lungs  Iiad  been  weakened  by  constant  exertions  in  preaching, 
and  other  paroeliial  duties  :  a  severe  cold  which  he  caught  at 
a  funeral,  and  could  never  wliolly  get  the  better  of,  weakened 
them  Btill  more,  and  greatly  injured  his  voice.  On  Tuesday, 
February  twenty-fiftli,  ho  was  seized  with  a  bilious  fever, 
which,  by  the  assistance  of  physic,  was  removed  in  a  great 
measure,  j'et  left  him  exceedingly  weak,  and  the  disorder  set- 
tling on  his  lungs,  finally  carried  him  off  in  a  few  days. 

On  liis  death-bed  he  behaved  with  that  patience,  calmness, 
and  fortitude  which  became  a  Christian,  and  which  a  well- 
grounded  hope  of  immortal  happLness  inspires.  In  his  last 
moments  be  retained  the  perfect  use  of  hia  nuderatauding  and 
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reason,  and  joined  fervently  in  prayer  about  four  hours  before 
he  expired.    Ho  died  without  a  struggle  or  a  groan. 

To-day  his  remains  were  interred  in  the  chancel  of  St. 
Paul's  church — a  church  which  was  built  under  his  inspection, 
consecrated  by  him  to  the  service  of  Almighty  God,  and 
where  he  preached  his  last  sermon  on  Sunday,  February  twen- 
ty-thinl,  two  days  before  he  was  seized  by  his  last  illness* 

Blessed  are  the  dead  which  die  in  the  Lord^  for  they  rest 
from  their  labors^  and  their  warks  do  foUow  them^ 

March  8. — ^Tms  day,  between  the  hours  of  twelve  and  one 
0  clock,  Brint  Debadce,  a  soldier  belonging  to  the  tenth  Penn- 
sylvania regiment,  was  shot  upon  the  commons  in  ^^^^  Debadee 
Philadelphia,  pursuant  to  the  sentence  of  a  gen-  ^**®^ 
eral  court-martial.  This  unhappy  man  was  in  his  twenty- 
fourth  year,  in  the  vigor  of  life,  and  it  is  hoped  his  untimely 
and  dreadful  end  will  be  a  warning  to  others,  who,  when  they 
desert,  not  only  defraud  their  officer  and  abuse  their  country, 
but  are  also  guilty  of  the  dreadful  and  heinous  crime  of  per- 
jury. Of  his  past  misconduct  he  appeared  very  sensible,  and 
behaved  in  his  last  moments  with  great  resignation  and  calm- 
ness, declaring  that  he  sincerely  forgave  all  his  enemies,  and 
hoped  that  his  example  would  be  serviceable  to  some  of  his 
thoughtless  brother  soldiers.  He  was  attended  by  the  Eev. 
Mr.  Coombe,  and  the  Eev.  Mr.  Eogers.  The  last  gentleman, 
being  a  chaplain  in  the  service,  delivered  to  the  soldiers  pres- 
ent a  pathetic  address,  suitable  to  the  melancholy  occasion.' 

March  9. — Yesterday,  the  British,  supposed  to  be  about 
three  thousand,  came  out  from  Amboy,  and  posted  themselves 
on  Punk  IDU.  They  brought  artillery  and  ^  ^^^^^y^^j^^ct 
number  of  wagons,  as  if  to  forage,  though  there  ""*'  ^^^  •^*'*®^- 
were  none  left  in  that  neighborhood  worth  notice.  General 
Maxwell,  with  the  troops  under  his  command,  was  on  a  rising 
groxmd  to  the  northward,  in  plain  view,  though  at  a  good  dis- 
tance.    The  enemy  were  too  well  situated  to  be  attacked.

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Muxwell  Bent  a  party  to  tlii^  lut^  to  itiiiueo  tiietn,  while  his  real 

design  was  to  tho  riglit,  on  tlie  iieights  towards  Bonamtown. 
IIu  sent  a  strong  party  tliat  way  to  examine  their  lines,  if  they 
had  any,  and  to  fall  in  near  tlie  end  of  them,  that  he  laight 
fall  on  tlicir  flank ;  tliia  was  performed  hy  part,  of  Colonel 
Pottor's  hattaliou  of  Pennsylvania  militia,  and  ]>art  of  Colo- 
nel Thacher's  New  England  troops.  Colonel  Cook,  of  the 
I'ennyylvanians,  had  been  ordered  from  Matucliin  to  come 
down  on  Carman's  Hill,  and  keep  along  the  hcighte  till  he  met 
the  enemj-.  About  half  a  mile  lower  down,  between  Car* 
man's  Hill,  and  Woodbridge,  the  two  parties  being  joinod,  met 
a  strong  advanced  party  of  the  enemy.  On  tho  first  firing, 
Colonel  Martin  and  Lientcn ant-Colonel  Lindley  were  sent  to 
Biijijiort  them ;  tliey  all  behaved  well  and  kept  tlieJr  gronnd 
till  they  were  supported  from  tho  main  body,  which  immedi- 
ately marched  tliat  way.  The  enemy  also  sent  oat  a  rdnfoiee- 
mciit,  but  on  another  regiment  of  Americans  being  sent  on 
the  lelt  to  cut  them  off  from  their  main  body,  the  party  gave 
vrny  in  great  eoiifiiiiion,  and  the  flaiiie  catt-liiiig  their  jnaiii 
body,  all  went  together.  Our  jieople  pursued  thciu  and  took 
a  prisoiiei-  and  a  baggage  wagon  elii>e  in  their  rear,  u  good  way 
down  in  the  (ihiiu  ground,  Bonamtown  lay  too  near  on  the 
right,  and  a  plain,  open  ground  towaiils  Aniboy,  to  pursue  t'ar. 
Tliey  left  four  dead  on  the  field,  and  we  took  three  prisoner:'. 
By  the  quantity  tliey  earned  oft'  in  tAt^'h  and  wagons,  it  i? 
supposed  they  had  near  twenty  killed,  and  twice  that  number 
woniided.

we  may  read  that  (iod  rested  from  his  work  the 
seventh  day,  that  the  seventh  day  is  the  Sabbath,  of  the  seventh 
year  of  release,  of  seven  times  seven  being  the  year  of  the  ju- 
bilee, of  seven  vials,  seven  trumpets,  seven  golden  candlesticks, 
and  of  the  seven  spirits  of  God.  In  civil  story,  too,  the  number 
seven  is  distinguished.  Witness  the  seven  wonders  of  the 
world,  seven  wise  men  of  Greece,  and  the  seven  champions  of 
Christendom.  Seven  days  make  a  week  ;  tlie  seventh  son  is 
of  course  a  doctor,  and  nine  sevens  form  the  grand  climacteric 
year.  If  there  should  be,  indeed,  any  peculiar  significancy  in 
the  number  seven,  which  I  believe  no  one  will  be  hardy  enough 
to  dispute,  the  oftener  that  number  occurs  in  any  subject,  es- 
pecially in  dates  and  eras,  the  more  significant  and  important 
must  be  the  subject,  date,  or  era ;  from  hence  the  importance 
of  the  present  year,  in  which  three  sevens  unite,  may  be  fairly 
deduced. 

I  have  been  led  to  these  reflections  by  a  tradition  which 
hath  been  handed  down  from  the  first  settlement  of  New  Eng- 
land :  that  when  three  sevens  should  meet  in  the  date  of  the 
year,  the  American  colonics  would  become  independent  States ; 
and  a  prophecy  that  was  some  years  ago  published — that  in 
the  year  1777  there  would  be  war  throughout  Europe.  Wheth- 
er appearances  favor  tliis  last  prophecy  or  not,  let  those  say 
who  are  better  acquainted  with  the  European  States  than  1 
am,  and  know  how  the  war  between  the  United  States  of 
America  and  Great  Britain  will  affect  them ;  but  a  great 
number  of  circumstances  concur  to  countenance  the  prophecy 
respecting  the  establishment  of  American  Independency,  which 
are  too  obvious  to  be  mentioned. 

I  cannot,  however,  leave  this  subject  without  acknowledg- 
ing my  great  obligations  to  an  ingenious  gentleman,  who  is 
deeply  read  in  prophecies,  for  furnishing  me  with  the  follow- 
ing prophecy,  which  relates  directly  to  my  subject,  and  had 
escaped  my  observation.  Alexander  Pedan,  an  eminent 
Scotch  divine,  not  more  remarkable  for  his  piety  and  suffer- 
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inge  tlifui  tiifl  spirit  of  prophecy,  Imtli  left  it  on  record,  that 
when  tliree  Bcvene  ohoiild  niett,  a  star  of  tlie  first  lustre  and 
magnitude  would  fall  from  the  crown  of  Great  Britain.  Moat 
propLeciea  are  delivered  in  enigmatical  temiB,  which  time  onlj 
can  develop.  Ilowevor,  may  we  not  conjecture  that  the  noted 
divine,  Alexander  Pcdaii,  had  in  idea  tlio  present  year?  And 
doc«  it  require  much  bkill  in  enigmatical  learning  to  &n 
tlirough  these  propheeieu,  and  t*i  eoucludc,  with  a  degree  of 
eonfidcnce,  that  this  very  year,  1777,  will  he  the  grand  jubilee 
of  American  Freedom  and  Independency  ?

It  is 
that  sixty  thousand  ban-els  of  lamp  black  be  inniiediately 
bought  in  Russia,  Pnissia,  or  Scotland,  and  that  it  be  sent  on 
or  before  midsiiinmer  day  to  the  respective  coloTiies ;  that

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Masoh  17. — ^Last  night,  a  detachment  of  the  Queen's  rang- 
ers, and  New  York  companies,  with  twenty  of  the  Hessian 
troops,  and  a  subaltern,  under  the  command  of  pj .  ^  ^^  vrud'% 
Captains  John  Eranden  and  Archibald  Campbell,  ^®'^ 
were  ordered  out  from  New  York  to  attack  a  party  of  the  rebels 
at  De  Lancey's  Mills,  in  Westchester  county ;  but  they  having 
intelligence  of  the  movement  of  our  detachment,  fled  to  the 
house  of  Stephen  Ward,  about  nine  miles  north  from  Kings- 
bridge,  where  the  party  attacked  them,  about  nine  o'clock  at 
night,  killed  between  forty  and  fifty,  and  took  twenty-seven 
prisoners,  amongst  whom  were  a  major,  a  captain,  (wounded,) 
and  a  forage-master.  They  brought  off  at  the  same  time 
twenty-four  head  of  cattle,  and  four  horses,  part  of  which  the 
rebels  had  robbed  the  friends  of  government  of  that  day. 
Our  loss  would  have  been  very  inconsiderable,  had  it  not  been 
for  the  death  of  the  brave  Campbell,  who,  after  the  villains 
had  begged  for  quarters,  went  into  the  house,  and  was  imme- 
diately shot  through  the  heart.  We  had  five  privates  killed 
on  the  spot,  and  six  wounded,  one  of  whom  is  since  dead.' 

March  20. — ^Tms  morning,  a  young  woman  passing  an  evac- 
uated house  in  Woodbridge,  New  Jersey,  saw  through  the 
window  a  dninken  Hessian  soldier,  who  had  straggled  from 
his  party.  There  being  no  men  within  less  than  a  mile  of  the 
town,  she  went  home,  dressed  herself  in  man's  apparel,  and 
armed  with  an  old  firelock,  returned  to  the  house,  entered  it, 
and  took  the  Hessian  prisoner,  whom  she  soon  stripped  of  his 
arms  and  was  leading  off,  when  she  fell  in  with  the  patrol 
guard  of  a  New  Jersey  regiment,  stationed  near  Woodbridge, 
to  whom  she  delivered  her  prisoner.* 

March  27. — ^Tiie  American  post  at  Pcekskill,  Kew  York, 
since  the  removal  of  the  militia  of  the  Eastern  States,  has 
been  in  a  manner  in  a  defenceless  situation,  there      ^^^^^^^  ^„ 
being  only  part  of  two  regiments  stationed  there,  P»^'-*tbkiii,N.  "i.

:iiiil  military  stores,  his  advani'cd  guard  being  stntionod  at 
(iiui'tlandt's  house,  iu  the  valley.  The  enemy  the  eamc  cl*y 
iiiok  poeecssion  of  tlie  village,  and  remained  do&e  in  their 
ijuartere  ontil  the  next  daj  in  the  afternoon,  -Khva  a  party  of 
them,  consisting  of  about  two  hniidrcd  men,  |TOBsessed  them-

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Lind  by  our  men,  and  no  other  stock  than  about  forty  sheep, 
and  eight  or  ten  head  of  cattle,  with  which  they  were  supplied 
by  our  good  friends,  the  Tories.  Never  did  troops  exhibit 
Inore  firmness  and  resolution  than  did  our  army  on  this  occa- 
sion. Notwithstanding  the  disparity  of  numbers  was  great, 
and  the  measure  absolutely  necessary,  it  was  with  the  utmost 
reluctance  they  retired  to  the  pass.  As  usual,  tliese  heroes  of 
Britain  have  burnt  some  houses,  plundered  the  inhabitants  of 
what  tliey  could  conveniently  take  witli  them,  frightened  the 
women  and  children,  and  raised  the  spirits  of  tlieir  Tory 
brethren  in  that  quarter ;  but  which,  alas !  as  is  always  the 
case  when  unnaturally  elevated,  are  now  again  proportionately 
depressed.* 

A  British  officer  in  tliis  expedition  gives  another  account 
of  it : — On  Saturday  last  and  the  two  following  days,  an 
important  enterprise  was  eflfected  •  upon  a  largo  magazine, 
whicli  the  rebels  had  formed  at  Peekskill,  near  British  account  of 
the  Highlands,  under  the  conduct  of  Colonel  Peekskui. 
Bird  and  Major  Hope,  assisted  by  Lieutenant  Dumford  of 
the  Engineers,  with  only  five  hundred  men.  Tlie  troops  were 
embarked  on  board  four  transports  on  Saturday,  with  every 
precaution  of  secrecy  as  to  their  destination,  and  proceeded 
up  the  North  Kiver  under  the  convoy  of  the  Brune  frigate, 
Captain  Ferguson,  and  an  armed  galley.  Tliey  came  upon 
the  rebels,  ahnost  unapprised  of  the  adventure,  on  the 
Sunday  afternoon,  who  soon  ran  away  from  their  post,  (though 
they  were  at  least  equal  to  the  troops  in  number,)  with  the 
greatest  precipitation.  Before  they  quitted  the  spot,  they 
set  fire  to  the  mills  up  Gregory's  Creek,  in  which  were 
stored  above  five  hundred  barrels  of  flour,  and  eighty 
hogsheads  of  rum,  also  to  two  large  storehouses  containing 
an  immense  quantity  of  military  stores ;  and  to  tlieir  forage 
yard,  with  all  the  hay,  straw,  and  com.  They  likewise  staved 
a  great  number  of  hogsheads  of  rum,  during  the  aj^proach 
of  the  ships. 

Immediately  upon  landing,  the  troops  advanced  to  the  ex-

Many  casks  of  tal- 
h>v.\  boxes  of  candles,  hotheads  of  molasses,  abotit  a  dozen 
(-;i-ili3  of  coffee,  some  boxes  of  chocolate,  chests  of  arms,  a 
Uiv  stores,  thirty  casks  of  nails,  twenty  boxes  of  grape  ehcAf. 
nii'l  ft  large  qnantity  of  bar  and  slit  iron,  were  either  couve; 
til  tlic  ships,  or  entirely  destroyed.  Tlie  ctinip  eqnipao-e. 
lon;;ing  to  McDougal,  who  commands  the  rebels  in  that  qnar- 
ter,  was  ill  part  iK'^troyeil,  and  in  part  liroujxht  away,  with 
f^niiie  officers'  iiiiitVinii>,  iiml  enluiv.  In  the  eniitlajTratioii. 
wliieh  with  such  a  collcetinii  .>t'  cimilnistililc  matters  may  lie 
easily  imairiiied  to  have  been  prmli^'ions,  a  large  ijiuuitity  uf 
bark  for  tannin:.',  and  of  leather  fer  .-hoc-  ami  ntlier  ]*iirp->>e>, 
w!is  coiiMime'l.  Til  short,  the  destnieti..ii  was  complete  nrA 
effectual,  scarce  any  thing  e^cajiing  that  could  bo  of  n^^e  either 
to  tlic  troops  ..f  ti>  tlic  reiicis.  Several  sloops  ami  1  mars  were 
likewise  destroye.l.  ami  others  brought  off  laden  with  SMineof 
the  iiio;-t  valuable  articles.  A  tine  twelve-p. Hinder,  wiiidi  the 
rebels  had  placed  there,  was  disinonnted.  and  left  wiihoni  its 
tnmtii.iTis.  TIio  whole  affair  was  carried  on  with  the  nlnio>t 
s]iirit  and  hannony.  and  to  the  liomT  „f  the  soldiers  it  may  \<o 
said,  that  not  one  of  them,  among  the  streams  of  rum  that  nm 
about  ill  every  fjuarter.  was  in  tlic  least  disordered  in  his  diitv. 
Tliey  imly  expressed  their  ilisa|ipoiiitineiit  in  iii-t  having  bad 
a  brush  with  the  rebols.  Xofhing  roiiM  exceed  the  co.i|  inlro- 
pidity  and  precantii^ns  of  the  commanding  otlieers  tlirongheul 
the  entei'jirise,  nor  llic  alacrity  and  vigor  of  ilie  wli.-lc  party. 
Not  a  man  was  lost  or  hurt  itjion  the  occasion.  Tho  sailors 
performed  their  i)nrt  with  eijual  spirit,  ami  as  British  seamen 
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aro  used  to  do.  The  loss  of  the  rebels  cannot  be  easily  calcu- 
lated ;  their  disappointment  and  want,  in  consequence  of  it, 
may  be  more  easily  guessed  at,  and  the  more,  as  that  loss  is 
now  irreparable/ 

March  31. — ^Tms  day,  James  Molesworth,  a  spy,  was  exe- 
cuted on  the  commons  near  Philadelphia.  It  appears  by  sun- 
dry evidences,  and  his  own  confession,  that  he  had  been  sent 
from  New  York  to  procure  pilots  for  conducting  the  Bntish 
fleet  up  the  river  Delaware*

YoBterday,  a  Connecticut  pareon,  with  a  parcel  of  the  1 
money  in  one  of  his  nux'caeins,  was  taken  at  Kingsbridge  and 
brought  into  New  York.  lie  \v;is  this  morning  obliged  to 
chew  lip  all  the  money,  iuid  deelare,  iu  the  pre^enee  of  a  large 
iissemblage  of  penple,  that  he  will  not  again  jiray  for  tlio  Con- 
gress, or  theil  loer  of  dirty  work,  ilr.  AVasbingtoii  ;  on  the 
eoucluslon  i.f  which  '„.  -t  at  liburty,  with  orders  not  to 

go  above  the  third  liTie.  .iic  i.~  an  obstinate  hypoerlto.  but 
will  now  have  plenty  ul'  time  fur  psahnodv  and  rejieutaneo.

Armi.  T). — Last  Thursday,  a  party  of  rebels,  iinder  the 
eonniiaiid  of  one  George  ISahuock,  eanie  into  the  hou.-e  of  Mr. 
.\(r.ir.«s..rih  ('''^'''ii's  Sloeum,  at  Xorth  Xingstwi.'  His  suu 
**"■'"■'"'  "■  '•  eoming  to  the  door,  was  immediately  eolbired  by 
one  of  the  banditti.  Young  Sloenm  i-lenehed  with  him,  ami 
would  soon  have  made  Iiini  rejient  his  rashness,  Iiad  it  not 
been  for  the  interforenec  of  the  rest  of  the  gang.  ]Iis  father, 
seeing  the  scnftle,  came  out  of  the  house  to  inteiiere  iii  behalf 
of  his  son,  M*hen  the  iulamons  Babeoek  discharged  a  pistol  at 
him.     Tlie  ball  entered  a  little  below  his  heart,  and  he  died  in

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about  three  hours.  Not  content  with  the  misery  they  had  al- 
ready occasioned  to  this  unhappy  family,  they  took  both  his 
sons  and  dragged  them  before  their  assembly,  who,  in  their 
clemency,  permitted  them  to  return  under  a  strong  guard  to 
attend  the  funeral  of  their  murdered  father.  The  mourning 
relatives  were  accordingly  escorted  to  the  grave  by  this  un- 
feeling clan,  who  immediately  upon  their  return  home,  carried 
both  the  young  men  off  to  Providence  jail.  This  unparalleled 
barbarity  is  said  to  be  occasioned  by  the  information  of  some 
villain  that  has  escaped  from  Newport. 

Every  breast  susceptible  of  the  miseries  of  its  fellow  crea- 
tures must  feel  for  this  unhappy  family — a  husband  murdered ! 
a  number  of  orphan  children  deprived  of  him  to  whom  they 
were  wont  to  look  up  for  support ;  and  to  complete  the  tragic 
scene,  two  sons,  whose  presence  at  home  might  in  some  meas- 
ure have  alleviated  the  loss  of  their  parent,  are  likewise  torn 
from  their  wives,  expecting  soon  to  share  the  same  cruel  fate. 
And  all  this  performed  by  men  who  have  decorated  their  stand- 
ard Avith  the  specious  names  of  Liberty  and  Justice? 

April  14. — Day  before  yesterdav.  General  Lord  Comwal- 
lis,  Generals  Grant  and  Matth  ii  the  first  battalion  of 

grenadiers,  one  battalion  of  light  infantry,  a  de-  skirmish  at 
tachment  of  the  guards,  the  light  horse,  two  bat-  Bo'»°dt>«>ok. 
talions  of  Hessians,  and  the  Yagers,  commanded  by  Colonel 
Donop,  marched  from  New  Brunswick,  in  New  Jersey,  be- 
tween eight  and  nine  o'clock  at  night,  in  order  to  surprise 
a  large  body  of  the  rebels  stationed  at  Boundbrook,  seven 
miles  distance  from  that  city,  commanded  by  a  General  Lin- 
coln. The  expedition  was  conducted  witli  so  much  secrecy 
that  scarce  any  of  the  inhabitants  knew  of  the  departiu-e  of 
the  troops  till  Sunday  morning.  They  avoided  the  roads,  and 
got  close  to  the  rebel  intrenchments  before  day ;  heard  the 
sentinels  cry  "  All's  well,"  and  were  ordered  to  lie  on  their 
arms  till  the  rebels  should  fire  their  morning  gim.  The  order 
being  given  for  the  attack,  their  troops  rushed  on  with  their

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usual  intrepidity,  and  put  tlic  rebels  to  flight,  tiUetl  QpwardK 
of  one  himdred,  took  seventy -tliroe  prisoiiera,  (among  wIkwii 
was  one  of  Lincoln's  aide-tlc-eamps,  one  captain,  one  lieuten- 
ant, and  a  man  in  iron;S,  GententTcd  by  the  rcliela  to  be  ehot,) 
three  braes  cannon,  a  quantity  of  anus,  two  wagons  loaded 
witli  aniniiinition,  a  number  of  horses,  one  litindrod  and  twen- 
ty Iiead  of  catUo,  aheep,  bogs,  &c.,  besides  destroying  three 
hundred  barrels  of  flour,  several  hogsheads  of  whiskey  and 
New  England  rnui,  with  sundry  other  articles  that  the  flourish- 
ing States  cannot  very  well  spare.  The  troops  returned  on 
Sunday  forenoon,  aud  the  rebels  crawled  back  to  Boundbrook. 
on  their  departure.  Our  loss  was  one  man  killed,  and  two 
Yagers  wounded. 

Many  of  thp  friends  of  government  availed  themselTee  of 
the  confusion  tlie  rebels  were  thrown  in  by  the  above  disaster, 
and  came  into  Brunswick  with  the  troops  ;  several  of  the  i-eb- 
elfi  enibraeed  the  same  opportunity,  and  brought  in  their  arms. 

It  ia  said  that  the  rebel  general  had  not  time  to  collect  his 
elotlies,  liis  safety  requiring  his  utmost  dexterity  and  swiftness. 

Tlic  prisoners  were  brought  to  Now  York  to-day,  and  are 
lodged  in  gaol  with  tlieir  wretched  brethren.' 

The  hitc  proclamation,  issued  by  Sir  William  Howe,  we

Above 
one  hundred  of  the  rebels  were  killed,  eigbty-fiTC  taken  prisoners,  among  whom 
was  a  fellow  w!io  passed  for  Lincoln's  aidc-de-cimp,  oud  two  others  under  Ihc 
style  of  oflicers.  The  rebels  taken  hare  been  brought  (o  towu,  and  are  the  most 
misorablc  looking  croiturcs  that  ever  bore  the  name  of  soldiers,  being  covered 
with  DOlhing  but  rags  and  vermin.  Three  brass  field-pieces,  muskcis,  ammuDition, 
camp  equipage,  papers,  several  horses,  near  two  hundred  head  of  cattle,  with 
ehcep,  hogs,  rum,  flour,  bread,  ie.,  were  chiefly  brought  away,  and  the  rest,  sach 
as  the  rum  and  salted  provisions,  being  very  bad,  wore  destroyed." — Oaint'i 
Mermry,  April  21. 
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hear,  has  been  read  to  the  several  corps  in  the  rebel  army,  by 
their  respective  leaders,  who  strove  to  show  them  that  the  de- 
sign of  it  was  to  lead  them  to  bondage  and  destrac-  Hngh  Game's 
tion,  to  alienate  them  from  their  allegiance  to  Mes-  Crfudsms. 
sieurs  John  Hancock^  Samuel  Adams^  and  the  other  members 
of  the  Congress,  and  to  bring  them  out  of  their  present  state 
of  happiness  and  freedom.  Many  and  wonderful  were  the 
speeches  made  upon  this  occasion,  all  founded  upon  an  evident 
fear  lest  their  poor  deluded  followers  should  see  and  think  for 
themselves.  Their  fear  seems  to  have  been  just ;  for  many,  in 
following  their  own  senses,  have  quitted  the  desperate  and 
wicked  cause  they  have  been  engaged  in,  and  have  brought  in 
(some  of  tliem  at  least)  two  or  three  muskets  apiece,  for  which 
they  have  been  handsomely  paid  in  silver  dollars.*  Some 
whole  companies  have  come  in,  and  particularly  from  the 
northward.  A  party  of  them  who  came  up  a  few  days  since 
from  Amboy,  in  order  to  join  the  royal  provincials,  were  as- 
tonished to  sec  any  ships  in  New  York  harbor,  as  it  had 
been  industriously  reported  among  the  rebels  that  they  were 
all  sailed  for  England,  and  that  the  troops  were  to  quit  the 
colonies  as  soon  as  fresh  ships  could  arrive  to  carry  them  home. 
A  very  few  weeks  will  convict  these  impostors  of  their  num- 
berless falsehoods. 

Several  men-of-war,  and  above  one  hundred  transports,  are 
stationed  in  the  North  River.  The  East  River  is  crowded  with 
merchantmen,  prize-vessels,  and  ships  of  all  sorts. 

A  correspondent  remarks,  that  whilst  most  of  the  other 
seaport  towns  and  colonies  groan  under  the  deamess  of  provis- 
ions, and  the  common  necessaries  of  life,  New  York  is  supplied, 
at  very  little  more  than  the  usual  rate  in  tliis  season  of  the  year, 
with  every  species  of  food  and  all  kinds  of  clothmg  and  dry 
goods. 

The  Philadelphia  newspapers  are  stuffed  with  continual

The  following  tnaj 
(icrvc  for  a  Bpecimeu,  taken  from  tbo  Pcnnnylrania  t/utintai 
of  ttie  Becond  of  April.  In  a  skirmisli,  wliicii  is  etalcd  to  hitTe 
!L;i[ipened  near  Quibbletown  on  tLa  twenty-fourth  of  March, 
lliL'v  say  the  British  "  muBt  have  lost  eomc  men,  as  thoy  vera 
SLID  carrying  them  off  in  the  time  of  action,  which  happonod 
within  half  a  mile  of  their  hreastworks.  "We  had  two  rifles 
hnikc,  bnt  not  a  man  hurt  in  this  Bkinuiali ;  an  evident  proof, 
thtit  Pro\-idence  Bliields  the  juet  and  hrave,  (tliey  mean  tbcni- 
Eolves,)  for  we  forced  them  from  an  jvdviintageoiifl  wood,  who* 
they  were  posted  behind  trees  and  oiir  people  entirely  exposed 
in  nn  open  fiold.

Sonic  diiys  nfjo,  the  d!iii<rlit('r  of  Air,  Jonathan  KnifRn,  of 
Kyo,  in  Ciinneetieut,  wa^  umnlereil  l)y  a  pnrty  of  reluls  nenr 
or  njion  Budd's  Xfck.  t^liu  w;t>  carryiiig  :;oinc  clothes  to  lier 
father  in  eoiiipinv  of  two  men  who  luid  the  charge  of  a  herd 
of  cattle.  They  were  llred  upon  by  the  rebels  fiCiii  behind  a 
stoue  wall.  The  po<ir  voniig  woman  received  a  ball  in  her 
hea<l,  of  which  .-lie  in.t-mtly  died.  Tlic  men  escaped  urdmrt.

Yet  the  otHecr  (so  called)  who 
commanded  tlic  party,  and  who  is  ^aid  to  be  .1  colonel  among 
the  rebels,  gU.vicd  in  the  cxpluit,  and  swore  it  was  better  lo  hill 
one  woman  than  two  men ;  ad<ling,  moreover,  that  he  would 
put  both  man  and  "'lunan  to  death,  win)  should  presume  to 
cultivate  their  farms  or  their  gardens  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Rye  tliis  spring.' 

TnEtE  men-of-war  have  sailed   up   the  Delaware,  and  au- 
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chored  off  Reedy  Island.  This  has  thrown  all  the  rebellious 
part  of  Philadelphia,  with  the  congress  at  their  head,  into  the 
utmost  perturbation.  Handbills  have  been  distributed  to 
implore  the  people  to  assemble  in  arms  against  the  troops  of 
their  sovereign,  but  it  won't  do.  The  people  begin  to  see  the 
baseness  and  villany  of  their  leaders,  and  think  it  high  time  to 
take  care  of  themselves.  Some  of  the  New  England  and  other 
people  who  do  not  belong  to  the  province,  have  attempted  to 
bum  the  city,  and  actually  did  set  it  on  fire  in  two  places- 
This  has  induced  the  Quakers  and  other  inhabitants  to  mount 
guard  every  night  for  the  preservation  of  their  property  from 
destruction  by  these  lawless  incendiaries.' 

April  18. — ^The  committee  appointed  by  Congress  some 
time  ago  to  inquire  into  the  conduct  of  the  British  troops  in 
their  different  marches  through  New  York  and  R^portonthe 
New  Jersey,  have  to-day  reported  : — ^That  in  every  Brituh. 
place  where  the  enemy  has  been,  there  are  heavy  complaints 
of  oppression,  injury,  and  insult,  suffered  by  the  inhabitants, 
from  officers,  soldiers,  and  Americans  disaffected  to  their  coun- 
try's cause. 

The  committee  found  these  complaints  so  greatly  diversi- 
fied, that  as  it  was  impossible  to  enumerate  them,  so  it  appear- 
ed exceedingly  difficult  to  give  a  distinct  and  comprehensive 
view  of  them,  or  such  an  account  as  would  not  appear  ex- 
tremely defective  when  read  by  unhappy  sufferers  or  the  coun- 
try in  general.  In  order,  however,  in  some  degree  to  answer  the 
design  of  their  appointment,  they  determined  to  divide  the  ob- 
ject of  their  inquiry  into  the  following  parts,  and  briefly  state 
what  they  found  to  be  the  truth  upon  each. 

First : — The  wanton  and  oppressive  devastation  of  the 
country^  and  detraction  of  property. 

The  whole  track  of  the  British  army  is  marked  with  desola- 
tion, and  a  wanton  destruction  of  property,  particularly  through 
Westchester  county,  in  the  State  of  New  York,  the  towns  of

It  deser^-cs  notice,  th»t  though  theie  are  many  instances  rf' J 
rnL'i '  and  vengeance  again^  particular  persons,  yet  the  deetrma 
li'iu  was  very  general   and  often  undietingnishcd ;  those  w&d>l 
siilitnitted  and  took  protectiont:,  and  ^ome  who  were  known  Ml 
f:ivur  them,  having  frequently  suffered  in  the  common  miKl 
riaces  and  things  which  from  their  public  nature  and  geuenlj 
utility  ehoidd  have  been  spared  by  civilized  people,  have  beo'l 
(li'htroyed  or  plundered,  or  both.     Bnt  above  all,  places  otfl 
wiirship,  ministers,  and  other  religious  i>ersi.>ns  of  some  partic- 
uliir  Protestant  denominations,  seem  to  have  been  treated  with 
tl'.c  mi>:it  nun'uroiis  liiitn.'il,   :iinl  ;it  the  same  time  with  the 
highest  euuti.-THi.t.

and  niiii'ki'ry  of  British  and  fureiirii  mercenaries.  Jriiltitiidc; 
died  in  prisuii.  'Wliin  they  were  sent  out,  several  died  in  ho- 
ing  carried  fmrn  the  lioats  on  sliurc.  or  upon  the  road  attempt- 
ing to  go  home.  The  connuittee,  in  the  course  of  their  iiuiui- 
ry,  learned  that  sometimes  tin-  conimou  soldiers  expresscil 
symjiathy  with  the  iinMHiers,  and  tlie  foreigners  more  tliau 
the  Kngiish.  But  tlils  was  seldom  or  never  the  ease  with  the 
officci-s  ;  nor  have  they  been  able  to  hear  of  any  charitable  as- 
Bistunce  given  them  by  the  inhabitants  whorcmaincil  in  or  re- 
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sorted  to  the  city  of  New  York,  which  neglect,  if  universal, 
they  believe  was  never  known  to  happen  in  any  similar  case 
in  a  Christian  country. 

Third  : — The  savage  hutchery  of  those  who  had  submitted^ 
and  were  incapdUe  of  resistance. 

The  committee  foimd  it  to  be  the  general  opinion  of  the 
people  in  the  neighborhood  of  Trenton  and  Princeton,  that 
the  British,  the  day  before  the  battle  of  Princeton,  had  deter- 
mined to  give  no  quarter.  They  did  not,  however,  obtain  any 
clear  proof  that  there  were  general  orders  for  that  purpose,  but 
the  treatment  of  several  particular  persons  at  and  since  that 
time,  has  been  of  the  most  shocking  kind,  and  gives  too  much 
countenance  to  the  supposition.  Officers  woxmded  and  dis- 
abled, some  of  them  of  the  first  rank,  were  barbarously  man- 
gled or  put  to  death.  A  minister  of  the  gospel,  who  neither 
was  nor  had  been  in  arms,  was  massacred  in  cold  blood  at 
Trenton,  though  humbly  supplicating  for  mercy.* 

Fourth : — The  lust  and  brutality  of  the  soldiers  in  abusing 
women. 

The  committee  had  authentic  information  of  many  in- 
stances of  the  most  indecent  treatment  and  actual  ravislmient 
of  married  and  single  women  ;  but  such  is  the  nature  of  that 
most  irreparable  injury,  that  the  persons  suffering  it,  though 
perfectly  innocent,  look  upon  it  as  a  kind  of  reproach  to  have 
the  facts  related,  and  their  names  known.     Some  complaints 

'  The  following  circnmstanccs  rclatiTe  to  the  death  of  the  Reyerend  Mr.  Rose- 
burgh,  chaplain  to  a  battalion  of  the  Pennsylyania  militia,  who  was  killed  at 
Trenton,  on  the  evening  of  the  second  of  January,  are  given  in  the  affidavit  of 
the  Reverend  George  Duffield : — "  As  a  party  of  Hessian  Jagers  marched  down 
the  back  of  the  town  after  the  Americans  had  retreated,  they  fell  in  with  him, 
when  he  surrendered  himself  a  prisoner;  notwithstanding  which,  one  of  them 
struck  him  on  the  head  with  a  sword  or  cutlass,  and  then  stabbed  him  several 
times  with  a  bayonet,  whilst  imploring  mercy  and  begging  his  life  at  their  hands." 
This  account  was  given  by  a  Hessian,  who  said  that  he  had  killed  him,  (save  only 
that  he  did  not  know  Mr.  Roscburgh^s  name,  but  called  him  a  damfCd  rebel  min- 
ister^) and  that  Cortlandt  Skinner,  and  several  other  officers  who  were  present  at 
the  relation  of  the  fact,  highly  applauded  the  perpetrator  for  what  he  had  done. 
Alter  he  was  thus  massacred  he  was  stripped  naked,  and  in  that  condition  left 
lying  in  an  open  field,  till  taken  up  and  buried  near  the  place  by  some  of  the  in- 
habitants.— Pennsylvania  Evening  Post^  April  29. 
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wcie  made  to  tlie  commanding  officers  on  tliis  Bubjeet,  and  ooo 
iitlidiivit  made  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  bnt  the  committee 
loiilrl  not  learn  tliat  any  eatisfactioii  was  ever  given,  or  pimifih- 
iiiLiit  inflicted,  except  that  one  eoldier  in  Pcnninglou  wa*  kept 
ill  custody  for  part  of  a  day. 

On  the  whole,  the  committee  ai-e  sorry  to  Bay  that  the  «y 
iif  luirbarity  and  cmelty  is  bnt  too  well  founded;  and  as  in 
<'uTiver6ation  those  who  arc  cool  to  tlie  American  casec,  have 
nothing  to  oppose  to  the  facts  but  their  being  incrediblo  ud 
not  like  what  they  are  pleoeod  to  style  the  gencroeilT  and  cfem- 
ciK  y  of  the  English  nation,  the  coniniittco  beg  leave  to  obeemt 
tli^it  one  of  the  circiunstances  most  f reqneiitiy  occurring  in  tl»e 
iiijuirj-,  was  the  opprobrious,  disdainful  names  given  to  Ibc 
Anioricans.  These  do  not  need  any  proof,  as  theyoecnr  eo  I 
I'lKjiientlyin  the  newspapers  printed  under  their  direction,  and  ^ 
in  riiG  intercepted  Itittoi-s  of  tlio^e  whn  are  ofSeer;,  and  caQ  ^ 
themselves  gentlemen.  It  is  easy,  therefore,  to  see  what  mnet 
be  tlie  eoiKbict  of  !i  ^uldierv  ■rrcedy  nf  prey,  towards  a  people 
wlinni  tlicy  iiavc  been  taiiirlit  Ui  lo-ik  npi>ii,  not  ii?  freemen 
defemlin;^  tiieir  riL'lit:;  tm  prini'!]ib',  bnt  a^  de^poradoes  aud 
profiiirates.  wliu  liiive  risen  nji  ;i,i.Min^t  linv  ami  onlcr  in  gen- 
eral, and  M-isli  tho  subversion  of  ^^^K-iety  it.-elf.  Tliii  is  the 
iiio,-t  eiiiiritable  and  candid  manner  in  ivhieh  the  connnitteo 
can  account  for  the  nielaiu-]i<i]y  tiuths  wliivli  they  have  been 
obliiTcd  to  report.  Indeed,  the  same  deliidiiiir  i.rincij.lo  seems 
to  govern  persons  and  bu.lies  of  ibe  bii'lust  rank  in  Britain; 
for  it  is  worthy  of  notiee  that  nut  ]ianiphleleors  onlv.  but 
King  aii.l  rarlianiciit.  constantly  eull  ibo^.  acts  AH/ty,\vhieli 
OH  tlioir  first  publieatiun  lillnl  tins  wliole  continent  with  re- 
setittnnit  and  horror.'

A  CORRESPONDENT  in  England  says : — An  American  priva- 
teer was  some  time  since  taken  by  one  of  our  frigates.  She  cai'- 
ried  the  continental  colors,  which  are  thirteen  red  and  white 
stripes ;  but  it  was  observed  tliat  this  privateer  had  but  twelve 
stripes  in  his  colors.  On  being  asked  the  reason,  he  answered 
that  since  we  had  taken  the  province  of  New  York,  the  Con- 
gress had  a  province  less ;  and  that  whenever  they  lost  any  of 
the  provinces,  it  was  their  orders  to  cut  away  one  of  the  stripes 
from  their  colors,  so  that  there  should  be  no  more  stripes  than 
provinces. 

A  gentleman,  who  was  a  prisoner  in  America,  has  brought 
to  Whitehaven,  a  Boston  almanac  for  the  year,  in  which  the 
days  of  his  Majesty's  birth,  accession,  &c.,  are  not  marked  as 
usual,  but  the  particular  days  relative  to  Oliver  Cromwell  in- 
stead of  them.  The  year  is  denoted  by  the  "  first  of  American 
Independence,  which  began  July  4, 1776." ' 

April  30. — ^Last  Friday,  the  twenty-fifth  instant,  twenty- 
six  sail  of  British  ships  appeared  off  Norwalk  Islands,  stand- 
ing in  for  Cedar  Point,  where  they  anchored  at  j^^^^^  ^^ 
four  o'clock  p.  M.,  and  soon  began  landing  troops.  ^*°^^^'  ^o**"- 
By  ten  o'clock  they  had  landed  two  brigades,  consisting  of  up- 
wards of  two  thousand  men,  and  marched  immediately  for 
Danbury,  where  they  arrived  the  next  day  at  two  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon. 

The  handful  of  continental  troops  there  were  obliged  to  evac- 
uate the  town,  having  previously  secured  a  part  of  the  stores 
and  provisions.  Tlie  British,  on  their  arrival,  began  burning 
and  destroying  the  stores,  houses,  provisions,  &c. 

On  their  appearance,  the  country  was  alarmed.  Early  the 
next  morning  Brigadier-General  Silliman,  with  about  five  hun- 
dred militia,  (all  that  were  collected,)  pursued  them.    At  Read-

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iug  lie  was  joined  by  Major-Gtneral  Wooeter,  and  Brigadicp-  , 
General  Arnold.  The  heavy  rnin  all  tLe  nftemoon  retarded 
the  march  of  tlic  Amerieaiis  so  much  that  tliey  did  not  reach 
Bethel  (a  village  two  milcB  from  Danlinry)  till  eleven  o'elock 
Kt  night,  lonch  fati^ed,  and  their  arms  rendered  ugcless  by 
being  wet.  It  waa  tJiought  pnideut  to  refresh  the  men  and 
attack  the  enemy  on  their  return.  Early  the  next  morning, 
(which  proved  rainy,)  the  whole  were  in  motion.  Two  hun- 
dred men  remained  with  General  Wooster,  and  abont  four 
hundred  were  detached  under  General  Arnold  and  General 
Silliman,  on  tho  road  leading  to  Norwalk.  At  nine  o'clock  a. 
H.,  intelligence  was  received  that  the  Brvtieh  liad  taken  the 
road  leading  to  Nonvalk,  of  which  General  Wooster  was  ad- 
vised, and  pursued  them.  Ho  came  up  witli  them  about  eleven 
o'clock,  when  a  smart  Bkirraishing  ensued,  in  -whieh  General 
Wooeter,  who  behaved  with  g^roat  intrepidity,  nnfbrtunately 
received  a  ivwuid  by  a  miisltct  ball  through  the  prnin,  which 
it  is  (eared  will  prove  mortal.  General  Arnold,  by  a  forced 
march  across  the  country,  reached  Kidgeficld  at  eleven  o'clock, 
and  having  posted  his  sinall  parly,  (being  joined  by  about  one 
hundred  men,)  waitw!  the  ai)i>roach  of  the  British,  who  were 
soon  discovered  advancing  in  a  cohimn,  with  three  field-pieces 
in  front  and  tlirce  in  rear,  and  large  flank  guards  of  near  two 
hundred  men  in  each.  At  Jioon  they  began  discharging  their 
artillery,  and  were  soon  within  innsket  shot,  when  a  smart 
action  ensued  between  the  whole,  which  continued  about  an 
hour,  in  which  the  Americans  behaved  with  great  spirit;  hot, 
being  overpowered  by  numbers,  were  obliged  to  give  way, 
though  not  imtil  flic  enemy  were  raising  a  sinall  breastwork, 
thrown  across  the  A^'ay,  at  which  Genci-al  Arnold  had  taken 
post  with  about  two  hundred  men,  (the  rest  of  onr  small  body 
were  posted  on  the  fianlcs,)  who  acted  with  tho  greatest  spirit 
The  general  had  Iiis  horse  shot  under  him,  when  tho  enemy 
were  within  about  ten  yards  of  him,  but  luckily  received  no 
hurt ;  recovering  himself,  he  drew  his  pistol  and  siiot  the  sol- 
dier who  was  advancing  with  his  fixed  bayonet.  He  then  or- 
dered his  troops  to  retreat  through  a  shower  of  sinall  and 
grape  shot.     In  the  action  the  British  suffered  very  considera- 
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bly,. leaving  about  thirty  dead  and  wounded  on  tlio  g^onnd^ 
besides  a  number  unknown  buried.  Hero  we  had  the  niiBfor- 
tune  of  losing  Lieutenant-Colonel  Gold,  one  subaltern,  and 
several  privates  killed  and  wounded.  It  was  found  impossible 
to  rally  our  troops,  and  General  Arnold  ordered  a  stand  to  bo 
made  at  Saugatuck  bridge,  where  it  was  expected  the  enemy 
would  pass. 

At  nine  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  28th,  about  five 
hundred  men  were  collected  at  Saugatuck  bridge,  including 
part  of  the  companies  of  Colonel  Lamb's  battalion  of  artillery, 
with  three  field-pieces,  imder  command  of  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Oswald,  a  field-piece  with  part  of  the  artillery  company  from 
Fairfield,  sixty  continental  troops,  and  three  companies  of  vol- 
unteers from  New  Haven,  with  whom  Generals  Arnold  and 
Silliman  took  post  about  two  miles  above  the  bridge.  Soon 
after  the  enemy  appeared  in  sight,  their  rear  was  atta(;ked  by 
Colonel  Huntington,  (conmianding  a  party  of  about  five  hun- 
dred men,)  who  sent  to  General  Arnold  for  instructions,  and 
for  some  officers  to  assist  him.  General  Silliman  was  ordered 
to  his  assistance.  Tlie  enemy  finding  our  troops  advanta- 
geously posted,  made  a  halt,  and  after  some  little  time  wheeled 
off  to  the  left  and  forderl  Saugatuck  River,  three  miles  above 
the  bridge.  General  Arnold  observing  this  motion,  ordered 
the  whole  to  march  directly  for  the  bridge,  in  order  to  attack 
them  in  the  flank.  General  Silliman  at  the  same  time  to  attack 
their  rear.  Tlie  enemy,  by  nmning  full  speed,  lia^l  j^asse^l  the 
bridge  on  Fairfield  side  with  their  main  body,  before  our  tnKipn 
could  cross  it.  General  Silliman  finding  it  impossible  Vj  over- 
take them  on  their  route,  prfK'eede^l  to  the  bridge,  where  the 
whole  were  forme^l.  Tliey  marched  in  two  columns,  witli  two 
field-pieces  on  the  right,  the  other  on  the  left  of  the  enemy, 
when  a  smart  skirmiohing  and  firing  of  ficrld-pie^ies  euMiu,*^!, 
which  continue^l  about  three  hours.  Tlie  enemy  having  gajn<;'J 
the  high  hill  of  Com[;o,  M.-veral  att^^mpts  were  ma/le  to  dis- 
lodge them,  but  without  (zffcf'A.  Having  land<:^l  a  number  of 
fresh  tro^ips  to  cover  their  embarkation,  which  they  4tiYf:t:UA  a 
little  before  rUT;-^;t.  thr^v  v;t:i(f]n'A  aiK'hor   immedia*elv,  and

The  enemy's  losa  is  judged  to  be  more  than  double  oqi 
iiiiiiiljer,  and  about  twenty  priBouers,  They  beJiaved,  on  thk 
•iiiLision,  vnih  their  usual  barbarity,  wantonly  and  cm^Iy 
murdering  the  wounded  prisoners  who  fell  into  tlieir  liaodis 
and  plimdering  the  inhabitants,  bniiiiug  and  desti-oying  evcrj- 
thing  in  their  way.'

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els,  the  rear  repulsing  another  body,  who  attacked  theni  at  the 
same  tune,  under  Mr.  Wooster.  The  troops  contmued  their 
march  next  morning  at  four  o'clock,  the  rebels  firing  on  their 
flanks  and  rear,  but  from  such  a  distance  as  to  do  them  but 
little  injury.  About  half  a  mile  from  the  ships  where  the 
troops  halted,  part  of  the  rebel  army,  which  consisted  of  at 
least  four  thousand,  kept  up  a  heavy  fire  from  behind  stone 
walls,  whilst  two  columns  made  a  show  of  attacking ;  but  part 
of  the  detachment  charged  them  with  fixed  bayonets,  and  put 
them  to  a  total  rout,  with  considerable  slaughter.  The  troops, 
after  remaining  some  time  upon  the  ground,  embarked  with 
the  greatest  regularity  and  order,  without  further  interruption 
from  the  rebels,  who  never  showed  themselves  more. 

"The  spirit  and  firmness  shown  by  the  troops  on  this  occa- 
sion, does  them  infinite  honor. 

"  The  loss  sustained  was  fourteen  men  killed,  ten  officers  and 
eighty  men  wounded,  most  of  them  slightly."  * 

We  are  here  presented  with  an  account  of  the  Danbury 
expedition  from  two  difierent  sides ;  by  which  it  appears,  that 
the  English  paid  dear  for  their  entertainment  in  Connecticut ; 
but  if  we  may  judge  of  Mr.  Gaine's  modesty  in  telling  a 
story  from  the  account  he  gave  of  the  action  at  Princeton  in

hand:— 

Governor  Tryon,  whose  bloodthirsty,  thicTish  disposition,  and  beggarly  cir- 
cumstances, impel  him  to  rob  and  plunder  for  subsistence,  having  collected  a 
gang  of  thieves  and  starved  wretches  from  among  the  British  troops  and  Tories, 
came  over  from  Long  Island  on  the  26th  ultimo,  and  landed  at  Compo,  between 
Norwalk  and  Fairfield ;  from  thence  they  beat  through  the  woods  to  Danbury, 
where  they  found  a  quantity  of  provisions,  some  of  which  they  eat,  and  some  they 
destroyed,  and  some  they  attempted  to  carry  off;  but  a  number  of  people  collect- 
ing, alarmed  their  guilty  fears,  and  caused  them  to  flee  back  with  precipitation, 
through  thick  and  thin,  wet  and  dry,  rough  and  smooth,  leaving  bag  and  bag- 
gage, about  fifty  killed  and  forty  taken  prisoners,  eighteen  or  twenty  of  whom  arc 
now  in  jail  in  New  Haven.  Thus  ended  the  glorious  expedition  of  the  freebooter 
Tryon.  The  poor  rogue  found  such  good  picking  while  Governor  of  New  York, 
that  his  head  aches  beyond  conception  to  get  possession  of  that  government 
again ;  but  he  must  gnaw  his  trencher  a  great  while  before  that  time  arrives. 
We  expect  another  visit  from  these  hungry  bellies  in  a  short  time,  and  it  may  be 
proper  enough  to  keep  a  good  look  out. — Fr(m.  a  CanneetieiU  Paper,  See  New 
Tcrk  Oautte,  May  19.

Mat  3, — MAJOK-GENEKAI.DA^^D  Woostkk  died  this  day,  of 
the  v.-oiiiidii  lie  rccelvvd  til  tliu  latv  affuir  at  Danbury,  in  Con- 
necticut. IIu  WHS  horn  at  Strutfwnl,  ia  that  8tato, 
on  the  6ec(»nd  of  March,  1710— '11,  luidwas  eduented 
at  Yali!  College,  where  he  graduated  in  the  year  1738,  Soon 
after  the  Spanish  war  hi-oke  ontin  1739,  he  wns  employed,  first 
as  lieutenant,  and  then  na  captain,  of  the  armed  vessels  built 
by  Connecticut  for  a  Guarda  Coasta.  After  ttiis  he  engaged 
in  the  military  eervieo  of  this  country,  and  was  a  captain  iu 
Colonel  Burr's  rc^ment,  in  the  expedition  against  Loiiisbarg 
in  1745. 

After  tlic  reduction  of  that  place,  he  was  Bcnt  to  France, 
with  a  part  of  tiie  prisoners  taken  there,  and  from  thence  went 
to  Eiighmd,  where  he  received  tlie  honor  of  a  captaincy  on  the 
estal)lislinicnt,  in  Sir  William  PepiJcrell's  regiment.  During 
the  i)eace  which  soon  followed,  he  received  his  half  pay,  and 
was  chiefly  employed  in  his  private  affairs.  AVhen  the  war 
with  France  was  renewed  in  175i3,  he  was  soon  thought  of  as 
a  gentleman  qualified  for  a  higher  sphere  of  command,  and 
served  his  country  as  colonel  and  commandant  of  a  brigade  to 
the  end  of  the  war. 

From  the  firet  rise  of  the  present  controversy  with  Great 
Britain,  in  17(i4,  though  his  interest  as  a  half-pay  officer 
might  have  apologized  for  him,  if  he  had  observed  a  per- 
fect neutrality,  yet  so  fully  convinced  was  he  of  the  niinons 
measures  of  the  British  court,  and  so  jealous  was  lie  for  hia 
country's  rights,  that  regardless  of  his  private  interest,  he  took 
an  open  and  decisive  part,  and  avowedly  espoused  the  cause

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of  America,  and  persisted  in  that  line  of  conduct  to  the  day  of 
his  death.  As  soon  as  hostilities  were  commenced  in  the 
Lexington  battle,  the  General  Assembly  of  Connecticut  set 
about  raising  an  army,  and  Colonel  Wooster,  from  his  ap- 
proved abilities,  well-known  courage,  and  great  experience,  was 
appointed  to  the  chief  command.  Tlie  same  summer  lie  was 
appointed  a  brigadier-general  in  the  continental  service.  Hon- 
ored with  these  commissions,  he  first  commanded  the  troops 
sent  to  guard  Kew  York,  where  it  was  expected  that  part  of 
the  British  army,  which  came  over  in  1775,  would  land.  In 
the  latter  part  of  that  campaign,  he,  with  his  troops,  went  into 
Canada,  and  assisted  much  in  the  reduction  of  St.  John's,  Mont- 
real, &c.,  and  after  General  Montgomery's  death,  had  the  chief 
command  in  that  province.  He  returned  home  in  the  summer 
of  1776,  and  not  long  after  was  appointed  first  major-general 
of  the  militia  of  Connecticut. 

He  had  been  out  the  whole  of  the  last  winter,  at  the  head 
of  a  body  of  men  raised  by  the  State  for  its  own  security, 
and  was  but  lately  returned,  when  on  Saturday  the  2Gth  of 
April  last,  he  received  the  news  that  the  enemy,  in  a  large 
body,  had  landed  at  Compo.  He  immediately  set  off  for  Fair- 
field, leaving  orders  for  the  militia  to  be  mustered  and  sent  for- 
ward as  fast  as  possible.  When  he  arrived  at  Fairfield,  finding 
General  Silliman  had  marched  in  pursuit  of  the  enemy  with 
the  troops  then  collected,  he  followed  on  with  all  expedition, 
and  at  Heading  overtook  General  Silliman,  with  the  small  body 
of  militia,  of  which  he  of  course  took  the  command,  and  pro- 
ceeded that  same  evening  to  the  village  of  Bethel.  Here  it  was 
determined  to  divide  the  troops,  and  part  were  ^ent  off  under 
Generals  Arnold  and  Silliman,  the  rest  remained  with  General 
Wooster,  and  them  he  led  by  the  route  of  Danbury,  in  pursuit 
of  the  enemy,  whom  he  overtook  on  the  Sabbath,  about  four 
o'clock,  near  Eidgefield.  Obsen'ing  a  part  of  the  enemy  who 
seemed  to  be  detached  from  the  main  body,  he  determined  to 
attack  them,  though  the  number  of  his  men  was  less  than  two 
hundred ;  he  accordingly  led  them  on  himself  with  great  spirit 
and  resolution,  ordering  them  to  follow  him.  But  being  inex-

May  6. — ^We  have  often  had  occasion  to  observe,  that 
lying  and  misrepresentation,  to  the  greatest  extent,  is  a  neces- 
sary part  of  the  ministerial  plan  of  operation  gtrictnresontha 
against  ns.    They  have  given  us  a  thousand  proofs     "^^^  ^^^^^ 
of  this,  and  continue  to  give  new  ones  every  day,  to  tlie  utter 
disregard  of  trutli  or  justice,  sincerity,  honor  or  honesty. 

The  original  design  of  the  court  of  Great  Britain,  in  their 
contest  with  America,  was  so  base  and  treacherous,  and  so 
utterly  inconsistent  with  the  principles  of  the  English  Consti- 
tution, that  they  were  obliged  to  have  recourse  to  every  arti- 
fice, in  order  to  deceive  the  people  of  England,  and  even  their 
own  emissaries  who  were  not  yet  so  abandoned  and  hardened 
in  villany,  as  heartily  to  co-operate  in  the  destruction  of  the 
English  Constitution,  which  had  so  long  been  the  boast  and 
glory  of  the  nation,  had  raised  it  to  its  highest  degree  of  opu- 
lence and  splendor,  and  had  been  the  distinguishing  character- 
istic of  England  from  every  other  nation.

The  death  of  twenty-seven  of  the  thirty  nurses  in  the  Phil- 
adelphia hospital,  is  probably  a  wilful  mistake.  Tliat  it  is  not 
true  is  certain.  If  the  account  had  been,  that  of  thirty  sick 
persons  who  had  been  prisoners  at  New  York,  twenty-seven 
had  died  under  the  care  of  the  nurses  in  the  Philadelphia  hos- 
pital, we  might  have  believed  the  relation  to  be  true  ;  because 
it  is  well  known  that  those  poor  ])risoncrs  were  generally 
starved  to  death,  or  from  want  of  food  and  through  barbar- 
ous usage  in  many  respects,  died  in  nearly  the  above  proportion, 
after  they  were  released  in  exchange  for  prisonei's  in  our  hands, 
who  were  well  kept,  and  returned  in  health  and  good  order. 

There  are  many  other  articles  in  the  English  papers,  and 
from  them  republished  in  American  papers,  that  ought  not  to 
appear  in  any  of  our  papers  without  proper  notes  to  guard  the 
unwary  reader  from  deception  and  false  impressions.'

Tliat  this 
is  a  most  audacious  falsehood,  fabricated  to  delude  the  weak 
and  credulous  into  a  state  of  desperation,  the  inhabitants  of 
the  country  from  Norwalk  to  Danbury  can,  if  they  dare,  suf- 
ficiently testify.  Tlie  country  people  know  that  not  the  least 
plunder  was  committed  either  upon  their  goods  or  cattle,  even 
where  the  houses  were  abandoned ;  that  the  soldiers  paid  for 
every  article  they  wanted ;  and  tliat  neither  man,  woman,  nor 
child  received  the  least  injury  or  molestation  from  the  army, 
except  the  rebels  who  attacked  them,  or  were  found  in  arms. 
They  accomplished  the  object  for  which  they  entered  the  coun- 
try, and  then  returned,  in  the  utmost  order,  to  the  place  of 
embarkation. 

For  the  same  inflammatory  purpose,  the  following  article,

Sir  Joseph  requested  an  answer.  The  president  informed  him 
that  the  memorial  was  then  under  consideration.  Sir  Joseph 
wished  the  assembly  to  be  informed  "  that  unless  a  categorical 
answer  was  returned  to  the  memorial,  he  should  quit  the 
Hague  immediately."  The  president  delivered  this  message 
to  the  assembly,  and  soon  returned  with  the  following  retort : 
"  I  am  desired  by  the  States-General  to  acquaint  your  excel- 
lency that  there  are  not  any  gates  to  the  Hague." 

A  gentleman  just  returned  from  making  the  tour  of  France, 
says : — "  From  Dunkirk  to  Brest,  from  thence  to  Bordeaux  to 
Bayonne,  then  through  Toulouse  to  Marseilles,  and  lastly, 
through  Lyons  and  Dijon  to  Paris,  I  met  neither  men  nor 
women,  in  high  or  low  stations,  but  were  friends  to  the  Amer- 
icans." * 

A  CORRESPONDENT  in  Loudon  says : — When  the  Congress

Their  policy,  however,  wa* 
not  an  overmatch  for  onr  prudence.  Light  parlies  liarassed 
him,  but  not  in  such  nnmbors  as  to  prodnco  any  considerable 
action.  Great  jjart  of  our  anny,  however,  had  left  the  moun- 
tains, and  General  Lord  Stirling  waa  posted  at  the  short  hills 
ivith  about  one  tliousand  men. 

On  Tlnirsday  morning,  General  Howe  liaving  reinforced 
his  army  with  all  the  marines  that  could  be  spared,  began  Ms 
]narch  towards  tlic  American  camp.  By  accounts  of  deserters 
and  othera,  his  numbers  were  from  twelve  to  fourteen  thousand. 
He  met  with  I^i-d  Stirling's  party  early  in  the  morning;  a 
smart  engagement  ensued,  and  the  Americans  stood  their 
gi-onncl  mant'nlly  for  a  considerable  time ;  bnt  tlio  amazing  su- 
periority of  numbers  obliged  them  to  retreat ;  and,  the  enemy 
having  flanked  them,  they  lost  two  pieces  of  caimou  with  a 
number  of  men.  No  return  having  yet  been  made,  the  exact 
number  of  killed,  tfcc,  cannot  be  ascertained.  Tlie  British  con- 
tinued near  the  place  of  ongagcmeiit  that  day,  and  are  now  at 
WestHeld.  Tlic  Amerieaiis  are  encamped  in  the  old  spot,  only 
large  bodies  are  posted  at  idl  the  passes,  and  in  some  advanta-

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geous  places  below  the  mountains.  It  is  suspected  that  the 
enemy  would  force  our  camp  if  possible ;  but  to  attack  us  in 
the  mountains  is  a  thing  devoutly  to»  be  wished  for  by  every 
one  that  desires  to  see  the  destruction  of  the  British  army. 

We  must  not  omit  to  mention  a  little  affair  that  happened 
in  the  engagement.  The  fire  growing  hot,  and  our  men 
beginning  to  retreat,  a  British  oflScer  singly  rode  up  to  a  can- 
non that  was  playing  on  the  enemy,  and  with  his  pistols  and 
hanger  forced  every  man  from  it ;  then  seeing  Lord  Stirling, 
he  cried,  "  Come  here,  you  damned  rebel ;  and  I  will  do  for 
you."  Lord  Stirling  answered  him  by  directing  the  fire  of  four 
marksmen  upon  him,  which  presently  silenced  the  hardy  fool 
by  killing  him  on  the  spot.*  Our  men  recovered  the  field- 
piece,  which  their  want  of  small  arms  obliged  them  to 
abandon.* 

Generai.  Howe,  in  a  letter  to  Lord  Qeorge  Germaine, 
gives  the  following  account  of  the  above : — 

Having  established  a  corps  sufficient  to  the  defence  of 
Amboy,  the  army  assembled  at  Brunswick  on  the  12th  of 
Jime. 

The  enemy's  principal  force  being  encamped  upon  the 
mountains  above  Quibbletown,  ^vith  a  corps  of  two  thousand 
men  at  Princeton,  it  was  thought  advisable  to  Howe's  More- 
make  a  movement  in  two  columns  from  Bruns-  meotoioJ*"®^ 
wick  on  the  14th,  in  the  morning,  leaving  Brigadier-General 
Mathew  witli  two  thousand  men  to  guard  that  post.  Tlie  first 
division,  under  the  command  of  Lord  Comwallis,  advanced  to 
Ailsborough,  and  the  second  to  Middle  Bush,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Lieutenant-General  De  Ileistor,  with  a  view  of  draw- 
ing on  an  action,  if  the  enemy  should  remove  from  the  moun- 
tain towards  the  Delaware ;  but  on  finding  it  to  be  their  inten- 
tion to  keep  a  position  which  it  would  not  have  been  prudent 

'  The  person  who  was  killed  in  attempting  to  take  the  cannon  in  the  affair  of 
Lord  Stirling,  was  the  Honorable  Mr.  Finch,  son  of  the  Earl  of  Winchclsea,  who 
came  out  this  spring  as  a  volunteer.  Afler  he  fell,  his  horse  came  over  and  was 
taken  by  our  arm  j.  Finch  was  buried  with  great  pomp  by  General  Howe. — Pcfin- 
tylvania  Journal,  July  16.

Upon  quitting  the  camp  at  Brunswick,  the  enemy  bronght 
a  few  troops  forward,  wi til  twoortliR-e  pieccsof  cannon,  which 
they  fired  at  tlie  utmoist  rangti,  without  the  least  execntion,  or 
any  return  from  ns;  they  also  poshed  some  battalions  into 
the  wfHxls  to  hamsa  the  rear,  where  Ixird  Coniwallis  command- 
ed, wlio  soon  dispereed  them  with  tlio  loss  of  only  two  men 
killed  and  thirteen  wonnded  ;  the  enemy  having  nine  killed 
and  about  thirty  woimded. 

Tlie  necessary  prcpanitions  being  finished  for  crossing  the 
troops  to  Statcn  Island,  intolligenee  waa  received  that  the 
enemy  had  moved  down  from  the  monntairij  and  taken  jMWt  at 
Qiiibbletown,  intending,  as  it  was  given  out,  to  attack  the  rear 
of  the  army  removinfi  from  Amboy;  that  two  corps  had  also 
advanced  to  their  left,  one  of  three  thousand  men  and  eight 
pieces  of  cannon,  nndcr  the  ciuumand  of  Lord  Stirling,  Gener- 
als Maxwell,  and  Conway,  the  last  said  to  be  a  cajitain  in  the 
French  scn^ice ;  the  oilier  corps  eoneisted  of  about  seven  hnn- 
dred  men,  with  only  one  piece  of  cannon. 

In  this  situation  of  the  enemy,  it  was  judged  advisable  to 
make  a  movement  that  might  lead  on  to  an  attack,  which  was 
done  on  the  2Cth,  in  the  morning,  in  two  eolnmns ;  the  right, 
under  tlic  command  of  Lord  Cornwallis,  with  Major-General 
Grant,  Brigadiers  llathcw  and  I^slie,  and  Colonel  Donop,  took 
the  ronte  by  Woodbriilge,  towards  Scotch  Plains;  the  left 
column  where  I  was,  with  Major-General s  Sterne,  Vanghan, 
and  Grey,  Brigadiers  Cleveland  and  Agnew,  marched  by 
Metucliin  meeting-house,  to  join  the  roar  of  the  right  colnmn 
in  tlie  road  from  thence  to  Scotch  Plains,  intending  to  have 
taken  separate  routes  about  two  miles  after  the  junction,  in 
order  to  have  attacked  the  enemy's  left  flank  at  Quibbletown. 
Four  battalions  were  detached  in  the  morning,  with  six  pieces 
of  cannon,  to  take  post  at  Bouam-Town. 
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The  right  colomn  htmng  fallen  in  with  the  aforementicmed 
corps  of  Beven  hundred  men,  soon  nftcr  passing  Woodbridge, 
gave  the  alarm,  by  the  firing  that  ensued,  to  their  main  army 
at  Qnibbletown,  wliicb  retired  to  the  mountain  with  the 
utmost  precipitation.  "Kie  small  corps  waa  closely  pushed 
by  the  light  troops,  and  with  difficulty  got  off  their  piece  of 


Lord  ComwalliB,  soon  after  he  was  upon  the  road  leading 
to  Scotch  Plains  ^m  Mctnchin  moeting-houee,  came  up  witb 
the  corps  commanded  by  Lord  Stirling,  wliom  lie  fonnd  advan- 
tageously posted  in  a  country  much  covered  with  wood,  and 
his  artillery  well  disposed,  TTie  King's  troops,  vieing  with  each 
other  npon  this  occasion,  pressed  forward  to  snch  close  action, 
tiiat  .the  enemy,  though  inclined  to  resist,  could  not  long 
maintain  their  ground  against  so  great  impetuosity,  but  were 
dispersed  on  all  sides,  leaving  behind  three  pieces  of  brass 
ordnance,  three  captains  and  sixty  men  killed,  and  upwards 
of  two  hundred  ofEcers  and  men  wounded  and  taken. 

His  lordship  Iiad  five  men  killed,  and  thirty  wounded. 
Captain  Finch  of  the  light  company  of  the  guards  was  the  only 
officer  who  siifFered,  and  to  my  great  concern,  the  wound 
lie  received  proving  mortal,  he  died  on  the  29th  of  Jime,  at 
Amboy. 

TIio  troops  engaged  in  this  action  were  the  1st  light  infan- 
try, 1st  British  grenadiers,  1st,  2d,  and  3d  Hessian  grenadiers ; 
1st  battalion  of  guards,  Hessian  chasseurs,  and  the  Queen's 
Rangers.  I  take  the  liberty  of  particularizing  these  corps,  as 
Lord  Comwallis,  in  his  report  to  me,  so  highly  extols  their 
merit  and  ardor  upon  tliis  attack.  Ono  piece  of  cannon  was 
taken  by  the  guards,  the  other  two  by  Colonel  Hingerode's 
battalion  of  Hessian  grenadiers. 

The  enemy  was  pursued  as  far  as  Westfield  witli  little 
effect,  the  day  proving  so  intensely  hot  that  the  soldiers  could 
with  difficulty  continue  tlieir  march  tliitlicr ;  in  the  mean  time 
it  gave  opportunity  for  those  flying  to  escape  by  skulking  in 
the  thick  woods  until  night  favored  their  retreat  to  the  moun- 
tains. 

The  army  lay  that  night  at  Westfield,  returned  the  next 
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day  to  Rahway,  and  tlic  day  foUowing  to  Aiuboy.  On  the  SOtli, 
at  tL'ii  in  the  forenoon,  the  troops  began  to  cross  over  to  States 
Iflliiiid,  and  the  roar  guard,  under  thi;  command  of  T-ord  Com- 
wallis,  passed  at  two  in  the  afternoon,  without  tlio  least  ap- 
pcuPiincu  of  an  enemy. 

Tlie  embarkation  of  the  troops  is  proceeding  with  the 
utmost  dcepatcli,  and  I  shall  hare  the  honor  of  sending  y<mr 
\uTih\tip  further  information  as  soon  as  the  troops  are  landed 
at  the  place  of  their  destiuatiou.'

July  4. — ^Tiiis  day,  being  the  Anniversary  of  Ameri- 
can Independence,  when  the  thirteen  United  States  publicly 
Independence  ccie-^^d  glorfously  thrcw  off  the  shacklcs  forged  by 
hrzU  in  Boston.  Goorgc  the  Third,  the  British  tyrant,  and  nobly 
reassnmed  those  rights  which  God  and  nature  bestowed  on 
man,  the  same  has  been  noticed  by  every  mark  of  joy.  In  the 
forenoon,  the  Reverend  Mr.  Gordon,  of  Roxbnry,  at  the  desire 
of  the  assembly  sitting  at  Boston,  preached  an  excellent  dis- 
course from  1  Kings  xii.  15.  After  which  the  General  Court 
having  given  previous  orders  for  making  every  preparation  for 
drinking  success  to  the  Tliirteen  United  States,  sent  an  invita- 
tion to  General  Heath,  and  the  officers  of  the  Continental 
army  and  navy  ;  Colonel  Crafts  and  the  officers  of  the  train ; 
Colonel  Hichbom,  of  the  independent  company;  Colonel 
Hatch,  the  officers  of  the  militia,  and  many  other  gentlemen. 
Wliile  the  Congress,  and  other  toasts  were  drank,  the  guns 
at  Fort  Hill,  Castle  Island,  Hull,  and  the  vessels  of  war  in  the 
liarbor,  fired  a  grand  salute.  Also  a  detachment  of  Colonel 
Crafts'  regiment  of  artillery  in  Congress  street,  gave  thirteen 
discharges  from  brass  cannon  and  with  powder,  both  manufac- 
tured in  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  The  independent  company 
and  the  militia,  in  conjunction  with  the  train  of  artillery,  made 
a  very  martial  appearance,  manoeu\Ted  and  performed  their 
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firings  in  view  of  the  General  Court,  to  their  full  acceptance, 
and  tlio  approbation  of  tlic  epectators  at  large. 

In  the  ovcninf5  Colonel  Crafts  iUuminatwl  liis  park  on  the 
common,  tiiR'w  sovcral  ehcUe,  and  cxhihitod  a  number  of  fire- 
wurka.

BOu»ly  appeared  in  tlio  count cuiuicl'S  of  every  true  friend  of 
America.'

Jri.T  5. — Yestebday,  being  the  first  anniversary  of  the  In- 
dependence of  the  United  States  of  America,  was  celebrated 
inrtrnfii'irnMi  in  Pliiladclpliia  witli  demonstrations  of  joy  and 
rbiiiJti[ihi».  festivity.  About  noon  all  the  armed  ships  and 
galleys  in  tlie  river  were  drawn  up  before  the  city,  dressed  in 
the  gayest  manner,  with  the  colors  of  the  United  States  and 
streamers  disjdayed.  At  one  o'clock,  the  yards  being  properly 
manned,  they  began  the  celebration  of  the  day  by  a  discharge 
of  tliirtccn  cannon  from  eacli  of  the  ships,  and  one  from  each 
of  the  thirteen  galleys,  in  lionor  of  the  thirteen  United  States. 

In  the  afternoon  an  elegant  dinner  was  provided  for  Con- 
gress, to  whieli  were  invited  the  president  and  the  supreme 
esecntive  council,  and  speaker  of  tho  assembly  of  the  State, 
the  general  officers  and  colonels  of  the  army,  and  strangers  of 
eminence,  and  the  members  of  tlie  several  continental  boards 
in  town.  The  Ilossian  band  of  music,  taken  in  Trenton  the 
twcnty-sixtli  of  December  last,  attended  and  heightened  the 
festivity  with  some  fine  perfonnanccs  suited   to  the  joyous

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occasion ;  while  a  corps  of  British  deserters,  taken  into  the 
servuce  of  the  continent  by  the  State  of  Georgia,  being  drawn 
up  before  the  door,  filled  up  the  intervals  with  feux  de  joie. 
After  dinner  a  number  of  toasts  were  drank,  all  breathing  In- 
dependence, and  a  generous  love  of  liberty,  and  commemo- 
rating the  memories  of  those  brave  and  worthy  patriots  who 
gallantly  exposed  their  lives,  and  fell  gloriously  in  defence  of 
freedom  and  the  righteous  cause  of  their  country. 

Each  toast  was  followed  by  a  discharge  of  artillery  and 
small  arms,  and  a  suitable  piece  of  music  by  the  Hessian  band. 

The  glorious  fourth  of  July  was  reiterated  three  times, 
accompanied  with  triple  discharges  of  cannon  and  small  arms, 
and  loud  huzzas  that  resounded  from  street  to  street  through 
the  city.  Towards  evening  several  troops  of  horse,  a  corps  of 
artillery,  and  a  brigade  of  North  Carolina  forces,  which  was 
in  town  on  its  way  to  join  the  grand  army,  were  drawn  up  in 
Second  street,  and  reviewed  by  Congress  and  the  general 
officers.  Tlie  evening  was  closed  with  the  ringing  of  bells, 
and  at  night  there  was  a  grand  exhibition  of  fire-works  (which 
began  and  concluded  with  thirteen  rockets)  on  the  commons, 
and  the  city  was  beautifully  illuminated.  Every  thing  was 
conducted  with  the  greatest  order  and  decorum,  and  the  face 
of  joy  and  gladness  was  universal. 

Thus  may  the  fourth  of  July,  that  glorious  and  ever  memo- 
rable day,  be  celebrated  through  America  by  the  sons  of  freedom, 
from  age  to  age,  till  time  shall  be  no  more.    Amen  and  amen.* 

July  7. — FRroAY  last  being  the  first  anniversary  of  the  glo- 
rious fonnation  of  the  American  empire,  when  thirteen  colo- 
nies, driven  by  necessity,  threw  off  the  yoke  and    indopcndenco

rejected  the  tyranny  of  Great  Britain  by  dcclar-  Charleston,  s.  c 
ing  themselves  free,  independent,  and  sovereign  States,  the 
same  was  commemorated  by  every  demonstration  of  joy. 
Ringing  of  bells  ushered  in  the  day.  At  sunrise,  American 
colors  were  displayed  from  all  the  forts  and  batteries,  and  ves- 
sels in  the  harbor.    Tlie  Charleston  regiment  of  militia,  com-

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roandod  by  tlie  Honorable  Colonel  Charlee  Pinokney,  and  tl»l 
Cliarluston  artillery  company,  commanded  by  Captain  Thotaaa 
Grimball,  were  aeetinbled  upon  the  parade,  and  reviewed  by  his 
Excellency  the  President,  who  was  attended  upon  tliis  occasioit 
by  his  honor  the  Viee-PreBideiit  and  the  honorable  members  of 
the  privy  council.  At  one  oVloek  the  several  forts,  beginning 
with  Fort  Moultrie,  on  Sallivan'e  Island,  discharged  Bcvcnty- 
six  pieces  of  cannon,  alluding  to  the  glorious  year  1776,  and 
the  militia  and  artillerj'  flrcd  three  general  volleys.  His  Ex- 
cellency the  President  then  gave  a  most  elegant  entertainment 
in  the  council  chamber,  at  which  were  present  all  the  momben 
of  the  LcgLslatiiro  then  in  town,  all  tho  public  officers,  dril 
and  military,  the  clergy,  and  many  strangers  of  note,  to  the 
amount  of  more  than  double  the  number  that  ever  observed 
the  birthday  of  the  present  misguided  and  unfortunate  King 
of  Great  Britain.  After  dinner  tlic  following  toasts  were 
drank,  >iz. :  "  1,  Tlie  free,  independent,  and  sovereign  States 
of  America,  2.  Tlie  great  council  of  America — may  wisdom 
preside  in  all  its  deliberations.  3.  General  "Washington.  4. 
Tlie  American  army  and  navy — may  they  be  victorious  and  in- 
vincible. 5.  The  nations  in  friendship  or  alliance  with  Amei^ 
iea.  6.  Tlie  American  ambaseadors  at  foreign  courts,  7,  The 
fourth  of  July,  1770.  8.  Tiie  memory  of  the  officers  and  sol- 
diers who  have  bravely  fallen  in  defence  of  America.  9.  South 
Carolina.  10.  May  only  those  Americans  enjoy  freedom  who 
are  ready  to  die  for  its  defence.  11,  Liberty  triumphant.  12.

Each  toast 
was  succeeded  hy  a  salute  of  thirteen  gims,  which  were  firoJ 
by  Captain  Grimball's  company  from  their  two  field-pieces, 
with  admirable  rcgulai-ity.  Tlie  day  having  been  spent  in 
festivity,  and  the  most  conspicuous  joy  and  harmony,  the 
evening  was  couchided  with  illuminations,  &c.,  far  exceeding 
any  that  had  ever  been  exhibited  before,'

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July  9. — ^This  night,  General  Prescott,  who  has  held  the 
command  of  the  British  forces  on  Rhode  Island,  since  the  de- 
parture of  Earl  Percy,  was  taken  prisoner  at  his  General  Pi«8oott 
quarters,  and  carried  off  by  a  party  of  Ameri-  coionei  Barton, 
cans.  The  following  particular  accoimt  of  the  manner  of  his 
taking,  is  by  a  gentleman  from  Ehode  Island : — ^Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Barton,*  of  Warren,  in  Rhode  Island,  is  a  young  gen- 
tleman of  about  twenty-tlirec  or  twenty-four  years  of  age,  of  a 
martial  and  enterprising  disposition,  who  has  signalized  him- 
self on  several  occasions,  particularly  in  attacking  and  driving 
the  noted  pirate,  "Wallace,  and  a  party  of  his  men,  from  an 
island  near  Newport,  which  they  had  been  robbing  and  plun- 
dering ;  and  in  an  expedition  last  fall,  to  Long  Island,  attack- 
ing a  number  of  Tories,  and  bringing  them  prisoners  to  New 
Haven.  He  was  then  a  captain,  having  refused  a  higher  post 
till  he  had  done  more  to  deserve  it ;  and  in  the  body  of  forces 
lately  raised  by  tlie  State  of  Rhode  Island  for  fifteen  months, 
was  appointed  lieutenant-colonel  in  Colonel  Stanton's  regiment, 
stationed  at  Howland's  ferry,  on  the  west  side  of  the  river. 

Here  Colonel  Barton  happening  to  see  a  deserter  from  the 
British  army  in  Newport,  who  gave  him  a  particular  account 
of  the  place  where  General  Prescott  kept  his  head-quarters, 
formed  a  scheme  to  surprise  and  bring  him  off.  It  being  com- 
municated to  and  approved  of  by  the  commanding  officer, 
Colonel  Barton  selected  and  engaged  about  forty  men  to  go 
with  him  on  a  secret  expedition  by  water  in  five  batteaux. 
Wlien  they  were  prepared  and  got  to  the  shore  he  told  them 
his  design,  acknowledged  it  was  hazardous,  and  probably  could 
not  be  executed  without  the  loss  of  life  to  some  of  those  en- 
gaged in  it ;  tliat  for  his  part  he  was  determined  to  risk  his, 
which  would  be  at  least  as  much  exposed  as  any  of  theirs ;  but 
if  any  of  them  were  unwilling  to  engage  in  the  enterprise,  they 
were  tlien  at  full  lil^erty  to  decline  it,  and  he  should  not  have 
the  worse  opinion  of  any  person  for  so  doing ;  that  he  desired 
no  man  with  him  who  did  not  go  willingly,  and  would  freely 
hazard  his  life  to  render  his  country  an  important  service,  and

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obtuin  honor  to  himfiolf.  Ou  putting  the  matter  to  tlicir 
clioifo,  tliey  unaiiimonsly  resolvod  to  go  witli  liini. 

Tlicj  then  set  off  with  niutHed  oarB,  crossed  the  bay,  passed 
Brifltol  ferry,  where  the  British  have  a  fort,  undiscovered,  and 
went  to  "VTarwicfe  Nc(ik  on  Providence  side,  near  tlie  east  side 
of  the  island,  where  tho  British  linve  several  forts  but  no  sltips, 
HB  tliey  would  be  cspoaed  to  the  guns  in  our  forts.  They  passed 
the  enemy's  redoubts  on  the  cast  side,  and  when  they  came  to 
the  west,  whicli  is  guarded  all  along  by  the  enemy's  filiips-of 
war,  they  passed  between  them  and  the  shore  till  they  eamc 
opposite  to  the  house  where  General  Prescott  kept  hia  head- 
(|uarterB,  Here  tliey  landed,  about  five  miles  from  Newport, 
and  three-quarters  of  a  uiilo  fttim  tlie  house,  which  they  ap- 
proached cautiously,  avoiding  the  main  guard,  which  was  at 
some  distance.  The  rohinel  went  foremost,  with  a  stout,  ae- 
five  negro  close  behind  him,  and  anotlier  at  a  small  distance ; 
the  rest  followed  so  as  to  bo  near,  but  not  seen. 

A  single  sentinel  at  the  door  saw  and  hailed  the  colonel ; 
he  answered  by  exclaiming  against  and  inquiring  for  rebel 
prisoners,  but  kept  slowly  advancing.  Tlie  sentinel  again 
challenged  him,  and  inquired  the  countersign  ;  he  said  he  had 
not  the  countersign,  but  amuBcd  the  sentry  by  talking  abotit 
rebel  prisonere,  and  still  advancing  till  he  came  within  reach 
of  the  bayonet,  which,  iie  presenting,  tiie  colonel  suddenly 
struck  aside  and  seized  him.  He  was  immediately  secured 
and  ordered  to  be  silent,  on  pain  of  instant  death.  Mean- 
wliilc,  tlie  rest  of  the  men  surronnding  the  house,  the  negro, 
with  his  head,  at  the  second  stroke  forced  a  passage  into  it, 
and  then  into  the  landlord's  apartment.  Tlie  landlord  at  first 
refused  to  give  the  necessary  intelligence ;  but  ou  the  ]U"os]wct 
of  present  death  he  iiointed  to  the  general's  chamber,  wliiuli 
being  instantly  opened  by  the  negro's  head,  the  colonel  calling 
the  general  by  name,  told  him  lie  was  a  prisoner.  He  replied 
he  knew  it,  and  vising  from  liJs  bed,  desired  time  to  put  on  ll!^ 
clothes.  The  colonel  told  him  to  put  on  his  breeches,  and  tin' 
rest  of  his  clothes  should  be  carried  with  him,  at  the  sanio  time 
handing  his  slippers  from  the  bedside.  Meawhile  the  general's 
aide-de-camp  got  out  of  the  window  iu  his  shirt,  but  was  there 
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secured  by  some  of  the  party,  who  all  went  off  by  the  same 
way  tliey  came,  carrying  with  them  the  general,  his  aide-de- 
camp, and  the  sentinel. 

The  general  was  desired  to  mn,  but  he  said  he  was  an  old 
man  and  could  not.  He  was  told  that  they  would  help  him, 
and  accordingly  a  stout  man  taking  him  under  the  arm  on  each 
side,  enabled  him  to  nm.  As  they  went  through  a  field  of 
barley,  the  stalks  very  much  annoying  the  general's  naked 
legs,  he  exclaimed,  "  Gentlemen,  do  you  mean  to  kill  me  ?  " 
One  of  them  replied,  "  No,  we  do  not  intend  to  kill  you,  but  to 
exchange  you  for  General  Lee,  and  after  that  we  do  not  care 
how  soon  the  devil  has  you." 

They  all  embarked  in  their  boats,  and  rowing  back  the 
same  way  they  came,  passed  all  the  enemy's  ships  and  forts 
undiscovered.  Wlien  they  passed  the  last  fort,  the  general 
exclaimed,  "  And  is  it  possible  that  I  am  a  prisoner  of  war ! 
Yes,  I  see  I  am ;  but  when  you  set  out  with  me,  I  had  no 
doubt  but  that  I  should  have  been  rescued,  and  you  all  have 
been  made  prisoners." 

"When  the  bx)ats  had  got  almost  to  Warwick  Neck,  a  sky 
rocket  was  sent  off,  and  immediately  alarm  guns  were  fired 
from  all  the  ships  and  forts  on  and  about  the  island,  and  there 
appeared  to  be  such  a  general  confusion  and  consternation, 
that  it  was  thought  one  thousand  men  could  have  taken  them 
all  prisoners.  From  Warwick  Neck  a  fiag  was  sent  for  the 
general's  clothes. 

Thus  was  this  general  ofiicer,  in  the  midst  of  the  British 
army  and  navy,  where  he  was  commander-in-chief,  made  pris- 
oner, together  w^ith  his  aide-de-camp  and  the  sentinel  that 
guarded  his  door,  by  the  bravery  and  judicious  conduct  of 
this  young  colonel  and  his  gallant  followers,  without  the  loss 
of  a  man,  or  the  fire  of  a  gun,  though  tliey  did  not  expect  to 
have  accomplished  their  design  without  resistance  and  a  pur- 
suit from  the  enemy,  for  both  of  which  they  were  prepared. 
In  the  planning  and  execution  of  this  enterprise,  Colonel  Bar- 
ton has  given  a  noble  proof  of  his  zeal  and  ability  to  render 
the  most  important  services  to  his  countrj\  Li  comparison  to 
this  action,  how  contemptible  was  that  of  Colonel  Harcourt, 
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for  whiph  the  King:,  his  niastw,  was  in  rnpturcB,  and  ]aTishi>d 
upon  him  audi  (extravagant  eHcomiums, — \ui  eiirprisal,  with  a 
large  force,  of  General  Lkv,  unguarded,  several  miles  distant 
from  hia  array,  and  hotniyed  by  an  ungrateful  wretch,  on 
whom  ho  had  jut-t  before  been  conferring  great  and  unmerited 
favors.' 

July  17. — Hy  an  express  from  the   northward  wo   learn 
that  the  Aini'ricaii  forc&;,  under  tlie  coniraand  of  General  St. 
Tiwnci  Clair,  abandoned  Fort  Ticondcroga   and  the  ad- 

Abnnioncd.  joining  lines,  on  the  morning  of  the  Gth  instant, 
and  are  now  encamped  in  the  vicinity  of  Moses  Creek.  A 
letter  from  an  officer  at  that  place,  written  tliis  day,  gives 
the  following  account  of  the  retreat  and  its  conect^uences : — 
Tlie  retreat  from  Ticonderogn  will  be  a  matter  of  epccuktion

(-iirnfimnd  of  Lie ulcn nut-Colonel  William  Darton,  of  tliis  town,  accompanied  bj 
M:Jor  Adam?,  of  the  train,  Captain  Phillips,  Lieutenants  Porter  and  Babcock,  and 
Knsigns  Stanton  and  Wilcoi,  went  in  five  boala  from  Warwick  Neck,  with  a  riew 
to  take  Major-Gcncral  Prcscott,  commander-in-chief  of  tho  British  and  foreign 
Iroopx  on  Rhode  lakiiid,  nlio^c  head-r|uartcra  were  then  at  a  boufe  about  four 
milea  from  Newport.  The  colonel  and  his  partj,  after  paaaing  the  enemj'a  ghipi 
and  guard  boats, landed  about  tnelve  at  night,  and  with  "infinite  address  and 
gallantry  "  got  to  Frescott'e  quarters  undiBcovorcd.  A  aendnci  at  tho  door  hailed 
but  was  immcdiatct}'  Gccnred,  and  tho  partj  inslantlf  breaking  the  doors  acd 
entering  tho  house,  look  the  general  in  bed.  Hia  aide-do  camp  leaped  from  a 
nindow  in  hia  shirt,  but  was  taken  a  few  rods  from  the  houEc.  The  party  Eoon 
after  returned  to  their  boats  vith  the  prisoners,  and  some  lime  after  thej  had  pot 
off,  the  enemy  fired  rockets  from  their  several  posts,  as  Bignnls  for  aa  alarm,  bnt 
loo  late,  the  bird  kadjltd.  The  prisoners  were  landed  about  dajbrcak  at  Warwick 
Neck. 

On  receiving  the  inlelligcnee  at  Frovidence,  a  coach  waa  immediately  «nt, 
and  the  general,  with  his  aide-de-camp,  attended  by  Colonel  Barton  and  eoom 
other  oBcen",  arrived  in  that  (own  at  Iwolve  o'clock.  This  bold  and  importaol 
enterprise  must  reflect  tho  highest  honor  on  Colonel  Barton  and  hia  little  paitj. 
A  lieuttnant-eolonel  of  tlie  fiorsi,  vrilh  at  leatt  teeenli/  light  droffoont,  look  Major- 
General  Lee,  {betrayed  hi/  a  Tory,)  Jive  milei/rom  hi)  troopt.  A  lieulennnt-eoloiid 
of  foot,  with  only  tkirty-eighl  privalet  and  six  officert,  hai  taken  a  thief  torn- 
mander,  when  almoit  eneirelcd  ty  on  army  and  navy. — Penmylvania  £Wmiy 
yo^,  July  23. 
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in  the  country,  and  the  accounts  different  and  confused,  a 
true  state  of  faqts  will  therefore  be  very  satisfactory  without 
doubt. 

We  were  deceived  with  respect  to  the  strength  of  the  ene- 
my, and  our  own  reinforcements.  Tlie  enemy  have  practised  a 
piece  of  finesse  which  has  too  well  answered  their  purpose ; 
they  have  so  conducted  that  all  hands  in  the  United  States 
believed  they  had  drawn  their  force  from  Canada  to  the  south- 
ward, and  designed  only  to  garrison  their  posts  in  the  north- 
ern world  ;  the  consequence  of  this  belief  has  been  the  order- 
ing eight  regiments,  destined  for  Ticonderoga  and  its  environs, 
to  Peekskill,  and  little  attention  has  been  paid  to  this  depart- 
ment. Tlie  enemy's 'condition  in  Canada  has  been  represented 
as  miserable,  confused,  scattered  and  sickly ;  this  has  been  the 
general  opinion  in  camp  and  country,  and  our  situation  has 
been  thought  perfectly  safe. 

Our  force  consisted  of  about  four  thousand,  including  the 
corps  of  artillery,  and  artificers  who  were  not  armed,  a  consid- 
erable part  of  which  were  militia ;  we  could  bring  about  three 
thousand  fit  for  duty  into  the  field.  General  Burgoyne  came 
against  us  with  ftbout  eight  thousand  healthy,  spirited  troops, 
with  a  lake  force  consisting  of  three  fifty-gun  ships,  a  thunder 
mounting  eighteen  brass  twenty-four  pounders,  two  thirteen- 
inch  mortars,  a  number  of  howitz,  several  sloops,  gun-boats, 
&c.,  &c. 

Tlieir  strength  being  so  very  superior  to  ours  oDliged  us 
to  tamely  sit  still  and  sec  tliem  erect  batteries  all  around  us, 
without  hazarding  a  sally.  Two  batteries  were  erected  in  front 
of  our  lines,  on  higher  ground  than  ours ;  within  half  a  mile  on 
our  left  they  had  taken  post  on  a  very  high  hill  overlooking  all 
our  works ;  our  right  would  have  been  commanded  by  their 
shipping  and  the  batteries  they  had  erected  on  the  other  side  of 
the  lake.  Our  lines  at  Ticonderoga  would  have  been  of  no 
service,  and  we  must  have  inevitably  abandoned  them  in  a  few 
days  after  their  batteries  opened,  which  would  have  been  the 
next  morning ;  we  then  should  have  been  necessitated  to  retire 
to  Fort  Independence,  the  consequence  of  whicli,  I  conceive, 
would  have  been  much  worse  than  the  mode  adopted ;  for  the 
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momciit  wo  liail  left  Ticondcroga  fort,  llioj-  conld  send  their 
8lii]ii>iiig  by  UB,  iind  prevent  our  comiiiuiik-iitiori  with  Skeuts- 
Ijorougli ;  tlicu  tho  oaly  uvcuuc  to  luid  from  Fort  ludependcnce 
would  have  Loon  Ly  a  narrow  neck  of  land  leading  from  tlic 
mount  to  the  Omiitfl,  To  tliis  neck  tliey  had  almost  ctit  a  road ; 
a  day  more  woold  bavo  completBd  it.  A  fuw  troops  stationed 
at  TicondtToga,  would  have  prevented  our  eomnninication 
witli  Loku  (iwirpi',  as  our  own  works  would  have  been  against 
as.  Tlieir  Bliipping  wonld  have  destroyed  our  conntt-fion  with 
Skcnesboroiigli,  nod  their  niaiu  body  might  have  been  placed 
on  ttiis  ncfk  of  hind,  whicli,  by  a  few  works,  might  have  pre- 
vented all  Bnj)plics  and  reinforcements  ;  we  might  have  stayed 
at  the  mount  hs  long  as  onr  provisions  would  liave  supported 
119 ;  we  had  flour  for  thirty  days,  and  meat  euffieient  only  for  a 
week.  Under  tlieso  etrcumstances  General  St.  Clair,  on  the 
sixth  instant,  called  a  council  of  war,  and  an  evacuation  was 
unanimously  agreed  upon  as  tho  only  means  of  saving  the  armv 
from  captivity. 

It  was  necessary  also  that  our  retreat  eliould  be  precipitate, 
as  the  conininniejition  was  almost  cnt  off,  and  they  would  soon 
bo  api>rised  of  oiu-  designs.  It  was  therefore  determined  to 
Bend  the  baggage  and  sick  in  boats  to  Skcncriborough,  and  for 
the  army  to  march  by  liuul  from  the  mount  to  that  place, 
being  forty  miles.  At  tho  dawn  of  day  we  left  Fort  Independ- 
eneo,  ami  I  cannot  say  the  jnaitb  was  conducted  with  the 
gifatest  regularity ;  the  front,  which  was  the  main  body,  march- 
ed thirty  luilcs  to  a  ])lace  called  Castlcton,  about  twelve 
miles  from  Skencsborongli ;  tlie  militia  halted  three  miles  in 
the  rear  of  the  front,  and  the  rear  guard,  commanded  by  Col- 
onel Francis,  being  joined  by  Colonels  Wanicr  and  Hale,  halt- 
ed at  ITubbardton,  about  a  mile  and  a  half  in  tiic  rear  of  the 
miliiia.  As  tho  jiiarcli  was  severe,  tho  feeble  of  the  army  had 
fallen  in  the  rear,  and  tarrie<l  at  Ilubbardton  with  tlie  rear 
guard.  This  body  in  rear  migJit  consist  of  near  a  thousand 
men.  IJeibre  I  proceed  further  it  may  be  necessary  to  give  yon 
the  enemy's  dispositions  after  they  were  advised  of  our  retreat: 
A  large  liody,  at  least  two  thousand,  were  detached  to  jnirsue 
our  main  body  and  liarass  our  rear ;  all  the  gun  boats  and  Bome 
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of  their  sliipping  were  sent  after  our  baggage,  came  up  with 
it  at  Skenesborough  and  took  it.  Tlie  nintli  regiment,  com- 
manded by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Hills,  was  ordered  to  run  down 
South  Bay,  and  land  and  march  on  a  by  road  to  Fort  Ann, 
and  take  that  before  our  troops  could  reach  it ;  the  remainder 
of  the  amiy  went  on  to  Skenesborough,  except  a  garrison  at 
Ticonderoga. 

The  body  of  the  enemy  sent  to  harass  our  rear,  came  up 
with  it  the  next  morning  at  Hubbardton,  which  was  then 
commanded  by  Colonel  Wanier;  by  the  exertions  of  the 
officers  our  little  army  formed  and  gave  them  battle,  which 
continued  about  twenty-five  minutes  veiy  severe,  when  our 
party  were  overpowered  with  numbers  and  gave  way.  The 
loss  on  both  sides  was  considerable ;  as  our  people  took  to  the 
woods  and  are  daily  coming  in,  it  is  impossible  to  ascertain  our 
loss.  Colonel  Francis,  a  worthy,  brave  officer,  after  signalizing 
himself,  was  shot  through,  and  expired  instantly ;  Colonel  Hale 
is  missing.     It  is  natural  to  ask  why  was  not  Colonel  Wanier 

reinforced  ?    Let  me  tell  you  ;  orders  were  sent  to  Colonel , 

who  commanded  the  militia,  to  go  to  the  assistance  of  the  rear 
gaard,  but  before  they  arrived,  the  action  was  over  and  our 
people  dispersed.  Our  main  body  being  now  twelve  miles 
from  Skenesborough,  and  hearing  that  a  large  body  of  the 
enemy  were  arrived  there,  and  knowing  that  a  large  body 
were  in  our  rear,  the  general  imagined  if  we  pursued  our  route, 
that  we  must  engage  both  in  front  and  rear  under  great  disad- 
vantage ;  and  to  pursue  his  plan  in  first  retreating,  which  was 
to  save  the  army,  he  though  prudent  to  file  oflf  to  the  left,  and 
before  we  reached  Hudson  River,  we  marched  one  hundred 
and  fifty  miles ;  in  this  march  we  picked  up  about  thii-ty 
prisoners,  part  British,  part  "Waldeckers,  and  i)ai't  Canadians. 
Tlie  party  of  our  men  who  were  at  Skenesborough,  retreated  to 
Fort  Ann ;  they  were  twice  attacked  by  the  ninth  regiment, 
and  both  times  repulsed  them.  They  took  a  Captain  Mont- 
gomery and  a  doctor,  and  would  probably  have  taken  the 
whole  regiment  had  their  ammunition  held  out.  Tliis  is  a 
candid  statement  of  facts,  and  for  this  conduct  we  are  told  our 
country  calls  us  either  knaves  or  cowards ;  I  conceive  they 
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oaght  to  bo  grateful  to  our  general,  for  liad  wo  stayed  we  very 
certainly  slioiitd  have  been  taken,  and  then  no  troo|ia  could  liave 
Btood  between  the  enemy  and  the  country.  Our  affairs  now 
are  not  desperate  in  Una  qnarter,  as  they  would  certainly  hare 
been ;  wo  have  destroyed  Fort  George  and  its  appendages,  and 
Bball  soon  bo  able,  I  laope,  to  make  head  against  our  enemies, 
IS  we  are  gathering  atrength  and  rtt-cwUoetlng  ourselves.' 

On  the  lato  alarm  occafiionud  by  the  evacuation  of  Ticon- 
tforoga,  a  number  of  the  Stockbridge  Indians  marched  with 
BinrtLbtijM  *'"^  militia  of  that  coimty,  and  were  stationed 
indiiDi.  Tvitlj  Generals  Nixon  and  Fellows,  between  Fort 
Edward  and  Fort  Ann.  On  the  eighteenth  of  July,  General 
Fellows  eent  out  five  of  tlioin  on  a  scout  to  Skencfiborongh ; 
tlie  next  day  before  eunset  they  returned  with  six  prisoncrB, 
consisting  of  two  regulars  and  four  Tories.  The  account  being 
somewhat  entertaining,  we  shall  give  it  to  the  public  nearly  in 
their  own  words,  as  related  by  Abraham,  who  commanded  the 
party.  Ho  says :  "  We  passed  the  ereek,  and  went  within  a 
mile  or  two  of  Skene's  bouse,  where  we  lay  down  in  a  thick 
spot  of  M'oods,  by  the  side  of  the  road.  It  was  not  long  be- 
fore there  came  along  two  regulars  driving  a  number  of  horses ; 
we  jumped  up  and  seized  thorn ;  the  regulars  were  so  very 
much  frightened  that  they  made  no  resistance ;  neither  could 
tliey  apeak  plain.  We  found  by  the  noise  there  were  a  num- 
ber more  beliind  driving  cattle.  One  of  our  prisoners  called 
to  the  sergeant  for  help ;  upon  this  we  thought  it  wise  to  make 
the  best  of  our  way  into  the  woods.  Our  prisouern  attempted 
to  get  away  from  lis ;  we  were  tlicrefore  obliged  to  make  them 
feel  that  our  hatchets  were  heavy,  I  told  tliem, "  If  you  will 
beha'Mi  like  prisoners,  we  will  use  you  well ;  but  if  you  don't, 
we  mnst  kill  you."  After  this  they  bcliaved  well,  and  did 
every  thing  we  bid  them.  On  our  way  to  our  encampment, 
wc  thought  we  would  take  in  with  us  as  many  Tories  as  we 
could  find ;  and  in  order  to  find  tliem  out,  we  gave  our  pris- 
oners then-  guns,  taking  out  the  flints.     When  we  came  near  a 
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house,  we  told  our  prisoners,  "  yon  must  keep  before  us,  and  if 
you  see  any  men  you  must  cock  your  guns  and  present  them 
at  them,  and  demand  who  they  are  for,  the  King  or  country." 
They  did  so,  and  the  Tories  answered  they  were  for  the  King, 
or  they  should  have  moved  off  long  ago.  They  seemed  to  be 
glad  to  see  the  regulars,  and  told  them,  "  You  are  our  brotliers." 
I  knew  one  of  the  Tories  as  soon  as  I  came  in  sight  of  him  ;  I 
therefore  put  my  hat  over  my  face  for  fear  the  fellow  should 
know  me  till  the  red  coats  liad  done  their  duty.  After  he  had 
in  a  most  strong  manner  declared  he  was  for  the  King,  I  asked 
him  further,  "  Will  you  be  true  to  the  King,  and  fight  for  him 
till  you  die  ? "  "  O  yes,"  said  the  Tory.  Upon  this  he  dis- 
covered his  error,  knew  me,  and  immediately  said,  "  What  King 
do  you  mean  ?  I  mean  King  Hancock."  "  Ah,"  said  I ;  "we 
have  found  you  out ;  we  don't  know  kings  in  America  yet ; 
you  must  go  along  with  us." 

Wlien  they  came  near  the  camp,  their  war-cry  was  heard 
and  answered  by  the  rest,  who  went  out  to  meet  tliem.  The 
prisoners  were  delivered  to  General  Nixon,  and  sent  to  head- 
quarters.* 

July  27. — Geneeal  Burgoyne  is  at  Fort  Edward,  and  has 
with  him  about  six  thousand  regulars,  three  or  four  hundred 
Indians,  and  about  two  hundred  Canadians.  Tlie  Murder  of 
frequent  injuries  and  horrible  actions  committed  '^^""^  M'Crva. 
by  his  scouting  parties  on  single  unarmed  men  and  defenceless 
women,  are  sufficient  to  give  every  man  a  thorough  detestation 
of  their  whole  conduct ;  and  were  not  the  Tories'  hearts  made  of 
more  than  iron  hardness,  it  would  inspire  them  with  a  desire 
of  ridding  this  world  of  such  a  set  of  villains  as  their  army  is 
in  general  composed  of.  Several  of  our  officers  and  soldiers 
have  been  inhumanly  shot  as  they  passed  from  one  fort  to 
another  unarmed,  and  scalped  whCe  yet  alive.  It  would  take 
too  much  time  to  enumerate  every  action  of  this  kind.  One 
instance  which  happened  yesti^rday,  during  a  skirmish,  may 
serve  for  the  whole.     A  young  lady,  by  the  name  of  Miss

AuorsT  5, — ^This  morning,  about  eleven  o'clock,  anivod  at 
Williamsburg,  in  Virginia,  froTn  the  seat  of  Burwell  Bassett, 
Esquire,  in  New  Kent,  Lady  Washington,  tlie  amiable  con- 
sort of  his  Excellency  General  Washington.  Upon  her  arrival 
she  was  saluted  with  the  Arc  of  cannon  and  small  arms,  and 
was  safely  conducted  to  Mrs.  Dawson's,  in  the  city,  and  in- 
tends setting  out  for  the  northward  in  a  few  days.'

Tliis  happy  ^^^^„  „^^^^^ 
circumstance  is  owing  to  the  following  wise  and  i*^ii«iciphia. 
useful  institution :  There  is  a  building  near  the  city  called  the 
Veteran  House,  which  he  describes  to  be  about  the  size  of  the 
London  Foundling  Hospital,  with  large  gardens  adjoining.  Into 
this  house,  all  persons  not  being  able  to  procure  employment,  are 
received,  and  put  to  work  at  their  respective  trades,  the  house 
supplying  them  with  tools,  materials,  and  every  other  requisite. 
They  are  likewise  found  in  lodging,  clothes,  provisions,  &c., 
and  paid  the  customary  price  for  their  work,  one  shilling  a  day 
being  deducted  out  of  their  earnings  for  the  support  of  the 
foundation.  Those  who  through  laziness  do  not  earn  the 
stipulated  sum,  receive  proper  punishment.  Persons  who  can- 
not give  an  account  how  they  maintain  themselves  are  com- 
pelled to  work  in  the  Veteran  House.  Might  not,  says  our 
correspondent,  similar  institutions  in  this  kingdom,  especially 
in  London,  wliere,  notwithstanding  the  excessive  heighs  of  the 
poor's  rate,  every  street  swarms  with  beggars,  be  attended 
with  very  happy  consequences  ?  * 

August  17. — Yesterday  is  to  be  remembered  on  account  of 
a  signal  victory  tlie  militia,  under  the  command  of  General 
Stark,  obtained  over  a  body  of  the  King's  troops,  j^^,^^^  ^^ 
commanded  by  Colonel  Baum,  some  account  of  Bennington. 

It 
seems  that  General  Burgoyne  had  detached  this  corps,  con- 
sisting of  about  fifteen  hundred  men,  chiefly  Waldeckers  and 
Brunswickers  intermixed  with  some  British  troops  and  Tories, 
a  motley  compound,  to  penetrate  as  far  as  Bennington,  and 
further  if  it  should  be  foimd  practicable,  with  a  view  to  in- 
crease the  number  of  his  friends,  to  disperse  his  protections  in 
the  countiy,  to  procure  for  his  army  provisions,  and  to  wreak 
his  wrath  and  vengeance  on  those  who  had  disregarded  his 
calls  of  mercy,  and  slighted  with  indignity  his  proffered  pro- 
tection.    Colonel  Baum  had  advantageously  posted  his  corps

At  tliis  time  doi'knoss  came  upon  us,  and  prevented  our  6wal- 
iowing  up  the  whole  of  this  body.  The  enemy  fled  pi-eeipi- 
tately  the  succeeding  night  towai-ds  the  North  River,  and,  nnlesB 
they  should  be  met  with  by  a  party  of  our  anny  there,  may 
have  reached  there  without  any  furtlierinolestation.  Governor 
Skeeno,  in  surprise  and  consteraatiun,  took  horse  and  fled. 

Tills  action,  which  redounds  so  much  to  tlie  glory  of  the 
Great  Lord  of  the  heavens,  and  God  of  aniues,  affords  the 
Americana  a  Fasting  monument  of  tlie  Divine  power  and  good- 
ness, and  a  most  powerful  argmuent  of  love  to  and  trust  in 
God.  Our  loss  is  about  forty  or  fifty  killed,  and  more  wound- 
ed, Tlie  enemy's  loss  is  greater,  and  many  more  wounded. 
Tlieir  baggage  fell  into  our  hands.  Tlio  number  of  prisoners 
taken  is  said  to  bo  about  six  hundred.  Two  of  their  col- 
onels were  amongst  tho  prisoners  and  mortally  wounded. 
A  mmiber  of  inferior  officei-s  have  also  fallen  into  our  hands, 
and  in  particular  the  gcncrars  aido-tlc-camp.  A  good  number 
deserted  and  joined  us.  Tliis  victory  is  tliought  by  soinc 
to  eiiual  any  that  has  happened  during  tlio  present  controversy ; 
and,  as  long  as  prudence,  moderation,  sobriety  and  valor,  are 
of  any  estimation  amongst  the  UnitcHl  States,  will  not  fail  to 
ondoar  Gcnenil  Stark  to  them.  It  is  the  opinion  of  some,  if 
a  large  body  of  militia  was  now  callci.1  to  act  in  conjunction 
with  the  iiortlicm  army,  the  enemy  might  be  entirely  over- 
throi^'ii.  May  all  be  concerned  to  give  God  the  glory,  whilst 
we  commend  the  good  condnct  of  the  officers  and  soldiers  in 
general  on  so  important  an  occasion. 

Tlterc  ia  adjoining  PlttsficKl,  in  Hassachuctts,  a  place  called 
Jericho.  From  this  place  forty  men  nmrchcd,  imdcr  Colonel 
Bixtwn,  for  Bennington ;  on  their  way  eighteen  of  them  de- 
serted and  went  over  to  the  enemy.

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Decker'a  fcny  to  the  point  opposite  Perth  Amboy,  a  distance 
of  fifteen  miles.  Tlic  rebels,  greatly  superior  in  munbers,  had 
the  fortUBC  witli  success  to  engage  the  dctathmenta  that  were 
commanded  by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Laurence,  and  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Barton,  who  were  both  made  prisoners,  with  several 
other  ofEcers,  and  a  considerable  number  of  men.  They  then 
marched  down  to  Decker's  ferry,  where  tJiey  burned  about 
thirty-five  tons  of  hay,  and  set  fire  to  a  bam.  As  soon  as  the 
alarm  had  reached  head-quarters,  Brigadier-General  Campbell 
marched  witli  the  52d  British  and  3d  battalions  of  Waldeck, 
learing  a  regiment  of  Anspack  to  guard  tlie  camp  and  re- 
doubts. Upon  the  approach  of  the  regular  troops,  the  rebels 
instantly  marched  off  with  all  speed.  In  the  mean  time  Brig- 
adier-General Skinner  had  collected  those  of  his  corps  whieh 
had  been  dislodged  from  their  stations,  and  detached  Major 
Tympany,  with  twenty-iive  men,  to  gain  information  of  the 
route  which  the  enemy  had  taken.  Tfic  major  came  up  witli 
a  number  of  them  at  the  house  of  Doctor  Parker,  whieh  they 
were  plundering.  lie  attacked  them  immediately,  killed  sev- 
eral, and  took  the  rest  prisoners ;  among  the  killed  was  Mr, 
Smallwood's  brigadicr-raajor. 

It  was  now  known  that  the  rebels  on  this  side  had  gone  off 
towards  Richmond ;  they  were  eagerly  pursued,  and  on  the 
road  beyond  that  village  an  account  was  received  from  Lieii- 
tcnant-Coloiiel  Dongan,  that  his  post  had  been  attacked  by  the 
second  division  of  the  enemy,  and  obliged  to  retire,  (which 
they  did  with  very  little  loss,)  towards  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Allen,  who  had  himself  very  seasonably  retired,  and  taken 
post  on  a  lieight  near  Prince's  Bay,  where  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Dongan  had  joined  liim.  A  large  body  of  the  rebels  had 
twice  made  a  show  of  attacking  them,  but  finally  declined  it, 
and  marched  off  towards  the  Old  Blazing  Star.  Those  two 
gallant  officers  soon  detennined  to  pursue  them,  and  now 
gave  information  to  Brigadier-General  Skinner  that  tliey  were 
on  the  way,  and  requested  orders  wliich  were  immediately 
despatched  to  them,  to  proceed,  and  at  all  events  to  attack  the 
enemy  as  soon  as  possible,  informing  them  at  the  same  time, 
that  ttieir  brother  volunteers  from  the  right  were  coming  up 
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wifli  all  sjieed  to  join  tliwn,  uud  tliat  the  rognlar  troojw,  wiU

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fited's  Point,  whero  there  were  boats  collected,  and  at  day- 
break the  division  had  completely  crossed.  Colonel  Ogden 
with  his  own  regiment.  Colonel  Dayton's,  and  about  one  hun- 
dred militia,  crossed  at  the  same  time  at  the  Old  Blazing  Star. 
General  Sullivan  moved  with  General  Deborre's  brigade  to 
attack  Colonel  Barton's  re^ment  that  lay  at  the  New  Star. 
General  Smallwood,  with  his  brigade,  moved  in  another  col- 
umn to  the  Dutch  church,  to  attack  Colonel  Buskirk's  regi- 
ment ;  and  Colonel  Ogden  marched  in  another  column  to 
attack  Allen's,  Laurence's,  and  Dongan's  regiments,  that  lay 
about  the  Old  Star.  General  Smallwood's  guide,  instead  of 
bringing  him  in  the  rear  of  the  regiment,  led  him  in  full  front 
of  them ;  they  formed  on  the  east  side  of  the  bridge,  and  the 
general  was  moving  over  in  a  solid  column  to  attack  them ; 
but  the  enemy,  unwilling  to  be  shot  at,  retreated  to  their 
Unes  in  the  northeast  part  of  the  island.  Instead  of  Buskirk's, 
it  was  a  British  regiment,  which  retreated  so  precipitately 
that  the  general  took  their  stand  of  colors,  burnt  seven  small 
armed  vessels  and  a  large  bam  full  of  forage.  The  general 
being  ordered  not  to  go  any  farther  than  that  place,  joined 
General  Sullivan  at  the  New  Star,  who  had  in  a  little  time 
settled  the  matter  with  Colonel  Barton's  regiment,  they 
being  but  few  in  number,  and  the  greatest  poltroons  I  ever 
saw. 

They  made  a  show  of  fighting,  but  did  not  stand  to  receive 
our  fire ;  we  took  about  thirty  of  them,  and  their  colonel. 
Colonel  Ogden's  party  advancing  with  the  utmost  precipita- 
tion, drove  the  cowardly  enemy  before  them,  took  Colonel 
Laurence,  three  captains,  six  subalterns,  one  doctor,  and  eighty 
privates.  General  Sullivan  marched  the  division  to  the  Old 
Star,  and  got  them  all  over  except  the  rear  guard,  which  the 
enemy  advanced  upon  and  took.  The  bravery  of  the  little 
party  commanded  by  Major  Stewart  would  do  honor  to  the 
first  troops  in  the  world ;  they  were  posted  behind  a  hedge, 
and  kept  up  such  a  blaze  upon  the  enemy,  that  they  were 
forced  to  retreat  every  time  they  advanced ;  the  little  party, 
consisting  of  not  more  than  fifty  men,  having  bravely  main- 
tained their  post  and  expended  their  ammunition.  Major  Stew- 
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art,  whoBo  gallant  beliavior  would  do  lionor  to  ibe  first  of 
ohHmotera,  told  hie  party  tliat  lio  hud  toi>  great  respect  for 
thoir  bravery  to  sacrilice  liiniii,  tliat  lie  would  surrender  him- 
Bolf  and  give  tliose  that  could  ew'un  an  tipportimity  to  get  off; 
they  all  pullod  ofl'  their  hats,  and  hogged  of  him  not  to  surren- 
der; that  Bonio  of  them  liad  two  cartridges  left,  that  they 
would  fire  them,  and  stand  by  hiin  tiU  they  were  cut  to  piocea. 
Thny  were,  however,  obliged  to  surrender,  and  Stewart,  fixing  a  i 
wliitii  liandkerehief  on  the  point  of  Iiis  sword,  wallied  as  coolly 
OH  if  he  had  been  going  to  shake  hands  vdiii  a  friend ;  many 
of  tlio  party  got  over  tho  rivor.  Tlie  action  waa  grand,  thou^ 
horrid.  I  plainly  saw  tlio  whole.  We  havo  lost  three  majora, 
some  capiainx,  siihaltemH,  etragglera,  and  In  all  one  liondrod 
ftud  twenty-seven  privates,' 

By  a  gentleman  from  Albany,  wo  are  favored  with  the 
following  anecdote:  At  tho  late  battle  between  General  Her- 
kimer and  the  enemy  at  Oneida  Creek,  there  was  a  friendly 
Indian,  with  his  wife  and  son,  who  distingtiisbed  themselves 
remarkably  on  that  occasion.  The  Indian  killed  nine  of  the 
enemy,  when  liaving  received  a  ball  through  liis  wrist  that 
disabled  him  from  using  his  gim,  ho  fouglit  with  his  toma- 
hawk. His  son  killed  two,  and  his  wife  on  horseback,  fought 
by  his  side,  with  pistols,  during  the  whole  action,  which  lasted 
six  hours,* 

AcccsT  25. — Yesterrat  morning  (Sunday)  part  of  the 
Continental  army,  amounting  to  about  ten  thousand  men,  with 
his  Excellency  General  Washington  at  their  head,  marched 
through  Philadelphia,  and  proceeded  over  the  Schuylkill  to  the 
southward.

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Early  this  morning  the  people  of  Liverpool,  in  England, 
received  the  account  of  General  Burgoyne  and  his  brave  forces 
having  taken  the  fortress  of  Ticonderoga  from  the  provincials, 
a  place  fortified  so  well  both  by  art  and  nature  as  to  imprint 
an  idea  in  the  minds  of  many  that  it  was  impregnable.  But 
what  task  is  too  hard,  what  dangers  so  great,  or  what  obstacles 
too  diflScult  for  British  seamen  and  soldiers  to  surmount  at 
any  time,  but  more  especially  when  commanded  by  a  Howe 
or  a  Burgoyne?  This  welcome  news  diffused -a  universal 
joy  through  all  ranks  of  people.  And  in  celebration  of  this 
glorious  event,  colors  were  displayed  on  the  public  buildings 
and  on  the  ships  in  the  docks  and  harbor.  The  bells  rang, 
the  cannon  planted  on  the  batteries,  and  in  other  parts  of  the 
town,  were,  at  intervals,  discharged ;  at  noon,  the  invalids 
quartered  there,  were  drawn  up  before  the  Exchange,  and 
fired  three  volleys,  by  way  oi  feu  dejoie^  and  this  evening  sky- 
rockets and  other  fireworks  have  been  exhibited.* 

August  26. — The  governor  and  the  council  of  New  Jersey 
have  confined  James  Parker,  one  of  his  Britannic  majesty's 
nominal  council  of  that  quondam  province,  and  Disaffected 
Walter  Eutherford,  both  gentlemen  of  very  large  J««eymen.

Tliifl  taato  is  formod  vory  early  in  Ufc,  and  froquuntly  by 
accident  either  of  company  or  education.  Some  men  are 
pedantic,  and  with  them  every  pliraso  mnet  be  technical; 
others  are  fo]>pish,  and  thinr  descriptions  are  always  intend- 
ed to  be  light  and  novel ;  but  Eurgoync'a  turn,  or  artificial 
character,  is  that  of  a  mountebank,  in  which  every  thing  must 
be  wondaj^iil.  In  his  proclamation,  which  has  already  been 
in  most  of  the  papers,  lie  has  handed  himself  out  under  as 
many  titles  as  a  High  German  doctor,  and  given  as  wonder- 
ful a  detail  of  cnteq)rise3  as  is  to  be  found  in  "Waltlio  Van  Clut- 
terb auk's  harangue. 

Tlie  same  pomiwus  complication  opens  his  instructions  to 
Lieutenant-Colonel  Baum.  "Tlie  object  (says  he)  of  your 
expedition  is  to  try  the  affections  of  the  country,  to  disconcert 
tlie  councils  of  the  enemy,  mount  Reidescl's  dragoons,  to  com- 
plete Peter's  corps,  and — to  obtain  largo  supplies  of  cattle, 
horses,  and  carriages." 

From  this  catalogue  of  orders  wo  may  infer,  that  tho  in- 
stant Burgoyuc  got  into  the  country,  he  was  at  loss  how  to

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go  on,  and  perhaps  by  this  time  he  is  at  as  groat  a  loss  how 
to  get  out/  that  his  dragoons  were  on  foot,  li is  anny  incom- 
plete, and  iinftimislied  with  horses  and  eannages:  hut  the 
grand  secret,  and  that  wliicli  engrosses  his  first  tliought,  and 
occupies  Iris  first  hne,  is  "  to  try  the  affections  of  the  country." 
A  mountebank  may  sometimes  liit  upon  the  riglit  disease,  and 
BnrgojTie  has  here  given  a  proof  of  it ;  for  nulcss  America 
turns  a  traitor  to  lierself,  his  efforts  will  be  in  vain.  Tlio  sec- 
ond article  in  the  orders  is  very  judiciously  placed,  viz.,  to 
endeavor  to  disconcert  our  councils ;  very  happily  thrown  in  I 
Because  it  shows  us  the  necessity  of  attending  firmly  to  busi- 
ness, and  the  danger  of  employing  our  ingenuity  to  evade  or 
perplex  it. 

After  this  introduction  of  general  heads,  he  lays  down  the 
route,  the  manner  of  conducting  it,  with  directions  for  the  treat- 
ment of  tho  inhabitants.  "Ail  poasiHe  care  (saya  he)  is  to 
he  used  toprceent  plundering."  Tins  seems  a  very  extraordi- 
nary order  to  he  given  to  a  phmdering  party,  but  is  perfectly 
consistent  when  we  understand  that  plundering  a  country  ioi 
stores  or  supplies  is  the  general's  perquisite,  and  pluuOering 
houses,  that  of  the  men.  Burgoyne's  orders  are  to  bring  in  one 
thousand  three  hundred  horses  at  least,  with  all  the  saddles  and 
Itridles  that  can  he  found,  together  with  all  the  wayons,  car- 
riages, draft  oxen,  and  cattle  ft  for  sl-aughter  j  for  these  no 
money  was  to  be  paid,  but  receipts  were  to  be  given,  and  tliose 
to  such  only  as  had  complied  with  the  terms  of  his  mani- 
festo. Had  Burgoyno  made  the  sweep  of  horses,  saddles, 
bridles,  cattle,  lic,  whicli  he  "was  in  hopes  of,  he  would  at 
least  have  pocketed  thirty  or  forty  thousand  pounds,  hy  taking 
those  articles  from  the  country  without  paying  for,  and 
charging  them  to  tlie  treasury  as  if  he  had  purchased  them; 
the  i-eceipts  and  the  pretended  distinction  of  persons  serving 
as  a  mask  to  cover  the  fraud.  As  this  plundering  in  the  whole- 
sale was  tJie  bnsiness  the  party  was  sent  upon,  no  wonder 
they  were  forbidden  to  spend  their  time  in  dividing  them- 
selves into  parties  to  Tob  hen-roosts  and  eider-cellars,  or  steal- 
ing blankets,  breeches,  and  petticoats.

Tlie  general,  in  the  next  paragraph  of  his  instructions,  gives 
a  kind  of  triumph  over  his  qualmish  apprehensions,  and  putting 
on  the  soldier,  assures  Colonel  Baum,  that  should  the  rebels 
attempt  to  interrupt  him,  he,  General  Burgoyne,  "  will  make 
such  a  movement  as  shall  put  the  rebels  between  two  fires." 
A  wonderful  piece  of  firework  indeed ! — and  shows  that  one 
realfirfi  of  ours  is  better  than  two  of  his  contriving ;  for  the 
event  of  this  double-barrelled  scheme  has  been,  that  the  colonel 
and  his  party  are  defeated,*  near  a  thousand  of  them  made  prison- 
ers, and,  they  say,  poor  General  Burgoyne  is  gone  Stabk  Mad." 

September  1. — ^We  are  credibly  informed  that  Burgojme, 
the  chief  and  director  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain's  band 
ojf  thieves,  robbers,  cut-throats,  scalpers,  and  murderers  of  every 
denomination,  now  infesting  the  northern  and  western  frontiers 
of  several  of  the  American  United  States,  has  not  only  discon- 
tinued the  reward  he  had  offered  and  given  to  the  savage 
Tories,  Indians,  Britons,  Hessians,  Bnmswickers,  Waldeck- 
ers,  and  other  profligate  scum  of  the  human  race,  now  in 
his  service,  for  the  scalps  they  brought  him,  from  the  murdered 
and  half  murdered  inhabitants,  but  has  strictly  prohibited, 
for  the  future,  under  a  severe  penalty,  the  practice  of  scalping- 
It  must  not,  however,  be  supposed,  that  the  chief  of  the  ruffian 
band  was  so  weak  as  to  be  in  the  least  influenced  to  this  pro- 
hibition by  any  motive  of  compassion  or  humanity ;  his  induce- 
ments were  purely  political.  He  had  found  by  experience, 
that  his  rewards  lessened  the  number  of  liis  emissaries,  who 
not  only  scalped  some  of  his  Tory  friends,  concealed  among 
the  inhabitants,  but  also  scalped  one  another ;  and  that  a  scalp- 
ing party  of  a  lieutenant,  and  about  thirty  men,  ho  lately  sent 
out,  with  a  largo  number  of  Indians,  were  by  the  latter  all 
killed  and  scalped,  none  of  the  party  having  been  since  seen  or 
heard  of,  and  the  lieutenant's  hair,  which  was  remarkably  full,

Finding  they  conld  no  longer  conceal  them- 
Bolvea,  they  wont  down  into  the  c-al)iu,  and  soon  afttr  t-aine  op 
deck  dressed  in  their  Fremch  luiifonns.  dtnicd  that  they  were 
bound  to  America,  and  insisted  on  being  released  as  ofHcera 
of  the  King  of  France.  Lord  Mnlgrave,  however,  refused  to 
release  them,  but  told  them  if  they  expected  to  be  treated  like 
gentlemen,  they  must  honorably  confess  the  errand  on  whicli 
they  were  going,  for  that  ho  was  convinced  their  intended 
voyage  was  to  join  the  rebel  forces  of  America.  This  had  the

This  is  with  them  a  capital  object ;  'tis  what  they  last  year 
strove  to  effect,  but  were  happily  disappointed.  They  made  a 
second  attempt  at  the  opening  of  this  campaign ;  but  after  vast 
preparation  and  exj^ense  for  that  purpose,  they  abandoned  their 
design  and  totally  evacuated  the  Jerseys.  Tliey  are  now  mak- 
ing their  last  effort.  It  seems  tliey  first  intended  to  come  up  the 
Delaware,  but  from  the  measures  taken  against  them  in  the 
river,  judged  the  enterprise  that  way  too  hazardous.  At  length 
they  have  landed  on  the  eastern  sliore  of  Maryland  and  ad- 
vanced some  little  way  into  the  country,  but  the  general  thinks 
they  will  again  be  disappointed  in  their  views,  should  they 
push  their  design  against  Philadelphia,  on  this  route.  Tlieir  all 
is  at  stake.  Tliey  will  put  the  contest  on  the  event  of  a  single 
battle.  If  they  are  overthrown  they  are  utterly  undone — the 
war  is  at  an  end.  Now,  then,  is  the  time  for  our  strenuous 
exertions ;  one  bold  stroke  will  free  the  land  from  rapine,  devas- 
tation, and  burnings,  and  female  innocence  from  brutal  lust 
and  violence.

Two  years  we  have  maintained  the  war  and  struggled  with 
difficulties  innumerable,  but  the  prospect  has  since  brightened 
and  our  affairs  put  on  a  better  face.  Kow  is  the  time  to  reap 
the  fruits  of  all  our  toils  and  dangers ;  if  we  behave  like  men 
this  third  campaign  will  be  our  last.  Ours  is  the  main  army. 
To  us  our  countrjTnen  look  for  protection ;  the  eyes  of  all 
America  and  Europe  are  turned  upon  us,  as  on  those  by  whom 
the  event  of  war  is  to  be  determined  ;  and  the  general  assures 
his  countrymen  and  fellow-soldiers,  that  he  believes  the  criti-

About  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  tho  action  became 
general,  and  continued  very  severe  until  dark,  when  the 
British  stopped  the  pursuit,  and  tlie  Americans  retired  to 
Chester,  where  they  are  now  encamped,'

Aa  lOon  as  it  was  perceived  that  General  Howe  had 
attacked  the  rebels,  the  troops  passed  the  rirer,  atormed  the  batleriea,  and  took 
their  cannon.  The  rout  of  the  enemy  then  became  general.  They  were  puiened 
as  long  as  daylight  and  the  fatigued  condition  of  tho  troops  would  permit,  Gen- 
eral Howe's  column  having  marched  sevoiiteen  roilee  the  day  before  the  engage- 
ment.

September  20. — ^Yesterday,  about  noon,  the  two  armies 
met  near  Stillwater,  and  a  most  obstinate  and  bloody  battle 
ensued.  The  advanced  parties  of  the  Americans,  p^^j,^  ^^ 
which  were  composed  of  Morgan's  riflemen  and  8""watcr. 
Dearborn's  infantry,  received  the  first  fire  of  the  enemy,  and 
a  little  after  two  o'clock  the  action  became  general.  Tlie  right 
wing  of  the  British  forces  was  commanded  by  Burgoyne  in 
person,  the  left  by  PhiUips  and  Reidesel,  and  the  centre,  covered 
by  Frazer  and  Breyman,  was  supported  by  the  savages,  Cana- 
dians, and  renegade  Provincials  and  Tories.  Never  was  more 
bravery  or  determination  shown.  For  upwards  of  three  hours 
the  blaze  from  the  artillery  and  small  arms  was  incessant,  and 
sounded  like  the  roll  of  the  drum.  By  turns  the  British  and 
Americans  drove  each  other,  taking  and  retaking  the  field, 
pieces,  and  often  mingling  in  a  hand  to  hand  wrestle  and  fight. 
Scammell '  fought  like  a  hero,  leading  his  regiment  where  the 
fire  was  the  hottest,  and  did  not  leave  his  post  until  he  was 
wounded  and  taken  off  the  field.  The  British  artillery  was 
well  served,  and  worked  with  sad  havoc  among  our  poor  fel- 
lows, who  are  the  more  to  be  wept,  for  their  gallantry  and  de- 
votion to  their  country.  Tlie  cannon  of  the  British  was  lost  to 
us  only  for  the  want  of  horses  to  draw  them  off.     Arnold

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rebels,  and  perhape  productive  of  disgrace  to  the  British.  On 
the  other  hand,  by  not  firing,  they  would  know  the  foe  to  be 
wherever  fire  appeared,  and  a  charge  insured  hie  destmction ; 
that  amongst  the  enemy,  those  in  the  rear  would  direct  their 
fire  against  whoever  fired  in  front,  and  consequently  destroy 
each  other. 

General  Gray  marched  by  the  road  leading  to  the  White 
Horse,  and  took  everj-  inhabitant  with  him  as  he  passed  along. 
About  three  miles  from  camp  he  turned  to  the  left,  and  pro- 
ceeded to  the  Admiral  Warren,'  where,  having  forced  intelli- 
gence from  a  blacksmith,  he  came  in  upon  the  out  sentries, 
pickets,  and  camp  of  the  rebels !  The  sentries  fired  and  ran 
off,  to  the  number  of  four,  at  different  inter\'al8 ;  the  picket 
was  surprised,  and  most  of  them  killed  in  endeavoring  to  re- 
treat. On  approaching  the  right  of  tlic  camp,  the  line  of  fires 
were  perceived,  and  the  light  infantry  being  ordered  to  form 
to  tiie  front,  rushed  along  the  line,  putting  to  the  bayonet  all 
they  came  up  with,  and  overtaking  the  main  herd  of  fugitives, 
stabbed  great  numbers,  and  pressed  on  their  rear  till  it  was 
thought  prudent  to  order  them  to  desist.  The  forty-fourth 
regiment,  advancing  in  line  likewise,  closed  up  in  support  of 
the  light  infantry,  putting  to  the  sword  such  of  the  rebels 
as  in  the  heat  of  the  pursuit  had  escaped  that  corps,  whilst  the 
forty-second  came  on  in  a  tliird  line  as  a  reserve.  Upwards 
of  two  hundred  were  killed,  many  more  wounded.  Seventy- 
one  prisoners  were  brought  off;  forty  of  them  being  badly 
wounded  were  left  at  different  houses  on  the  road.  The  British 
loss  consisted  of  Captain  Wolfe,  and  one  or  two  men  killed ; 
Lieutenant  Hunter,  and  five  men  wounded !  It  was  about  one 
o'clock  this  morning  when  the  attack  was  made,  and  the  rebels 
were  then  assembling  to  move  towards  the  King's  forces.'

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CHAPTER    XII. 

October  1. — It  ie  unnecesBary  to  say  a  word  of  the  spirit 

and  numbers  of  the  people  of  Ameriea — of  their  attaeliment 
to  their  Hbertv — of  the  extent  and  nature  of  their

country — of  their  resources — and  the  interest  all 
the  powers  in  Europe  have  in  maintaining  the  independence 
of  the  American  States,  to  show  the  absolute  impracticability 
of  Great  Britain's  ever  subduing  this  country.  I  should  not 
despair  of  the  final  success  of  the  Americans  in  the  present 
war,  if  they  were  at  this  time  expending  thuir  last  pound  of 
powder,  and  their  last  ounce  of  ball.  Desperation  would  sup- 
ply the  want  of  every  thing.  No  force  can  subdue  the  hearts 
of  these  people ;  and  nine-tenths  of  them,  I  am  sure,  are  de- 
termined in  their  opposition  to  the  government  of  Britain.  It 
is  inconceivable  to  see  the  exertions  of  these  young  republican 
States.  They  have  done  wonders.  All  the  force  of  the  mon- 
archy of  Britain  in  the  last  war  with  France,  did  not  produce 
from  the  whole  continent  of  America,  half  the  exertions  which 
we  sometimes  see  here  in  a  single  State ;  and  yet  these  re- 
publics have  as  yet  put  forth  but  a  small  part  of  their  strength, 
I  expect  to  see  them,  before  the  close  of  the  war,  upon  a  foot- 
ing with  the  oldest  monarchies  in  Europe ;  and  if  I  was  not 
sure  that  a  love  of  conquest  was  incompatible  with  a  love  of 
liberty,  I  should  think  they  would  make  some  of  them  trem- 
ble from  their  foundations. 

Every  part  of  the  conduct  of  Great  Britain,  and  of  her 
generals  and  armies,  shows  the  power  of  this  country,  and 
the  absolute  impossibility  of  conquering  it.  Why  has  the 
court  of  Britain  meanly  solicited  all  the  courts  of  Europe  to 
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tliliold  aid  of  nil  kinds  from  Uie  Americana!  '^^^1J  lias  tlx 
iiv'lit  iip  twenty  thousand  foreigners  to  a^tiist  in  the  reduc- 
i!i  of  Amerioaf  ^Vliy  did  she  w?nd  an  army  of  forty 
iiii-iind  lueu  across  th«  ocean  for  that  purpose  last  jearl 
liv  has  the  Xing  of  Britain  proclaimed  a  fa£t,  and  call«d 
••:n  tho  Almighty  to  enter  into  an  alliaiioe  with  hliii,  to  aasst 
riiii<iuering  his  rebcUiouK  subjects  J  Siinjiy  alltlitBhas  been 
nir  beeauee  they  dreaded  the  power  and  rottourrea  of  Amcri<!a. 

I  believe  in  no  w-arwitli  tlie  powerful  moaarcliy  of  France 
tl  Hritaiu  ever  negotiate  with  more  expciiw; — «tood  awre  for 
ii i^  alliances — lie  moru  for  internal  flnpport — or  fast  and 
■ii\'  with  nioro  seeming  devotion  tLim  in  tlie present  war  witt 
(mriea.  An  uninformed  spectator,  from  a  view  of  the« 
in^fi,  would  suppose  tliat  tho  only  objcet  of  Britain  in  the 
■ii-icatJon  of  the  war,  was  not  to  BiipprcBS  o  rebellion  in 
nKiioa,  but  to  defend  herself  from  being  RtibJTigat«d  by  ha 
iiicrican  colonies. 

Hilt  tlie  f(iiiilu<'t  of  lier  generals  in  America  is  all  of  a  piece 
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BritiBh  generals  have  taken  to  destroy  the  credit  of  the  paper 
money  emitted  by  the  Congress,  they  have  given  a  sanction  to 
its  validity  by  sending  it  out  from  New  York  to  support  their 
prisoners  among  the  Americans.  The  indiscriminate  ravages 
to  which  the  professed  royalists  or  Tories  are  exposed  in  com- 
mon with  the  republicans  or  Whigs,  show  that  the  British 
army  believe  that  a  great  majority  of  the  people  of  America 
are  opposed  to  them,  and  that  all  professions  of  attachment  to 
ihem  are  hypocritical,  and  intended  only  to  save  property. 
But  the  British  generals  have  gone  still  farther  in  declaring  by 
their  conduct,  that  the  Americans  are  invincible.  Tliey  have, 
in  some  measure,  thrown  down  their  arms  as  useless  in  the 
present  controversy,  and  have  attempted  to  subdue  their  ene- 
mies by  the  perfidious  arts  of  a  court.  Tliey  have  attempted 
to  surprise  the  Congress  into  a  negotiation,  only  for  the  pur- 
pose of  deceiving  them.  Tliey  have  published  proclamations 
for  the  encouragement  of  desertions  in  the  army,  and  defection 
among  the  citizens  of  America.  They  have  hired  printers  to 
traduce  the  Congress  and  the  army ;  and  to  complete  all,  they 
have  made  and  attempted  to  circulate  large  quantities  of  coun- 
terfeit continental  money  among  the  Americans ;  aiming  there- 
by, at  one  blow,  to  cut  their  sinews  of  war.  Their  folly  in  this 
manoeuvre  exceeded  their  villany ;  for  they  weekly  advertised 
their  money  for  distribution,  in  a  New  York  paper. 

I  am  not  so  sanguine  as  some  of  my  friends,  as  to  the  issue 
of  the  present  campaign.  But  I  rest  satisfied  at  all  times,  that 
the  loss  of  a  battle  or  of  a  town  will  detract  nothing,  finally, 
from  the  Americans ;  and  that  the  acquisition  of  victories  and 
of  territory  will  serve  only  to  weaken  General  Howe's  army, 
and  to  accelerate  the  period  when  America  shall  establish 
her  freedom  and  independence,  upon  the  permanent  foundation 
of  public  virtue  and  military  knowledge.*

Mr.  Chew's,  checked  one  of  the  two  columns  that  had  followed 
him,  while  the  other  pushed  into  Germantown.  The  one  at 
the  house  immediately  invested  and  riddled  it  witli

musketry,  grape  and  cannon  shot  for  a  full  hour, 
the  colonel  defending  it  most  gallantly,  killing  them  by  dozens 
from  the  windows  of  every  face ;  but,  upon  the  forty-fourth 
regiment  advancing  into  the  village,  supported  by  the  seven- 
teenth, and  driving  all  before  them  as  far  Mr.  Chew's  mansion, 
both  these  columns  retired  precipitately,  and  would  have  been 
totally  demolished  if  the  fog  had  not  made  it  hazardous  for  so 
small  a  l)ody  to  pursue  so  rapidly,  as  it  might  have  done  had 
the  weather  been  clear ;  the  other  column,  that  had  filed  off 
towards  our  left,  being  drove  shortly  after  by  the  thirty-third, 
forty-sixth,  and  sixty-fourth  regiments.  Two  other  columns, 
that  had  attacked  and  obliged  the  pickets  of  our  right  to  fall 
back  on  their  respective  corps,  were,  in  their  turn,  defeated, 
upon  the  first  light  infantry,  fourth,  fifth,  fifteenth,  thirty- 
seventh,  forty-ninth,  and  fifty-fifth  regiments  attacking  them ; 
and  the  Hessian  Yagers  repulsed  and  beat  back  the  column 
which  attacked  their  post.  It  now  began  to  clear  up,  and  the 
commander-in-chief  havmg  perceived  a  large  body  (that  had 
rallied)  forming  itself  on  Chestnut  hill,  (apparently  to  retard  our 
pursuit,)  his  excellency  ordered  Major-Gencral  Gray  to  advance 
upon  it  with  the  seventeenth,  thirty-third,  forty-fourth,  forty- 
sixth,  and  sixty-fourth  regiments,  directingthe  other  corps  to 
follow  as  fast  as  possible  to  sustain ;  but  the  rebels  did  not  think 
proper  to  maintain  that  ground,  retiring  precipitately  upon  the 
approach  of  this  small  corps ;  and  although  we  pursued  for  nine 
nailes,  till  three  in  tlie  afternoon,  wo  were  never  able  to  come  up 
with  any  considerable  body.  Thus  Mr.  Washington's  army,  con- 
sisting of  upwards  of  twelve  thousand  men,  was  totally  dis- 
persed by  a  few  British  battalions,  and  the  Hessian  Yagers, 
(the  rest  of  our  army  having  never  had  an  opportunity  of 
engaging,)  and  would  not  only  have  been  cut  up  had  the  morn- 
ing been  bright,  but  all  their  artillery,  &c.,  must  unavoidably 
have  fallen  into  our  hands.*

Iriat.     The  i;J■iti^h  tlieii    ivliinied  tu  their   ^hi]ipin^',  and  the 
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next  morning  we  had  advice  of  their  being  nnder  sail,  and 
coming  up  as  far  as  King's  Ferry.  In  the  afternoon  they  land- 
ed a  large  body  of  men  on  the  east  side  of  the  river  to  draw 
onr  attention  that  way,  but  they  re-embarked  in  the  night  and 
next  morning  landed  on  the  west  side. 

On  Snnday  night  his  Excellency  Governor  Clinton,  who 
then  commanded  at  Fort  Montgomery,  sent  ont  a  party  of  one 
hundred  men,  nnder  the  command  of  Major  Logan,  across  the 
Dnnderbnrg,  to  watch  the  motions  of  the  enemy.  This  party 
returned  in  the  morning,  and  reported  they  had  seen  about 
forty  boats  full  of  men  land  below  the  Dunderburg.  The  gov- 
ernor sent  out  another  small  party  of  about  twenty-eight  men, 
under  the  command  of  Lieutenant  Jackson.  On  tiie  road  that 
leads  to  Haverstraw,  two  or  three  miles  below  Fort  Clinton, 
they  fell  in  with  a  concealed  part  of  the  enemy,  who  ordered 
them  to  club  their  muskets,  and  surrender  themselves  prison- 
ers. They  made  no  answer,  but  fired  on  the  enemy  and  hastily 
retreated.  -They  returned  the  fire  and  pursued  our  people  half 
a  mile,  but  they  all  got  back  to  the  fort  without  losing  a  man, 
though  within  five  rods  of  the  enemy  before  they  were  discov- 
ered. Upon  this  intelligence  one  hundred  men  were  imme- 
diately sent  off,  under  Colonel  Brown,  who  fell  in  with  the 
enemy  about  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  when  a  smart  en- 
gagement ensued,  but  the  enemy  being  of  much  superior  force, 
our  people  were  forced  to  retreat. 

At  the  same  time  it  was  thought  proper  to  send  some  of  the 
artillery,  with  a  field-piece,  to  occupy  an  eminence  com- 
manding the  road  that  leads  to  Orange  Furnace,  with  a  party 
of  men  to  defend  it.  They  were  attacked  soon  after,  and  our 
field-piece  did  great  execution ;  but  it  soon  bursting,  our  men 
retreated,  and  an  engagement  of  small  arms  was  kept  up  a 
good  while.  Most  of  our  men  got  within  the  breastworks, 
when  the  attack  became  general  on  both  forts.  At  the  same 
time  the  enemy's  shipping  came  in  sight,  but  the  wind  being 
light,  and  the  tide  against  them,  none  of  the  vessels  could  come 
up,  except  the  galleys  and  armed  sloops,  which  fired  upon  us, 
but  did  no  execution ;  we,  in  return,  fired  upon  them,  and 
believe  did  them  some  damage.

The  enemy  continued  a  rigorous  and  ioceesant  att«ck  djwo 
tiiM  fiulu;  but  notwithstanding  their  utmost  i^orts,  tJi^  were 
iii;iiiy  times  repulsed  and  beaten  back  from  our  breastworks 
\vitli  great  ekughter.  But  tbc  einallness  of  our  nuinbeis. 
tiling  in  both  forts  but  about  five  bundred,)  wbiob  required 
>  \  <'iy  man  to  bo  upon  continual  duty,  and  obliged  hini  to  nn- 
iviiiittod  eicrtions,  fatigued  oar  people  greatly  ;  wbile  the  ene- 
my, whose  number  was  supposed  to  be  at  least  four  tboofiaad, 
V  nitinued  to  press  us  with  fresli  troopa. 

About  four  o'clock  they  sent  in  a  flag,  dennanding  in  five 
minutes  a  surrender  of  the  forts;  and  ourselves  prisoners  of 
^v;i)' ;  or  that  they  would  put  us  all  to  the  sword.  Au  answo' 
A\\i:i  returned  by  Colonel  Livingston,  aoquaiutang  tbem  that 
AM'  were  detcnuined  to  defend  the  forts  to  the  laat  extrcmi^. 
lliL'  action  was  renewed  with  fresh  vigor  on  botb  eidee,  an) 
iMiitinned  till  the  dnsk  of  the  evening,  when  they  stormed  oar 
iH>i>er  redoubt,  which  commanded  the  fort,  which  after  a  severe

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OcTOBEB  11. — On  Tuesday  last,  departed  this  life,  at  liis 
house  on  Staten  Island,  aged  seventy-two  years,  the  Keverend 
Mr.  Eiehard  Charlton,  missionary  from  the  Soei- 
ety  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign 
Parts.  Tliis  worthy  elergj^man  was  born  in  Ireland,  and  re- 
ceived his  education  in  Trinity  College,  Dublin.  He  came  over 
to  this  country  soon  after  he  entered  into  holy  orders;  and 
was  the  first  missionary  of  New  Windsor,  on  Hudson  River. 
From  thence  he  moved  to  New  York,  being  chosen  assistant 
minister  of  Trinity  Church,  and  catechist ;  in  which  station  he 
continued  several  years,  before  his  appointment  as  the  mission- 
ary of  Staten  Island,  in  1747,  where  he  remained  ever  since. 

Sincere  and  steady  in  friendship,  charitable  to  the  distress- 
ed, and  hospitable  to  all,  he  was  deservedly  esteemed  and  re- 
spected. Amidst  the  confusions  of  the  present  rebellion,  his 
loyalty  was  unshaken ;  his  attacfiment  to  the  Constitution,  in 
church  and  state,  unalterably  firm.  The  great  increase  of  his 
congregations,  during  his  incumbency  for  thirty  years  at 
Staten  Island,  was  an  evidence  of  the  assiduity  with  which  he 
discharged  the  duties  of  his  office ;  and  the  tears  which  were 
plentifully  shed  over  his  remains  at  the  grave,  by  the  members 
of  his  flock,  were  a  sure  indication  that  they  considered  them- 
selves as  having  lost,  in  him,  a  common  father  and  friend.* 

Royal  American  Regiment,  was  ordered  to  take  the  command  of  6rant*a  corps. 
He  has  acquired  great  honor,  being  the  first  that  entered  Fort  Montgomery,  after 
losing  one  officer  and  eight  priTates.  Sir  Henry  Clinton,  who  himself  narrowly 
escaped  the  enemy^s  grape-shot,  in  consideration  of  his  very  gallant  behavior, 
has  appointed  him  Lieutenant-Colonel  Commandant  of  the  New  York  Volunteers, 
in  the  room  of  the  brave  Major  Grant.  The  gallant  Count  Gabrouski,*  lately  ar- 
rived from  England,  has  died  of  his  wounds.  Amongst  the  prisoners  is  Colonel 
William  Allison,  of  the  Drowned  Lands,  whose  son  was  killed  in  the  fort.  This 
person  is  a  member  of  the  provincial  congress  for  the  State  (as  it  is  termed)  of 
New  York.  Also  young  William  Livingston,  late  of  New  York,  in  the  profession 
of  the  law.  A  great  part  of  the  twelve  hundred  rebels,  who  garrisoned  the  forts 
Montgomery  and  Clinton,  or  were  not  killed  or  prisoners,  made  their  escape,  as  it 
was  very  dark  when  the  forts  were  taken.  The  forbearance  and  humanity  shown 
by  all  the  troops  to  the  rebels  after  they  became  their  conquerors,  was  astonish- 
ing ;  and  savored  of  that  benign  temper  which  ever  characterizes  the  army  of 
Great  Britain.

The  voice  of  fame,  ere  this  reaches  yon,  will  tell  how  greatly 
fortnuate  we  have  been  in  thiB  department.  Burgoyne  and  his 
whole  army  have  laid  down  their  arms,  and  surrendered  them- 
selves to  me  and  my  Yankees.  Thanks  to  the  Giver  of  all 
victory  for  this  triumphant  buccobs.  I  got  hero  the  night  be- 
fore last,  and  the  army  are  now  encamped  upon  the  heights  to 
the  southward  of  this  city.  Kajor-General  Phillips,  who  wrote 
me  that  saucy  note  last  year  from  St.  John's,  is  now  my  prisou- 
er,  with  Lord  Petersham,  Kajor  Ackland,  son  of  Sir  Thomas, 
and  his  lady,  daughter  of  Lord  Bohester,  sister  to  the  famous 
Lady  Sosan,  and  about  a  dozen  members  of  Parliament,  Scotch 
lords,  &c.  I  wrote  to  T,  Boone,  by  Mr,  Fluck,  an  engineer, 
whom  I  permitted  to  pass  to  Canada,  and  who  goes  immediately 
■from  thence  to  England.  I  could  not  help,  in  a  modest  man- 
ner, putting  him  in  mind  of  the  ^Ste  champeire  that  I  three 
years  ago  told  liim  General  Burgoyne  wonld  meet  with  if  he 
came  to  Araercia.  If  Old  England  is  not  by  this  lesson  taught 
humility,  then  slie  is  an  obstinate  old  slut,  bent  upon  her  ruin. 
I  long  much  to  see  you,  and  have  tliereforo  sent  the  bearer  to 
conduct  you  to  Albany  by  the  way  of  Heading,  wliere  you  will 
be  received  and  entertained  by  Mrs.  Potts.  Before  you  leave 
Heading,  yon  must  take  advice  whether  to  come  by  Nazareth 
or  Bethlehem;  afler  that  yonr  road  up  the  country  by  Van 
Camp's,  through  the  Minnisinks,  to  Hurley  and  Esopus,  is 
plain,  and  well  known  to  the  bearer.  Don't  let  Bob'a  zeal  to 
get  to  papa,  hurry  you  faster  than,  considering  the  length  of 
yonr  journey,  you  ought  to  come.  If  yon  come  by  Bethlehem, 
there  is  a  Mr.  Oakley,  who  holds  an  office  under  Mifflin,  who 
will  provide  you  with  every  thing  yon  may  have  occasion  for, 
and  will  introduce  you  to  Madame  Langton,  and  the  bishop, 
and  Mrs.  Bsley,  &c.  Perhaps  you  may  get  ruffles  to  yonr 
apron ;  if  they  are  not  finished  I  desire  you  will  bespeak  them.

In  consequence  of  which  tlie  colleges 
were  beautifully  illuminated ;  and  to-night  the  town  of  Cam- 
bridge was  universally  illuminated  in  Jiigh  taste  and  elegance. 
A  bonfire  was  made  upon  the  common,  where  wore  fired  a 
number  of  cannon,  answered  by  musketry  from  the  troops  Bta- 
tioncd  in  Cambridge,  in  lionor  to  General  Gates. 

A  number  of  principal  gentlemen,  both  of  the  town  and 
army,  spent  an  agreeable  cveniftg  in  company,  wliero  the  fol- 
lowing toasts  were  drank,  with  the  discharge  pf  cannon :  1.

May 
American  bravery  and  honesty  rise  superior  to  Britannic  arti- 
fice and  fraud.  8.  May  generous  harmony  forever  firmly 
tmite  the  States  of  America.     9.  Freedom  to  the  whole  world.

At  eleven  o'clock  the  Angnsts  waa  set 
on  fire,  and  at  twelve  she  blew  up  with  an  astonishing  blast. 
One  of  our  people  was  killed  in  a  galley  by  tlie  fall  of  &  piece 
of  timber,  and  we  were  so  near  that  some  of  our  powder-horns 
took  fire  and  blew  up.  The  engagement  still  continued ;  but 
tlie  Roebuck  fell  lower  down,  and  the  Merlin,  of  eighteen  guns, 
ran  aground,  and  at  three  o'clock  the  enemy  set  fire  to  her, 
when  the  engagement  ceased,  the  enemy  falling  still  lower 
down.  Thus  ended  two  glorions  days.  The  commodore  with 
his  boats  went  on  board  the  wrecks,  and  took  out  much  plun- 
der, and  brought  off  two  of  their  cannon,  one  an  eighteen,  the 
other  a  twenty-four  pounder.' 

TnE  two  following  advertisements  lately  appeared,  one  in 
the  Carolina,  and  the  other  in  the  Virginia  newspaper,  which 
show  the  humanity  and  great  consistencyof  conduct  of  the  song 
of  freedom,  as  the  Americans  arc  pleased,  in  several  of  their 
writings,  to  style  tliemselves : — "  Ran  away,  the  tenth  instant, 
a  lusty  negro,  named  Bob ;  the  said  fellow  is  outlawed,  and  I 
will  give  ton  pounds  for  his  head,  severed  from  liis  body,  and 
forty  shillings  if  brought  alive." 

The  second  advertisement  breathes  the  same  infernal  spirit, 
viz. : — "  Kan  away  from  tlie  subscriber,  a  negro  fellow  named 
Zeb,  aged  thirty-six  ;  as  he  is  outlawed,  I  will  pay  twenty  pounds 
currency,  to  any  pei'son  who  shall  produce  his  head,  severed 
from  his  body,  and  five  pounds  if  brought  home  alive."  ' 

By  the  most  cruel  treatment,  they  make  these  poor  people 
desperate,  and  fly  from  misery ;  then  they  are  proclaimed,  and 
exposed  to  be  murdered  for  a  reward.  The  real  friends  to  lib- 
erty should  be  consistent  in  all  their  proceedings !  *

expense,  or  labor,  to  gratify  your  wishes,  and  to  accomplisli  the 
views  of  Congress.  My  health  being  much  impaired,  I  find 
some  relaxation  absolutely  necessar}',  after  such  constant  ap- 
plication ;  I  must  therefore  request  your  indulgence  for  leave 
of  absence  for  two  months.  But  I  cannot  take  my  departure, 
gentlemen,  without  expressing  my  thanks  for  the  civility  and 
politeness  I  have  experienced  from  you.  It  is  impossible  to 
mention  this  without  a  heartfelt  pleasure.  If  in  the  course  of 
so  long  a  period  as  I  have  had  the  honor  to  fill  this  chair,  any 
expressions  may  have  dropped  from  me  that  may  have  given 
the  least  oflcnce  to  any  member,  as  it  was  not  intentional,  so  I 
hope  his  candor  will  pass  it  over. 

"  May  every  happiness,  gentlemen,  attend  you  both  as  mem- 
bers of  this  House  and  as  individuals ;  and  I  pray  Ileaven  that 
unanimity  and  perseverance  may  go  hand  in  hand  in  this

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NovEMBEB  8. — ^At  Edmonton,  in  England,  on  Wednesday 
last,  a  gibbet  was  erected,  under  which  a  load  of  wood  was  laid, 
and  from  the  gibbet  hung  a  figure,  with  a  mask  for  a  face,  and 
on  its  breast  a  label,  with  this  inscription :  "  Washington, 
General  of  the  Americans :  "  and  in  the  evening  the  gibbet, 
and  the  general,  were  reduced  to  ashes.* 

November  19 . — ^Tnis  day  the  Hessian  Licutcnant-General 
Philip  De  Ileister,  died  at  Cassel,  in  Germany,  in  the  sixty- 
first  year  of  his  age.  Ilis  death  was  occasioned  by  an  inflam- 
mation of  his  lungs,  which  carried  him  oft*  in  four  days.' 

November  20. — ^Tiie  martial  spirit  which  at  present  shines

of  their  loyalty  and  gratitude.  Ever  since  the 
arrival  of  the  King's  troops,  the  greatest  harmony  and  most 
cordial  friendship  have  subsisted  between  them  and  the  citizens, 
nor  has  the  martial  law  been  a  grievance  to  any.  None  have 
been  required  to  take  arms,  not  even  the  most  apostate  amongst 
those  who  have  taken  the  benefit  of  the  proclamation  and 
come  to  the  city  for  protection.  How  different  the  prospect 
if  we  look  where  "  fraud  prevails,  and  impious  men  bear  sway," 
and  where  the  wretched  inhabitants  have  been  dragged  to  the 
field  to  figlit  against  the  most  glorious  constitution  in  the  uni- 
verse. Tlie  indulgence  of  the  connnandcr-in-chief  has  prompt- 
ed the  principal  gentlemen,  inhabitants  of  tliis  city  and  refugees 
from  other  provinces,  to  form  themselves  into  independent  com- 
panies, twenty  of  which  arc  nearly  completed. 

Last  Monday,  several  companies  of  them  paraded  on  the 
fields,  at  the  upper  end  of  Broadway,  headed  by  the  Worship- 
ful David  Matthews,  Esq.,  and  made  a  very  fine      Matthew's 
appearance.    Tliese  companies,  together  with  the     comi.anics. 
militia,  will  greatly  add  to  the  strength  of  the  city,  and  relieve 
the  King's  troops,  who  may  be  employed  elsewhere.'

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shot  directly  oppoEit«  to  tlie  fort,  which  was  attacked  tho  next 
day  by  the  galleys,  wlio  kept  up  so  warm  a  fire  on  them  for  two 
hours,  that  one  captain,  one  lieutenant  and  ensign,  with  about 
eighty  men,  came  on  the  bank  with  a  flag,  clubbed  their  mus- 
kets, and  surrendered  tlicinselres  prisoners ;  but  a  large  body 
of  fresh  men  comiug  in  tlirough  the  meadows  to  rescue  tlicm, 
they  were  fired  at  from  tlie  block  house  at  Fort  Mifilin,  and 
many  of  those  who  had  submitted,  thinking  it  was  them,  ran 
off;  thatfifly-aix  privates  with  Lieutenant  Finch  and  Ensign 
Ilankey  were  brought  ofi".  On  tlio  next  day  tho  galleys  at- 
tacked the  battery  again,  but  without  any  effect.  Tlic  enemy 
now  threw  up  another  battery  on  the  hospital  wharf,  from 
which  they  fired  red  hot  sliot,  and  kept  up  a  firing  every  day 
of  shells  and  red  hot  balls,  but  to  little  purpose,  having  since 
their  first  firing  to  the  9th  November  killed  but  two  men  and 
wounded  a  few,  though  tliey  had  thrown  some  thousand  shot 
andsliclls.  On  Monday,the  10th  of  November,  the  enemy  had 
completed  five  batteries,  one  on  the  hospital  wharf  above  men- 
tioned, one  on  the  wharf  below  that,  and  three  others,  one  just 
above  the  fort,  another  right  opposite,  and  the  third  a  little  be- 
low the  fort.  From  all  these,  about  seven  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing, they  began  a  most  furious  cannonade,  with  shot,  sliells,  and 
carcasses,  not  throwing  less  than  fifteen  hundi'od  of  tliem  a  day. 
Tuesday  morning  they  began  in  the  same  manner,  when  Cap- 
tain Treat  of  the  artillery,  a  brave  officer,  with  two  others,  were 
killed,  and  several  wounded ;  and  in  the  evening  Colonel 
Smith,  who  commanded  the  fort,  was  brought  off  wounded. 
Three  of  the  enemy's  ships  came  up  the  same  morning  a  little 
above  Mantua  Creek,  where  we  had  thrown  up  a  small  batterj", 
but  had  that  day  no  guns  in  It,  and  kept  a  continual  fire  on  it 
for  some  hours,  without  the  least  damage  to  the  batterj-.  "Wed- 
nesday and  Thursday  tho  cannonade  of  shells,  &c.,  was  kept  up 
most  violently,  which  tore  the  stockades,  barracks,  &c,,  all  to 
pieces,  and  dismounted  and  broke  many  of  our  gnus.  Friday 
the  fire  was  also  very  hot,  and  the  Vigilant  galley,  which  had 
been  cut  down  and  carried  sixteen  twenty-four  pounders,  got 
behind  Hog  Island  designing  to  get  up  to  Fori;  MifBin,  but 
could  not  do  it  that  day.    Saturday  tho  ISth  we  got  three  guna 
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ill  llii>  battery  mentioned  above,  and  that  morning  tlie  Somerset 
(if  t^ixty-four  guua,  tlio  Isis,  and  aiiotlicr  fifty-gnn  sliijt,  two 
Iiu'L'!-'  frigates,  and  a  pUluy  tlicj-  Iiruiigiit  from  New  York  csme 
lip  witliin  reach  of  Fort  Jlifflin,  when  thf  batteiT  begsn  firing 
nil  llieni.  This  drew  tlio  fire  from  all  the  mm-of-war,  whleJi 
wii^  iuccssont;  eo  thut  from  tho  cannonade  on  tLe  fort  and  the 
lii\'  IVora  the  enemy,  tlieru  waa  one  contimial  roar  of  cannon. 
Tiii_'  wind  was  high,  and  directly  against  the  galleys,  which 
j>ii\ ented  them  from  getting  to  action  for  some  time.  In  tbe 
altiiiioon  the  Vigilant  got  tlipongh  close  np  to  Fort  Hifflin 
siml  tired  most  furiously  on  it.  The  eommodorc  sent  over  ax 
giilitys  to  attack  her;  but  die  lay  so  eovored  by  the  enemy's 
hartL'ries  that  it  could  not  bo  done  to  any  puqiose.  TTio  other 
gLilliyawithtliefloatinghatteriee,  wcroengaged  with theships; 
iiiul  such  a  cannonade,  I  believe,  wa«  never  seen  in  America. 
it  I'ontianed  till  tJie  er^ng,  when  all  the  Bhips  fell  down  taA 
llir  liriiig  ceased  except  from  tlic  Vigiimit  and  the  hatterief 
mi  Province  Island  against  Fort  Mifflin,  which  was  bv  this

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ingly ,  on  Wednesday  niglit,  the  commodore  ordered  the  thirteen 
galleys  to  pass  close  under  the  Jersey  shore,  wliich  they  all  did 
without  a  shot  being  fired  at  them.  It  being  quite  calm,  the 
top-sail  vessels  could  not  attempt  it.  Friday  morning,  before 
day,  it  still  being  calm,  the  brig  Convention,  Captain  Rice,  the 
schooner  Delaware,  Captain  Eyres,  with  six  of  the  shallops,  set 
off  to  get  by,  which  they  all  did,  through  an  exceeding  hot  fire 
of  shells  and  shot,  except  the  Delaware  and  one  shallop,  which 
were  run  agroimd  and  set  on  fire.  Finding  that  all  the  troops 
were  gone,  and  that  there  was  no  wind  to  carry  the  continental 
vessels  by,  it  was  thought  better  to  set  them  on  fire,  than  to  let 
them  fall  into  the  enemy's  hands ;  and  the  same  morning  before 
day,  the  brig  Andria  Doria,  the  xebecks,  Eepulsc  and  Cham- 
pion, the  sloops  Kacehorse  and  Champion,  with  the  two  float- 
ing batteries  and  three  fire-ships,  were  accordingly  set  on  fire 
and  destroyed.* 

December  1. — ^We  hear  from  London,  that  a  treaty  is  to  be 
concluded  with  Russia  for  taking  thirty-six  thousand  Russians 
into  pay ;  and  with  the  King  of  Prussia,  but  the  R^jggtans  for 
contents  are  not  known.  It  is  not  for  a  body  of  Amorica. 
his  troops  ;  but  twelve  thousand  more  Hessians,  "Wurtemburg- 
ers,  Palatines,  and  Mecklenburgers,  are  agreed  for.  Four  and 
twenty  new  regiments  are  to  be  raised  in  England  and  Ireland 
of  five  hundred  men  each,  so  that  the  army  in  America,  next 
campaign,  will  not  be  short  of  eighty  thousand  men.' 

It  is  observable  that  at  the  opening  of  every  campaign  in 
the  spring,  the  British  plunderers,  and  their  Tory  emissaries, 
announce  the  total  reduction  of  America  before  the 
Winter,  in  the  fall  they  nnd  themselves  as  remote 
from  their  purpose  as  they  were  in  the  spring ;  and  then  we 
are  threatened  with  innumerable  hosts  from  Russia  and  Ger- 
many, who  will  utterly  extirpate  us  the  ensuing  summer,  or 
reduce  us  to  the  most  abject  submission.  They  have  so  beat

This  is  no 
secret  with  those  wlio  have  the  management  of  their  armies  in 
America,  how  greatly  soever  the  nation  itself  may  be  deluded 
by  the  pompous  accounts  of  their  progi'ess.  But  whatever  be- 
comes of  Old  England  at  last,  these  gentlemen  are  sure  of  accu- 
mulating immense  wealth  during  the  war ;  and  are  therefore  de- 
termined to  keep  up  the  delusion  as  long  as  possible.  Burgoyne 
is  the  only  one  of  any  distinction,  who  has  virtue  enough  to

founded and  staggered  by  such  a  shock ;  but  you  cannot  im- 
agine how  furiously,  illiberally,  and  indecently  opposition 
triumphed  on  the  occasion,  opening  and  roaring  like  so  many 
bull  dogs  against  administration.  The  King,  God  bless  him, 
for  we  never  had  a  better  one,  and  no  other  nation  had  ever 
so  good  a  one,  who  feels  every  calamity  and  misfortune  of  his 
people,  was  greatly  affected ;  but,  with  that  magnanimity 
which  distiriguishes  his  character,  he  soon  declared  that  such  a 
cause  could  never  be  given  up,  that  this  loss  must  be  retrieved 
by  greater  and  more  vigorous  exertions,  and  that  he  would 
even  'sell  Hanover  and  all  his pt^vate  estut^j  before  he  would

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great  execution.  Burgoyne's  grasshoppers*  galled  them  ex- 
tremely. Tlie  next  day  the  enemy  suddenly  retired,  and  before 
we  could  expect  such  a  thing  from  these  braggadocios,  they 
were  on  full  march  for  Philadelphia. 

Tliis  expedition  has  only  served  to  discover  the  weakness 
and  cruelty  of  the  British  army.  "Whenever  they  marched  it 
was  in  the  night ;  whenever  they  halted  they  took  post  on  the 
strongest  grounds ;  wherever  they  came  they  plundered  the 
miserable  inhabitants  without  respect  of  persons.  Those  mer- 
ciful considerations  which  should  influence  us  in  our  treatment 
of  our  worst  enemies,  found  no  place  among  them.  Tlie  poor, 
the  widow,  the  fatherless  children  were  stripped  of  their  all, 
even  without  leaving  them  bread  to  eat,  or  clothes  enough  to 
cover  them.  Did  they  who  talk  of  British  mercy  and  protec- 
tion but  see  those  unhappy  sufferers !  * 

December  31. — ^Tins  neglect  of  some  of  the  people  of  Jersey 
and  Pennsylvania,  to  supply  clothing  and  necessaries  to  the 
anny  at  Valley  Forge,  in  accordance  with  the  late  requisition 
made  by  General  Washington,  creates  much  comment.' 

Among  the  suggestions  for  relief  is  the  following  by  Gov- 
ernor Livingston,  published  in  this  day's  gazette : — "  I  am  afraid 
that  while  we  are  employed  in  furnishing  our 
battalions  with  clothing,  we  forget  the  county 
of  Bergen,  which  alone  is  sufficient  amply  to  provide  them 
with  winter  waistcoats  and  breeches,  from  the  redundance  and 
superfluity  of  certain  woollen  habits,  which  are  at  present  ap- 
plied to  no  kind  of  use  whatsoever.  It  is  well  known  that  the 
rural  ladies  in  that  part  of  New  Jersey,  pride  themselves  in  an 
incredible  number  of  petticoats  ;  which,  like  house  furniture, 
are  displayed  by  way  of  ostentation,  for  many  years  before 
they  are  decreed  to  invest  the  fair  bodies  of  the  proprietors. 
Till  that  period  they  are  never  worn,  but  neatly  piled  up  on 
each  side  of  an  immense  escritoire,  the  top  of  which  is  deco-
